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CAPE OF GOOD HOPE. 



JOURNAL, MAY 8, 1662. 



(ZACHAEIAS WAGENAEE.) 

May 8th. — S.E. breezes. Last uight with a bright moon the 1062. 
ships Mars and Amsterdam, the one with 154 men and the other "^ 

with 110, palled away to Batavia. This morning the flute De 
Peperboom also left. The Nagelhoom, meeting with contrary wind, 
was obliged to remain at anchor. 

Towards evening the wife of the free innkeeper, Hendrik van 
Zeurwerde, was confined of a boy and girl. 

May 9th. — E. breezes and fine weather. The Nagelboom leaves 
for Batavia with 174 men. 

May 10th. — Same weather. Obtained one ox from the 
Cochoquas. 

May 11th and 12th. — West winds, with heavy showers 

May 13th. — Fine weather. A man arrives from Robben Island 
in a small boat with the news that the Superintendent there was 
very weak and ill ; otherwise matters there were still in a good 
state. Orders were quickly given to despatch thither the junior 
surgeon Pieter Meerhoff with some refreshments. 

May 14tli. — Partly rowing and partly sailing, the wind varying 
from iS. to N.W., the Mi(sqvitie departed for Robben Island. 
Obtained from the Cochoquas *\ cattle and 5 sheep, for copper and 
tobacco. The Goringhaiquas or Caepmen reported that a delegate 
from the Chaiuouquas had arrived at their kraa^ sent by the lung 
Sousoa in order to greet the new *• Sourie '' or Ghreat Chief, 
namely, the Commander, and see whether the latter had as much 
copper tobacco and beads as his predecessor ; if that were the case 
he and liis people would come down with a large troop of cattle. 

May 15th.— Same weather. S.E. wind in the afternoon. 

May 16th. — Fine clear weather, with gentle S.E. breezes. 

May 17th. — New moon. Some fine weather. Two delegates 
from the Cochoquas — the one from Oedasoa, and the other from 
Gonnomoa— arrive during the morning to greet the new Com- 
mander in the name of their chiefs and their tribes. As usual 
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i>*)62. ^^^7 vvere treated to some brandy and tobacco. The delegates 

— from the Chainouquos having been informed in the Caepmen's 

üraal that everything could be obtained as before from the present 

Commander, returDed to their people to report it and come down 

with cattle to us. 

May 18th. — Ascension Day. Fine weather. The Saldanhar 
delegates leave after good treatment and with a present of some 
tobacco for their chiefs. They said that their people would also 
shortly bring us a large troop of cattle. 

May 19th. — Same weather. West wind in the afternoon, 
Arrival from Dassen Island of the freemen's boat, the Peguyn^ 
with only two half-aums of oil and some eggs. Uad called at 
Robben Island, where the Company's vessel was still taking in 
shells. She brought with her the junior surgeon, who had left 
the sick overseer in improved health. 

May 20th, — W. wind Cloudy sky and showers. The 
Munquifie arrives with the shells for the lime kilns. The 
Chainouquas brought seven cattle obtained by us* for copper, beads 
and tobacco. They said that the chief Sousoa was still encamped 
a long distance away, so that he could not come down with much 
cattle; they had therefor 3 only brought a few as a tentative 
measure to see whether the Commander would treat them as 
liberally as they were induced by the Caepmen to believe. If 
so, tliey would come nearer with their cattle and bring larger 
herds to the Fort. 

May 21st. — Dirty rainy weather, with variable breezes. The 
Chain onquas leave with a present of copper and tobacco for their 
chief Sousoa. 

May 22nd. — ^Same weather. Bartered 5 sheep from the 
Saldanhars for copper and tobacco. During the afternoon 11 
more were obtained from them when they were treated with brandy, 
&c. They then left. 

May 23rd. — Same weather. 

May 24th and 25th. — Fine and clear, with W, breezes. 

May 26th. — Dark cloudy sky, with a fresh breeze from the 
N.W. Two of Oedasoa's men brought the Commander the greet- 
ings of their chief, with the request for some tobacco for their lord. 
They could not very well come down with much cattle, as a great 
sickness had broken out among their people. When that was 
over, they would come down with large herds. After the 
emissaries had been treated with brandy, &c., they left with about 
a pound of tobacco for Oedasoa, with the message that as hitherto 
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we have not failed in our liberality, he would be pleased to ^^^' 
let the same appear on his part bIfo by providing us witli much 
cattle and sheep, which we would buy from them satisfactorily 
with copper, tohacco, and beads. 

During the afternoon the men of Oonnomoa and Koukosoa, 
Saldanhar chiefs under Oedasoa, brought in 6 sheep, two of which 
were a present to the Commander (one sent by each of the chiefs). 
The remaining four were bought for copper and tobacco. They 
said that their camp would in one or two days' time be moved 
nearer to us. For the two sheep the bearers were presented for 
their chiefs with some tobacco. They were also entertained as 
usual. 

During the afternoon the wall and curtain Victween the gate 
and the gorge of the point, " De Walvis," fell down on the out- 
side, and the necessary steps for re-erecting it have been tak^n. 

May 27th.--Yarying breezes and fine weather. Obtained 3 
sheep from the Saldanhars. Dysentry commences to show itself 
among the men lately landed here, this makes the Hospital full. 

May 28th.— Rainy N.W. weather. Death duringr the early 
morning of Byk Snellen burgh, of Arnhem, " adelborst '* left 
here by the flute Veenenhurgh. 

May 29th. — Clear E. weather. Bartered 4 sheep from the 
Saldanhars. Death of a soldier named Jurriaan Ericx Sohroeder, 
left here by the Amstelveen, 

May 30th.— Wet, dirty weather, with W. winds. 

May 31st. — About the same weather. Bought 6 sheep from 
the Saldanhars with copper and tobacco. 

June Ist. — Cloudy W. weather and rain. 

June 2nd. — Fine weather, with W. breezes. 

June 3rd. — The same. During the night died Jan Roemer, of 
Swanenburgh. left here by the Veenenburgh, 

June 4th. — Sunday. Cloudy sky, with W. breeze. Obtained 
2 sheep from the Saldanhars. 

June 5th. — The same facir weather. The Ghainouquas, whom 
on the way Gonnomoa and some of his and Oedasoa's men had 
joined, brought us 15 cattle and 19 sheep, which we obtained for 
copper, tobacco, and beads. The Commander made a tour along 
the "Bosbergen" and all along the Cape farms. Returcing 
towards evening, he ordered that the men who had brought the 
cattle were to be well treated in order the better to draw tnem to 
us, as we have received the largest number of cattle from them. 



1662. During the eveniüg died Leo With, of Sandouw, soldier, left 
here hy the AmsteUant. 

June 6th.— Cloudy, with strong W. winds. Arrival of the little 
flute Zeeridder from St. Helena, with all her own crew and 4 
stowaways, three from here and one from Batavia, delivered to her 
by the fleet at St. Helena. Two others managed to jump overboard 
when the fleet was leaving and swam to the shore. Whether they 
were recaptured we do not know. This little flute had already on 
the second day after her departure henoe overtaken the fleet and 
thus proceeded to St. Helena in company. When about 30 (Dutcb^ 
mih 8 distant from that island, the said flute bad been ordered to 
proceed in advance, but always to remain in sight of the fleet, and 
signalize if there were any ships there, firing? as many guns as there 
were vessels in the roadstead. On the 3rd May she fired a gun. 
The vessel proved to be English and was named the Egel (hedgehog) 
which had left Sundays Straits with the last return ships. The 
same day the fleet reached the anchorage in good condition, without 
h >wever finding there Admiral de Vlamingh with the other three 
valuable vessels (God better it !) 

By order of the Commander of the fleet no one was allowed to 
land, or leave his vessel, with the exception of the skipper of this 
little vessel, who on landing, was kindly received by the Governor 
and garrison, who offered water and refreshments and whatever 
they had to accommodate us. 

The skipper dined with the Governor and various toasts were 
drunk, both of their Xing, and prosperity of our State, &c. Maty 
guns were discharged and when the skipper left the Governor 
begged him in his name kindly to request the Commander, llear- 
Adrairal the Hon. E. van der Laan, and all the commanders of the 
different vessels, with his compliments to dine with him the next 
day. This however was politely declined, but Mr. van der Laan 
at the same time invited the Governor to pay him a visit onboard. 
The invitation was accepted and he was well entertained. Nor did 
we remain his debtors in the discharge of our guns whilst various 
healths were drunk, &c. None of our ships had called there this 
year, but 5 English vessels from India had refreshed there and 
already left for England. The English have fortifled the Island 
with 2 small forts, one triangular, and one square, but not of 
suflBcient strength to withstand an attack. They were therefore 
somewhat taken aback when we 'arrived there together, six vessels 
combined. 

They are already beginning to plant cabbages and vegetables, 
hence, besides lemons and oranges, our ships were well supplied. 
But pigs were scarce, for the dogs left there by the ships having 
greatly multiplied and grown wild, had destroyed and chased them 
away, so that within a short time this species of refreshment may 
fail entirely. 



Three days after arrival— the 6th May— the fleet left, the Hon. i^w. 
van der Laan giving the following letter to this little vessel for the 
Commander : — 

To the Hon. Johan van Biebeeck and Zacharias Wagenaer. 

Honourable, valiant, wise, prudent and very discreet friends ! 

The Zeeridder brought yours of 11th of last month, . . . 
Arrived here on the 3rd instant, but to our regret did not find 
the Hon. de Vlamingh and tfie three other return ships, nor did 
we hear that they had passed. We found on the roadstead 
an English vessel, the Medgehogy Captain Mileth, bound to 
London. . . . The news was that three company's ships were 
said to have perished in a stonn on the coast of India, which we 
hope will be an English untrue tiding. The English have built, 
in the * Church Valley ' on this island, a small fort with three 
points, and provided with guns. In the ' Appel Valley ' a square 
redoubt has been thrown up, the object of which I do not 
understand. They seem to be busy growing vegetables, as I have 
seen some fairly good cabbages. vVas civilly received by the 
English Commander. We were offered water and everything we 
required, but only accepted the water. The galiot Zeeridder 
has been provided with stone ballast. . . . We trust that she 
will safely arrive at the Cape. We found six persons in the 
vessels who had deserted from your Government and stowed 
themselves away, as well as two others who had run away from 
Batavia. They are to be troated as you deem proper. . . . In • 
the ship Phoenix sailing away from St. Helena, this 6th day of 
May, 1662.

" P.S.— The fort in the * Kerk Valley ' we found but a poor 
affair. It is mounted with 9 guns. 

" The following stowaways have been placed on board the 
Zeeridder J viz : — Robbert Robbertsz, of the Cape ; Jan Wesselsa, 
of Haeffkenboeck ; Fredrik Jansz, of Alkmaer ; and Jan Cornelisz, 
of Dort. 

" Two others broke their bonds, and we believe that they must 
have been drowned between the ships and the land." 

This day one of the twins mentioned on the 8th May, died. 

June 7th to 10th. — Strong N. W. winds with squalls. Nothing 
ooourred. 

June 11th (Sunday). — Same weather. 

June 12th. — Same weather. Obtained 4 sheep from the 
Saldanhars. 

June 13th. — Same weather. 

June 14th. —Fine, with variable E. breezes. 
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June loth. — Clear» with heavy S.E. winils, A ship anchors 
to warde evening on the other side of the bay. Uhtained 5 aheep 

and one ox lioiA the Sftldanhars for oopper and tobacco. 

" June 16th»^ — I^ovely weather with E. breezes. Arrival on the 
loadfitead of the vessel abo vemen ' ion ed. The Fiscal on his return 
from board, reported her to be the Wakhenn of the chamber 
Zeal and J skipper Dirk de Kuihher and junior merchant OorneliB 
(Joiistant, of Middelburgh, with wife and six children. Had left the 
Ylaok on the 26th January last» with ^532 men. . . . Called 
at St. Jago for water and refreshments, obtained only half a boat 
load of water and a few cattle. Fomr honour! ess fellows deserted 
there. . , , Brought 27 dead and 40 sick sutferin» from 
80UTvy. Skipper also poorly. Vessel properly refi-eshed. Very 
fine with sweet E. breezes. The h'iscal proceeds in the Zeeridder 
to Hout Bay with tho following instruotlünt ; — 

'* Memorandum for Fiscal Abraham Üabhema proceeding hence 
to Hout Bay in the Z^er^idder to obtain there «ome fuel and 
timber." 

Afi we decided on the 13th instant, to despatch this vessel to the 
Hout Bay in order to obtain thence lor us and the public, some 
timber and fuel, of which we are generally much iu want, we have 
deoidöd to employ you for this useful work and entrust the chief 
command of the vessel to you, as we deem it expedient, for reasons 
known to you, not to let skipper Foran alone perform the work. 
We have accordingly added 22 men to the crew with the necessary 
provisions, axes, saws, wedges, sledge-hammers and other tools, 
3f on sre therefore in liod's name to leave to-morrow, wind and 
weather permitting. Having arrived and landed there, you shall 
with the carpenters cut down as many of th^ thickest trees, fit for 
timber, as you may deem necessary. Having 50 men under yon, 
you would not require more than 8 or 10 day a for the work. We 
would like to obtain about 20 spars, as long as possible, for ribs or 
linings ; eight or ten wild ash trees, 10 or 12 feet long, to be 
oon verted into mesa diahea (eet bakken) for the garrison ; 50 or 60 
supports (stutten) to be put under the houaesj from 15 to 20 feet 
long ; and 100 or more straight spars to make handles for shovels 
and spades, or to be used on the battlement a as clubs» 

The rest of the hold should be lilledt not with crooked but 
straight fuel (if obtainable) in order to stow away as much aa 
possibie. We require it for burning Urn© and bricks. 

White the men are busy cutting wood and dragging it to the 
beach, you shall supply them daily with meat or pork, or salted or 
fresh tish (which is said to be in abundance there), as wyll aa with 
vegetables or other additional food (tocspys), and three ha Lf-g lasses 
(halfjes) daily of Batavia arrack, i.e., one in the morningj another 
At nuon and Uie thim in th^ eveuingf that they may be kept ou 



their lees in this cold and rainy weather, and the more encouraged . ^^ö- 
for the heavy work. 

Should any Hottentoos visit you and offer any cattle for sale, 
you may endeavour to barter it, and therefore we give you some 
copper wire and tobacco for the purpose. All cattle obtained may 
be sent in overland, or conveyed hither in your vessel. As soon 
as you have anchored, you shall at once inform us in writing 
overland by a Hottentoo or Dutchman (Duytsman), that we may 
be sure of your safe arrival. 

Further we can only advise you to Keep good order and harmony 
among your men, and keep your eye on the well-known bad Com- 
mander (? skipper Foran). We commend you all to God, and 
wish you a prosperous voyage.

June 18th (Sunday) .--Same weather. Obtained 2 cattle from 
the Saldanhars for " Cabary," and 1 1 sheep for copper and tobacco. 

June 19th.— Same weather. 

June 20th. — Same weather. Arrival during the night of the 
freemen's vessel, Peguyriy from Dassen Island, with a few penguin 
eggs, some fish and other trifles. When she left this on the 13th, 
she sighted a vessel the next day anchored between Dassen and 
Bobben Islands, which also seeing them, commeuoed to fire first 
with blank cartridge and afterwards with ball, so that our men 
believed her to be one of our own vessels in distress. Arriving 
on board she was found to be an English ship from London 
3 months and 23 days ago, and carrying 20 guns. . . . Had 
called at St. Helena Bay for repairs, and obtained 4 or 5 sheep 
from the Hottentoos, and only half a boat load of rain water, 
collected in little pools at this time of the year. She had also 
refreshed at Annabon for 10 days and had had a prosperous 
voyage. The freemen had forgotten to ask her name and 
that of the captain, as well as his destinatiou. They had 
intended to do so when he landed on the island, as they said they 
wished to buy some cattle from them. The English treated them 
very well with sack and other nice drinks, and* they left the vessel 
during the evening. The next morning she was no longer to be 
seen ; no doubt she had sailed away, as the S.E. wind blew so 
strong during the night. 

Letter received from the Fiscal at Hout Bay mentioning that 
the Zeeridderken had been hitherto prevented by contrary winds 
from entering that bay, and was now anchored outside. He had 
however landed to select the most suitable timbar and fuel : enough 
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^0^2. of the latter had been found near the beach, but suffioiöntly large 
trees for timber were too far to be removed otherwise than by 
wagons to the beach. 

Death of Nicolaas Lourens of Sleeswyk, soldier, left here by 
the Nagelboom, 

June 21st. — Real summer weather in the middle of winter. 
The Fiscal writes that the Zeeridderken was safely anchored in 
- Uout Bay, and that everything necessary was being done accord- 
ing to instructions ; that there were sufficient timber and heavy 
trees high up against the mountain sides, but about three or four 
hours away from the shore, so that they could only be brought 
down in wagons, &c. We shall therefore have to content ourselves 
with fuel only. 

June 22nd. — Same weather, with a S.E. breeze. 

June 23rd. — A fair breeze from the sea. Two Hottentoos 
brought a letter from the Fiscal that they could only obtain fuel 
there. 

June 24th.— StifE N.W., with cloudy sky. Obtained 12 sheep 
from the Saldanhars for co£Eee and tobacco. The Fiscal was 
notified to fill his vessel as quickly as possible with fuel, and return 
at once. 

June 25th. — Heavy showers during the night, with N.W, 
winds. Weather somewhat subsided now. Obtained 10 more 
sheep from the Saldanhars. 

June 26th. — Fine. Wind variable. 

June 27th. — ^Fine. Easterly breezes. The Company's vessel 
leaves for llobben Island to bring back shells for the kilns here. 
She takes four extra hands with her, or seven all told, in order to 
be filled the quicker ; also three months' provisions for the residents 
on the Island, and two casks of husks (draf) for the pigs there. 

Both vessek of the freemen left for Dassen Island. 

June 28th. —Dirty N.W. weather. Return of the freemen's 
vessels, having encountered last night a heavy N.W. storm with 
thunder and hail at Dassen Island. The Company's boat was also 
compelled to put back for the same reason. She brought us the 
sad news that yesterday evening, about 6 or 7 o'clock, three of our 
men had perished there (at Bobben Island). They had with the 
small boat landed all the provisions, &c., and proceeded on shore 
with all the men in order without delay to bring on the shells. 
About 6 o'clock they saw the storm approaching from the N.W., 
so that they were obliged to return on board, as in order to save 
their vessel they had to leave the spot. Accordingly Pieter Jansz: 
ZampuS} stationed on the ialand, first brought on board in their small 



boat three of the men and afterwards the other four, among them ^^^^^ 
the quartermaster of the vessel, but on the way, when a gun- 
shot's distance from the shore and near their ship, the sea runniog 
very high, they were submerged by a wave so that the little boat 
sank away beneath them, and only the quartermaster and another 
were saved by swimming on shore. The other three, viz., the said 
Zampus who had to put them on board, Gerrit Colman of 
Dingslaken, and Jan Mastenbioeck (the pecond mentioned left 
here by the Anistellanty and the third belonging to the ship Mar9y 
both soldiers despatched to the Island to collect shells) had to 
sacrifice their bodies to Neptune, and their souls, as we hope and 
wish, to God the Lord. The said quartermastei swam on board 
this morning, and brought the vessel safely hither about noon. 

June 29th.— Fine, with S. W. breezes. The Chainouquas sold 
us 33 cattle and 26 sheep. Oedasoa and Gonnomoa joined them on 
their way hither, as well as a large train of Saldanhars with 11 
sheep, which were bartered for copper, tobacco and beads. The 
chief of the Chainouquas intended to follow soon with a large troop 
of cattle. Oedasoa and Gonnomoa, as well as the Chainouquas 
who had brought the large troop, were well entertained, especially 
the chief men, &o. 

June 30th. — Same weather. The natives leave. The 
Chainouquas took with them a present for their chief Sousoa, con- 
sisting principally of tobacco. Oedasoa and Gonnomoa also 
received, as usual, some tobacco and beads, in order to maintain 
their old friendship with them. 

The ship Walcheren receives its despatch. 

July 1st. — Full moon. N.W. breezes. 

July 2nd. — Sunday. Strong N.W. winds. Obtained 11 sheep 
and 1 ox from the Saldanhars. 

July 3rd. — Wind gone down. Sloop of the Walcheren lands to 
take away some more refreshments to the men that were still on 
shore; hoped to be able to leave this afternoon, in which she 
succeeded. God grant her a prosperous and safe voyage. 

During the afternoon the Commander (Wagenaer) went with 
the Secretary and Land Surveyor, Hendrik Laous, overland to 
11 out Bay, in order personally to see how far the men there had 
progressed in woodcutting and loading ; and to have the bay 
properly sounded everywhere and charted, to be of service to us 
in due course. 

July 4th. — S.W. breeze and clear sunshine. . . Bought 3 
sheep and 2 cows from the Saldanhars. . . 

The Commander arrives afcer dark from Hout Bay, accom- 
pauied by Fiaoal Gabbema» who had already spent 14 days there 
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1662. Qjj ^|jg work. In his place His Honour left the Surveyor Üiere in 
order, with the assistance of the skipper of the Zeeridder, to take 
soundings of the bay, and mark down the whole on a diait, in 
order to present us with a pertinent drawing as soon as the Teasel 
returns, which will be in two or three days time. 

July 5th. — Nothing worth mentioning occurred. 

July 6th. — Death last night in Hospital, of Herbert Herbertss: 
of Siemeren, poldier, left here lately by the Pep^bael (? Peperboom). 
A little past six this morning the flags were flying in the kloof 
above Table Valley, an ordinary sign of the approach of tinfs. 
'We believed the vessel signalled to be the Zeeridderken^ from 
Hout Bay, and found it to be so. She anchored towards 
evening. 

The surveyor returned with her, and showed us a chart of Heat 
Bay, which lay N.E. by N., and had at its mouth a depth of from 
19 to 25 fathoms, but between the two innermost points, situated 
exactly N. and S. from each other, the depth varied from 3 to 18 
fathoms, with a good sandy bottom. The water insi'le was very 
calm, and ships not drawing more than three fathoms might easily 
lie behind the innermost point without seeing any sea. On the 
southern side it was the clearest, so that it may be approached 
nearer than the northern shore. It was large and fine enough for 
vessels to enter during the night or a storm, running in between 
the two extreme points; but as between the paw of the lion 
Mountain and the N. point of Hout Bay many dreadful and 
dangerous rocks rise above the sea, the entrance should be care- 
fully made, as is clear from the chart made of the bay. Moreover, 
good fuel, fresh water and abundance of fish are found there at 
all times, and it takes no longer than four hours to reach Table 
Bay from Hout Bay either on foot or on horseback. This has 
often been done. 

July 7th. — Rainy and cold, with a stiff N.W. gale, so that the 
Zferidder cannot discharge its fuel. 

July 8th. — Rainy weather. Portion of the fuel landed and 
nine sheep bartered from the Saldanhars. 

July 9th. — Sunday. Lovely weather. Death of the chief 
carpenter, Hendrik Bruygom, late of the Walcheren^ of diarrhoea. 
He bad been landed here to assist us to put a vessel together. 

July 10th. — Same weather. In the afternoon the said carpenter 
was honourably buried with a respectable following. 

July nth. — Same weather. The Commander went out into 
the country to inspect the ConoLpany's affairs, and see whether 
or<len> were properly carried out. 
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July 12th and 13th. — Clear calm weather. Bartered one sheep ^^^2. 
from the Saldanhars. 

July 14th. — Stiff N.W. wind and rain. Last night the freemen 
shot a leopsird at the Bosheuvel. Few as hig had ever been s^^en 
here. He had previously bitten one of their cattle in the neck. 

July 15th. — Ugly weather. This morning, as is usual every 
fortnight, some disputes between the freemen, &o., were considered. 
Before that, however, a new burgher councillor, and a new sergeant 
for the burgher corps had been elected. (The burgher couaoillor 
lately elected remaining in office according to cust om.) The burgher 
councillors had proposed the names of Hendrik Hendricxs of 
Zeurwaerden and Jan Maertens de Wacht as burgher coun- 
cillors ; and those of Elbert Dircx Diemer and Harman Ilemajenne 
as sergeants, the one selected to submit two names for the post of 
corporal, Hendrik Hendricx was accordingly selected as junior 
burgher councillor, and in his place, as sergeant of the burghers, 
Elbert Dircx Diemer, both married, and permanently housed landed 
proprietors here. The burgher councillor took the proper oath 
and was shown his place (at the board). These, elections usually 
took place in May, but in consequence of the additional work 
caused by the departure of the Hon. van Hiebeeck and other 
necessary business, it was unavoidably delayed. 

July 16th. — Sunday. Nothing particular happened. 

July 17th.- -Clear. E. weather. Oedasoa personally sold us 
5 cattle and 10 sheep for copper and tobacco. The Commander 
gave orders that he should be entertained as usual. 

July 18th.— Same weather. The Hottentoos leave, well satisfied. 

July 19th. — Same weather. Gonnomoa and some of his Saldan- 
hars arrive with 18 sheep, which we bought. They were 
entertained as usual. 

July 20th. — Fine N.W. breeze. Obtained one more shtep. 
During the night the wind grew stronger, and on 

July 2l8t, into a heavy gale with hard rain, unusual thunder 
and hail (which in this country is seldom loud or striking hard). 
No damages were suffered. 

July 22nd. — Sunday. Somewhat better weather, sunshine 
during the afternoon, 

July 23rd. — Heavy rain till noon, with bleak S.W. winds. 

July 24th. — Same wind, but drier weather. A vessel sighted 
ro.a ttie raloubt fC'jc'mf/L

1662. July 25th. — Hazy weathw from the sea. Arrival of the Maff 

tan Zeelant from the Wielingen the 26th February, 1662, with 
400 men. Provisional skipper, Joost van Stappen, and jimior 
merchant (very ill), Paulus de Manlier. Had put back to de 
Veer, where the skipper, Gomelis Drelingcourt, was removed from 
the vessel by the Directors in oonsequenoe of the complaints of the 
crew, the chief officer being appointed in his place. Many had 

deserted at de Veer Brought 20 dead and 50 sick of 

scurvy. All more or less affected. Orders issued for the refresh- 
ment of the sick. 

July 26th. — Fine weather for the vessel. 

Julv 27th. — Same weather. The Commander proceeds on board 
to make the usual visitation. Found everythinc; fairly well. The 
vess9l, however, had suffered very much from the storms. . . . 
Will be obliged to remain here some time. 

July 28th. — Same weather. 

July 29th. — Same weather. The ordinary Courtday held. 
Death of Qysbert Artius van Turnhout, soldier, left here by the 
Nagelboom. 

July 30th. — Sunday. — Full moon. Hazy weather. Bought 
2 sheep from the Saldanhars. 

July 31st. — Heavy rains and stiff N.W. winds. Yesterday 
afternoon a wolf was shot at the Bosheuvel, after it had already 
killed 2 sheep. 

August Ist. — Quieter weather. Arrival of the ealiot Set 
Velthoentje of Amsterdam; skipper Jurien Jansz: of Amsterdam 
and bookkeeper Pieter Noortman van Broeck. Left Texel on the 
9th Jan. last . . . with 33 men, of whom five had deserted, 
whilst four had remained about at Texel. Galled nowhere; 
brought no dead ; all fairly well. 

Towards evening another vessel anchored in the mouth of the 
bay. She was found to be the Spreeuw, skipper Pieter Pietersz: 
and bookkeeper Nicolaas Wittekoe with 66 men. Had been 
purposely sent home from Batavia on the 22nd April last witb 
the news of the very sad loss of the precious and valuable castle 
Zelamlia on Tayouan (Formosa), &c. Had had no dead, and ovXy 
one sick. . . . 

August 2nd. — Heavy S.E. winds preventing the Spreeuw from 
reaching the roadstead. 

August 3rd. — Variable and fair breezes. The Spreeuw arrivee 
on the roadstead, and is to be well refreshed in order to leave 
soon. 
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The Zeeridder leaves for Elobben Island in order to fetch thence ^^^• 
20 pigs for the vessels at present in the bay, as well as some shells 
for the lime kilns. 

August 4th. — Bleak drizzly weather with stiff N.W. winds and 
rain. 

August 5th. — Same weather. 

August 6th. — (Sunday). Same weather. 

August 7th. — Lovely day. Bought one ox from the Chara- 
gouquas. 

August 8th. — Ürizzly weather. Bought another ox. The 
Zeeridilt^r returns from Kobben Island, bringing the pigs and 
some sheep. Twelve of the former were given to Set Iloff rate 
Zeeland^ and the rest to the Spreeuw. 

August 9th. — Some weather. The Spreeuw exchanges five of 
her crew for other mea here, as it was suspected that the former 
had some mischief in mind and intended treason, having said on 
divers occasions to one another, *' Just wait until we have turned 
the comer," meaning the Cape. Direct evidence could not be 
obtained, but the exchange was effected to prevent possible disaster 
to the vessel. 

August 10th. — Fine, clear weather. The Spreeuw received her 
despatch. ... A certain Chaihantima, often previously men- 
tioned,^;brought news in advance that 20 cattle and as many sheep 
wore approaching, which we longingly await. 

August nth. — Same weather. Departure of the flute Spreeuw, 
The Ifqf van Zeelant received her despatch, having been properly 
provided with all necessaries for her voyage to Batavia. The 
skipper though still ill, was however again on lus legs, but the junior 
merchant, Paulus de Molier, had obtained permission to remain 
here until his complete recovery. 

Oblained 14 sheep and 2 beasts from the Coohoquas for beads 
and tobacco. 

August 12th. — W. breeze in the morning. Three sick and two 
dead lamled from Het Hoff van Zeelant which leaves towards 
evening. 

August 13th. — (Sunday) same weather. Obtained one ox from 
the Cochoquas. 

August 14th. — Same weather. 

August 15th — Wet N.W. weather. Died last night Qysbrecht 
Lamsen, of Ghent, soldieri left here by the Hqfvan Zeelant. 
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1662. AiiguBt 16th. — Heavy 8.E. wind aecompaiiied by ram. The 

yawl of thf» Zferidder l>lown to sea. 

August 17th. — "Wind goisg d(.wn, breeze from the sea; a 
regular bummer's day. The Commander makes an inspection 
inland. 

August 18th. — Cloudy weather with variable breezes. As usual 
annually, the Chainouquas ure beginning io come down %ith their 
cattle, being at present encamped ab(»ul 20 days away. They 
appeared here to-day with 24 caftle and 33 sheep, which were 
negotiated for copper, tobacco and beads. They doubted whether 
their Chief Sousoa would visit us this year because of his age and 
the stiffness of his limbs. They however promised not to bring us 
less cattle than before. 

During the past night and to-day three of the sick left here by 
Het Uoff tan Zeehnt died, also one of the Aien drafted on shore 
out of the Venenhttrg :

August 19th. — Pleasant sunshine and variable breezes. 

August 2Cth. — Same weather. The Chainouquas bring in 19 
more cattle and 16 sheep, which we bartered for copper, tobacco 
and beads. Death of Daniel Pieter van Stavanger, arquebusier, 
left here by Het Hof van Zeelant. This day a company's female 
slave, who had been ill a long time, became his travelling 
companion, while the freemen's vessel departed to their train ou 
boilery. 

August 21st. — Same weather. During the afternoon the Com- 
mander leaves for Bobben Island in the Zeeridder in order to 
inspect the place, and have some necessary repairs done ; also to 
bring back vtrith him as many shells for the lime kilns as wind and 
time will allow. The little vessel had to be towed along as there 
was little wind on the water. 

August 22nd. — Same weather. 

August 23rd. — S.E. breezes, but W. before evening. 

August 24th. — Hazy, winds from the sea. 

August 25th.-— Heavy N.W. winds. To our surprise the 
Zerruiderken was still remaining at the island. Both the freemen's 
vessels were obliged to put back from Dassen Island, bringing 
only 2 half ankers of oil. When passing Robben Island they saw 
the Zeendderken still riding at anchor there. Both her boats were 
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on shore and but few men on board, so that it is to be hoped that i^^* 
the Commander had landed in order to have done what he intended, " 
and that in oonsequenee of the heavy winds and seas, he had been 
nnable to return on board. 

August 26th. — Same weather ; the wind not so strong however. 
Bartered one ox from the Coohoquas. 

August 27th. — (Sunday). Same weather. This morning we 
found the Zeeridderken anchored before the fort. The Commander, 
God be praised, landed at onoe, having completed his affairs on 
the island. The heavy winds however had prevented the vessel 
from bringing a full cargo of shells. * 

August 28th. — Calmer weather. The Commander proceeds to the 
country for a general inspection, and to see whether his orders have 
been obeyed. 

August 29th. — Hazy, N.W. weather. Vessel in sight towards 
evening, her officers land, and repoii that she was the Coghe of 
Hoorn. She had left the Texel on the 23rd April alone, vtrith 228 
men, among them skipper Comelis Backer of Hoorn, the junior 
merchant and fiscal named Mathys van Merwede with his wife and 
3 children, as well as another junior merchant named Cornells * 
Blommendael, one lieutenant and three sergeants. 1'en men had 
died during the voyage, and the rest were fairly well 

The wife of the burgher Jan Martens de Wacht was confined of 
a still-born child. 

August 30th. — Lovely weather with E. breezes. The Com« 
mander visits the vessel. 

August 31st. — Same weather. Died during the night Wouter 
Jansz : of Dordrecht, left here by Het Hqff van Zeehnt, 

September 1st. — Heavy N.W. winds. Anothei^ ship anchored 
on the roadstead during the night. She was the Viaarduigen^ from 
Ooeree the 23rd May with 206 men. . . . When going dowi\ 
the channel in the Spanish Sea they sighted a fieet of aoout 13 or 
14 vessels proceeding northwards. They presumed that it was 
the fleet with the Princess of Portugal on board. She had lost 8 
men and brought 2 or 3 sick ; the' rest were well, among them 
skipper Bartholomeus Verwey, the junior merchantj Dirk Vrou- 
lingh, a lieutenant and three sargeants, &c. 

Death of a young horse that had been gelded. 

September 2nd. — Sunday. Calm weather. Arrival of the Ken- 
fienierlant and Rynlant. On board the former was the Hon. 
Comoiodore Huybert de Lairesse as Admiral of the Fleet, and on 
the latter the Hon. Willem Yolckers. During the afternoon the 
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^ül^' the Hon. ZaehariaB Wagenaet went personally on board the yesselB 
that arrived yesterday, for ordinary iüspection, and after that 
proceeded to the vessel of the Admiral which being becalmed, 
could not reach the roadstead ; the Vice- Admiral however, being 
a little in advance reached it after dark. 

Death of Pieter Hartman, of Frankfort, ^ Adelborst ' left here by 
the Peperbael. 

September 3rd. — Sunday. E. breezes. The Admiral still 
anchored outside. The Commander, L. Wagenaer, lands early 
this moruing. After the sermon the Kennemerlant reaches the 
roadstead, and the Hon. de Lairesae lands and is received with 
proper honours, congratulated,' and escorted in. 

Both vessels had, with the Waterho<n^ left Texel on the 17th 
April last, the first with- 246 men, among them the Hon. de 
Lairesse, Captain Gysbert van Moerlagh van Rheenen with his wife 
and two sisters, skipper Pieter Saskers, of Leeuwaerdon, the Rev. 
Joh. Junius and his wife, and the bookkeeper, Mattys de Lairesse. 
The Rev Junius died yesterday forenoon in the mouth of this bay 
and thus left a sorrowing widow. Captain Moerlagh has also been 
for some weeks, and still is so ill, that there seems to be no di£Perence 
in him between death and life. They had lost 18 by death. 
* The second vessel cnrried 239 men, among them the vice-com- 
modore, the Hen. Willem V'olokers, with his wife and two 
spinsters; Skipper Elbert Ees, the junior merchant Johannes 
Vorsten and wife, one lieutenant and 3 sergeants. Nine had died 
on the way, and at present there aie only a few sick on 
board. . . . 

The Rev. Junius's body was this afternoon honourably interred. 

After the forenoon service Hans Ras of Angel, bachelor and 
free agriculturist, and Catharina UfEtinx of Lubeck, widow, who 
had remained behind from the Hojf van Zeelanty entered into 
the married state. 

September 4th. — Calm weather. A vessel in sight. 

^ September 5th. — Same weather. 

September 6th. — Same weather, preventing the vessel from 
reaching the roadstead. 

September 7th. — S.W. wind m the afternoon. Vessel anchora 
in the roadstead. She was Het Wapen van Zeelant of Zealand, 
and had left on the 23rd April . . . with 231 men, among 
them Skipper van Dalen of Middelburg, Constantin van der 
Swalms of Colinsplaet, captain ; Daniel du Comet of Middelburg, 
junior merchant. . . . Had hunted many goats at St 
Vincent Had 41 deaths during the voyage and still 25 sick. 
One of the dead was buried on Robben Island. 
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September 8th.— No ohang^e. The fine weather very weloome _ 
to the ships for doing their neoessary work. 

Towards eTenicg abont 200 men of the ships were sent to the 
forests to drag out the masts out yesterday for the Coghe, 

September 9th. — Cloudy, calm weather. Death this morning 
of Captain Ghysbert van Moerlagh Van Bheenen. For ten weeks 
he had been lying without taking any nourishment, and humanly 
spealing his death had been expected sooner, but the soul could not 
depart earlier than this morning at seven o'clock. We hope and 
wish that the Ijord our God has placed it well^ and grant his body 
at His own time a joyful resurrection. 

This day were affianced Comclis Willerapz: Casp of Enckhuy- 
sen, arquebusier, and Hester Pinie of the Hague, spinster, bf»th of 
the ship de Coghe. 

September 10th. — Same weather. Captain Gysbert van Moer- 
lagh honourably and according to his rank buried this afternoon. 

September 11. — Continuous fine weather, thank God! for the 
vessels. The officers of the Kennemerlant and Rynlatit employ 
their leisure time in drilling the recruits on board their respective 
vessels. 

September 12th. — Fine weather. Towards evening some men 
arrived from the forest, bringing on a wagon a tree for a bowsprit. 
They had had most extraordinary trouble to convey those heavy 
trees to the wagon road over high hills and large rocks. This 
would be impossible here without a large number of men. 

September 13th. — Cloudy weather and topsail breeze from the 
N.W. Death of Andries Ónderdonck of Bruges, soldier, left here 
by Het Hoffvan Zeelant 

September 14th. — Lovely weather. Commissioner Huybert de 
Lairesse lands all the soldiers, and has a field day on the plain 
below the Lion Mountain (Green Point Common). 

September 15 and 16 — Gk)od weather. • 

September 17th. — Wind from the N.W. Calm towards 
evening. 

September 18th. — During the afternoon the Commissioner 
aooompanied the Commander on horseback to the country, in order 
to visit and inspect the whole settlement. They arrived home 
after dark. 

September 19th. — Some fine weather, to the great advantage of 
the ships. 

September 20th. — Same fair weather.* This day appointed

ty the ConmiFPicner as a general day of bumiHation and prayer 
that God might be the object which the company had in view, 
in equipping and Bending out this laree military force. 

This moroiog died Jan Hermans of Ankeron, arquebusier, left 
here by Ilet Hoff van Zeelanf. 

After the sermon the persons affianced on the 9th were married. 

September 2l8t.— Heavy 8.E. winds during the night, going 
down somewhat in the afternoon. 

. The Commiesioner gives his farewell dinner, to which all the 
officers were invited, including also all the newly-made ensigns. 

September 22 nd. — The Commissioner, properly escorted, pro- 
ceeds on board in order to prosecute his voyage to ... P 

September 23rd. — Arrival of the freemen's boat, Penguin, from 
Saldauha Bay with only 2 half aums of oil and some salted 
geese (gansen) and penguins' eggs ; they had bartered some sheep 
from the natives there, and placed them on Dassen Island, where 
they already had about 100. In case of necessity they will supply 
such ships as may be bore, with meat at the price fixeidby Resolu- 
tion of the Council. 

This day a female slave gave birth to a child, and a mare to a 
foal. 

September 24th. — Sunday. Same N.W. wind, preventing the 
fleet's departure. 

September 25th. — Same as yesterday. 

September 26th. — S.E. breeze. Fleet leaves before daybreak. 
Whilst weighing anchor. Commander Zacharias Wagenaer pro- 
ceeded on board the Commodore's vessel, who had sent his own 
sloop for the purpose, in order to speak with him once more. He 
returned about 10 o'clock a.m., having hurriedly concluded his 
business, in order not to delay the fleet. The said Admiral and 
lis officers declared to him that they had had abundance of all 
. ands of refreshments here, and that most of their sick, of whom 
here were many, had been so well refreshed and nursed that they 
lad nearly all recovered. The sick left by him here had been ex- 
changed for 125 of the best men of the garrison, so that : — 

The Kennemerhnty with 222 men, received 8 more. 

H^t Wapen van Zeelani, with 185 men, received 38 more. 

Tlie Vhardingeny with 194 men, received 11 more. 

The Rynlant, with 227 men, received 9 more. 

The Cog hey with 215 men, received P more. 

The Zeeridd^Ty with 25 men, received 42 more. 

Set Velthoeny with 34 men, received 17 more. 

Total 1227 paid servants of the company, exclusive of women 
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and children, and oOnsiBting of 681 sailors and 646 soldiers, or all *^^* 
included 1 241 souls. The vessels reached the open sea in the course 
of the afternoon. ... 

September 27th and 28th. — Fine clear weathfer. This morning 
(28th) we bartered 8 cattle from the Chainouquas. Ship reported 
anchored in False Bay. Fiscal and five men sent out to discover 
who she was. Met on the way her commander of the soldiers, 
assistaTtt and 6 men, who stated that she was the Orangien, which 
had during the calm weather drifted past the Cape, and in he» 
great distress Keen obliged to look for a harbour there. In his 
letter the skipper (Pieter Cant) mentioned that he was obliged to 
anchor there on account of the number of the sick. Thirty-nine 
were already dead, and 160 lying down stiff of scurvy, whilst the 
rest were not free from it. He himself was lying 3 weeks already 
in bed, as well as the junior merchant, so that he was obliged to 
send the despatches by the bearers. He begged earnestly for 
refreshn^ents which were highly necessary. . . . 

Towards evening the Fiscal was despatched with 30 of our best . 
men, a wagon filled with all kinds of vegetables and 2 sheep to 
False Bay to refresh them a little, and with the fresh men bring 
the vessel round to Table Bay, as she was not lying safely there, 
and there was a possibility of losing both ship and cargo. 

Two other vessels sighted in the afternoon. 

September 29th. — Fine'nlear weather. Last night a vessel was 
seen from the Fort, entering the Bay, and sailing out. Who she 
was, and why she did not anchor, we do not know. The two ships 
seen yesterday were not in to-day. Towards evening word was 
brought from the Fiscal that he and his men had safely arrived at 
False Bay, and that he was on the point of going on board, having 
by means of a fire signalled for a boat from the ship. 

September 30th. — ^Nothing yet seen of the two vessels. Suppose 
that they are drifting about in the calm oft the coast. ' . 

October 1st. — S.E. Arrival of the Oranaien^ which on account 
of the S.E. was obliged to anchor on the other side of the Bay. 

October 2nd. — Same S.E. wind. 

October 3rd. — N.W. breeze. The Orangien arrives on the 
Roadstead, for which God be thanked, as in False Bay she had 
been almost destitute of any human help. She had about 39 dead 
and 160 sick; the rest were, in consequence of the poisonous 
vapours, all in an enfeebled state and unfit to work the ship, so 
that the 30 men sent by us were the ship's salvation. Skipper 
Pieter Grijnsen Cant was still in bed. The junior merchant 
Isaacq de Brauw van der Goes had partly reoovercKl in consequence 

c2 
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^^^' of the refresbmeDtB sent overland, and was again on his legs, and 
the Rev. Nathaniel de Pape with wife and three children had 
lept well, and also the aiesi^tant and commander of the soldiera. 
Everjthing is beinjg done for the speedy despatch of the veaael 
and the recovery of the sick. 

Bartered 12 cattle and 23 sheep from the Chainouquas. 

During the afternoon seven more dead were brought on shore 
from the Orangien. The deaths had occurred between False Bay 
and this. 

October 4th. — Heavy S.E. winds and rains, preventing the sick 
from landing. Death during the night of Jan Duijnsbergen of 
the Hague, assistant. 

October 5th. — Milder weather, continuing during the 6th, with 
bleak winds. 

October 7th. — Same weather. Nothing particular occurred. 

October 8th. — Simday. Heavy rains during the night. The 
freemen's boat De ZeeleeuK arrived with 8 or 9 half-aums of oil. 
She had been hailed from Robben Island, but the hollow sea pre- 
vented her calling there. She understood that vessels were in 
sight. Weather cleared up during the day. Obtained 7 sheep 
from the Chainouquas. 

October 9th and 10th. — Fine clear weather, with varying 
breezes, good for those of the Orangien, who are beginning to 
recover nicely. 

October 15th.— Stiff S.E. winds. Death of Hans Hendrioxs 
of Stockholm, left here by the . . . P 

October 12. — Fine weather. This morning travelled to Eternity 
Jan Juriaans of Christiana, left here sick by the . . . P 

October 13th. — Fine weather. Death this 'morning of Jacob 
Daniels of Zierikzee, chief ^ailmaker, left here sick by ffet Hoff 
van Zfelant. 

The o£Scers of the Orangien ordered to prepare for sailing 
to-morrow, as the vessel had been properly refreshed ; the skipper 
(regarding whom to-day we received many written and attested 
complaints of his meanness (vileynheyt) in his administration, as 
well as of his withholding the proper maintenance from his men, 
from which it is concluded that so many sick were the result, as 
clearly appears from the attestations), though not yet quite 
recovered, nas benefited very much from his stay on shore, so that 
he can move about again. Of the sick we were, by advice of the 
surgeons, obliged to retain on shore 35, whilst there were more 
than '39 dead, exclusive of 13 others who died on shore. We oould 
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onlj spare the vessel 9 men, so that instead of 334 men she will ^^^ 
leave with only 256. 

October 14th. — Fine weather. The skipper of the Orangien 
proceeds on board, followed shortly after noon by the minister 
and his family. Daring the afternoon the C Dmmander ( Wagenaer) 
personally proceeded on board to advise the officers to maintain 
proper harmony and inform the skipper how he is in future to 
conduct himself, that no more complaints may come from his men, . 
and further to urge him to leave as soon as possible. He also 
handed the skipper aod chief mate sealed instructions which were 
only to be opened at sea and by which they were to regulate 
themselves. 

Death of Jan van Duijeborgh, left here by the . . . P 

October 15th (Sunday). — Sea breezes. Caught this morning 
near the Fort two large hartebeesten ; the one which had an 
assegay (P arrow) in it which the Hottentoos had shot into it, 
rushed into the sea from near the jetty, and swam into the Bay, 
but was soon caught up and captured by a sloop. The other was 
shortly afterwards shot near the Company's garden. One of the 
carcases was sent on board, and each of the Hottentoos that had 
shared in the hunt, received a bit (entje) of tobacco and a dram 
(soopgen) of brandy. 

October 16th. — B. wind in the morning. The Orangien obtains 
more refreshments and veget ibles, but as during the afternoon the 
wind veered to the S.E. she was ordered to leave at once, though 
the skipper had sent expressly » letter on shore demanding copies 
of the charges against him. He was however told not to be 
uneasy, as be would receive them in proper time, and that he was 
to go at once as the wind was favourable. Such harsh orders are 
neoessary, as no activity is observed among the officers. Towards 
evening the troublesome ship was under sail, but as the wind was 
un&vourable she was obliged to anchor between Bobbin Island 
and this coast. 

Very early this morning the freeman Jan Coenraad Visser shot 
a horrible wolf which hai killed one of his young oxen. 

Obtained 24 oxen and 7 sheep from the Uhainouquas. 

October 17th. —Hazy at sea. The Orangien out of sight. May 
Gkxl the Lord «/rant her a safe voyage. 

Beacon fire lit on Bobben Island this evening. Perhaps there 
are vessels in sight. What it means, time will show. 

October 18th. — Varying breezes. 

October 19th.— N.W. wind during the night, with heavy rain, 
continuing till thif evening. Beiurn of the freemen's boat from 
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16)2. Saldanha Bay with some oil and salt fish. Had observed nothing 
"" there. 

This day were affianced Hendrick Lacns of Wezel, bookkeeper 
and secretary of this Fortress, and Lydia de Pape, daughter of 
the Key. and Godly " domine," Nathaniel de Pape, minister on 
the Orangkuy which was here lately. 

October 20th.— Fine weather. 

October 21st. — Same weather. This day another expedition 
leaves to find the Namaquas and the great river Vigiti Magna, 
as well as all the towns in the neighbourhood. The men 
(liefhebbers), thirteen in number, are all volunteers (waaghalsen), 
and consist of Pieter Cruy thoff , corpotal of cadets, as commander ; 
Pieter MeerhofE, junior surgeon ; Johannes Dorhagen; Frederick 
de Smith ; Bartholomeus iiudolphus ; Uendriok üagens ; Pelagius 
Weckerleyn; Dirok Rootcop of Bremen; Hendrick Stuijver; 
Laurens Hofman ; Dirck Meyer ; Dirck Wessels ; and Jan Wessels 
(two brothers). Sea their Instructions in the Cape letter book. 

God the Lord grant that they may find what will tend to the 
exaltation of our Lords Principals, under whose wings we are 
sheltered, and to the development of their generous business 
(genereuse negotie), that we may be heartily incited to praise and 
thank His Divine Mercy for it. 

October 22nd — Sunday. Calm, ^ with variable E. breezes. 
Arrival during the morning of the little flute 7 Water hoen from 
Texel the 17th April last. Skipper Pieter Willemsz: of Weesp, and 
assistant Jan Franssen Cuvelier of Amsterdam, and a crew of 32 
men. . . Had called nowhere and brought no dead. 

October 23. — Same weather. The Commander visits the flute 
early this morning and found everything in fair order. As she 
had no sick, though she had a long passage, she was ordered to 
prepare for her departure as soon as possible. Obtained 4 sheep 
Irom the Saldanhars for coffee and tobacco. 

October 24th. — A penetrating rain during the night. Clear 
weather this morning, with a S. breeze, which carried the freemen's 
vessels to Saldanha Bay and Dassen Island, and the Company's 
sloop to BK)bben Island. 

October 25th. — Fine, with variable breezes. 

October 26th.— The same. 

October 27th. — The Waterhoen having had fine weather, could 
take in its water, and receive its despatch this evening, in order 
to leave to-morrow. To the 24 healthy men she brought, we 
added 12 of our own, so that she left with 44 healthy and strong 
souls. 
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October 28th. — E. weather. Departure towards evening of the ^^2. 
Waferhoen. God grant her a prosperous voyage ! 
Obtained 6 cattle and 12 sheep from the ISaldanhars. 

October 29th, — Sunday. Same weather, but fine. After the 
usual sermon, the two persons a£Sanced on the 9th instant were 
lawfully married. 

October 30th. — Calm and hot air from the S. The Chainouqua 
people arrived at the Fort with a good nimiber of cattle, so that 
we obtained from them for copper, beads, and tobacco, 20 cattle 
and 27 sheep. 

The lately missing Pieter Harmans, of Stockholm, stationed at 
the watchhouse Kyckuyt^ was found this morning drowned in the 
Salt River. 

October 31st. — Clear fine day. 

November 1st. — Same weather. This morning the second twin 
of the free burgher-councillor, Hendrick Hendricxs of Zeur- 
waerden, died. 

November 2nd. — Same weather. 3rd. — Damp cloudy air from 
the sea. 

November 4th. — N. winds and light showers. Death this 
morning of Jan de Poorter ctf the Oraiigien, and shortly aft<3r- 
warda of Jacob Davits of the Rynlant, 

Three emissaries of Oedasoa arrive at the Fort to greet the 
Commander, and ask when His Honour intended to visit the 
interior, in order to call on their chiefs, that they might arrange 
accordingly. These ambassadors were as usual treated with 
brandy, bread, and tobacco. 

November 5th. — Fine and calm with an E. breeze. Death this 
morning of Qerrit Wynants of Sardam, chief mate, left sick here 
by the Omugien, 

Oedasoa's ambassadors receive their despatch with the promise 
that the Commander (Wageaaer) would visit them this week, so 
that they left well satisfied. November 6th. — Same weather. 

November 7th. — Fine with a more S. breeze. Obtained 1 ox 
and 2 sheep from the Coohoquas. Death this evening of Bitschart 
Smart of Lillo, soldier, left here by the Orangien, 

November 8th. — Hot sunshine and calm. The Commander, 
attended by 10 horsemen and 12 men on foot, proceeds inland to 
visit the kraals of Oodasoa and Gonnamoa, and barter cattle from 
them. In order to obtain a large quaatity he goes himself. God 
grant him good fortune and a safe return. 

November 9th. — Sea breeze with a cloudy broken sky. 
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1661. November 10th. — Heavy rain during the üight. Clearer 

during the day. Wind westerly. Death this morning of Frans 
Brant of Rostock, soldier, left here by the Orangien. 

November 11th. — Fine. Variable breezes. The Company's 
vessel despatched to Bobben Island with some reeds required there. 

November 12th. — Sunday. W. winds and drizzle. 

November 13th. — Heavy rains during the night, with a stiff 
W. breeze. Clear at noon. 

November 14th. — Hazy atmosphere, with a N.W. breeze. Last 
night, after the gate had been closed, the burgher-councillor 
Hendrik Hendricis of Zeurwaerden, returned on horseback from 
the Hon. Commander, because he had hurt himself against a stone, 
and inflammation having set in, he was obliged to call in surgical 
aid, no surgeon having accompanied the Commander. The Com- 
mander had encountered much dirty weather, so that after a 
tedious journey they had reached Oedasoa's kraal only last Satur- 
day at noon. The first day nothing was obtained, but the following 
day a fair number of sheep with a few cattle. Yesterday morning 
early Hendrioxs had left the Commander, who with his escort was 
in good health, (iod grant them to return as well to the Fort. 

The Company's vessel proceeds to üobben Island with a load of 
reeds and planks required there. 

November 15th. — Broken sky, with W. breezes and showers. 
About an hour after sunset a messenger — a burgher — arrived at 
the Fort with a letter from the Commander, informing us of the 
good health of all, and that he hoped to be back to-morrow 
evening. He had obtained a good number of sheep from the 
Hottentoos but only a few cattle. The bearer had left the 
Governor about 10 Dutch miles away from this. The latter vras 
lying about the kraals with his men to see whether he could not 
obtam more cattle. 

November 16th. — About eleven o'clock last night died Faidus 
de Holier of Middelburgh, junior merchant, left sick here by Het 
Hoff van Zeelant. About '6 o'clock p.m., Commander Wagenaer 
and horsemen arrived, having left the wagon, and footmen, and 
bartered cattle, to come on more slowly. It will be to-morrow 
before they are here. His Honour kept a journal of the principal 
events during the journey. It is as follows : — 

Minutes ot duUy occurrences during a short journey inland of 
the Conmuinder Zacharias Wagenaer with 10 Horsemen and 12 
footmen, in order to obtain cattle. 

Wednesday, 8th November. — Having early in the morning sent 
ahead the wagon drawn by six oxen^ in which were our provisions 
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and some merohanduse for bartering cattle, as well aa the interpre- ^^^^• 
tees £ya and the footmen, the Commander followed exactly at "' 
noon with the 10 horsemen. In crossing the Salt Biver, the 
Commander's horse laid himself down and rolled over in the 
water, wetting him (the Commander) completely. His Honour, 
however, luckily escaped from beneath the beast without injury, 
but soaking wet as he was he had to remount and proceed. Half 
an hour later one of our horsemen was thrown, and the horse finding 
himself relieved of his rider, returned to the place whence it had 
come. We, however, proceeded on our journey with nine horse- 
men, and with the wagon and the men that had been sent in 
advance, we arrived in the evening below the Tigerbergen^ at a 
fresh water, where we passed the night. On our arrival there one 
of our men shot a rhinoceros, feeding on the side of the mountain, 
so straight in the head that he dropped twice forward with his 
trunk into the ground, but, however, he stood up again and escaped 
the other shots fired at him. 

On the 9th (Thursday), early in the morning, we marched on, 
and about 2 o'clock p.m., arrived at fresh but dirty water and a 
grassy good pasture, where we camped. Shortly afterwards wa 
saw many persons and cattle approaching us, whom we understood 
to be Caapmen, who through want of water had had to leave 
their encampment, and look for better grazing on the spot 
where we now were. They accordingly at once off-loaded their 
oxen and began to build their kraal or village (crael negrye off 
dorp) near us ; and as the wagon (which we always have to wait 
for) arrived only 2 hours after us, and the draught cattle were 
tired in this great heat (we havidg found that we had travelled 
eight hours to-day), we pitched our tents, and passed the night 
there. 

On the 10th we arrived at noon among the Choringaiquas or 
Oaapmen, and remained outside their kraal until we had break- 
fasted, and horses and oxen rested a little. We then travelled 
along the foot of a mountain over a marshy and very difficult 
rack, so that late at night we arrived in a valley where we 
amped, as the pasture was so good. During the night we were 
well covered witti a good heavy rain. 

On the 11th we crossed until noon many very difficult hills, 
which fatigued our oxen so much that they were unable to draw 
the wagon over the last steep hill near Oeiasoa's Kraal. Accord- 
ingly ^1 the Hottentosen w^o were with us, and the mounted ai well 
as footmen were obliged to shove the vehicle on from behind and 
assist in getting it to the top, where the oxen were unyoked and 
led to the pastures. We were then visited by both Chiefs, Oeitisoa 
and titonnomoa with a large following of insolent and b jid fellows ; 
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1662. and as we were then just taking our dinner among some rushes, 
" we made them sit down with us and treated them according to our 
ciroumstanoes. After that they returned to their kraals with small 
presents of tobaoco and biscuits. About half an hour afterwards 
we followed them, so that towards evening we appeared at 
Oedasoa's kraal and pitched our tent about a musket shot distant 
from it, haying during our stay only dirty stinking water to drink. 

On the 12th (Sunday) at daybreak, some Hottentoos brought 
us some sheep which we bartered, so that that day we obtained 61 
sheep and 8 head of citttle. And as we found that the two chiefs 
had very little to say among their people, and we as usual had 

{^resented them with some tobacco and other trifles, we decided to 
eave the place, as the chiefs, like the rest, were disinclined to let 
us have any animals, especially cattle (excepting two small oxen 
which we received this evening as a contra-present), and also 
because we wished to escape from the ceaseless begging of great 
and small for tobacco and strong drink. We therefore sent the 
wagon and cattle ahead on Monday the 13th at 7 o'clock in the 
morning, and followed half an hour later. On the way we were 
drenched by a cold shower, which made us all shiver, but after a 
march of two hours we arrived at an abandoned kraal where there 
was a quantitity of dry rushes, with which we made various fires 
which refreshed us again. Here the burgher Hendrik van Zeur- 
waerden obtained permission to return to the Cape in order to have 
his leg cured. Having refreshed ourselves we went on, and in 
the aitemoon arrived at the kraal of Oonnomoa, where we camped 
for the night, and had a mighty troop of starers, but few who 
brought any cattle. However We found in the evening that we 
had obtained 22 sheep (the tails of three of which had been cut off) 
and five lean kine from them. About eight in the morning of the 
14th we went further, and at noon arrived among the Chorachou- 
quas, where we could only obtain 7 sheep and two small oxen. 
However we found a kind of red pigment, somewhat darker than 
vermilion, of which we took a sample with us (Een knoppel doeck 
vol) to be sent ri($ Batavia to Japan, trusting that it will find a 
good market there for the colouring of porcelain. We left this spot 
at 4 o'clock in the afternoon, and at night arrived by another road, 
round a high mountain range, once more among the Choringaiquas 
or Oaapman, mentioned on the 10th. Here we had to camp, but 
before dark we b:irtered 13 sheep and a small ox. 

Early in the morning of the 15th the Commander sent a freeman 
with a letter to the Capa mentioning his adventures and notifying 
that, he would be back at the fort to-morrow. The Caapmen, 
seeing this, began to grow suspicious and made each other believe 
that by means of the Tetter more men had been ordered by us in 
order to rob them of all their cattle and take it to the Cap 3. 
Accordingly they drove away all their wives and children th\ 
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brought us milk to barter and themselyes went to stand a distanoe ^^^' 
oS, and appeared to consider what they were to do under the 
ciroumstanoes. Ajid as we found that it was useless to talk it out 
of the heads of this stupid people, we proceeded on our return 
joumejy and at noon arrived at the spot where we had preyiously 
camped, and met the Gaapmen with their cattle, from whom we 
bartered 2 sheep and a small ox. Two hours later we again 
moved on, and alter an hour and a half arrived at a dirty stagnant 
water which the rhinooerosses usually drink. But as we were not 
sure that we would reach any fresh water within five or six hours, 
were obliged to pass the night there. In the meanwhile we 
counted our cattle for the last time and found that, all told, we had 
obtained either as presents, or by barter 107 sheep and not more than 
17 head of cattle, large and small, which the Uottentoos would 
not readily part with. Early in the morning of the 16th the 
Commander divided his company. With his horsemen he went 
ahead and with them arrived at the fort at three o'clock in the 
afternoon. The rest of the party, viz., the pedestrians and the 
drivers, he had ordered to come on slowly and not to overdrive the 
cattle." 

November 17th. — Fine fructifying weather with variable winds. 

November 18th. — Same weather. Obtained this day by barter 
from the Chainouquas two sheep. 

November 19th. — (Sunday). W. breezes, with showers. About 
noon the eldest daughter of the free burgher Wouter Comelis 
Mostert died. 

November 20th. — Drizzling cold weather, so that one could very 
well put on an extra coat. Both vessels of the freemen return 
from Dassen Island with 40 half drums of train oil. 

November 21st. — Bleak weather, with S. winds. Towards even- 
ing it began to blow lustily from the S.E. Arrival of a number 
of fieusaquas, a tribe living on the eastern side of this great 
continent, with and among the Chainouquas. They were 
-accompanied by the brother of their King, and a fine troop of 
cattle, only 3 or 1 of which belonged to the Chainouquas. 
Altogether we bartered 45 cattle, among them some fine young 
oxen, and 24 sheep, for copper, beads, and tobacco. As usual they 
were treated to a little brandy. 

They told us that more of their people were coming soon and 
would also bring cattle, and that Sousoa, Chief or King of the 
Mighty Chainouquas, who were so rich in cattle, had told them, 
that as soon as they had completed their principal cattle barter, 
he would also send a large number of cattle and sheep and might 
perhaps come himself in order to greet the new ' Sourie' (meaning 
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2*^ osr new CommuiderV 8moe Mr. Biebeeek's dcpoturo Somoft 
hm noC beea at tlie fort, u lie had {xooeeded too far inlaod and 
aoold noc croai tba jvnn dminir die rainj laaaon irineh ia now 
nmnin; to ha eloae, thoogh we haTe obtained good tioc^ of eatUe 
from ma people thia jear. 

NoTembn- 22nd. — ^Fine pleaaant weather. 

NoTcoiber 23id. — ^Thia erening we lanofhed oor laige new 
■loop, whïeh haa been in hand foor oMmtha. In a fortDigfat'a time 
dhev^ beoompletely finiah«d, iriieQ we shall be able to tzrher. 

NoTembar 24th.— To-dar, reateiday. and the day brfore. we had 
hot and oppiwire weather, bat anitaUe for cotdng down the 
badej, widi which die ooantnr Mk are bnaj in all diraeüona. 



Nofember 25th.— Daik lainr weatho^ with a idll N.K. wind. 



NoTHnber 26dL — Uearr raina near) j the whole daj, with N.E.

Norember 27 th.» Same weather. The wind doing o^^naiderable 
damace e twj ah e t e to the lands and gaidens.

Dnzing the afternoon J ooet Barents, of Bergen op ZMHn«aolJier, 
left in hoapital b j the OrgmfiHL, died. 

Novenber 28lk. — Obtained this erening from Oedas9a*a people 
a boU and two cows, as well aa 7 aheefc 

This afternoon a Hottentoo brooght as a note firom Pieter 
OniijuioiL who left os last month aa «ief of an canedition of 19 
man towarda die interior. With pleaanre wv readthat ther were 
an adU quie well and had on the 3th iniftant amv«i at Olifanta 
Bii«r. The letttriaaa follows:

November 29th. — Bartered 1 ox and 11 f airly conditioned sheep 
from Oedasoa. 

November 3(Hh. — Pine rain during the night. Gold and windy 
during the day. 

December 1st. — Heavy wind the whole day. 

December 2nd. — In the afternoon it was found that Jan van 
Munster, groom in the Company's stables, had died from swallow- 
ing too much brandy, which he had obtained in the country in the 
house of a certain agriculturist. 

Bought 5 sheep £rom Oedasoa's people. 

^December 3rd. — Soft rain towards evening (thank God), some- 
thing rare at this time of the year, which is very dry, so that all 
earth fruits sown or planted perish from drought. This afternoon 
the aforesaid groom, who had killed himself by excessive drinking, 
was nevertheless laid in a coffin and buried. 

December 4th. — Gold and rainy weather ; 5th, the same. 

December 6th. — Obtained 9 sheep from the Ghariguriquas. 
Death this afternoon of Bastiaen Renex of Utrecht, sailor, iell ' 
here by the Orangien. 

December 7th. — Our boat sent to Bobben Island this morning, 
and the Superintendent there ordered henceforth, and during the 
whole year, to hoist no other signal when ships are in sight, than a 
plainly visible prince's flag (the present Netherlands flag) on the 
highest hill there, and to leave it flying until the ships have 
entered the Bay. According to annual custom this order (or 
arrangement) has been notified to th^ Directors and the High 
Government at Batavia for the information of the skippers, 

December 8th. — Nothing particular occurred. On the 9th the 
S.E. wind blew aa ttrongly as it ever could in the dry season. 
To-day all the wage earners of the Gompany received each a 
month's pay on account, whilst some linen (lywaat) was issued to 
the officers. 

Obtained 8 head of cattle from the Ghainouquas, viz., 3 oxen 
and 5 cows. 

December 10th. — Heavy S.E. wind, so that the houses in the 
Fort shivered i^d shook. 
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^•*2- December 1 1 th . — Wind goin^; down, bo that' abotrt 1 1 o'clock a«m . 

it was quite calm. lu the afternoon however the wind was as bad 
as before. 

December 12th. — Found this morning that last ni&fht's wind 
bad torn from the ground the gate and the senlrj box behind the 
Fort in front of the Company's gardens. Various small trees 
were also injured, as well as the thatched roofs everywhere. 

December 13th. — As the wind had gone down during the night, 
the Commander went to the country early this morning, to see 
whether the wind had not done injury to the crops (most of which 
are still standing on the lands) of the poor coimtry folk. On his 
return however we were glad to learn that the wheat, com and 
other grain had everywhere been seen standing erect like a candle. 

This afternoon we obtained from the Chainouquas under Sousoa 
10 cattle and 20 sheep. 

December 14th. — Very hot, but also very oppressive weather 
during the night, with much lightning and thunder claps. 

Two Hot tent 008 bring us good news from our travellers. The 
one was of the Namaqua nation and the second a Chariguriqua. 
About a month ago they had not only seen, but also spoken to 
our people and received food and ^ink from them. For their 
own pleasure they had come hither, without informing anyone of 
their purpose. On the way they had fallen in with Oedasoa's 
people, with whom they had spent some days, thus considerablv 
lengthening their journey. We understood from them that all 
our men were well, and on the other side of the Oliphant's Rivier 
among the Namaquas, who had approached nearer to the river 
with their cattle, and had treated the travellers well. Time will 
show whether they will proceed further to the Chariguriquas. as 
was their intention, or return home. 

December 15th. — Westerly breezes. Pleasant weather» 

December 16th. — When the gates were opened, 50 men were 
sent to the Forest, to drag out of it towards the wagon road some 
timber and thick spars required for our shaky jetty. 

December 17th. — Informed early this morning that last night 
two Company's wage earners and farm labourers had been 
quarrelling at the Company's '* öroote Schuur," and that the one 
had stabbed the other with a knife in the fleshy part of the arm. 
This Mrill somewhat hinder the process of reaping now going on. 

Towards evening a pleasant shower fell, lasting a few hours. 

December 18. — ^Early this morning the Commander went out 
to the country with the Land Surveyor to mark oif for the freeman 
''an Ooenraat Vissoher some better corn land than he at present 
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poeseBses at the BoshcuTel, and to grant it to him, at his request, ^^^ 
in freehold. And as he oomplains that his old lands are so poor "" 
and sandy that last year, instead of 8 bushels of corn and barley 
which he had Fown on it, he had this year not enjoyed more than 
6 bushels from it, which is not sufficient to feed him with bis wife 
and 5 small children, and this baling been found to be the case, the 
Commander gave him 12 morgen of good land behind the 
" Uytkyck," on the other side of the Liesbeecq, as will appear 
from the diagram. 

On the way the Commander inspected the plantation of wild 
almonds planted bv the Hon. Van Eiebeecq last year. He found 
that many plants had died, that some had been trodden under 
foot by the cattle, and those in the neighbourhood of the Redoubt 
" Keer de Koe " had been burnt as a result of setting fire to the 
brushwood either by our people or the Hottf^ntoos. This might 
be avoided if the means were at our disposal, as proposed by Mr. 
Van Riebeeck, viz., annually after the end of the rainy monsoon, 
to plough and overturn the ground a rood in breadth. In that 
case the flames would hardly be able to injure the tender plants ; 
but it was here forgotten to point out with what men and with 
whose cattle this was to be done, as the plantation, covering good, 
as well as sandy and stony groimd, has a length of more than 3,000 
roods, which cannot be taken in hand by the Company's men and 
cattle, much lees by the very soberly couditionea freemen and 
their lean animals. However, in order not completely to abandon 
this good work (which in time will serve as a suitable hedge or 
protection, through which no stolen cattle could be driven) we 
fhall, as occasion serves, set our sailors, soldiers, farmers and 
slaves together at it and have on each side of it dug up a breadth 
of 2 or 3 feet, and cut down the thickest thickets, so that in future 
no fire can obtain a hold on it. 

During the evening Qonnomoa the chief appeared here with 
some of his Hottentoos, bringing with him 14 sheep, whioh we 
bartered from him, treating him well. 

December 19th and 20ih. — Fine weather for ripening the grain 
and gathering it. 

December 21st. — About 3 o'clock in the morning a soft refresh- 
ing rain fell. 

December 22nd and 23rd. — Heavy 8.E. winds. 

December 24th. — Sunday. Lovely weather. 

December 25th. — Christmas. Same weather, but dreadful S.E. 
in the evening and during the night. 

December 26th. — Calm weather. 
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l«fi2. December 27th. — Soft rain in the morning, lasting until the 

evening. 

Deoember 28th. — To'wards evening the Schermen residing at 
Salt Biver informed us that, shortly before, they had shot on the 
other ride of that stream a dreadful sea monster much larger than 
a seal, which sprawb'ng and jerking had drifted to this side and 
finally died. 

December 29th. — Early in the morning the Commander rode 
to the river with some fnends, where they examined the monster 
and found it to be a real sea lion, such as had frequently ere this 
been caught or shot there. It was about 14 feet long, and as 
thick as a leaguer cask. It had two legs in front and a split tail 
behind, but ito head, with its ears, nose, and mouth and stiff thick 
hair, which grew out of its nostrils, was exactly like a lion's head. 
And because the fisfaei men and the soldiers of the redoubt '' Keer de 
Eoe" had had great trouble before they succeeded in getting the big 
brute on land, it was given to them as a present. 

December 30th. — Nothing occurred. 

December 31st. — Obtained 40 sheep and 12 cattle from the 
Gochoquas and Chainonquas. 
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January Ist* — Did not dare to discharge the guns on the 
ramparts, which had been loaded five months ago, on account of the 
violent S.E. wind blowing, as we were afraid of fire, the houses in 
the front and rear works being thatched with straw. 

Obtained 4 sheep from the ühainouquas. 

Januarjr 2nd. — Early this morning we put all the mechanics to 
their work onoe more, having had a sufficient number of holy, or 
more correctly speaking, dissipation and drink days (may God 
better it), since last Christmas. The masons were sent to plaster 
all the dwelling houses (as they have already commenced to do 
with the stone oattery) on the outside and inside with lime, as 
otherwise they would collapse within a few years' time, as the 
brittle bricks burnt here at the Gape, have been so hollowed out 
by the rains that the buildings would not be habitable for a long 
while without danger. 

January 3rd. — The wind so violent that no one dared to venture 
in the streets for fear of being blown over. 

January 4th. — The wind going down. Boat leaves for Bobben 
Island with provisions for three months for the five persons 
stationed there ; also some branches of the wild almond tree in 
^!der somewhat to improve the stable there. 
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January 5th. — Towards evening one of the Company's best 
slayes died in the Fort. 

January 6th. — Nothing worth mentioning occurred. 

January Tth. — Lovely weather (Sunday). After service we 
discharged all the guns of the Fort, and loaded them afresh. 

Bought 48 cattle and 34 sheep from Sousoa, chief of the 
Chainouquas, who with his son brought us the animals, and was 
well entertained, leaving with small presents. 

January 8th. — Having heard yesterday that the Hottentoos 
had come down with their wives, children, and cattle, and had 
camped below tlie Bosheuvel, the Commander rode out thither 
this afternoon to see whether they liad not come too near our 
com and pasture lands, but finding that they were the Chorin- 
gaiquas or Caapmen, with their old chief Gogosoa, who were 
sufficiently distant from 'our cultivated lands, but within the wild 
almond plantation, nothing was said about it, the more so as they 
said that they intended toleave again in two or three days' timetolook 
for better pasture for their cattle in the neighbourhood of False 
Bay. 

January 9th. — Bartered 4 cattle and 8 sheep from the Cochoquas. 

January 10th. — Obtained five sheep from the same. 

January 11th. — According to annual custom, we took stock this 
morning of what was in the stores, and made a general clearing, 
in order the better to be able to store the articles expected from 
home and Batavia. 

This evening one of the horsemen stationed at tlie watchhouse, 
informed us that the Saldanhars had also come down with their 
cattle, and had encamped beyond the Liesbeecq, about half a mile 
from here, right opposite the dwelling of the free agriculturigt 
Jacob Cloeten, which will make the pastures for the company's and 
freemen's horses and cattle poorer still. 

January 12th. — Still busy stocktaking and storing everything 
in better places than they had been in before. 

January 13th. — The Commander and some horsemen visit tho 
kraal of the Saldanhars under Gonnomoa. He c^ould not see, 
however, that the Hottentoos had been causing injury to the 
freemen with their cattle, as they had squatted a good distance 
away on the other side of the Liesbeecq. Their cattle, however, 
had Yery much trodden down the wild almond plantations, tl e 
shoots of which already varied from the length of a finger to that 
of a hand. 

January 14th (Sunday). — Heavy S.E. the whole day, now 
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!6«3. blowing eight days in succession, so that the ground everywhere 
cracks in consequence, of the drought. 
Bartered 2 sheep from the Saldanhars. 

January 15th. — Calm hot weather. Bartered 3 small oxen and 
2 lean sheep from Gonnomoa's people. Qonnomoa and his 
followers, however, are oftener at the Fort than outside in his 
kraal, for he knows that in here we have more for his empty maw 
and gluttonous throat than can be found at present on a barren 
heath. But as this overgrown specimen of rudeness (desep grooten 
onbeschoft) conducts besides daily whole troops of such bold 
beggars to us, who are continually importuning us, we shall be 
obliged to ward these impudent fellows off from us and dismiss 
them to their camp, where they have an abundance of very beautiful 
cattle. 

January 16th and 17th and 18th. — Nothing particular occurred. 

January 19th — Arrival of the little flute V Velthoen from the 
fleet of the Hon. Commander Lairesse. From the officers as well 
as from the papers brought by her we gathered to our regret that 
the expedition undertaken against our general enemies, the Portu- 
guese, who are at present still in the Town and Fort of Mozambique, 
had not been successful. The hindrance had been caused by the 
continuous winds and storms peculiar to this season of the year, 
so that they had not been able to reach the place, but had to 
tack to and fro more than a month along this East Coast, before 
they were able to sight Cape de Corinthas, whence they had 
to cruise for a whole month before they could reach the latitude 
of Verhagens Bay after having encountered heavy storms and 
tempests. In the meantime, finding that their provisions were 
diminishing, and the men ojf various vessels were daily falling 
ill, the Commander and Council, by Resolution of the 20th 
November, decided to look for a refreshment place to the south 
of Cape de Corinthas. They accordingly left on the 23rd, 
and the next day were on I he same spot where they had been five 
weeks previously, and whinh they had easily reached within 24 
hours, a clear proof of the difficulty, or rather, the impossibility of 
voyaging along the East Coast towards the North at this time of 
the year. 

The Orangien joined the fleet with 255 men on the 26th October 
with the usual complaints of the latter against their skipper, Cant, 
who afterwards, on the 28rd December, died of dropsy. Nothing, 
however, had been heard of the Waterhoentje^ which ISft this on 
the 28th October with 46 men. 

The refreshment place was marked on the chart as Baracatta, 
and had a broad river flowing into the sea, but the Water was 
>vaoldsh, and it was hardly navigable for boats in consequence of the 
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strong rapids. The fleet had therefore been obliged to anchor in ^^2' 
the open sea for more than a month, being continually endangered 
by bad weather, and losing during that time 11 anchors, 3 boats, 
and four men drowned. The Commodore seeing that he was 
sorrounded on all sides by adversity and disaster, had ordered 
on board all the men stationed onshore to buy refreshments from 
the uatjiyes, who were Caffros, and with difficulty succeeded in 
getting them safely through the surf at the river's mouth. On 
the Slst December they decided to leave on the first favourable 
opportunity, and to abandon the idea of attacking the Mozam- 
bique Fortress, which they could reach under no circumstances, 
and to chop up the storming ladders for fuel. On the 1st January 
they left and discovered that those wlio had been on shore had 
contracted contagious diseases which laid many of them prostrate 
and carried off others, so that there had been a loss by death since 
their departure from the Cape on the 26th September of 1 14 men, 
whilst their number of sick had increased to 2 IS. The Hon. do 
Lairesse intended to convene a ships' council in order to decide 
which vessels were to leave for Batavia and the coast of India. 
In the meanwhile he had ordered the flute 7 Velthoen to return 
to the Cape, which had completed the voyage in II days. The 
above particulars regarding this expensive expedition to the East 
Coast of Africa were gathered from the despatches and the 
narratives of the officers. 

This evening the uncouth Qonnomoa, who with his craal is 
encamped near us, brought us 12 lean cows and 17 ditto sheep, 
which we bought ; but he stayed with us the wliole night with 
his followers, and gave us enough of himself with his begging. 

January 20th. — The S.E. fell so suddenly down on the Fort 
that everything in it shivered and shook. 

January 21st. — (Sunday). Wind strong in the afternoon. No 
one dared to go into the streets. 

January 22nd. — The Cochoquas or Saldanhars, Ipng with their 
cattle outside, brought in 3 cattle and 14 slieep, which we bought, 
so that at present we have 372 cattle and 750 sheep, and 
will be able abundantly to supply the men of the return fleet 
expected soon. 

January 23rd and 24th.— Same vehement wind. Obtained a 
young cow from the Cochoquas. 

January^ 25th. — This morning the Hottentoos, under the 
" Sourie " or chief Sousoa, brought us a good number of cows and 
sheep. We bought 8 of each, and let them keep the.rest, as they 
were extremely decrepit and lean, so that they could hardly stand 
on their legs. At present we are burdened vdih too many of such 
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"" every 'day two or three die. 

January 26th. — Calm, but very hot and oppressive. 

January 27th. — Despatched the Velthocn with 40 young ewes to 
Robben Island for breeding purposes. She will return with a cai^ 
of shells from which to bum lime for the Company's outside works. 

Jauuary 28tb. — The Velt hoen appears to have arrived at Robben 
Island during the afternoon. 

January 29tb. — The Velfhoen is prevented by the N.W. from 
reaching Robben Island, which is only two small Dutch miles 
distant. In the meanwhile we greatly fear that half of the young 
ewes, through want of food, will perish. 

January 30th. — At noon was publicly announced with the ringing 
of the bell, the Ordinance framed by the Commander and Council 
regarding the selling and delivering of some timber. 

January 31st. — Understood that the Saldanhars with their chief 
Qonnomoa (who had all this time been squatting on the other side 
of the Salt River, about half a (Dutch) mile distant from this) had 
yesterday depart>ed with their cattle towards False Bay. 

February Ist — For the first time this afternoon our new sloop 
(Is Bruf/degom left the jetty with the Fiscal, Sieur Abraham 
Qabbema and five men. It being her trial trip, she will not go 
further than Robben Island, whence she will return in three or 
four days' time with shells. 

Return shortly after noon of the thirteen persons who had left 
on an exploring expedition on the 21st October last. They 
arrived in fairly good health. The following is a sunmiary of 
their Journal : — 

" That Pieter CruythofP, corporal of the * adelborsten,' and head of 
the expedition, had arrived at the Oliphants River on the 5th 
November, he and all his men. That he was obliged to cross it 
three times. Thence, accompanied^by four smart young fellows» he 
had departed farther inland on the 24th following, with ten days' 
provisions, hoping that he would find the great stream Vigiti 
Magna. On the 29th he arrived among the Namaquas already 
discovered, who at once requested his assistance against their 
enemies the Numakee, the furthest removed Hottentoos dwelling 
on this side of the Gh'eat River. For the rest they treated him well, 
and would have conducted him to the said river Vigiti Magna, 
but as he had only biscuits left for three days, he found that he 
did not dare to make the attempt. Returning accordingly, and 
taking with him four of the principal Namaquas, or chiefs, he had 
on the 1st December again arrived at the Oliphants River among 
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the men I eft there by him, where he thanked the chiefs for their ^^''^^• 
tronble and company, and gave them some small presents. Two 
of them thereupon left. 

On the 8th December CruythofE and the two chiefs, as well as 
all his men, marched to one of the Namaqua kraals, but before 
they reached it the inhabitants had come out to meet them and for 
the second time requested them to assist them against the aforesaid 
Numakee, but as this could not be promised off hand, they refused to 
conduct him further, or permit him to proceed to the aforesaid Great 
River. Accordingly he and his men nad endeavoured, now alone, 
and for the third time to search for the often mentioned Great River. 
With that object they left on the 15th early in the morning, but the 
Namaquas, who had followed him since his departure, joined him 
in the evening, and threatened him that if he refused to return, 
they would make war against him. And as our men deemed it 
inexpedient at the time to quarrel with those people, they had 
returned. Afterwards Cruythoff had discovered a passage behind 
their kraals, and taken with him three Sonquas, a nation that is 
subject to the Namaquas, and always keeps the watch far outside 
their kraals, but these fellows having brought him on a wrong 
road, had nm away the next day. Notwithstanding he had con- 
tinued his course three days longer, and when he had gone ahead 
from a certain place with 8 men and 2 pack oxen, some armed 
Namaquas met him towards the evening of the 24th, and once 
more requested him to turn back and go no further. Cruythoff, 
seeing that all further hope and opportunity had been cut off from 
him, was with his men compelled to return once more, having 
for the sake of a sick Netherlander rested three days later. During 
the night of the 27th, whilst standing round the fire, they were 
attacked unawares by some Sonquas (as was supposed) and four of 
them grievously wounded with their assegays, yea ! one of them 
almost mortally. All, however, were cured by Surgeon Meerhoff. 
The next day some Namaquas visited them, nominally to sell 
some cattle, but really with the object of finding out whether any 
of the expedition had been killed. The cattle, however, were 
bought, and they left. The next day some Sonqua huts were 
found with some women and children in them. Cruythoff wished 
to take vengence for what the expedition had suffered, by 
massacreinff these people, but the men with him would not hear of 
it, saying that they were not inclined to revenge themselves on 
these poor people, and shed so much innocent blood. They there- 
fore proceeded on their way, and on the 30th arrived at the 
Oliphant's Hi ver, whore they rested throe days for the sake of the 
wounded. On the 2nd January they left, and ou the 1st February 
arrived at the Fort." 

February 2ud. — Heard that the Cuchoquas, or Oaapmou, who 
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had been squatting for 3 weeks at the Bosheuvel, had also left 
yesterday for False Bay. 

February -ird. — Nothing important occurred. 

February 4th. — (Sunday). After service, we were informed 
that the ship JIarsftevfcn had arrived. She had left the Vlie on 
the 9th October, 1662, and had on board as junior merchant Sieur 
Jan van Almonde, and as skipper Barent Bai*ents Ham, and 
carried 326 souls, including 8 women and 2 children. Had four 
deaths during tlie voyage. The rest were all well. . . . She 
brought news that peace had been concluded with the kings of 
France and England, but that no one knew what would be the 
result of the war with Portugal, or the peace expected to be 
concluded with that country. 

February 5tli. — Wageuaer goes on board to have the Ordinance 
read to the crew, and see that the two large boatfl which she had 
brought, and been asked for by the Hon. van Kiebeeck, were sent 
on shore, that they might be put together without delay and 
employed in clearing the bay, for which purpose they had been 
requested. 

February 6th. — Heavy S.E. No communication possible with 
the vessel. 

February 7th. — The Bruydeyom returns from Robben Island 
with a cargo of shells. The Fiscal reported that m^ny short- 
comiugs had been discovered in the sailing qualities of the boat, 
y\z. : that she would not veer, or sail before the wind, but that 
this might be obviated by placing a firmer masi in her. 

Arrival this alteruoou, in beautiful weather, of the little flute 
de Vlicyh from home with 20 men. Tjie Director^ had intended 
lier for employment here and on a certain voyage, but accord- 
ing to her olHcers she would be unfit for use in water where 
there? are frequent stormy weather and hollow seas, as she was too 
narrow and tapered too sharply belc)\v, and each time shipped so 
much water that often tlie sailors had to stand on deck up to their 
belts in water. 

Towards evening the parts of the i wo boats were sent on shore, 
and as we dared not leave them too liiig exposed to the sun and 
wind, and had no rf>of under which to shelter them, we at once 
set all the ship's carpenters of the Marssmrn, a» well as those on 
hJiojo, at work, in order quickly to put the parts together. 

Obtained 32 sheep and 8 lenn cattle from Sousoa's people for 
tobacco and small copper staves. 

February Xih, — S.E; wind provontf? communication with the 
ships. 
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February 9th. — It heinp: calmer weather, we landed the rest of ^^^' 
our provisions and 44 soldiers from the Marssevcen, 

The Vliegh ordered to anchor nearer the shore. In doing so, she 
had the good fortune to recover an anchor of 1400lbs weight and 
a cable 50 fathoms long. The usual premium was paid to the 
sailors. 

February 10th. — Wind too strong to land anything from the 
Maraseveen. 

February 11 th. — Sunday. Fine weather. 

February 12th. — The Velthoentje returns from Robben Island 
and anchors close to the Marssevcen^ from wliich she at once takes 
over the provisions intended for her, as she is to remain here for 
use on a certain expedition, whilst the galiot Vlicyh will proceed 
with the Marsseiecn to Batavia. 

Because all the ship's carpenters, 14 or 15 in number, had in 4 
days' time put together the two boats received by the Marssevecny 
they received this evening, as an acknowledgement of their zeal, 8 
quarts of Spanish wine and some food. 

February 13th. — Obtained the rest of our provisions and some 
trifles out of the Marssereen, which, having now all her water and 
refreshments on board, will bo able to leave to-morrow for 
Batavia. 

February 14th. — The Commander goes on board to deliver his 
despatches, but as the wind began to blow vehemently, he had to 
row fully two hours against it on his return before he could reach 
the jetty. Both vessels sailed away, the one with 276 men and 
the other with 21. May God bo their conductor. 

February 15th. — Fine weather. The Velthoentje anchors P'me- 
what nearer, on her old place. 

Februiry IGlli. — This afternoon one of the hunters reported 
that he \\m\ shot an eland at the Saltpans, and because it was a 
large aiid heavy animal, he reque^^ted a wagon to fetch and biing 
it in. This was at once done. 

February 17th. — When the gate was opened the eland was 
brought into the Fort ; it was almost as large as a horse ; its horns 
were black, running up to a sharp point like those of the steon or 

femsbiicks, and not so flatly branched as similar animals in 
jurope. 

During the afternoon we received a letter from 8ymon van der 
Meur, skipper on the yacht Bnijkslooth from the Fatherland 
mentioning that contrary winds had compelled him to anchor 
below Dassen Island, and thai, as ho had boen advised that he 
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16C3. cannot reach the Uape with this wind, he intended to wait until it 
was more favourahle ; in the meanwhile he would be glad if pro- 
vided with some refreshments. But as we were told that his 84 
soldiers were in good health, and he could be accommodated at 
Dassen Island with some sheep and sorrel, we postponed the de- 
sired assistance for a day. 

Bought 3 sheep this evening from the Caapmen. 

February 18th. — Sunday. Arrival eai-ly in the morning of the 
Ihtukslooth» About 8 o'clock the skipper lands and reports that 
by accident he had lost one of the boys on the voyage. 

February 19th. — The Commander visits the vessel for the usual 
inspection, and in order to requisition a few necessaries for the 
Residency and the flute VeUhoen» Eighteen cattle and seventeen 
sheep were bought from the Chariguriquas. 

February 20tli. — Thirty men left for the Forest early this 
morning to drag some timber out of it to the road. Whilst doing 
this a heavy crooked piece fell on and broke the left leg of one of 
them, so that we were obliged toremove him to the hospital. 

In accordance with our llesolution, the Velthoen was ordered, as 
soon as possible, to take in as much water as she could carry, in order 
to leave on Thursday next with a note that everything here was 
still safe, and cruise about for the Keturn Fleet expected every 
moment, or to wait on a suitable spot off Hout Bay and look 
out for the Fleet. 

After the gate of the Fort had been closed this evening, the 
sentry was told that there were two wounded, who required the 
immediate assistance of the surgeon. Having been let in, they 
were found to be two cattle herds stationed at the Company's 
' Coorn Sohuyr.' The eldest, who had control over the other, had 
been grievously beaten on the head and other plaoes with a 
musket. To-morrow further investigation will take place. 

February 21st. — The violent wind prevents all communication 
with the vessels. In I he meanwhile we were not a little troubled 
by the men who had been obliged to pass the night on shore. 

Bought '3 sheep from the Caapmen. 

February 22nd. — Fine, calm weather. The BuijMooth ready 
to leave, but the skipper detained on shore by the wind. 

February 2èjrd. — The skipper fetched his despatches early in tho 
morning, and left about noon for Batavia. 

The Velthoen also left to watch outside for the India 
IWurn Fleet, and if necessary furnish it with water and some 
rcfreshmonlh, iVic. The skipper, Jurriaon Jansz : is instructed as 
soon as possible to get outside and within sight of land cruize for 
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the Return Fleet. Falling in with it, he was to deliver one of ^^^• 
the biggest packets of letters to the Admiral, and inform him how 
much waterland what refreshments he^had taken hence, that the 
Admiral might distribute them among the ships that mostly required 
them. The second packet he was to deliver to the Vice-Admiral, 
and the third, a single letter, to the first ship reached by him. 
" God grant that you may meet thom in good time, and arrive 
safely together here." — Yours obediently, 

(Signed) Zacharias Wagenabr. 

February 24th. — S.E. wind at noon. During the afternoon 
died in the Hospital Wouter Jansz : Swaok of Wageningen, sailor^ 

February 25th. — Vessel sighted, but kept back by the S.E. 

February 26th. — The S.E. wind so violent that the water in the 
bay towards evening was everywhere as white as snow with the 
froth on it. Tfte Bn^ydegom nearly driven to sea. 

February 27th. — The wind going down at midnight, it began 
to be very calm towards morning, enabling some wagons 
with newly threshed grain to reach us, which, as a good beginning, 
was delivered to the Company. 

This morning the cattle herds informed us that six sheep had 
died during the night. Some days now this has been the case, at 
one time 3, at another 4, whilst more have perished in consequence 
of the violent wind and the want of pasture. 

February 28th. — Six more sheep left on the veld to die. 

March 1st. — A vessel sighted, after having heard some firing at 
sea. Supposed to be the Velthoenfjey cruizing for the Return ships. 

March 2nd. — Our corporals ordered henceforth to accompany by 
turns the cattle herds to show them where to depasture their 
animals, and to keep them there until sunset, as we have found that 
for some time no proper attention had been paid to this by the 
herds. 

March 3rd. — Heavy S.E. before noon. Death this evening in 
the hospital of Jan Woutersz : of Swaeck, a boy belonging to Hrf 
Velthoentjen, 

March 4th. — Sunday. Cloudy, heavy sky, so that we expected 
rain for this parched earth, but they were only waterless clouds. 

Heard in the afternoon that there was a vessel on the other side 
of Robben Island, under the Continent, but the weather was too 
thick to see her. 

March oth. —A corporal reports that very early he had heard 
three gunshots in the neighbourhood of the Island ; supposing that 
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I6(i3. they had beon fired by the vessel seen yesterday, the Bruydegom 
" was sent out to her about ^ o'clock with assistant De Oretzer and 
some refreshments. 

De Oretzer received the following Instructions : — " As soon as 
the master gardener has sent the refreshments on board, you shall 
proceed direct to the vessel lying off Robben Island, and should 
. she be one of the expected Return Ships, or an outward bound, 
you shall give her all the refre sliments and as much drink water 
as you can spare ; but should she be the VeUhoen^ you shall 
endeavour at once to make for the open sea and rounding Robben 
Island, anchor on the outer roadstead, where you shall await the 
return fleet and deliver the accompanying letters and trifles 
»" (snuijsteringh). At the same time you shall warn skipper Jurriaen 
qf the Velthoen to do his best to keep off Hout Bay, or anchor 
there to await the expected fleet and carry out his instructions. 
May the Good God be the guide of you all, and permit you to 
return in safety with the Fleet. — Tour good friend, 

(Signed) Zacharias Wagenaer. 
In the Fort the 4th March, 1663.'* 

He also took with him two copies of the warning notice written 
to and sent by the Velthoen to the Admiral and other officers of 
the Fleet, with the following postscript : — *' The above is a copy 
of our first note of the 22nd February sent out with the Velthoen 
with some water and refreshments to look out for you and the 
Fleet, but having lieard yesterday that there was a vessel between 
Robben Island and the mainland, whose guns had been plainly 
heard, we have at once despatched this sloop, the Bruydegom^ with 
some garden produce, with orders to the bearer, the assistant 
Cornells De Cretzer, that if she were one of the Return Fleet, to 
deliver the refreshments to her and return at once ; but should she 
be the Velfhoen, which might have beon blown there by the violent 
gale, the sloop is to sail round the back of the Island and remain 
so long at sea, or cruize off shore, until slie falls in with the Fleet 
and has delivered this note. God grant that she may find it in 
good time and with it arrive here safely. This is the wish, with 
himible greeting of your taithful servant,

In the Fort Good Hope, the 4th March, 1663. 

This morning we heard that our fence under the Bosheuvel, 
consisting of dry almond branches heaped up evenly on each 
other, had caught fire yesterday in three places, and that a great 
portion had been carried away. The ensign having been sent out 
for further information, reported towards evening that the fire 
had extended over the length of a thousand roods, so that that 
part was now lying open to everyone. The soldiers of the Redoubt 
" Houd den Bui " had done their best to extinguish the fire, ^ ut 
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the strong wind had maSe it impossible. No one knows how the l^^^^. 
fire originated. We need however not fear that any of our cattle 
will be stolen and driven away through the gap. 

Sieur Roeloff de Man, the second person in this residency, 
having for some time suffered from an old and painful chest diftease, 
took some medicine this morning, hoping that by purging he 
might remove the pain from his oppressed chest, or at least 
alleviate it. The drauglit which he used for the purpose operated 
powerfully, fully 36 times, with vomiting in between ; but about 
noon fever set in, which grew rapidly, and became worse and 
worse, so that about eleven o'clock at iiight he became very weak, 
and because the aforesaid patient is a stout, heavily-bodied young 
man (jongman) the* tough phlegm seemed to oppress him very 
much in his throat, as he could not get rid of it. The result was 
that in the presence of various persons he was choked and a little 
after midnight departed this life. By his death the Company lost 
a good, upright and faithful servant. lie had been resident here 
more than nine years, and was heartily mourned for by all the 
people. 

March 6th. — This affemoon at o o'clock the late Mr. De Man 
(Zaliger) was handsomely and respectably, according to the 
circumstances of this place, buried by the Company's servants and 
burghers to the west of the Fort. The Good Öod grant him and 
us all hereafter, when we are to follow him, a joyful resurrection 
to eternal life through His eternal mercy. Amen. 

March 7th. — The books, &c., of the late Mr. De Man carefully 
examined, a statement concerning which will be drawn up. And 
because both Company's servants and burghers are to bo supplied 
daily from the Company's provision stores for their money, and 
the newly opened books of this year must be properly continued, 
it was decided provisionally to appoint the junior merchant and 
Fiscal, Abraham Gabbema, as De Man's successor (until the arrival 
of the Return Fleet). 

Received a letter from De Cretzer from the outer anchorage, 
stating that the VeUhoen and Bruydegom had been continually 
cruizing about, and that the former had to all appearance gone out 
to sea. He however would remain where he was and await the 
Return Fleet. 

March 8th. — Return of. the Waterhoen from Mosambique. As 
the bookkeeper and various others were laid up, De (Vetser haxl 
transferred the refreshments given him for the Return Fleet to the 
Waterhoen for distribution among the sick. Other refreshments 
were accordingly at once placed on board the Brutjdoyom. 

The skipper of the Waterhoen lands at noon with the letters 
which had been entrusted to him on the 28th October last for 
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1663. delivery to the Hon. De Lairesse. Ho related that after Bailing 
"" 15 weeks, and having endured danger from storms and heavy 

thunder weather, which had very much damaged his spars, he had 
at last, on the 9th February, reached tJie aforesaid Portuguese 
Fort, and though by tacking he 'had that day approached suffi- 
ciently near, he had not been able to discover the least sign of any 
of our vessels ; only under the Castle walls were five or six 
" pirogues," which would gladly have decoyed him to oomo nearer, 
and have led him among the rocks ; but detecting the trick, he retired 
somewhat, when on the same day the ship's Counoil decided to 
return to the Cape, as then^ wore only three leaguers of wat.er on 
board, no fuel and very little provisions. They had therefore not 
dared, under such circumstances, to undertake the voyage to 
Batavia. 

Obtained 1 lean ox and 4 slioep from the Cochoquas. 

Marcli 9th. — Obtained 22 lean sher^p from the Hottentoos for 
tobacco and copper. On the other hand 5 were left to die on the 
veldt, through want of food. 

Marcli 10th. — As it has been found that there are still some 
outstanding debts of the Company's eorvant? and freemen, not 
yet settled sintjo the death of Mr. De Man, it was this afternoon 
publicly notified in the Fort, with the ringing of the bell, that 
any one who had any claim against the late Sieur RoelofEde Man, 
or was in any way indebted to him, was within eight days after 
date, to submit his claim to the Commander, or pay his debt to the 
same, on pain of forfeiting all privileges he might claim by right 
(action ondo pretention) ; and further that any one owing anything 
• to the late Secunde, or failing to pay, would be proceedetl against 

according to law. 

In the Fort the Good Hope, this day the 10th March, 1663. 
(Below stood). 
By order of the Commander, &c.

March 11th. — Sunday. Two vessels sighted, of which one 
entered the Bay towards evening. 

March 12th. — Since the morning it has been so misty that one 
could hardly rocogoise another at 50 yards distance. At noon the 
mist cleared away and the latter vessel reached the proper 
roadstead. She was the yacht Nieuwendaw, of Amsterdam, from 
" Goeree " on the 8th December with 53 men, all well. The 
other vessel, which also anchored later, was found to be an English 
vessel, the commanders boiujf named Jan Emmits and Ritschar 
Semmer. Her name was the George ami Martha, She carried 28 
men, and as she had ii) call at the Coast of Guinea and also at 
St. Helena, some time was lost there, so that she had already 
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been 8 months on the voyage. They were at present in need of 16Ö8. 
nothing, and had only come here to wait for a favourable breeze, 
which if it became so even this evening, would at once be taken 
advant^;e of. Her destination is the coast of Coromandel. 

Our English friends told us that last year a Dutch privateer 
oarriring a French commission, which had been pirating in the 
Red Sea, had reached St. Helena vm Mauritius, and had removed 
from the latter island 40 Netherlanders who had some time pre- 
viously been saved from two Dutch vessels wrecked there. There 
were originally 140 of them, but an English ship, named the 
Trourogh, coming from India and calling at Mauritius, had taken 
on board 22 persons, and conveyed them via St. Helena to 
England, so that seven men were still left there, who had not 
wanted to leave. The rest had already previously departed in 
two boats for Madagascar. The name of the pirate captain our 
English friends did not know, they had only understood that he 
was a tall man, formerly stationed at Surat in the service of the 
Dutch Company, where he had married an English wife. But if 
we wished to know more about him we might question a Moorish 
merchant, whom he (the pirate) had robbed in the Red Sea and 
carried with him to St. Helena, which he had left with them (the 
English) in this vessel, hoping to reach his own country via 
Coromandel. 

Thereupon this Moor, named Pirechan, having been summoned 
on shore, was found to be an old, quiet and discreet man, a native 
of Amadabath in Surat, which he had left by sea about ten months 
ago for Mocha where he had traded ; but on his return to Surat he 
had been captured by the said pirate, and via Mauritius conveyed 
to St. Helena. The captain who had taken him was named ^ 

Hubert Hugo, and his ship The Black Eagk, She carried 36 guns 
and more than 100 men, French, Germans, English, and Italians. 
He had accordingly lost everything he had. From 5 or 6 other 
Moorish vessels which he had seized one after the other, the pirate 
had obtained a largo booty of gold, pearls, jewels, amber and 
other precious articles. With all this the said Hubert Hugo had 
left in the direction of St. Helena for Martinique in the West 
Indies, taking with him 36 out of the 40 Dutchmen whom he had 
brought there. Of the remaining four, two had left for England, 
and two had remained on St. Helena.* Before his departure 
thence the pirate bad hinted that he would return next year, and 
bring two large ships with him. 

March 13th. — The Commander goes on board the Nietiicendum 
for the ordinary inspection, and to obtain from the officers a list of 
the provisions consumed during the vo>affe. Our English friends 
having been unsuccessful in obtaining a head of cattle from the 
'freemen, received at their request and by order of the Commander 
a young cow. 
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1663. March 14th.— Arrival of the Bleisicyck from Rotterdam the Ist 

Decerab(5r last with 58 men, among them 19 soldiers. Two had 
died on the voyage. The officers reported that the Spreeuw which 
called here last year from Batavia with news of the loss of 
Formosa had safely arrived at Qoeree on the 26th Nov : following. 
The Commander boards the Bleynwyck in the afternoon. 

Towards evening the above mentioned two English friends came 
to say furewell to the Commander, and cordially thank him for 
favours received, as they intend to leave to-morrow early. Wo 
would have entrusted them with a letter for the coast, but as they 
intend to call at Mauritius and other places, we deemed it 
imnecessaiy. 

The Ih-ai/degom returns in company of the B/et/stci/ck for water 
and fresh vegetables, as those on board, intended for the return 
fleet, had become stale and been handed to the Orang baros (the 
new arrivals). She therefore left this evening with a fresh supply. 

March 15th. — The little English vessel leaves. Obtained 26 
sheep and a lean ox from the Saldanhars 

March 1 6th. — After calm pleasant weather during seven or 
eight days, the 8.E. began to blow this afternoon, so that a lot of 
men who came for water were unable to return on board. 

March 17th. — Same S.E- A watchman from the Kloof reported 
that the Return Fleet was approaching, consisting of nine vessels. 
Two hours later we saw them rounding the point, but as tlie wind 
was against thorn, they had to tack two or three times before they 
could reach the ancliorage. Shortly afterwards . the Bruydegom 
* also anchored. Her bookkeeper, Noortman, declared that because 

of the rough weather he had not been able to board' any of the 
vessels in order to deliver the letters entrusted to him. Fiscal 
Gabbema was accordingly at once despatched with them to the 
Admiral, taking with him also new greens and other refreshments 
(snuysteringh), and instructed to report on our Cape wellbeing. 

March 18th. — Sunday. The Fiscal returns on shore and gives 
the names of the return ships, seven of which arrived yesterday, as 
follows : — ITet Wapen vaji Amsterdam^ Walcheren^ Shth van Honin- 
geii. Parly Jonge Prins^ Amersfoort^ Het Hof van Zeelant, and de 
Wfissdnde Maan, The ninth was the flute de Meese^ which only 
contained necessaries for this place. Mr. Harman Klenke van 
Odessen was on board Het Wapen van Amsterdam as Admiral. 
They had left the 27th December last. All the vessels reach the 
proper anchorage during the afternoon. The Wassende Maan^ 
however, still remained absent. 

. March IDth. — Arrival of the Wassende Maan, She and the 
Par! had each lost an anchor, but as buoys had been attached to 
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them, they will be fished for in fine weather. The VeUhoen ^^^^ 
returns from her cruize. She had been anchored oiitside and ' 

could not deliver the letters, which she accordingly returoed. 

March 20th. — ^Arrival of the Mat/boom from Cochin, despatched 
to the Cape by the Hon. 11. v. Goens and Jacob Hustaert, with 
the much desired but unexpected triumphant news that the said 
Commander (v. Goens) had, after a short siege, captured the said 
town from the Portuguese and brought it under the Company's 
jurisdiction. She brought a cargo of pepper and Ceylon cinnamon 
to be distributed among the fleef, but if that were impracticable, 
she was to accompany it on its homeward voyage. 

The wind so strong that no one could go on board, hence more 
than 100 sailors had to remain ou shore. 

Death this evening in the hospital of Marten Muller, soldier, 
left here by the Orangie, 

March 21st. — In consequence of the wind more than 150 sailors 
had to pass the night on shore. All had to be supplied with food 
and drink, but we did not hear that anyone outside suffered any 
injury. 

March 22nd. — Found this morning that the sluice of the reser- 
voir had burst through the planks giving way during the night, and 
that the drinkwater, which is daily taken from it for the ships, had 
all escaped. However, steps were at once taken to repair it, so that 
towards evening it was again properly fixed. Admiral Klenke 
found on careful inquiry that there was no space in any of the 
ships for the pepper and cinnamon laden in the Mayhoom. 

March 23rd. — Admiral Klenke and ships' council decide that 
the Mayhoom shall accompany the return fleet to the Fatherland, 
and that the VeUhoen and Bleystcyck shall also accompany the fleet 
for a certain purpose. Both are therefore to be manned and pro- 
visioned at once, and such goods as were on board for Japan 
removed into the Nieuwendam, which will leave for Batavia on 
Monday next. 

• Bartered 26 sheep and G cows from the Cochoquas and 
Chftinouquafl. 

March 24th. — Lovely weather. The Admiral, Mr. Winnincx, ^ 
the rest of the officers, and their wives proceed to the country to 
view the Company's lands, cqrn granary (schuyr) and orchatils, as 
well as ordinary Cape life. Death during the past night in the 
hospital of Comelis Gerritsz: van der Wiel, soldier, left her^j by 
the Marseveen. 

Bartered 6 cows and 7 sheep from the Chainouquas. 

March 25th. — It being Easter Sunday, proper religious services 
were oonSucted, 
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1668. M«rch 26th. — The goods intended for Japan transferred from 

the Bleysiinjck into the yacht Nieincendam, 

March 27th. — Mifity in the morning, but fine in the afternoon. 
This has been bo during the last week, so that the 14 ships in the 
bay can easily get their water and refreshments on boanl. 

Towards evening the Niemrcndam left for Batavia with 53 
men and numerous letters from the otfioers and men of the fleet. 

March 28th. — Arrival of the hooker U Emperiael of Amsterdam. 
Left the 'i'exel on the 2'3rd October with 13 persons, who accord- 
ing to agro( ment witli tlie ma*iters, will do nothing else here than 
fish for lost ancliors and guns. She had called at the Island 
Wight in England, jiud remained there 12 days. She had also 
spent two days at Ilhie de May. Three weeks ago she had spoken 
the yacht Ihnnmekeus from Zealand. Obtained 7 oxen and 7 sheep 
from the Cochoquae. 

March 21)th. — Arrival of the Rammekens with 150 men, includ- 
ing 75 soldiers. Left Middelburgh on the 28th November last, 
and called nowhere. The officers informed us that peace between 
us and the Portuguese had at last been effected. 

Obtained 5 cows and 22 sheep from the Saldanhars. 

March 30th. — This afternoon mostly all the goods to be taken 
by the return fleet Veil/wen and Bleyswyck to St. Helena Nova, were 
packed in cases and sent on board. 

This day all the effects of the late Sieur Eoeloff de Man, of 
blessed memory ,were publicly sold ia the fort for cash, and on credit. 

March 3l8t. — Admiral Klenke and Broad Council meet on shore 
for the second time. The minutes of the last meeting were signed 
and the course to St. Helena Nova flxed. The fleet will leave on 
the 5th April next. 

This afternoon the discharge was made out for all who had 
served their time, to enable them to leave with the return fleet. 

April 1st. — Lovely weather. The rest of the goods intended for 
St. Helena Nova sent on board the Velthocn and Bleyswyck, 

April 2nd. — List framed of all the men proceeding on the 
expedition, that their accounts may be made out, and sent on board 
with them. 

This morning Mr. Winnincx, Jan van Ryck, and Commander 
Goiltsken went on board, taking with them some children, who 
had hitherto remained on shore imtil the return fleet would be 
ready to leave. At the same time several married couples who had 
been boarding among the burghers, and were passengers on the 
return ships, came to say farewell, in order to proceed on board in 
this fine weather. 
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April 3rd.- — Drizzlj weather. Arrival 
from Zealand ; had left on the 28th Nov. 
among them 54 soldi era. 

Had touched at St. Vincent. No deaths. 

April 4th. — All the soldiers intended for St* Helena Nova^ ae 
well BE all the time-expired men, embark. Some oattle and ibeep 
were bought from the Burghers and distributed only among those 
shipa on which the prinpipal officers were . The other sboep, expected 
to-day from Robben Island, will be distributed among the rest of 
the vessels, 

April 5th. — As mostly everything is ready for the fleet, whioh 
oan to-day be provided with sufficient cattle and refreshments, in 
order to be able to leave to-morrow, the Admiral gave a joyous 
farewell dinner to the officers and friends on board. 

Arrival towards evening of the yacht Mhenburg from Enckhuyaen 
with 57 healthy sools. Had left the 29th Nov. last. 

April 6th, — Arrival of the fluit Dut'gerdam from Amsterdam» 
Had left the 29th Jfov. last with 16*i men, sailors and sokliers. 
Eight died during the voyage. And as she brought the Reverend 
de Meter, the child of the wiie of Mr. Kleuk, born on the voyage 
between Batavia and the Cape, will be baptised on board the 
AdmiraUs ship. 

April 7th. — Misty in the morning. Wind unfavourable for the 
fleet & departure. The Commander sends Messrs. Gabbema and 
liaouB on hoard with the papers addressed to the six chambers. 
Shortly after noon the fleet makes an effort by tacking to get out of 
the bay. 

April 8th. — Sunday. Haay weather. The fleet still lying in 
the mouth of the bay. About 7 o'clock Mesari?. Gabbema and 
Ijaous land, and shortly afterwards — about 9 o'oloek — the fleet 
leaves. God grant it a prosperous voyage. 

This morning, after the servioe, the Rev- de Meter baptised 
^moufl children born here. 

April 9th. — Started discharging the rioe from the Mees, 
Bartered from the Coehoquas 18 sheep and 7 cows. 

April 10th. — ^The Sammekens leaves for Batavia, About noou: 
the flute Ogevaer anchors. Left Amsterdam on the 29th Nov. last 
with 184 men. inolurling 82 soldiers. Only one death. The flute 
ffoogh Cmpe!^ of Enckhuysen, also arrives from Texel on the 
29th Nov. last, with 54 men, including 13 soldiers. On the 
7th Mareh she had, in lat. 27*^ 3' south, captured a Portuguese 
vessel, named Nostra iSignora de preme f de FrfiHce^ coming from 
Brazil and proceediög to Loango de St. Paulo, Her captain's name 
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was Louif Martin de Sioqu^ra, who liad surrendered voluntarily 
without any effort to defend himself, though his crew mustered 36 
souls. She however had no guns on hoard. The officers of the 
Tloogh Canpel had taken 30 prisoners out of her, leaving four 
persons, with a female slave and her child in her, Moreovoir to 

Erotect and navigate her, I^ of our men were plaoed on board of 
er, who all arrived here safely* Aocording to the declaration of 
the captain, the cargo oonaisted of 12 oa^es white sugar; 1 do. 
PaneUo; 1 do. Muscovado ; 4 pipes Madeira Wine; and 2 paoketa 
of Linen. The prize however mil be properly examined before 
her despatch to Batavia, 

April 1 1th, — ^The Portuguese captain landfl and requests to be 
allowed to proceed to Europe in one of the two Dutch ships 
expected J and so he able to return to Brazil via Portugal. Thia 
however was refused. 

To-day a fruotifying rain fell, which has not happened for six 
months. 

April 12th. — The skippers and bookkeepers of the flute© Burger^ 
dam and Oyevaei\ m well as our Fiscal^ 'SieMT La<^ue, commissioned to 
inspect the Portuguese prize. Eeturning in the afternoon they 
reported that only one of the hatches wa^ seated^ but that thd 
largest had been found open. They could not however examine 
the oouteats, unless by discharging the same. Here and there 
they had seen standing some vessels and pota with wine or brandy, 
preserves and biscuits ; also some eases with su^ar, coarse cloth, 
a large quantity of new earthem cooking pots, hoops and other 
things of trifling value. The prize itself was strong aud snfficienÜy 
new to enable Iter to proceed to Batavisi, She however required 
some repairs and new rigging. 

A^>ril 13th. — ^The skipper of the Hmgh Caspel instmijted to 
distribute the 3i Portuguese prisoners among the vessels in the 
boy, in order to be forwarded to Batavia without delay* 

And as it is whispered that the skippers of ih&ff oogh Caspeiu^d 
Ehmburgk had during the voyage hither, attacked and plundered 
two English vessels, and illtreated the oflioers of the one very 
badly^ afterwards allowing them to proceed on their way, without 
in the least having informed us of it, we have ordered Fiscal 
Sieur Laoua to inform himself on the matter to-morrow and let the 
aforesaid skippers and bookkeepers reply to certain written 
^jnestions* 

April 14th. — The skippers and bookkeepers having landed ; were 
apprized of the charge, but as they appeared to have already talked 
the matter over amoug themselves, we were not able to arrive at 
the bottom of it, though some on the Hoogk Ca»pel told a different 
"*ory. And beoause the skipper of the Boogh Ca^^€^ is said to have 
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gone on board tbe Portu^iese prize last Tuesday night, contrary 
to ordera, and removed from that vessel two boats full of goods 
ivhioh he hid in various parts of the Hoogh Ctupeij Sieur Gabbema 
and Fiscal and Seoretary Lacus with the Ëasign .Eiverard and 6 
Musketeers for watching the prize, were sent on board the Moagh 
Caspei in order to make a thorough investigatioD, but as towards 
evening the S.E. wind oonamenoed to blow violently, they returned 
to shore about ten o'clock in the night. 

Death in hospital of Jan Backer, of Knckhuysen, left sick here 
by the DnrgprdmiK 

April 15th, — Sunday* The abovetnentioned Commissioners 

reported to the Commander that as ordered, they had as well as 
possible examined the vesselj and found in improper places, 
for instatioe, under the bread in the bread-room, under the saila in 
the sail-room, in the hold under the fuel and under a heap of pota 
and kettles, goods which had been removed from the prize on the 
Toadstead during the nighty after the Hon. Wagenaer had been on 
board. The list is as follows: — In the bread and sail-rooms 10 
Turkish * Alcatijf en,* or tabledoths; 20 fine Spaniih hats; 1 
packet gilt leather and cloth; 12 long Portuguese spades; 2 pieoes 
of cloth ; 1 piece black Portuguese serge ; 1 long parcel with 
clothes' bruflhes ; boxes and 3 pictures. 

In the cook's water cask which had been closed with a lock» 6 
kegs and 3 pots preserves. 

In the holdj iu a large ohest, which according to the steward 
and others had been taken out of the hold of the Portuguese 
vessel, were found 3 paoketSj 2 rolls and 1 pieoe of black say, 
3 pieces of cloth^ 1 roll blue coarse stuff (pleta), and 1 pieoe fine fleab 
<K)loured serge, and 1 bos with small black carved wooden hands. 

Beneath the heap of pots and kettles behind aud between the 
water casks 1 long case with all kinds of pastry, sugar and 
preserves, marked X, but already damp in consequenoe of the 
moisture, 1 shorter ditto with small white and red orystalized 
«ugar, marked P.C» 

In a square case in the bows near the fuel were found 12 
pieoes red figured leather for chairs, 1 large piece Russia leather, 
3 bed sheets, 26 packets Portuguese playing cardts, 1 skin Spanish 
leather, 1 small bag with haberdashery and pictures. 

Taken from a case in the bows under the fuel — 1 piece of 
checkered table doth, 1 piece of beautiful dark serge, 1 large piece 
of red fine cloth, 6 packets of sewing cotton in strands, 1 pieoe 
red ** honschote " say, X piece black serge, 1 remnant black serge, 
1 box with beadSj pins, and small pieces of black carved wood, 6 
ohairfl, 1 small bag with maatich and incensej 30 cheeses, 1^ pipea 
Spanish wine (fully), 1 cask of loaf sugar, taken from the cargo 
of the priae.

April 16th. — Wind variable, delaying the Bhips' departure. 

April 17th. — S.E. breeze. Departure of the yeisels* God grant 
thdm a aafe voyage^ TMb afternoou the Commander left for 
BohbeQ Island in the Bruijdegom^ in order to inspect the e&ttl%( 
and regulate &ome neglected matters there. Death towards 
eTening of Hendricq Luhens, soldier, left liok here by the 
Burgerdam, 

April 18th. — Calm warm weather. Towards evening a 
doud came up from the sea, which caused eueh a heavy wind oviiv^ 
the Lio3i Mountain into this valley as baa uever been heard or 
seen here before. It was just like a hlU'rit^a^e, blowing from aU 
sides of the valley and raising a heavy cloud of dust, which was 
lying thick in oon sequence of the long drought, so Üiat neither 
lort, houses nor people could be seen. This whn*lwind fortunately I 
lasted only half an hour, but was succeeded by a storm of thunder 
and rain from the west. No damage was done, thank God, and 
we hope thttt He has protected such vessols as were imder the land 
during the gale. 

Bartered 9 sheep from the Cochoquas* 

April 19th.^ — The N.W. gale continuing with rain, so that the 
vessels in the hay have enough to do to ride it out. The IVater- 
hoen was already commencing to drag her anchor, but fortunately 
she dropped another and was saved. 

April 20th. — The weather calmer. The Commander returns 
from Robben Island. A stiff N.W- breeze was still blowings 
aecompanic^d with heavy showers. Yesterday and to-day 6 oxen 
and 5 sheep siicoumbed in the veld from cold and wet. 

April 21st. ^ — Same weather- The herds had again to leave in 
the veld five other sheep* 

April 22nd.^ — Same rainy weather, 

April 23rd. — Gentle N, breezes. The flutes Meme and Hoogh 
Cmptlj the one manned with. , . • souls and 5 Portuguese, and the 
other with 52 and 5 other Portuguese, receive their despatch and 
papers for Batavia. Previously the skipper of the Meeêe had been 
tm isf erred to the Hoogh Cmpd and the skipper of the latter to the 
f, because he had so far forgotten himself as to purloin from 
-tuguese prize, and his crew were bitterly complaining of 
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Ills eK>nduct towards tliemj as will appear from the attestationB and 
the Resolution taken on the subjeot, (21 at April,) 
Obtained 2 cows from the Cochoquae, 

April 24tb. — The Commander goes on board the Waierhoên to 
investigate the numerous oomplaiiits of the officers and crew 
agaia&t the skipper, Pieter Willemiz: of Weeep. He found that 
in many ways the skipper bad acted improperly and nngentlemanly 
and carried on a very foolifih government. The Fiscal was accord- 
ingly ordered to make further investigation, and obtain proper 
attestations, that further proceedings may be taken. 

£ii pamani the Commander boarded the Portuguese prize j to 
hear from the carpenters, placed on board to repair her, whether 
she would be fit for the voyage to Batavia* The reply was in the 
affirmative, as she waa a strong new craft. ... It was also 
decided to erect a square partition below the big hatch in which 
the provisions and water were to be etowed^ that the booty might 
be closed oÉE and sealed before and behiiidj and so conveyed safely 
to Batavia, 

April 25th.— Lovely weather. At the summons of the Fiscal, 
the ofËoers and surgeon, as well as various others of the yacht 
Water hot' n^ appear on shore, in order to state in writing what they 
charge the skipper with. 

Towards evening we bartered 7 (? sheep) from the Caapmen, 
whilst 5 others were abandoned in the veld, where they died* 

April 26th, — Early this morning Sieur Gabbema and the ensign 
of the garrison proceeded on board the prize to have a partition 
made behind the mast and another in fi-ont, below the large hatch^ 
that the captured cargo might be better protected. The space 
betweef» will then conveniently serve those proceeding in her to 
Batavia, for storing their dailj-^ necessaries* 

Keturning in the evening, they reported that tbey bad found 
one partition behind the main mast quite sufficient, as the goods 
which were in the fore hold had been removed to the bax^k, so that 
the whole fore-hold had been placed at the service of the voyageri. 

April 27th. — Extremely fine -weather. Obtained 11 sheep from 
the Haldanhars. 

April 28th.— Same weather. Had a meeting this afternoon 
with our burgher Councillora, in which various disputes (injurieiifle 
questieü) were settled* 

April 29th* — (Sunday). Same fine weather. 

April 30th.— As ÜXB time is rapidly approaching for the little 

flute the Wnftrkotnfje to proceed to Madagascar for rice, slavea, 
wax^ Ac*, the garrison bookkeeper and dispenser, Jochem Blanok, 
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.Ittfia. ^Afi tbis day appointed commander of tb© expeditioDj with the 
"* ftirther understandiDg that he was to remain there in order to 
establish an oflQce for the Company, The late Sietir Boeloff d© 
Man had been originally selected for that -jffiee last year by the 
Directors. The assistant, Cornelia de Cretjier, wae appointed 
WÊBCiCÊëOT to Blanok, and Jan Fransen Ceuvelier bookkeeper of the 
Wafêrfioen, who had for somö time been suffering from lameneai» 
bnt W8S now getting better, was ftppointed garrieon bookkeeper. 

May 1st- — The master carpenter was ordered to make a draw- 
ing of a small lodge to be erected at Madagascar, and also to 
frame an estimate of the probable cost* Thia day we filled some 
oaeb) with coarse salt, obtaiBable here, in order to be sent on board 
and used on the said island for ealting meat* 

May 2nd. — Fine weather. 

May 3rd. — Ascension Day celebrated. Tbe sick visitor read m 
aermon applicable to the occasion. In the afternoon the men were 
again set to work, when a sad accident occurred in the smithy, 
where Huybert Janszr, a lockmaker, shot himself with a gnu* 
Not knowing that it was loaded he placed it in the fire in order to 
clean it, with the muzzle right before him. The charge exploded 
in consequence of the fire, and all the shot flew through the thl(^ 
of his leg» 

This morning the boat was sent to Eobben Island to know why 
they had lit the beacon fire laat night. 

May 4th, — ^Sweet sea hreeses. Two Teasels in sight. 

May 5th. — Misty weather, with a sea breeze. At 8 o'clook the 
weather became clear and the two vessels were discovered on the 
roaditead. They were the flutes Het Roode Hart and Nitupmrt 
On the first Cornells Voneq wi^ skipper, and on the second^ 
Wulem van Tijlingen. Both had left Batavia on the 30th 
January last as the latest return ships with a cargo valued at 
fl74,525 L 5., so that the value of the cargoes of the two 
vessels amounted to 13,324,894. 3. 0. invoice price. 

The Mmkiefjen reports that they had lit a fire on Robben Island 
for some necessaries. Orders were accordingly issued that they 
were to be despatched with ih& Bruidegom. 

May 6th. — Eainy weather. Death this afternoon of Huybert 
Jansx; locksmith, who accidentally wounded himself with a gun 
last Thursday, The Brut/degom leaves for Robben Island. 

May 7th, — Nothing happened worth recording- The two 

els from Batavia supplied with all neoeaaaries. As sickness is 

^he sheep, the number of our cattle is smaU. However 

^on the Coohouquas brought for each vessel one heasi 
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and two sheep^ wliich help but little, though they ajFsurö us that 
the J will soon again provide us with a considerable number. 

May 8th. — The Commander lummons the skippers of the 
two vessels to a broad Council on shore to try the case of the 
akippet of the Waferhaen, alao summoned at the same time. The 
matter was decided before noon, according to the documents 
deposited iu this office. 

Shortly alter the meeting a vessel was reported in sight. 

May 9th. ^ — Fine sea breeze. Keturn of the Bmydegmn from 
£obbeu Inland; everything there in proper order. Arrival in the 
afternoon of the Princes Uoyael from Zealand the 27th December^ 
166y, with 300 souJs, inclusive of 139 soldiers and 9 women and 
children. Had called nowhere. Lost 10 by death. Has 12 siok 
on board. Skipper's name Robert Cares, and the merchant Jan 
de Mayer. 

May 10th. — Good weather, with W< breezes. The Pnncei 
Moyael receives the usual visit, and as the officers of the two return 
Tev^els complain not only that they had been ill provided with 
ordinary necessaries at Batavia, and moreover had 20 men more 
than provision had been made for, and also that they had not at 
all been well equipped with ships' requirements, being in want of 
almost all kinds, of rope and eail, etc* ve had them provided as 
much as possible with such articles as we oould spare. 

Salomon Mostert of Antwerp, soldier, left here sick by the yacht 
de Caneefboom^ undertook his last journey this afternoon, leaving 
his body here, and letting his soul proceed to that place whither 
it waa bound* 

May 11th. — Fine weather for the ships to take in their neces- 
saries. Bought 8 oxen and 14 sheep from the Chainouquas. 

May 12th.^ — Nothing particular worth mentioning. 

May 13th, — Fine weather. The Feast of Pentecost properly 
oelebrated. During the afternoon Carsten Dijck, left here by the 
Duygrrdamy died. 

May 14th. — Same weather. 

May 15th, — Eather wet in the morning, but clear later on. 

May 16th* — The return ships reoeive their despatch and tha 
papers for the masters* 

May 17th. — The ships leave during the night. Öod grant them 
m safe voyage, A cool a^a breeze blowing id the Bay. 

May 18th. — Sea breeze. The Bmydegom and Set Mmquitje 
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um. ggijj^ ^ Eobten Island with 15 men of the Pntjcés Rmjnd in order' 
at once to fill both vessels with shells for the lime kilns here* 
Two sheep bartered from the " HottentooBen/* 

May 1 9th. — Sea breeze. An ox bartered from the Chainouquaa. 

May 20th. — Sunday. Same weather. 

May 21 Bt. — As the wind was beginmng to be favourablei the 
Prifices Royael was ordered to prepare to leave, Instmctionfl 
ftcoordingly issued to the dispenser and gardener to supply h^ 
with all neoessaries. The same was to be done to the Portugueee 
pri^ei now also ready to leave* 

May 22nd. — Fine wind for leaving the Bay, changing however 
about noon f so that some thunderclaps were heard» and big rain- 
drops fell ; hence the ships could not leave. 

The Brnydeyom and Mmquifje retnrn from Eohhen Island full 
of shells, and orders were given to discharge them. The two veseelfl 
<si the free Saldanhara leave for their destination. 

May 23rd. — -It being full moon and spring tide, it began to 
blow from the N^W* during the night, continiiiEg this day. The 
Princes Royael and the Portuguese pri^e were consequently nnable 
to leave. The Dassen Island boats were obliged to put back. 

May 24th. — Pleasant weather, but unfavourable for the veisels* 
departure. Accordingly more refreshments were sent on board* 

May 25th. — The vessels leave, but at night they were still 
visible on the opposite side of the Bay, 

May 26th.— Both vessels out of sight ; the one with 290 and 
the other with 24 sonls. God the Lord grant them a safe voyage! 

The Bruydegöm leaves for Robben Island. 

This week two head of oattle were bitten to death by a lion at 
tile " Bosheuvol." 

May 27th. — Heavy S.E, winds with rain, which is seldom 

experienced at this time of the year. (Sunday). 

May 28th. — Wind gone dowu, but the breeze still from the 
S.E* The little flute, the Wahrhoen^ destined to Madagasoar> 
receives her despatch. To the 24 composing the original orew, II 
men were added for residence at Madagascar, Joohem Blanck of 
Lubeck was appointed their commander. He had been dispenser 
and pay bookkeeper of the Fort. What he has to do on that 
Island is fully d^goribed in the Cape letter book, whioh oontains 
the Instructions given liim. 

The Bruydegom returns from Eobben Island with the infonna- 
tion that it was all well there. 
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May 29th. — ^Fioe weather witli a W. treesse, preventing the 
Wdtethoen froin leaviDg. 

Maj 30tli. — Same weather. The men on the Hooker took out 
this day the last iron gim from the French wreck — 13 all told< 

May Slst.^The fiu*? weather converted into bleak , moist and 
rainy weather from the N,W., with a stiff hreesse. 

This morning Sergeant Jonas de la Guere (a good shot) was 
ient to the Bosheuvel with four men, in order to endeavour to kill a 
dreadfnlly large lion there, whifsh had already destroyed two of the 
Company's cattle. 

June 1st. — Gold wet weather* Arrival of the flute VeUhoen. 
She had left the Cape on the 3rd April last with the 11 return 
ships under the Hon, Klenke, and brought the news that this 
fourth attempt to discover the Island '* St. Helena Nova " had 
also proved froitles^, so that the ahips' Counoil had, in conee- 
quenoe, decided on the 27th AprÜ to steer for Old St, Helena, 
and thence proceed f^ia Ascension to the Fatherland. The Veifhoeti 
had therefore heen sent baok to the Cape on the 29th following, 
together with the Bkyëityck^ which had however delayed at Bt* 
Helena to take in water. It was supposed that she would pass 
, the Cape, and eteer straight for Batavia, 

June 2nd. — Rain the whole night, so that all the rivulets in 
Table Valley overflowed their hanks, and with great noise mshed 
towards the sea. 

Obtained 9 cattle from the Cliainouquas, which are very welcome 
at present, as we are very poorly provided. 

June 3rd.— Nothing particular ooonrred. 

June 4th, — Early this morning more than 40 men were landed 
from the Velthoen and sent under the charge of a sergeant and 
gunner's mate to the ' Berghhos (Mountain ï'orest) in the country» 
in order to drag from it towards the wagon road some timber that 
had been out there. 

In the meanwhile the rest of her men oonveyed back to shore all 
the merchandize, proviaions» &c,^ which had been shipped in her 
for the fruitless voyage to St* Helena Nova» 

June 5th.— The Bruydegom returns from Robben Island bring- 
ing with her the Superintendent^ that he may obtain here for 
himself and his two mates on the ifiland some clotliing whioh they 
AT© in need of, aa well as tlieir wages. 

June 6th, — The VeUhom completely diaoharged, 

June 7th.— In consequence of the evil rumours flying about, that 
Aome freemen living in the country are daily bartering cattle and 
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sheep from the HottentooB eBcamped under the Tiger MouDtaiim^. 
and paying ttte natives with tol:]aC430, Fisoal LacuB was sent out tü 
make eDqutrieSj and try and trap some of them. At preflent the 
Company can obtain no more cattle from the Hotteiitoos. 

June 8th. — The Hooker's men^oraBohor fishers have oom meneed 
to sound the bay, and make a Bmall chart of it. They have 
hitherto only obtained two pieces of broken, but no whole 
anchors. All the Vrenoh guns nowever, which were etiU lying on 
the keel of the wreck, 13 in number, tliey reoavered. 

June !ïth. — The men of the Velthoen sent to the forest last 
Monday, return, and are sent on board their ship. The Hooker's 
crew again find a piece of an anchor on the other aide of the bay. 

June 10th.— (Sunday). Obtained 9 sheep from the Coohoquas* 

June 11th. — The VeUhoên sent to Hobben Island for eheUs. 
Obtained late at night 2 lean oxen and 7 &heep from the Cochoquas. 

June 12th. — Cold, rainy weather- Sent the hooker, VEmperioii^ 
to Bobben Island for ahells. 

June 13th, — ^The Brnydegom leaves for the Bame purpose* 

June 14th. — Ensign Pioter Everard, four Boldiers and two 
Hottentoos sent to the Tijgerbergen with various artiolee of 
merchandize packed on a pack ox, in order to search for the 
Saldanhars who are said to be encamped there, in order to try and 
get some cattle from them, as little of that kind \e brought to ua- 
lately. 

June 15th, — ^Tlie Bruydegom returns with a load of shells^ 
which is discharged- Fiscal Lacus sent to the country to enquire 
how many morgen of ground each freeman had ploughed this- 
season or still intends cultivating, and what grain had been bowh, 
as some of those lazy fellows have hitherto done little or nothing. 

June 16th, — Fiscal Lacus seizes 4 half aums of Batavia arraok 
at XJitwyk at the house of the freeman and tapper Thtehuan 
Hendriksz! They were the remainder of 11, smuggled in tlirough 
the Salt River and bartered for sheep from a certain skipper on 
board one of the return ships. Such smuggling is strictly 
prohibited by plaocaat. 

This evening MattheuB WijckemanSj soldier, left in hospital by 
the Caneeiboom, died. 

The sloop sent back to Eobben Island for shells. 



Suae 17th — Cold, bleak, rainy weather. 

June 18th. — Lovely weather. About 800 young Spfinish orange 
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and lime trees sent to the country to be planted, partly in the 
Companj^a garden there» and partly at the BosheuYeL The 
Commander, Mons : Qahbema, and the master gardener personally 
proeeed to the country to order on what spotB they were to be 
planted* 

June 19th, — ^The Ensign and party sent out to find the 
S&ldanhars, return and report that they could only get 7 head of 
cattle, as the trade bad now for some time been spoilt by the free- 
men, m tbe Hottentoos themselves say, by uot alone giving more 
tobaooo for an animal than the Company offered, but abo by sup* 
plying the natives with rice and brandy. 

This evening we obtained 10 cattle and 9 sheep &om the 
Chainoquas whom we entertained welL Their Soury or Chief, 
Souaoa, had sent them to invite us to viBit him at his kraal, and if 
we had no pack oxen, he would send us six for the purpose. 
Should this happen, it will be neceBsary that one or other of u» 
ihould go. 

The Bmydegom returns with shells, and reports that skipper 
Jnriaen of the Velthotn was unable to ship more tüan two boat 
loads of shells on account of the bad weather and the heavy seas 
whioh laflted three times twenty-foiv hours, 

June 20th. — Heavy N.W., with rain, so that neither the masoos 
conld work outside at the water reservoir, nor the slaves in the 
gardens. 

June 2L — Worse weather, so that neither the men nor slaves 
oonld work. The carpenters however conveyed into the wine store 
more small beams and posts as a further support for the Soor of 
the "^ eat * or hall, that it might the more safely be paved with 
baked Bags. 

June 22nd. — The weather seeming to moderate, the Bruydêgom 

was sent to Robben Island to recall the Veithoen^ that they might 
the* sooner leave for Batavia. 

June 23rd. — The weather being fairly good, the men were able 

to resume work at tbe watering place. 

June 24th, — ^Nothing ocoiured. 

June 25th.— Dirty boisterous weather. The VeUhoen and 
hooker return from Robben Island, each with a load of shellSf 
which are at onoe to be discharged, that the Velthoen may be 
r epro vision ed and enabled to proceefl on her voyage to Batavia. 

Juae 26th. — The N.W. gale still so strong, that the shells could 
not be landed from tihe vessels. 
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June 27 th. — It being fair weatherj it was possible to commenee 
dificharging the vesfieU, and proceoding with the neoeesaiij 
work. M 

Obtained 5 lean cattle and 8 sheep from the Cochoquafl. ■ 

June 28th. ^ — This aftemocm Fiscal Laous, who i? also a land 
eurvejor, marked off outside before the Horn, and with palisades» 
an extra area in order at once to extend the Horn works three roods 

furtherj or nearer to the beachj that the highly required bnildingi 
which have to be erected within the area» especially a new hospital, 
might be properly marked ofï and enlarged accordingly , according 
to the lUeolution of the 23rd May last* 
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June 29th,— Obtained 14 sheep from the Caapmen, 

June 30th» — ^The officers of the VeHhoen entrusted with the 
papers annually sent to Batavia, and given their despatoh. 

July 1st. — Heavy N.E. during the night and this day, so that 
no boat could live. M 

July 2nd. — Same weather. One of our large boats lent to the 
anchor fishers, was swamped and sunk» a large hole having been 
knocked in her bottom. M 

July 3rd. — ^ About noon the weather abated and the wind 
turned, enabling the Vetihmn to leave. 



July 4th.— Cold bleak weather^ with a N.E. 
the VeUhom to anchor below Bobben Island. 
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June 5th. — The Veifhoënfjê leaves with a S. W, breei^e. Tow; 
evening some Hottentoo^ arrive with five packoxen. Seven or 
eight of them entered and squatted down in a comer of the HalL 
Only when the candles had been lit, we discovered that Sousoa, 
chief or Soury of the Cbainoutiuas, was one of them, and that he 
had himself brought the oxen according to his invitatioa and 
promise to fetch us with them and load our goods on them. He 
nad for some time considered himself affronted because we had not 
yet visited him in his kraal, two days' journey from this, as we 
did in the case of Oe<lasoa, Gonnomoa and other great men. And 
as %ve find that this Sonsoa is so exoesaively rich in oattle and now 
comes himself with his cattle to fetch ns. Commander Wagenaer, 
this evening after pniyera* entrusted Sieur Hendrick Laous with 
that journey. He will accordingly leave nest Saturday with 6 
men and the aforesaid Hotlentoosj to see whether he will not be 
able to obtain a good number of cattle, of which we are miioh in 
want. In the meanwhile this unexpected courtesy on the part of 
the chief and bis people was properly acknowledged with a good 
entertainment in the Commander's room and the Hall. 
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July 6th. — Cold weather, with a strong south-eaater. All our 
warös and provisions were oolleoted and oonveyed to the works, in 
order to-morrow to he packed on the oxen and despatched ahout 
nooD, In the meanwhile, as the weather was very cold, we pro- 
vided the naked Hottentoos with a kettle full of warm heer and 
bread, as well as abundantly with rice, bisomtSj hraudy and tobacco, 
with which they were refreshed to satiety, so that towards evening 
they began to sing and dance lustily in the balL 

July 7th. ^^ — Same cold weather and S,E* wind, 

Thifl momiitg at daybreak all the Hottentoos were seen lying 
in the Hall beneath their filthy stinking skins like dead hedgehogs 
rolled up, but having shortly afterwards drunk a drop of brandy, 
a new life was infused into them. About 9 o'clock they ate and 
drank somethings aud having been presented with beads, tobaeoo^ 
biBenits, oopper, iron, &o., they were dismissed hy the Commander, 
but as in consequence of their begging propensities they oould not 
be very' well got rid of, and they had not looked after their pack 
oxen, one had run away. The rest were sent off with the soldiers 
selected to accompany Laoua and also some Cape Hottentoos» but 
when about 11 o*elook these lazy fellows were outside the Fort 
and heard that the pack oxen had wandered away in all directions 
and thrown ofE the goods packed on tbem — the Cape Hottentoos 
not being able to restrain them — they at once went in search. 
About a i^narter of an hour later 2 tin flasks were found thrown 
down and trodden under foot by an ox ; both were empty. What 
happened further, time wUl show. 

Death last night in the Hospital of Jacob Majoor of Amsterdam, 
soldier, left sick here by the return ship Amer^/uorf. Bortei-ed six 
gheep from the Caapmen. 

July 8th, — To our great surprise the S.E. wind oontinuea during 
this Northern Monsoonj and has now been blowing four times 
twenty-four hours in suocession* 

July 9th, — The cseasekss oold and injurious S,E, wind (which 
keeps the young plants back) so penetrate and cut through those 
who are not protected against them with warm clothing, that the 
workmen, and much lees their poorly provided slaves, can hardly 
be put to work under the naked heaven in the large garden, or 
Bent out into the veld as herds. Some of us who have been her© 
since the commencement (of the settlement) consider it a miraculous 
ttiug (miraculeus ding) never experienced before (a? being in the 
middle of the Northern Monsoon). The Cochorpms brought us in 
this cold bleak weather 17 sheep, very likely urged thereunto by 
tobacco hunger, 

July 10th. — The same weather until seven o'clock this morning, 
when it became lovely» The Braydegom accordingly despatched 
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to Eobten Island with the men'g rations, tiz, Ijrandy for 3 mootlie» 
and provisioos for six, or to the end of the year. And as we have 
also sent thither the female slava and her child taken in the 
Portuguese prize > ae a servant and companion of the married 
woman who has hitherto heen obliged to live suoh a lonely 
life there J we shall henoeforth have to support eigth persons there, 
VIZ., three men, two women and tliree ohildren. 
Obtained 1 2 lean sheep from the Cochoquas. 

Jiily llth — Heoeivod a letter towards evening from Fiscal 
Lacns written yesterday at Hottentoos Holland, where he and the 
Hottentoos had encamped. He merely mentioned the toilsome 
journey henoe over high sand hills and across deep streams. He 
accordingly feaxed that he would hare a long journey hefor© he 
reached the kraals of Sousoa» and that he would not have provisions 
sufEcient for his needs. The packoxen being off-loaded so often, a 
great deal of time is lost, 

July 12th, — The Bruidegom returns from Epobben Island ^th 
a letter from the Superintendent, that everything was well there 
and that the aheep were breeding fast, so that the troop had 
increased to the number of 227* Obtained towards evening four 
sheep from the Cochoquas. 

July 13th, — Towards evening the Commander proceeded to the 
€ountry to pass the night in the house in the orohard, and proceed 
to-morrow morning in company of the Master A^ioultnrist 
towards the mountains to select a plot of ground for a vineyard* 

July 14 th -'—The Kloof watchers report during the afternoon 
that a vessel was anchored off Robben Island, After nine o'clock, 
when the gates had already been closed, a boat came on shore and 
reported that the vessel was De Vogel Phemcx, of Delft, She had 
brought the Hon: Jan van der Laan as Sergeant-Major, who was 
a little sickly* His wife had three weeks ago succumbed to fever 
(heete koorts), 

July 15th, — The Commander, and junior merchant Koeoke- 
Baoker (who landed last night) proceed with some refreshments 
on hoard the Fluenü; still anchored in the mouth of the Bay. He 
found the Hon, Van Laen somewhat indisposed and heartily sad 
at the death of hie %vife, whose body, well coffined, he still had on 
board, and which he would like to see buried on shore, the sooner 
the better. This vessel had left the Mouse in the company of the 
flute Spreeuw on the 1st of Apiil with 245 men, among them 
110 soldiers. She had called nowhere, but as an infectious diseaee 
had broken out among the crew, 19 had died, and 30 were still 
the latter will be landed to-morrow and conveyed to the 
And as the breeze was favourable during the afternoon. 
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iËerossel arrived with the Commander on the Boadstead before ^^'^ 

the Fort about 4 o'ttlock p.m< 

July 16th. — The corpse coa^ejed on shore io the moniiiig and 
for the present deposited on the square within the Fort^ until his 
Honour shall have fixed the time when, and the place where it 
is to be buried. Arrival towards evening of the Spreetar, with 
114 men, including 66 soldiers. Only one man died The rest 
were all hale and hearty, 

July 17th, — Last night and during the whole of this day» the 
weather haa been so oold and bciieterous that nothing like it li&s 
been felt for many years. The result was that a N*W. gale 
brought on Buch an immense quantity of bail and snow that Table 
Mountain was covered right to the top. 

July 18th. — Strong S.E. wind, blowing the boats of the Pha^nm 
and Spy^euic to behind the " Lion," where they had to remain tul 
late at night. But though Mr. Van der Laea had ordered the 
men in the boats to come on shore to pay the last honour to hia 
wife, the virtuous Clementia Focksteert, who had died on board the 
PhwntJt on the 21st June, he nevertheless decided to proceed with 
the burial without them, and employed as bearers sueh officers, 
asfiistanta and work masters as were at hand, so that at 4 o'clock 
in the afternoon the body wa^ buried in Christian manner within 
the Fort, on the west side, right in front of the slave house, 

July 19th.— Lovely weather. The Commander, Mr. Van der 
Lrften, and comply ride to the oountry to view our oorolands 
and orchards. 

In the afternoon 50 men were landed from the Pkaeme and 30 
from the Spreetifc^ in order to help to deepen the new reservoir 
(waterplaats) just below the fort, which is now being enclosed as 
a square with a stout wall ; and to remove the earth. 

July 20th. — Mostly all our neoesaary provisions and equipment 
fitoresi required from the two vessels, were lauded and stored. 

JiJly 2Ut. — Six sick of the Phv^nir landed, placed in Hospital^ 

and provided with everything they needed. 

July 22nd. — Sunday, Nothing ooourred, 

July 23rd. — Bought a oow and 15 sheep from the Caapmen- 
The Spreeutc taking in her water, in order to leave as soon aa 
possible, 

July ^th. — The Spreeuw reoeives her despatcli and our letters 
for Batavia. Commander reoei^es a letter from Fiscal Laeus 
written at Hottentoos Holland (a grassy place about 7 or 8 (Duteh) 
miles distant from this) and sent by a Hottento:>, from which we 
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were rejaked to l^am that, haYiDg oolleeted together a nioe litUe 
troop of tattle, he hop&d to be back to-morrow night or the day 
after. 

Bartered 11 sheep from the Cochoquas. 

July 25th* — N.W. wind in the eTening, prelecting the Spr^eutê 
iroBi reaching the open sea. Arriyal at noon of Fiscal Sieur 
Hendrick LaciiSj with Si) cattle and 47 sheep, among the former *4 
paek oxen. The rest wert* mostly fine young animals. On th© 
way they had to leave behind 1 pack ox and 14 sheep, which 
perished on the high, steep, stony and snow covered (beanende) 
moiiDtains, and in the deep» rapidly rnnning rivers. Daring th© 
jonrney they had not been in want of cold, snow, hail or rain, but 
thank God ! all returned in good health. Sousoa's kraal is abont 
4 (Dutch) miles distant from the sea shore, on the eastern side of 
this African Cape (hoek), mostly east by south of the Fort and 
about 13 miles diatant from it. Their camp ia on ard behind the 
mountains behind the high False Cape range, now mostly oovetBd 
with Èiuow. No trees or good grass are to be found among or near 
these Hotten toos ; but in this wet season there are still some green 
patcht;s. but in the dry time it is altogether ariil acd unfit to 
produce any food for cattle. Their cattle are much iuolined to 
gnaw at bones and stones^ which evidently they became accustomed 
to through prees of hunger. Hitherto we were under the 
impression that these Chainoquas were rich in men and cattle, but 
this was found not to be the case, for the kraal occupied by their 
chief Sousoa does not consist of more than 21 huts with 400 or 500 
cattle. It is therefore probable that they must trade with other 
kraals fiurther inland, from which they obtain Êuoh good troop» of 
cattle to sell to ub. The chief Sousoa had accompanied our men 
on their return, but becoming ill on the road, decided to return to 
his kraal with the Hotten toos that were with him. They were 
provided (by our men) with some tobacco and pepper, which are 
regarded by them as preservatives. The neighbourhood of thia 
kraal is infested with beasts of prey, such as lions, wolves, &o., by 
which our people were hard pressed every night. They shot an 
old wolf there and brought the skin to the Fort, as well as 4 tusks 
which they had bartered from the Hottentoos for Tobaooo. For 
the rest the expedition was desirably ooneluded. 

July 26th. — Dirty, wet, windy weather. The Spreeuw obliged 
to put back* Bartered 10 sheep and 1 ox from the Cochoquas« 

July 27tlu^Sjime weather, but less boisterous. This evening 
the men who had been landed from th© Pho^nLt, in order to assist 
in deepening the reservoir (waterplaats)! returned on board. 

July 98th. — A boat load of water and some vegetables sent on 
board the Spreeuw. 
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July 29th.— (Sunday). Fairly fine weather from the N. Tl^e ^ 
Sprêeufc ieavefi, 

Jiily 30th. — Bainjj unstable weather, bo that little could he 
done on boai-d^ or on shore. Death in Hospital of Hendiiok 
8teffenfiz : soldier on the Phwnlr. 

July 31st. — The hoisterouB weather prevents us from seuding 
on board the Phmiix^ our paper» for Batavia, to be entrusted to 
the Hon, van der Laen. 

August let. — Same weather, with big" hailstones and some 
thunderclaps, continuing the whole day, so that no workman or 
fllave8 oöuld do anything, and no boat could aail to and from the 
»hips. 

August 2nd, — In the afternoon the weather cleared, when the 
Hon. Van der Laen and company went on board, but oould not 
get away because of the calm in the evening. 

August 3rd. — The boat of the Phmnir sent on shore in orddf 
once more to catch some fish, but at 2 o'clock p.m. a gun was fixed 
by the vessel recalling it. She at once rowed to the jetty to take 
in the refreshments there, but shortly afterwards another gun waa 
heard, as the breeze was getting southerly and the ship was already 
moving. The helmsman accordingly refused to delay a moment 
longer but sailed away (to his ship) and left mostly all the refresh- 
ments which had been prepared and packed in casks. Thereupon 
the Fhtmiir sailed away between Robben Island and the mainland 
and towards evening was out of sight. 

This forenoon one of oiur Cape Hottentoos was with a small 
sword seriously wounded in different places by one of our burghers 
outside of the Fort, and the Fiscal was ordered to collect farther 
information and summon the culprit to appear to-morrow. 

August 4th.— Lovely weather. This morning very early the 

Commander sent a soldier to behind the Lion Mountain to see 
whether the PhmiLr was stul drifting in the neighbourhood, that 
lie might send the refreshmtjnts on board with a fast sailing boat ; 
but no reseel could be seen. 

August 5th, — Sunday. Oloudy in the morning, but lovely 
sunshiny weather the whole day, 

August 6th. — Fine, clear weather. This morning the Com- 
mandar put all the gardeners and slaves, all the soldiers, labourers, 
boatmen^ arqnebusiers, as well as the clerks, and male and female 
sUvee to the digging and deepening of the new pond or walled 
reservoir, that during this dry weather the work might be so advanced 
that the foundations of the front sluice might be laid, bu* as there 



li a powerful lot of atone in that ground, which has first to he 
fitnaBhed with sledge hammers, erowbarB and clu&êla» not muoh 
progTOBS was made. 

August 7th,^ — Same weather. The work at the reserToir oon- 
tmuod lustuy, and the more so aa to the workmen scraped together 
from all quarters, 15 young HottentooB were added as assiBtauts. 

Auguat 8th- — Drizzling rain with stiff N. Wester, so that our 
work was somewhat impelled. Obtained 4 sheep from the Caepmen 
for tobaoco. 

August 9tli, — Heavy N. West^ with rain and hail, so that 
another day wan lost for our very neceflsory work* 

August 10th. — Fine weather. The men once more able to 
work, eepeeially the masons^ in order to lay the foundations of a 

new sluioe for the new reservoir, 

August 1 1th, — The same boisterous weather of tlie day before 
yesterday. 

August i2th. — Suiiday, Lovely weather. 

August 13th, — Nothing oeeura. 

August 14th. — ^Testerday and to-day lovely weather, so that we 
progresied miii^h with our raason work at tlie reaervuir* 

This afternoon the liruydegofn left for Robben Island wdth 
some nt^ee^ariea, and to fetch s hel Lb. 

August 15th. — As if igs now thf? right time, the Commander 
process to the ** Bosheuvel *' in order to have the vines there 
pruned and tied. 

Thii afternoon we reeeived news from Cruythoff at the 
" Coornschuiu* " that about an hour ago a lion had, behind and 
near, below the Windberg, where the Company's cattle graze» 
seized and killed an ox. Thereupon 3 of our cattle herds had 
followed the lion with their muskets, so that it abandoned the 
tmrease, wliioh was brought down the hill, in ordor to be used for 
the men. 

Hardly an hour later we wore ioformed that perhaps the same 
lion had again destroyed an ox below the mountain, and as it 
showed fight, it was not possible to save the ox. Aocordingly the 
brute in less than a quarter of an hoiu* tore the animal into many 
pieon^ and thr^ entrails from its inside* What was left was brought 
down to tho Oompttny s *' Schuur/* where it was fliBtributed among 
Üie slaves, so that to-day the Company has lost two fine ilraxight 
«SOL Commander Wagenaer acKJordingly earnestly advised 
**rürthoff to set a guu trap to-night on the spot where the seeond 
^'«KkiUed, and bait it with ^portions of the meat left by the 
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brate* Three or four loaded muskets were to be em ployed in the 
manner usual here, (that this big and cruel meat thief, when 
returning and pulUng the bait, may get a couple of bullets through 
its bide as a reward* For that purpose His Honour promised all 
the 8er?antë as a reward that they wuuld receive half an aum of 
Cape beer as a present, it they killed and showed the body of this 
rsTenous creature in aueh or in any other manner. 

' August 16th. — The north-wester prevents the departure of the 
Hooker to Saldanha Bay, but favours the BtnydegomU return 
from Robben Island. Everyihiug was going on well there. The 
sheep were breeding fastj so that the present number is 240, 

August 17th. — Bleak, e old weather, with rain. This evenmg 
about halt past six a large piece of the wall, together with the 
breastwork an<l all the palisades on the W. side of the gate of the 
fort adjoining the point ' Oliphant ' fell down, so that at once we 
had the hole olosed with a stock ade^ as we cannot at present do the 
necssflary repairs. 

August 18th. — The same boisterous weather with muoh rain. 
However on the rumour that apparently the same lion, which had 
killed the two oxen on the 15th, had below the Windberg killed a 
o&lf and 2 sheep belonging to the burgher Jacob Cloeten, several 
hunters went out in the afternoon, hoping to find it hiding behind 
some rooks and thus kill it. At night however they returned wet 
and dirty, and reported that they had seen a lion high up the 
mountain but that it was beyond range ; moreover he had soon 
crept into one or other cave. 

Bartered one lean ox and 6 sheep from the Caapmeu. 

Towards evening, about seven o'clock, the violent N.W* gale 
began to subside, so that an hour later it was quit© calm. On the 
other hand heavy and dreadful thunderclaps with continuous 
lightning followed until midnight, when it began to rain heavily. 

August 19th.*— Sunday. The aforesaid heavy rains having 
eontiniied hall through the night, we heard about three o'clock in 
tbe morning a dreadful crashing noise, as if a hea^ry building was 
falling. All the people within the fort having been awakened by 
the sound, it was disix>vered that the gable of the offiee, or tJiis 
Secretariat, which in January last had been made somewhat higher, 
in order to have one more suitable apartment, had completely 
eoUapaed with 6 window-frames which were in it, but that no one 
had been hurt (thank God!), notwithstanditig 5 or 6 persons had 
their aleeping quarters below it, both inside and out. TheaDoident 
was caused by the continuous rains, which were violently forced 
against it by the N,W. gales and made the mason work, consisting of 
half baked bricks and clay^ as soft as pap, so that the collapse was 
inevitable. And though the rain eontimied until past noon, the 
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garrison ^aa obliged to TomoTe th© debris whioh waa In our way, 
outside the fort, so that to our regret we were prevented to 

oolebrafee tliis day, according to custom , to the glory of God. 

AuguBt 20th, — Calm and very oold during the night, and wh^n 
we got up iu the morning we saw that the Table, Wind, and Tiger 
Mountains were white, and thickly oovered with enow. This had 
never been witnessed during the 12 years that the Company has 
been in posBession here* 

We also discovered that the rain bad greatly injurod our aewly 
begTin reservoir, as all the rivulets whioh rapidly run through thia 
Table Valley into tKe sea, had overflown their banks during the 
night, so that the immensB volume of water pressing heavily 
against the new wall, which was not even dry, had not only over- 
thrown about two rocMis length of it, but also pierced and washed 
away the wall on the one side of the oooimenced eluioe, which had 
already been built np on both sides about three feet, with baked 
bricks, so that the whole has to be broken down and rebuilt* 

We further observed that during the past night the earthen 
walls of the fort had tumbled down in three places, so that we shall 
have our hands full to repair what Ib not a little thing. 

August 2 let — Only to-day the hooker UEmperiael was able to 
leave with one of our Saldanha traders via Dassen Island for 
Saldanha Bay, to see whether she would be able to catch any seals 
or whales there, and obtain some oil from theni. 

This forenoon the Bnii/defjom left for liobben Island for more 
shells, 

August 22nd. — Fairly fine weather. The masons be|^n to 
repair the damage done to the new walls of tlie reservoir, and 
rebuild from the foundations, and only with lime, the gable which 
had oollapsed last Sunday morning. During the afternoon the 
Commander proceeded to the country to see that the lately planted 
vines in various localities were properly manured, and to urge the 
workmen to hurry on with both the exits (uytlatingen) of the 
house standing before the * Rondebosehje,* that the work may the 
sooner be finished. 

August 23rd. — Lovely, desirable weather. The Bmydegom 
returns with a large quantity of shells. ■ 

August 24th. — Bame weather. The Commander returns thii 

evening, 

August 25th. — A ship reported in sight towards evening, (by a 
shepherd). ■ 

August 26th. — ^Dark, dri^ly weather— Sunday. After our 
religious services, we found the vessel anchored before the fort. 
She was the Alphen of Amsterdam, and had left the 16t]i April 
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last with 207 men J as well a« with the Hon, Piet-er van Hoorn, 
ExtiuordLDarj- Couooillor of India^ with wife, five children and 
further company» Eight had died during the voyage. About 80 
wei'e laid up with scurvy. 

About an hour later, when the Commander w&& sitting at tahle 
with the aforesaid friends, two other veeeels entered the hay, the 
one of which hfid her flag flying from the top. 8he was the 
Spurrenriüm^ and had on hoard th»> Hon : Pieter \ nthonissa : 
Overtwater, proceeding to India as Ordinary (councillor, öii^ur 
Gahbema was accordingly at once aeut on hoard with the letters» 
one to Mr* Overtwater and the other to Sir* van Hoorn, as well as 
with some refreshments. He returned late in the evening and 
rejiorted that she had left the Texel on the 10th April la^t with 
184 men, including 84 soldiers. Two had died, whilst the 
naajority of the crew were suffering from sourvyj especially 18 
persons completely laid up. 

The third ship which also anchored duiing the evening was 
the ys^hi Elprndam of Amsterdam. She had left the Texel on the 
20th April last with 54 men, who all arrived in good health. 

This afternoon the wife of Sieur Hendrik Laous bi-ought forth 
the first fruit of her body, namely a healthy little girl. 

August 27th, — The Commander and Sieur Gabbema procee<3 on 
board at eight o\4oük this morning in order to eondnct to the shore 
MesK^s. Overtwater and van Hrjorn. This was effected about noon* 
and they were escorted v^dth the necessary state into the fort, when 
each was shown into a separate room or resting place. 

This evening during twiliglit the yaeht Lmitsmeer arrived, 
from Amsterdam on the 20th April laat with 53 men, all sailürs, 
aad in good health, 

August 28th. — A fifth vessel was seen anchored somewhat N. of 
the proper roadstead. A little later a sixth was seen coming 
round the point, and a seventh about 8 o'clock a,m. ; all anchored 
shortly after one another, i he first oflScialfl to land were Mr. 
Sergeant-Major Sloot awd faroily, and tlie skipper. They had 
come from the Ameromjen whiuli had left the Texel on the 16th 
April with 170 men, including 71 soldiers* She had lost two men* 
The rest were in fair health. 

The geoond vessel was the Fttrmeiknt of Amsterdam, from the 
Texel on the i9th April with 51 sailors, who were all welL She 
called nowhere* 

The third vessel was the Meerman of Delft. She had left the 
Mouse on the 7th May with 1-56 men, including 76 soldiers. 
Fifteen had died during the voyage. She also had on hoard a 
married minister named Petrus Gassier who will next Sunday 
preach here, administer the Sacrament, and baptize varioue 
ohildrcn* 
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lesa. August 29th. — Heavy W. wind and ram, so that no boats oould 

**. paa« het ween the vesatls and the shore, and the former tould not 
be supplied with or land an>^hing. 

August '10th. — Fairly fine weather. Many nei^eseary thingfi 
done by the boats. This aftenioon Commissioner Overtwat^r, and 
MeBSTB. van Hoorn and ' J{)acker' Sloot examired the fort inside 
and out, and pointed out the best site for a hospital. 

Mr. Overt water also suggested that the three smallest vessels in 
the bay, having all hearty crews, should in 3 or 4 days time be 
deflpatohed to Batavia. 

August 3 1st* ^Lovely weather. The aforesaid gentlemen with 
some ladies and noblemen proceed to the country to visit the 
Company^s lauds, the large oorn granary, the ** bosheuvel," and the 
new house standing in part of the orohard. In the meanwhile 
most of the Cape cargo was landed. 

September 1st. — First S,E. galo endangering the ships. It wis 
feared that they would be bluwn to sea, whilst mostly all the 
skippers and a large proportion of the crews were on shore attending 
to their business. All had to remain on shore m they eonld not 
get on hoard. 

This afternoon the Broad Council decided to despatch the three 
smallest vessels, the Eipatdnm^ Parmer hint and '^^ L(uidi& Meer to 
Batavia on Tuesday next (4tb), They are to call at Mauritins to 
take on board tlie men of the wrecked Arnhem and convey them to 
Batavia. 

September 2ud*— Sunday. Violent S, Easter. Same danger to 
the vessels, two of which were already dragging their anchors. 
Notwithstanding, this day was sacredly kept. After the sermon 
the liev. Petrus Gassier administered the Lord's Holy Supper, 
hut on account of the violent gale those on board and many 
raemberd in the country were unable to partïike of it. 

In the afternoon after the Thanksgiving Service some children 
were baptiz'*d, and one pair married* 

September 3rd, — The wind subsidiug about noon, every one can 
again do his duty on board and on shore. 

During the night a foal was brought forth in the Company*» 
horse'Stalls, so that during the last five days we have been enriched 
with three young horses, 

September 4th. — Fine weather* Nothing more. 

8eptemher 5tb. — The officers of the veesele (see Sept Ist) receive 
their despatch. This evening a child wliich had been brought 
over from Kobheu Island, and belonged to Jan Saohariae, the 
gu|>èrintendant there, wag after prayers, baptiised by the Rev. 
rotxus Gassier. 
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Septembar 6th. — Departure of the three yaolita. Towards 
evening rereived a Dote from the ekipper of the liooker lying at 
present in Saldanha Bay, mentioning that he had caught two 
whaicfl there, aod having cut off the fatteflt portions, he intended 
to boil them dowu. He therefore asked for some oaaks with iron 
hoops in whioh to put the oil 

September 7th. — The Eev. Petrus Gassier returned on board the 
Meernmn tliree days ago, but becoming iU, as well as his wife, 
both again landed j and were permitted by Mr, Overt water to remain 
h^re until the arrival of the 5 later ships. They remained ihe 
guests of the Commander, 

At noon the Commissioner gave his farewell dinner to the 
principal officers of the four Bhipsj as they intend to leave 
to-morrow for Batavia* 

Towards evening om- sergeant shot a faiiiy large leopard in 
Table VaUey. 

September 8th.— Lovely weather* The Commisioner, the Hon, 
van Hoorn and Major Sloot with their sidte^ having breakfasted, 
took their leave about half past 8 a,m., and proceeded on board, 

September f^th, — Calm weather. Slight rains during the night, 
and this morning. The Hon. Overt water ^ent a boat on shore for 
some milk and "salla"; Mr. van Hoom did the Kirae thing. 
About 10 o'cloi'k the weather cleared and an E, breeze springing 
up, the Admiral fired a gun and made sail. The others followed 
Buitj so that about 11 o'clock aU were imder sail and in the 
afternoon in the open sea. God grant them a safe voyage ! 

The sick minister Pieter Gassier, is, thank God, recovering, as ho 
now feeU himself greatly relieved from his severe asthma 
(benaauwheid). He rested a little during the night, and took 
some nourishment during the day. 

September lOth, — The Bmijdêgom loaves for Robben Island 
with the wife of the superinfrndent and her baptized child. 

Towards; evening the boat of the free Saldanhar oil burners 
proceeds to Saldanha Bay with a letter to the skipper of the hooker. 
She also took with her Tountj© BartliolomeuSs wife of the burgher 
Bartholomeus Borns who is banished for six weeks on Dafisen 
Island for having libelled a certain honest woman, by saying that 
though unmarried, she had had two ehildren in the Fatherland, 
one of which she had murdered, (N.B. Sentence paased on him 
during the stay here of the Hon. Overtwater). 

September 11, — Lovely weather, 

September 12th. — The same. The Commander proceeds to the 
country to inspeot some works in hand^ and bring about a speedier 
aeoomplishmont of the same. 
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September 13th* — Another foal horn to-day in the Company's 
stables. 

SeptemWr 14th, — To-day , one side of oiir water tank (re&ervoir) 
was also ünished, m that the whole is now enclofi6tl with four waUs 
in the form of a square. It will however be net^essury to let 
it djy thoroughly for a few days (besterven) before water is let 
into it. 

September 15th.— Heavy rain during the night, and boisterous 
windy weather the whole day. 

A ship ajiühora in the mouth of the bay. 

September 16th, — Hunday. The ship seen under sail. She 
fïarried a Prince's flag {red, white and bine) aloft, and the Zealand 
flag behind, but on account of the S.E. wind was nnable to peach 
the proper roadstead. Fitïcal Lacus was ^eut to her with 
refreshmeuts and to enquire whether she had on board the third 
Couneillor of India, expe<-*ted, '/iz., the Hon, Oops, that we might 
make arrangements for his aciiommodation. 

In the meanwhile we dutifully held our religious aervioe, and 
as the liev* Petrus Oaesier was quite himself again, he preached an 
edifying sermon, after which 12 children were baptized. Only 
one h 'J wever was found to be of Netherland Christian parents, the 
'rest were all of the female slaves of the Company, mostly 
illegitimate and horn from time to time. 

The Fiscal returns later od and reports that the vessel was the 
IlmHenhrrgh from Zealand on the 5th May with 125 men, inoluding 
Ïi6 Boldiera. IShe had delayed 3 days at St. Jago. Among the 
persons of quality on board, the Fiseal found in good health, the 
Councillor Extraordinary of India^ the Hon, Jitoob Cops, his wife, 
4 children» a niece and u maid ; also Damkera van der StraeteOj 
with the rank of ohief meruhant, and the Rev, Jacobus MaxweL 
The first was married, and the second a bachelor. Only 3 d^ths 
had occurred, the rest were all in fair health. Fifteen or aixteen 
days ago they had encountered a Frenchman of about 180 laste^ 
and understood that she was on the way to Madagascar. 

The Commander, having heard the report, would at oni*e have 
proceeded on boarci in ordei to welcomt* the Hon, Copfij but was 
unable to do so, having been confined to his house with gout the 
last 14 days. He accordingly despatched instead Messieurs 
Grablïema and Lacus in order to escort the said gentleman and 
family on shore, which was reached about one o'clock in the 
afternoon, The party were thereupon conducted into the I?ort, 
where after dinner Mr, Cops was shown a suitable bedroom for 
his use< 

The Brmjdetjmn returns towards evening from Bobben Island 
with sbelis. 
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8epfcemüer 17th. — Submitted to Mr. Cops <> Hst of articles which 
we required out of the ffftfnenhergh, Thm Mr, Cops allowed, and 
Ripper Cent Hamers was ordered to land everything to-^morrow 
that he oould reaoh, 

September 18th,— All tJae thinge mostly landed, aUo a heavy 
oable exchanged for 600 lbs, powder. As it was a fine day, 
Mr. Cops, his wife and childrenj as well as the chief merchant van 
der Straeten and the Rav. Max wel drove out to the country about 
9 o'clock, to visit the Comjiany's com lands, vineyards and orchards. 

September 19th.— -Strong S,E. wind, interfering with the boats, 

September 20th, — In the afternoon we allowed the water to run 
into the new reservoir, but when we had let the dirty water run 
out again through the sluice we fotmd that the stone {? bric^k) floor 
behind the gutterj not having yet been quite dry, had been 
loosened and broken, so that when all the water bad been let out| 
W6 were obUged to let the river resume its old couree. 

Died in hospittd Jan Claesas:, left here by the Vogel Pkoeni^^ 
and Denis Vleghtman of the Sprirremlamj both soldiers, 

September 2 let. — Heavy N,E. gale, so that navigation in the 
bay was impossiblej and as most of the crew of the Ilae-'^enb^rg/t^ 
besides the 20 men who are daily working here, had to pass the 
night on shore, very few were left on board for the amistance of 
the skipper Cent Hamers. 

September 22nd. — Same weather^ subsiding a little towards 
evening, bo that the large boat with four leaguers of train oil, 
destined for Batavia, was able to transfer her contents to the 
vessel. 

September 2^rd. — Sunday. The Rev, Maxwel, of the Jlfiesen- 
hergh^ t'onduoted the serviwo^ as the Rev. Gassier, was atiU some- 
what indisposed, 

I>t3ath in hospital of Lourens Pietersss:, sailor^ left here by the 

September 24th* — Heavy S. easter. No boat able to use the 
roadstead. When in the afternoon the gale moderated a little, 
Skipper Cent Hamers sent his sloop with 8 men on shore, but she 
was driven out of the bay. However, they succeeded in fintiing 
shelter behind a rock below Table (? IjIoh) Mountain, where they 
had to pass the night wet and oold. 

September 25th, — ^Ijovely weather, so that all the drinkwater, 
rBÊreshments and cattle oould with comfort be conveyed on board 
before noon. Towards evening the Hon. Cops, and Company 
embarked, . . . 

To-day we abo erected some scafiolding within the Fort, b&m ^ 
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1663, fjjg ^ouBd to the top. in order to he able t^ eonvej to tli© latter, 
~^ by means of whoelbarrowB, sou and sods, and thus repair the 
walls, whioh liad been injured and thrown down hy the rain in 
Tariouü plaoee. 

Death of (ierrit Hendriok&z:, loft here by the Alphm^ and of 
Gerrit Sorper, of tl\e Meerman^ both soldiers. 

September 26th.— The Hon. Cops eent a boat ashore to fetch a 
mirror which Iiad been forgotten yeeterday. When the boat 
returned to the ship, the latter made sail, and in the afternooii 
readied the open sea. 

September 27th, — The hooker L^Emjtermei returns from 
Saldanba Bay this evening. From the report of her skipper, 
Adriaen, it appears that she shot seven whales there* two of whmh 
WBre secured. The others had escaped, taking two harpoons with 
them. Of the two dead ones, whioh were much swollen and 
floating alongside the hooker high above the water, the skipper 
had the beat and fattest parts cut off and stowed in the hooker 
until he was able to boil them down on the Schapen Island. He 
had obtained ^(* casks (karrleelen) of oil. lie bad also caught 
with bis sein in that bay, in one draw, Bf> much fi^h, consisting of 
large breams (steenbraaems) , harden, and a kind of salmon, that 
he had been able to salt down twelve casks full for use of his ortw 
on his voyage hume. He lauded the bay very much, mainüuning 
that one could lie there protected from all winds, and as secure as 
in any canal in Amsterdam, The anehorage was in most places 
so level and elayiih that the anchors sat in it a*i if masoned in ; but 
neither fresh water nor fuel could be obtained anywhere in the 
neighbourhood. 

September 28th. — The S. easier so strong in the afternoon timt 
the workmen, at present busy repairing the walls aud replacing 
the sods of the Fort, had to leave off, as thty could hardly see 
anything because of the dust blowing into their eyea 

September 29th. — Nothing ooourred, 

September 30th. — Sunday. We closed this day and month 
with an edifying senuon preached by the Bev. Casaier. After- 
vaida tw^o children were baptized» 

October Ist.^ — S.E. in the afternoon, but the workmen were able 
to continue with the repairs to the Fort. 

To-day 17 perBons were selected from the many volunteers, who 
will on the 10th or 12th instant proi.^eed under Sergeant Jonas de 
la Quere on an expedition inland towards the disco vererl Nama- 
quia and further distant tribes dwelling beyond the river Vigiü 
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Ootobf*r ^Titi — Lovely weather, Tlia Bnfffdrfjom st^nt to Robben 
Is^land with hogs' wash for the young piga, and to bring back a 
cargo of sheila, 

Ihe master mason is shown on what spot he is to erect the new 
Bmithy in the oiiterworks, whioh is to have Btrong walla aecording to 
the plans, and must witliout delay be caramon oed, as tlie old smilhy 
adjoining the hospital, as well as the latter, are to be broken down. 

October 3rd.— Obtained 10 sheep from tho Cochoquas* Obtained 
nothing for a whole month. 

October 4th. ^ — The Brut/def/om returns with a cargo of sheila ; 
the old quartermaster t.-omTnatiding her, being ill, was sent to 
hospital this aftenioon. 

lowarda evening the Coehoquas brought in Ui sheep and a large 
lean ox for copper. 

October 5th and 6th. — Lovely weather eontinuefl, 

October 7th,- -Early in tlie morning the sentry reported a vessel 
anchored on the roadstead. The officers landed about 7 a.m, and 
reported her to be the Pfjuw of Botterdam. Had left with 15S 
men, including 63 soldiers. Had delayed one day at St, Jago, 
and lost eight men on the voyage. The rest were certainly healthy 
at heart, though most of them suffered from scurvy. 

Advocate Hiigo de Roy, who had embarked on her as Fiaoal for 
the Cape, had with wife and ehildren again diaembarked ; but the 
minister on board, named lie Bucq, landed this morning with the 
officers in good health. 

Bartered a lean ox and aeven aheep from the Cochoqnas, 

October 8th. — This morning Sieur GJabbema proceeded onboard 
in order to obtain some provisionSj cordage, and other neceasarios 
for this Residency, but aa it began to Wow very hard during the 
afternoon» and he wished to return to shore with the sailing aloop, he 
was obliged to struggle in the bay until dark, so that finally he 
was compelled to anchor near the French wreck, and make for the 
shore in a oocklo shell, and so reach the Fort on foot* 

October 9th. ^ — ^The 16 men of the expedition (aee Ootober 1st) 
provided with clothes, anna and ammunition. 

During the forenoon all the goods expected fcrom the Pauw 
were landed. 

October 1 0th. — Wednesday. This morning a aormon waa 
preached by the Rev. Symon de Buoq, mostly directed to God (meest 
gedirigeert tot Oodt) that He might graciously preserve our 
travellers who are to stay away three or four months in order to 
discover some unknown tribes, from all distress and acoident& 

Obtained 13 iheep from the Cochoquas, ^ 
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October IHli. — The oxpodition f o the Namaqims, oonsieting of 
Sergeant Jonas do la Guei'^ and 16 picke<i men^ leaves this day. 
Their instTtictiona were read to them oo the iiff^ and eiioh reoeives 
a parting eup or two of wine, so that in the aft^mooii they left 
happily with a wagon and eight oxen, which contained their hag- 
gage, &c. May 4 rod l>e with them on their |ouraey and every- 
where take them under His holy protection, 

October r2th,— Arrival of the flute Wc^tttout of Enokhnyien ' 
had left on the 1 1th May with 56 men, including eight soldiers' 
lo«t one man ; the rest were faWy healthy. 

Also in the afternoon of the yacht WUligetèhargh of Enok- 
huysen; bad also left on the 11th May with 61 menj including 
el^ht ioldiers. During the voyage she had lost the bookkeeper, 
chief surgeon, and three privates. The rest were all well. 
Contrary winds and eurrents had compelled her to run into 
Saldanha Bay, where she had remained 10 times 24 hours, and 
only obtained fresh fish. 

We were also informed that a lion and lioness, having their lair 
about the Botheuvei^ had killed a plough ox of the Company 

October li1th. — This morning early, 30 men were sent to the 
Forest in order to drag from it to the wagon road, oertain timlier 
cut there. 

The PauK (yauht), ha ving taken on board hor water and fuel, as 
well aa the luggage of the Bev : Petrus Caeeier, will leave with 
that gentleman for Batavia on Monday next. 

October 14th,— Sunday. The two Ministers (Gassier and 
Maxwel) preach each a sermon to-day, one in the fore, and the other 
in the afternoon, and thus bade farewell to the congregation, a§ both 
will leave to-morrow in the Pauw, 

October 15th. — Fine rain early this morning on the parched 
earth. It was very much longed for. A heavy N» gale eetting 
in about noon, the boats at the jetty could not üommunioate with 
the shipsj so that the Pauw oould not leave. 

October 16th. — Same weather ; but cahiicr in the afternoon, 
when both mmisters took their leave and procceiled on board. 

The Britt/dë§om proceed» to liobben Island with hogs' wash for 
the young pigs, and will return with shells* 

Thirty men were sent out to the forest to drag out towards the 

road the timber that had been feUed — 26 of them went ahead 

merely with their bedding. The cori>oral and the rest followed 

-^'th the provisions. An hour later, and when near the two 

fien's houses at the Salt River, some Hottentoos violently 

n and robbed them of some pork and bisüuits. After 

1 them with stones, so that these four men were 
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obllg^&d to fall back on the Fort, Reporting this in the pyening to 
the Commander, they wer© instmcted to go back, that the other men 
might get their neoeasarj Biippiiea for the night. Two men wer© 
added to their number to conduct them as far aa the granary. 
Testerday the rascak had likewise attaokod two ship's boys on 
their way with some washing to a freeman living on the eawtern 
fiide of the Fort, They robbed them of the linen, thinking that it 
contained cheese and bread or Bome other victaale, and with a atone 
wounded one of the boy» in the head. This, being an audaoious 
iystem of highway robbery, can no longer be tolerated, but ateps 
will be taken without delay to suppress it. 

Death this evening in the Hospital of Willem Evertsz : of 
Flushing ; during life, he was a fairly old (redelyk bejaard) man, 
and Quartermaster of the Bmydegom^ from whom the Company 
obtained good aernce. 

Ootober 17th,— The breeze Easterly — The Pmm left, and was 
eoon out of sight* God grant her a safe voyage. 

October 18th. — Heavy S, Easter ; no boat can reach the shore» 

Odiober 19th, — Same gale, so that our workmen, busy repairing 
the walls of the Fort, had to desist, 

October 20th. ^ — Same gale, so that the 30 men, who returned 
from the Forest this afternoon, could not go on board, and we had 
to keep them on shore and feed them, 

October 2 lat. — The gale subsided a little during the night, ao 
that the boats could again go to and fro for water and fuel for the 
Enckhuyser vessels. 

October 22nd. — Fine weather for sailing out of the bay, 

Aooordingly the skippers of the yachts WiUigenhurfj and Wedwout 
received their despatch, that they might leave to-day, which they 
might easily have done, but they were more inoUned (it seems) to 
feasting and drinking (brassen en suypen) on board than to leaving, 
BO that they remained Ij ing still the whole day, notmthstanding 
every warning, and did not even look after their refreshments, 
which were lying ready, 

Ootober 23rd. — Lata this morning both skippers landed to fetch 
the vegetables and letters which they at onoe received. At the 
same time they were pushed to retnrn on board and go under sail, 
aa wind and weather were favourable, but they remained idling 
their time away on shore ao long, that it was already past four in 
the afternoon when they went under sail, 

October 24th, — Gentle 8.E. breeze whioh carried the two vessels 
outside last night. 
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This mammg th^ stable groom informed us that during the 
ïiigbt one of the best horses of the Company, named " Riebeeok'a 
laï-ge Cheetnut " (Groote Vob) had died. The Commander had 
only the day before been on him to the Orchard, He looked quite 
well, so tliat it is presumed that he muist have eaten something 
poieonoua with big forage, whioh caused him to burst. 

The Commander sails to Robben Island with the Bruydêgom and 
the largo anchor fishing boat, aeeompanied by 16 or 17 Hottantoos, 
who wilt help the men on the island to coUeot shells. 

October 25tb. — Nothing happened^ but the day ended with a 
warm, sweet and calm, though variable breeze. 

October 26th, ^Strong wind from tlie N.W* during the nighty 
oontinuing the whole day with a penetrating min. Tli© anchor 
fishing boat returns at noon with a loorl of sheUs for the lime kilns* 
The Commander would follow to-morrow. 

She brought with her a Hottentoo who had a wound in hifl 
head receiyed fiom another Hottentoo, so that he was unfit for work. 

October 27th. — Rain oeaaiDg a little. The downpour ha^ don© 

good service to the lands, especially the Company's garden. 
Towards evening no signs as yet of the Commander's return, 

October 28th -^Sunday. A warm, sweet, sidtry (soele) hreeEe 
at daybreak. The Bnuffhgom seen approaching, and the Com- 
mander landed about seven o'cloc^i in the Httl© Jolly boat, leaving 
the Brmjdegmn which hfljd been becalmed, to come on as soon as 
possible. She was laden with shells, collected by Uie Hottentoos 
and our people. There was still a full load left on the beach to he 
removed on a further occasion. 

Towards evening one of the Company's oxen was bitten by ft 
lion in this Table Valle}^ but the brute was driven off by the 
herds, and the carcass conveyed to the Fort. 

October 29th. — Nothing particular occurred. 

October 30th. — Pleasant rain in the forenoon which has ve^ 
much refreshed all earth fruita, especinUy those in our large gaatleu. 
Obtained 5 sheep from the Cochoquas. 

October *M^i. — The Bn(t/dfgom despatched to Robben Island 
with various necessxmes. 

November Ifit. — Nothing particular happened. 

November 2nd.— The Bnii/ttegnm returns with shells. Had a 
sweet rain for a quarter of an hour dtu'lng the afternoon, 

November 3rd. — N. and N,W. winds liavo been blowing 10 days 
now in succession, so that this afternoon a sweet rain fell. 
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Novömber éth. — This afternoon it again tegan to dri^Ele which ^^^' 
lasted imtil evening, 

November 5th. — Same N, wind, -which cauaed sueh hollow 
water in the bay, that the anchor fishera have not been able to do 
anjtlxing for many days, 

November 6th, — The hooker men fished up an anchor of 
700 Ibfl* weight, not far from the wreck of the French ship La 
Manschaif which ie b apposed to have been lost hy her. 

November 7Üi. — In the forenoon the first fonndations of the new 
onter worts of the Fort, three roods and 4 feet further towards the 
beach, were laid with fitone. For the present only a piece, 24 feet 
broad and 16 fee*"- deep, on the west side of the gate, was taken in 
hand, in order to build a smithy on it, that work may be 
commenced in it without delay» as the old delapidated smithy is 
oomiected with the Hospital, and must necessarily be broken 
down with the latter. 

November 8th, — To everybody's surprise the N.W. and W. 

winde continue during this summer season, and often bring a 
pleasant little shower, 

November 9th. — ^Informed this morning that some thieves had 
during the night been outaid© in our warehouse which contained 
the Company's cables and other Bhips' stores, and stolen thence 
some old canvas and ropes. They had entered through the 
reed thatch, which could easily be done, because it is built very 
" low and ea«ily broken through on account of its age. 

The Bruydegom proceeds to Robben Island for shells. She 
takes for the purpose four more men, in order to facilitate the 
oollecting, and bring the whole to this side of the shore. 

November 10th, — N,W, winds continuing* A fine and fruitful 
rain fell in the morning. Obtained this afternoon 7 lean sheep 
from the Caapmen. 

November 11th. — Bemarkahly fin© weather. Towards evening 
obtained 3 sheep from the Caapmen, 

November 12th, — The Bmydegom returns with a full cargo of 
riiells, 

November 13th. — The Bmydêgom leaves this evening with some 
timber, planks, spars, &c., for Robben Island, that the sheep's 

stables may be enlarged and improved. 

November 14tb, — W, and N*W. winds continuing. 

November 15th.— Obtained 4 lean sheep from the Oaapmen. 
Towards evening the W. wind brought a fruitful rain. 
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tees, November 16th, — The Bruyd^gom i*©hiriii with a cargo of ihelle, 

" which were at ono« discharged into the kilo, which has to be 

lighted to-night. 

Our, or rather the Company's, interpretess, EvEj who npeaks 
Dutnh pprfectly, has this evening gone oJBf with her two ehifdran, 
won by a European, without our exactly knowing the reaaon. 
This woman is certainly born of H ottentoo parents, but haa eiiiee 
her childhood been educated in the house of Mr. Riebeeok and 
brought into Christianity. Laat year she made confession of it, 
and was thereupon baptized, so that we are afraid that if this 
naughty thing (stoute vel) went to her brother»in4aw, Oedasoa, 
Chief of the Cochoq^as, she mHi most likely cause more harm thaji 
good to our cattle trade. 

November 17th. — Informed thia evening that a lion had, near 
the Company's *' echiiur/' again killed au oi. 

Obtaineil one lean sheep from the Caapmen« 

All the iron guns, bolts and halls, hits of anchors and other iron 
work, recovered by the men of the hooker from the wreck of the 
MaresGhal, were weighed to-day and found to be *i8,7lD lbs. weight. 

November 18th. — Sunday. Pleasant weatJaer. 

November i9th, — Died in hospital, Albert Westerlingh, soldier, 

of Zealand, left here by the HaeseHbergL 

Obtained '22 fairly good sheep from the Chang uriquas, but no 
cattle, of which we are much in want, are brought to us. 

November 20th. — Obtained 8 sheep from the Caapiuen, 

November 2ist.— The Bniydegmn sent to Robben Island with , 
reeds and twine for thatching and improving the sheep's shed 
there. 

Obtained 4 sheep from the Caapmen, 

November 22nd. — Heavy rains during the nfghfe and this 
morning, certainly good for the pastures and our cabbages, hut 
for the wincj melons and watermelons, too cold and injurious at 
this time of the year, aa these fruits require much heat at present. 
I^his cold and damp weather is caused by the N. and N. W* winds, 
which have now been blowing for more than a month in suooeeaioB, 
t^ everybody's surprise, 

Tjate last night we heard that the Saldanhars or Cochoquas, 
viz., Oedasoa or Gonnomoa, both *' Sourys *' or Chiefs, had with 
their kraals arrived at the Large Saltpans, about two hours walk 
from this, and were camped there. 

'*^his morning we were told that our inteipretess, Eva» who had 

last Friday with both her cliildren, without saying a 

ng in the country with a freeman named Thielman 

house is situated right in the way leading to the 
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aforesaid Hottentooe ; but as her brother-in-law, Of^dasoa, takea 
little iDtereet in her (as it is sai*! ) we doubt whether we shall fetr-h 
her baok, or leave her there, as this lewd vixen (die UohtTaerdige 
prj]e) has often plajwl us this trick, throwing a&ide her deao and 
neat olothes, and instead, using stinking old cattle hides, just like 
all other dirty Hotten too women do. 

To-day all our letters, &c.j were delivf^red to Adriaau Anthonis^: 
skipper on the hooker, for delivery to the Masters. He at the 
same time reoeives his despatch in order to leave to-morrow* 

November 2^1rd- — Obtained 20 fairly good sheep from the 
Saldanhars eneajnped behind the Large Saltpans. 

Shortly after noon the Commander, accompanied hy Sieur 
Gabhema, went on board the hooker, and in kindly terms 
admonished the crew to be obedient to their officer a and live in 
peace and harmony together^ as for some time there seemed to be 
flome dissatisfaction among them; and as the breeze veered towards 
the south, the hf^oker unfurled her sails and was out of the bay in 
less than half an hour. God grout her a safe voyage. 

November 24th.— This morning early our interpretresSy Eva, 
returned of her own accord, pretending that she never intended to 
run away from us, but only desired to visit her brother-in-law, whn 
is camped near us, and whose daughter had lately given birth to a 
young son, and other chit-chat for her exculpation* 

November 25 th, — Sunday, 8*E. wind duriai^ the night and 
the wholfi day* Every thing shook and tremblffL This did not 
happen for 5 or 6 weekp, though it is right in the summer, 

To-day we were informed that a lion had yesterday, towards 
evening, at the Bosheuvel, killed one of the Company's draught 
oxen, 80 that during the laat two months the Company has lost 6 
or 7 beasts through these beasts of prey, 

November 36th, — The wind vrent down during the night. 
During the forenoon the Fiscal, Sieur Ilendrik Lacns, the master 
carpenter, the Company's a^icoltural overseer» Cruythofl, and the 
master woodcutter, were sent out to the forest to inspect all the 
trees in it, and see whether there were any fit for timber, and how 
long the residents oould still be supplied from them, as the sawyers 
select the best trees in order to convert them into pi ank a. 

Bartered towards evening 3 sheep from the Ooehoquas, 

November 27th. — As the Saldanhars wer© still encamped at the 
Great Saltpan» Eüsign Everarts and the iuterpretreös^ Eva^ were 
sent thither during the afternoon in a wagon with 4 oxen to 
endeavour to barter some cattle. For that purpose he took with 
him two rolla of tobacco, some plate, wire, oopper and other 
knick-knacks. 

Obtained 16 fairly good sheep from the Cochoquas. 
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Towards eTeniBg the Fiscaal and maater carpeaier return from 
the foi^it, whleh had been searched from one end to another, and 
thay had found suoh timber in it as ii mentioned in their written 
report, as follows : — 

** The lEspeotion of the foreets situated on the inner mde of the 
extremest of this Oape mountain range haring heen undertaken, 
WÖ found from the S.W, aid© of Fake Bay where the fii^t copse, 
(whieh might he called a foreet) begins right before the bend or 
paasage to the Hout Bay^ whioh is eocloeed between two heights. 
It oontains much cripple wood but also many ordinary tbidL trees^ 
fuoh as beechwood, pear^ aaeegay. &c, A little way from there, in 
the direction of '* BoeheuTelf '^ as far as a small Talley^ we inspe<ïted 
another beautiful little forest full of all kinds of beautiful ü^eea, 
very suitable for beams and ribs, but it contained no jellowvood 
woiih meuiioniDg, but a third Bmall forest on this side of the 
BnsKeurel, and also in a Talley, is possessed of a good quantity of 
large, thick and very beautif al yellow trees, which mostly itand 
against the slopes ; in the yalleys, howeTer. all kinds of timber can 
also be found. Still nearer to this (Fort), in another valley^ is 
another forest, called by as the spar forest (sparrenboeeh) because 
it coBtaitiS very little heavy timber, but mostly very beautiful 
straight spars, y&fj suitable for aU kiods of building purposes. 

** titill near us, on the slope on the E, side oi the Boeheuvel, on 
the heights of the mountain range, is another small forest, but it 
consisted mostly of cripplewood* 

'* It 1* ill be verj' ea^j for wagons to oome near or into these 
fores* s, which, though somewhat further than the old ordinary 
oi3eK, have however a good road already opened by the freemen, 
Tiho obtain most of their timber from them* On this side of the 
' BosheuveU' the so-called ' I^eenenbosoh ' was also examined, but no 
yellowwood fit for use was found. It contains however a sufficient 
quantity of elder, beech, pear aod assegay wood, fit for all purposes. 
It would also peld a larg^ quantity of spars if carefully searched, 

"In *Cleynbcs* (the little forest) adjoining it, there are still 
a number of fine» large yellowwood trees, some of which it would 
be difficult to remove as they stand between very high and heavy 
boulders* It would, however, not be impossible to do so. But 
there is such an abundance there of all kinds of timber, as far as 
oould be wished for, and so «ear at hand, that for another six years 
it will be impossible to exhaust them. 

** In the * New Company's Forest ' along the river, are a large 
number of b*^autiful heavy yellowwood trees, with many other 
kinds of timber, but out of the * Old Company's Forest ' very 
little can still be obtained beyond lathes and strips. The oon- 
clusion arrived at by tJie Fiscal and his fellow deputy is that, if 
the forests are properly worked, there would be no sGaroity of 
ttmber for the next 4 or 5 *oruysjaren,'" 
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Nfivember 2Sth. — Bartered this morning 12 sheep from the 
Oharigiiriquts, Th© S.E, wiad hlew violent Ij the whole day. 

Nofember 29th. — The Ensign and Eta hanug bei^n eent to the 
Coohoi|uaB to barter cattle, return with 8 oxen and 23 sheep, and 
related that aoonta^^ioua disease was ragin;^ among the ^aldaiihara, 
atid had oarried oil a hirge number some time ago. Th^^se natives 
were beside» dreadfally afraid of the Souqnas, who hïid threatened 
them with war, and they had therefore decided to get a little 
QfNiror to the Port» and in ease of necessity to ask the assistance of 
the Europeans, Eva further stated that she had heard from a 
Hottentoo that the Namaqua Expedition {see October 11) had 
been attacked by the Souquas, who had taken away their supplies 
and burnt their wagon, 

I November ïiOth. — The new eiok visitor, Ernest us Baok, besides 
his ordinary duties, is showing great diligence in teaching both 
Dutch and black children to read and learn their catechism* He 
was this day provisionally allowed for his trouble to demand a 
monthly fee from those whose children he is instructing. The 
permission is wordod as follows : —

Tn the same way the baptized slave children of the Company 
and the burghers, especially those descended from 
European or Christian fathers, should be educated and 
in time brought to the true knowledge of ü^od, as the 
giok comforter had already done in the case of Annazia, 
Crisen, Zon and Basoe — a lauilable commencement. On 
irhich may God Almighty grant His grace and blessing.

the day. No one could walk or stand in the streets. 

Deoemher 3rd. — The 8. Pi. so irioleut as to impede all work, for 
almost as much eattd and limo are blown away from under tht 
haDds of the masons and hodmen as they can work up in such 
weather. 

Obtained a fair number of sheep from the Chariguriquas and 
Chocoquas, viz., 34. None of the natives, however, bring ua any _ 
cattle, ■ 

Deoemher 4th. — During the night the 8. Easter goes down some-» 
what, BO that we had a slight shower in the momingi causing a 
change of wind, which brcught a ship within sight* 

Visited during the afternoon by Oedasoa, Chief of the Goehoquas, 
who brought us 8 sheep for sale. He told us that his enemies in 
the neighbourhood appeared to play the master and annoy him, 
which he could not tolorate, so that he had decided to make war 
on them next year with his people and the half of his cattle. The 
other half he would very muoh wish to le&ve under our oare until his 
retuin ; but as he was not encamped far from this, he would return 
after 14 duys and further dieouss the matter with the Commander* 
He then left with his people. 

Obtained 7 sheep aud 3 cattle from the Goraohouquas or tobaooo 
thieves, so that with those obtained from Oedasoa we bartered 15 
this day* ■ 

December 5th. — Cloudy sky and N* breeze. The little vessel 
sighted ycitcrday reaches the proper anchorage. Shortly after- 
wards a boat landed, and we gathered that she was the little flute 
Wakrhoen^ from Madagascar, and from what we could understand 
from the bookkeeper, Joohem Blancq, and other offioers^ the voyage 
had, oontrary to all our expectations, turned out badly^ for in St. 
Augustine Bay, which they reached on the 23rd June, they had 
not obtained more than 7 slaves and only 5 lasts of rice, cadjangh» 
beans and peas. They left this spot on the 4th August for Si 
Jago Bay, nigher up, hoping that they would there obtain what 
they still Inquired, but as there ako nothing was to be done, they 
decided on the 23rd December to proceed to AntongU Bay, but 
having, during a storm, loit their only boat and two sailers, they were 
obliged to anchor below an islet, in order to look upon it for some 
crooked timber with which to buUd another suitable oraf t. Having 
'ud what thty wanted^ and built a small serviceable sloop, they 
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had onee more put to aea, but as they wrere compelled to call at two 1®®^- 
other plao^ to provide theraaelvea with drink water, five month 
had already elapsed as the result of their struggles aod the peril 
whioh they had undergone. Seeing, therefore, that a stroag e.^fl 
wind threatened to blow them to the west, which would probablj 
causa a long and adverse voyage, thej had decided on the 29tü 
October to return to the Cape, 

The day before their departure from St, Augustine Bay five 
persons^ or rather perjured, faithloaa rogues — had deserted, 
evidently hoping to reach the French in the neighbourhood* They 
were two soldiers, one carpenter and one sailor, besides a black 
slave of the aforesaid Commander. Moreover these rascals had 
stolen and taken with them 5 firelocks and 6 pistols, as well as 
some gunpowder, so that daring this disastrous vojnage we have 
loet 8 persons. 

Towards evening the 7 Madagascar slaves were landed, vis,, 4 
males and 3 females, tacluding two little hoys and a girl. All 
were suffering from eourvy^ hut they were at once put into new 
clothes and provided with fresh food. 

Bartered 5 sheep from the Caapmen. 

Dee€*mher 6th. — To-day we landed the grain and some 

merohandize from the Wüterhoetu We found the rice, which was 
pactketl in «mall mats, thoroughly crushed and almost like meal. 
The sloop Bruuifgom leaves for Robben Island with reeds. 

December 7th. — All the grain ohtaioed at Madagascar landed. 
Obtained 4 sheep from the Gochoquas. 

Deoember 8th. — Nothing worth mentioning occurred. 

December 9th. — The Bruid egom returns from Kobben leland 
with ghells. 

I Bartered & young ox and 10 sheep from the tobacco thieves. 

Deoember 10th. — The violent S.E. wind prevented the men of 
the IFdferhoen from returning ou board, so that they and their 

II steersman will have to pass the night on ehure. 

December 11th. — S. Easter increasing in violenoe. The sailors 
obliged to remain on sl*ore the whole day. 

Informed at noon that a lion^ and close by, below Table Mountain» 
aj^in, killed one of the freemen's milch cows. 

Obtained 17 sheep from the Cochoquas. 

December 12th* — The violence of the wind prevents the sailors 
of the Waterh&en from proceeding on board. 
Obtained 16 sheep from the Ohariguriquas. 
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1663. December 13th. — The wind having abated a little during the 

"" afternoon, the men go oh board. The Bruidegom leaves for 
Bobben Island with reeds. 

December 14th. — During the night that dreadful roaring of the 
wind ceased somewhat, so that we had calm and pleasant weather 
to-day. 

Obtained 7 sheep from the tobacco thieves. 

December 15th. — During the afternoon some old plancaten were 
renewed and read publicly at the Fort in presence of both burgher 
Councillors, after previous ringing of the bell, as it has been found 
for some time that certain persons boldly ignore and violate certain 
good ordinances. 

This day a carpenter and land surveyor, who lately arrived from 
Home with good testimonials, and named Jan van Sonnevelt, was 
provisionally appointed as assayer and guager. 

December 16th. — Sunday. Obtained from the Cochouquas and 
üoracliouquas 17 fairly good sheep, jand on the following day two 
more from the Gorachouquas. 

December 18th. — Fine weather. Nothing worth mentioning. 

December 19th. — Commander Wagenaer goes to the country to 
inspect the new found little forest behind the Bosheuvel. Obtained 
i^ sheep from the Cochoquas and Ohariguriquas. 

December 20th. — The Bruydegom returns from Bobben Island. 
Obtained 5 sheep from the Tobacco thieves. 

December 21st. — Fine weather. Nothing important occurred. 

December 22nd. — Same weather. Obtained 8 sheep from the 
Ohariguriquas. 

December 23. — Same summer weather continuing. Nothing 
important occurred. 

December 24th. — Obtained 12 slieep from the Cochoquas as well 
as 3 cows. 

To-day we finished taking stock of all the Company's stores, 
war-ammunition, gardener's tools and merchandize. 

December 25th. — To'day Holy Christmas (de Heylige Christyt) 
was properly celebrated by hearing God's word twice. 

December 26th. — During the forenoon proper Religious Service 
was held. Obtained 18 sheep and a small ox from the Cochoquas. 

December 27th. — Obtained a lean butting ox and 7 sheep from 
the Caapmen. 
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Dèoemh^T 28th.— Obtained 8 sheep from the eame. 

Deoemher 29th, — Towards evening appeared six strange and to 
lis unknown Netherlanders armed with swords and half pikes* 
They stated that 13 of them, sailora and soldiers, had on Monday 
last heen despatched overlind from St. Helena Bay with letters 
from the Offioers of the long expected JFrtpen van Hoom whioh had 
arrived at the said bay on the 20th, having left the Texel on the 
Idth May last. She brought a fairly healthy crew and had on 
the way called at Cape Verde and Anoaboa where she had obtaified 
^od refreshments, but as she was no good sailer she had bee a seveu 
months at sea and lost eleven men. One of the sailors delivered 
the following note to the Commander from the chief merchant of 
the vessel : — *' Sir I This morning early I sent a letter on shore 
to be delivered to you, but as I am not sure that it would reach 
you, I send you these few lines to inform you that wo arrtyeti here 
on the 20th instant mainly because we were short of water. I?'or 
the liafety of our persons and the ship, we have been obliged to 
make prisoners of our skipper and four others, whom we request 
you to send for, as we are hitherto not living without danger, and 
do not know when the wind will be favourable for us. And as we 
have not yet been able to find any water, it will be necessary for 
you to send us some, as our allowance has become very smalL I 
remain with oordial (greeting, your obliged servant/' (Signed) 
Hendricq van Wnllen; Chief Merchant. This 23rd day of 
Deoember {16t>3), 

As two soldiers of the party of 1*3 could not proceed any further, 
they were left three Dutch miles away ; and as, on account of the 
the great heat all would perish from aheer thirst, our Ensign was 
at once despatched with two riding horses, and three Hotteatoos 
carrying fresh food and Cape beer, in order to meet the poor 
fellows along the beach and somewhat refresh them. They 
returned about 9 p*m. bringing with them the Sergeant and the 
«X soldiers whom they had found at the liedoubt '* Keer de Koe/* 
They brought a letter similar to the one above which also begged 
that a vessel might be sent to take on board the five dangerouH 
conspirators, and with a supply of water. 
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December 30th. — (Sunday), The bookkeeper, Bieuc Joohem 
Blanoq was this morning sent to St* Helena Bay in the Bmydegom 
with a quantity of refreshments and 4 live sheep, but as this sloop 
oould not take in sufficient drink water on aocount of the want of 
fuatage, she wai ordered to call at Robben Island and there take 
over from the Wuterhoen^ anchored there, as much water as she 
could conveniently stow away. Commander Wagenaer gave her 
a letter to the raerchwit, Ueodricq van Wullen^ aokuowledgini^ 
receipt of both his letters and mentioning the privations of th«)tr 
bearers on their way hither. He waa sorry that the vesael, which 




iWSi ^Qn ^ Yiew one and had been expected hprö two moütha ago^ had 
made auoh a long vajage aud that eueh dangeroufl disaetisious had 
occiirred on board, which might not very well be settled here. He 
had however ordered that the imprisoned skipper was to be sent to 
the Fort ill the Brutjdefiom^ with all the written charges against 
blm ; the (jther lour were to be kept in eoüfioement until the 
phip*6 arrival here, aud everj effort was to be made to reach Table 
Bay mthout delay» ^* The Urut/dtgom will bring you large and 
am all caskö uf fresh drink water, 4 sheep and various kinds of 
Cape garden produce ; he pleased to enjoj them with health and 
share thorn witti the eick that aro most in want of them. God 
grant that jou may soon arrive here where you will be able to 
enjoy more pleasant refreshments. To His Holy Protection we 
commend you and remain vrHh hearty greeting,"

Obtained .seven sheep from the üaapmen, 

Deüember 31st. — Obtained 20 sheep from the Gharigurioua^ for 
I Mp per aud tobaciJO, 
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January 1st» — The new year properly began this morning 
according to Ohrifltian usage with thanks aud prayers to Almighty 
God, and presents were distributed among some master workmen, 
öuperintendönts and servants for extraordiuary services rendered. 

January 3rd. — A S.E, breeze. The Commander goes to Robben 
Island in the large boat and takes with him 19 Hottentoos whom 
he had hired to colleot sheila ou that island. He intends to 
embark thence in the Vilihoen for Dasseu Island and Saldanha 
\SQ.y>, whence he will return to the Fort overland, visiting on the 
way the EraaU of the Hottentoos, in order to barter as muüh cattle 
\m pofifiible. For that purpose he feikes some merohandiasé with him. 

January 5th. — The large sailing boat arrives from Robben 
Island, which the Commander had left yesterday morning in the 
WaterliOênfjê for I) assen Island. Bho was at once sent back for 
more ehells which the Hottentoos are collecting there iu large 
quantities. 

January 6th. — (Sunday). The day of the Lord spent in the 
usual (<v*briatian) manner ; however we were obliged to trade to-day 
with these heathens for only two sheep, 

January 7th, — The assistant, Sieur Cretser and 4 men sent to the 
Ktaala of Oedasoa and Goiiuomoa as well as other neighbouiing 



tribefi, to buy so ia© ctittle. For that purpose he also took with 
him some brand j which they swallow very greedily, hoping thuB 
to getmorw, 

January 8th. ^ — 'J' he Bruyi^egoin returns from St. Helena Bay 
with the Bkipper of the Wapen ran JBoorn^ named Myudert 
£oeloi{az ; d© Joiige (see Dm. 29th above). He was placed under 
arrest in an un looked room iu the Fort, and told to keep himself 
quietly in it. The men a^ the Wapen v-,m Hoorn had dug a well 
at the bay and obtaioed 13 leaguers of water, slightly brackish, 
but good for boiling. Matters were very confused on board the 
Yessel, m that the chief merohant was not oertain of hie life. He 
had piaoed a strong guard in the fsaloou and over the prisoners. , , . 
The letter from tho chief merchant van Wullen to the Commander 
mentions that he bad placed the skipper on board the Bmtjd^gmn 
with a guard of 2 soldiers, and giYen Sieur Blaneq all the papers 
eonnected with the C3ase. 

January loth. — All the papers coünected with skipper de Jonge, 
sent to Siddanha Bay to Commander Wagenaer for the latter's 
further orders. 

January llth. — Arrival of Het Wapen van Hoorn this morning 
early. During the forenoon the Commander Wagenaer also 
returned, haviog inspected the islands and Saldanha Bay, and 
travelled overland to St. Helena Bay, where however he had not 
fotind the Wapen ran If oom. Thence he had a quick but trying 
and nu comfort able journey home. The Hottentoos whose kraati 
he had visited, had refused to sell him any oattle. His journal is as 
follows: — Left the Fort at noon on the 3rd, with 13 Hottentoos in 
the large boat, and took leiss than two hours to reach llobben Island, 
anchoring near the flute Waterhoen^ from wbioh we understood 
that Sieur Blanoq hafl been there on the Slst Deeembar last and 
taken out of her a large quantity of fresh water for the Wapen 
wan Hmni in St. Helena Bay, Landiug with the Hottentoos 
towards evening, we at onoe set them to work colleeting shells. 
The provisions I had brought with me I delivered to the superin- 
tendent, Jan Zï^charias» and ordered him to feed the Hottentoos 
three times daily, give eaob one every morning a '' soopie *' of 
brandy, and treat them all well, that on future occasions they may 
always be ready for similar servioes. At dusk I counted tlie sheep 
and found them a fine troop of 310 in number. I also gave the 
superintendent two prinoe's flags, and showed him a suitable spot 
on whioh to ereot another dwelling house. Having further done 
what wag necessary, I sent bac£ on the followiuir day (4th) on 
board tho flute the two young mules which had been helping ia 
carrying shelb. We then left for Dassen Island abaut nine 
o'clock — it is distant from Robben Island about eleven miles — 
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1661, anchoring towardi evening in a fairly good bay, and at ono© 
landing with the freeman, Thomas Mulder, to iBupect his oil burn- 
ing eatablishment (branderye), which, during our former visit, we 
had examined for a while. In the evening, in a fine moonligbtH, 
we returned on board, and leaving at midnight, arrived about 
eleven o'clock in Raldanha Bay, aiichoring behind the north point 
(noorthoeoq) on floe olay ground* There we were met by the boat 
of the aforesaid freeman, and because aome of the old Saldanha 
traders assured iis that St. Helena Bay was only seven miles 
further N*W. from this bay^ and could eaaily be reached overland 
in half a day, I was induced by the clear atmoaphere and the 
early time of the day to proceed thither in Ghxl's name, to see for 
myself whether the dissensions among Hef Wapm ran Hoornen 
principal oiHcers might not be quelled. For that purpose I had 
at once lauded two horBcs and a mule^ as well as two kegs of 
drinkwater and forage for the ammals. This was done in leas 
than half-an-hour, but when I myself intended to follow with the 
boat the two other horses and a mule, and was about two ships' 
lengths away from the vessel, skipper I'ieter (the old fool) fired 
three shots as a salute from his light guns^ notwithstanding he 
had been plainly forbidden to do so at Robben Island. The 
result was that the horses became so restless in the boat that they 
jumped one over the other and could not be restrained, espeoially 
when the large fawn coloured one, named ^^ Generael,'' had half of 
his body overboard and was lying with his stomach over the gun- 
wale of the bout for a considerable time, causing it to ship a 
coneiderablf' quantity of water. All were accordingly in great 
danger, but at last the animal got clear of the boat and swam on 
shore. Before, however, it oould be oaaght, saddled and packed 
with its allowance of com, it was already two o'clock in the after* 
noon. In the evening we arrived at a high and dreadful rook, 
where we were obliged to pass the night weary and exhausted, 
and found that the two Hottentoos who had accompanied us as 
guides had misled us, and although we had only half an anker of 
water the next morning, w© determined to proceed with the 
trumpeter on hoi^eback, and two gun carriers, and two Hottentoos 
on foot, reaching St. Helena Bay about noon of the same day, but 
finding the vessel gone. With a tin Hask full of water» and a few 
InscuitSj we retraced our steps, and by a shorter cut arrived late the 
same evening at Haldanha Bay^ the horses being completely worn 
out* The next morning, whilst proceeding along the beach 
towards the vessel, we came upon the frosh footmarks of a lion 
whioh had passed not six roods from the camp* When about half 
a Butch mile from the vessel, having proceeded a long way aloug 
the beach to reach it, I received a breaker of water, conveyed on a 
mule, whioh refreshed me a great deal, and about 10 a.m. I again 
fell in with my companions and immediately proceeded on board, 
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where I fouBd a large quantity of fresh bream, about H ells in 
lengths Uaviug ordered the skipper not to delay his departtire, I 
retunied on shore^ and, proceeding by land, arrived at nightfall at 
the Bout hern point of the bay^ where I found iome fresh water and 
^hot niftuy wild ducks. At noon on the following day I arrived 
at a dry spot, wbere my party were obliged to use the water whioh 
they had brought with them, but at about 5 p.m. we roile through 
a Yalley where we found beautiful grass and water. We might 
haire gone on for another three hours, but because of the Hot- 
tentoos and the fears of some of the men, I was obHged to 
remain where I was, for at the distance of a mnsket shot from 
where we were three large elephants were gra^mg on the elope 
of a hill right in the path which we had to go. The next day 
these huge oeasts were no longer seen, and the expedition pro- 
ceeding, arrived at noon at a pleasant little rivuiet, \^'here w© 
filled our water casks and botÜea, and were visited by the 
Chairlguriquas, who offered to sell eheep, as their kraals were 
near hy, i'hey had, however, no cattle to spare. They men- 
tioned that the day before yesterday Oedasoa had been visited 
by men from the Port, in order to buy cattle, so that I did not 
think it worth my while to go to hiiii. I therefore went straight 
on along the beach in the moonlight, until I arrived at the 
Rondeberg^ situated right opposite to Eobben Island (Blueberg), 
wbere I passed the night, with a little water for myself, hut 
nothing for the horses. The next day, about eleven oV'look 
(11th January) I arrived safely baok at the Fort, and saw Ilet 
Wapen mn Hoorn entering Table Bay. 

Between four aad five o'clook assistant Sieur Cornells de Cretser 
returns from the interior with ten oxen and thirty sheep. He had 
taken great trouble at various kraals to obtain a large number of 
cattle, but ^'ould not persuade the people to sell. He therefore 
decided to return. Three sheep were bought from the Caapmen 
towards evening, 

January 12th.— The Brut/tUgom returns from Bobben Island 
with the Hottentoos and with shells. The Commander and 
Fiscal 4>abbema proceed on board Ref Wap^t^ mn Hoorn to make 
the usual inspeotion* They return at night with four ironed 
prisoners^ who were locked up in the Fort until next Monday, 
when the matter will be investigated. 

January 13th (Sunday), — A warm summer rain during the 
night and nearly the whole of this day. It will do the dry earth 
no harm. This morning the Bev. Comelis Ceyserskindt, minister 

on bt*ard the flute in the Bay, conducted the services on shore. 

January 14tli, — This morning the evidence, oral and written, 
against skipiK?r dc Jpnge was taken, but as he boldly denied every- 
thing, he was obliged once more to go into detention, but all th© 
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^***' do€üm©u1s were Imnded to him to enable him to reply to them m 
writing. For that purpose he was also f uriLitthed with an assistant» 
that he might he able to produce his defence next Wednesday. 
In the meanwhile the four otharB^ who had, on aocount of the 
skipper^ been in irons bo long, were releaiad on hail» 

January lT5th. — Rain again towards eTening. This seldom 
occars in summer. We have aeeordingly had no strong S*E. 
winds for more than six weeks, which is a great convenienoe at 
present to the farmers to enable them to bring their grain under 
shelterj it now being the right harvest time. 

Januarj' 16th. — The Court of Justice meets this morning early- 
The imprisoned skipper and his accusers again appear. The 
skipper^B defence read, Tlie skipper persists in his denials^ 
and as it will be of no service to the Company to detainJ 
the vessel because of these quarrels» the cimji merchant, vaal 
WuUen, and other accusers were ordered to appear on Satur* 
day next for the last time, to heax the sentence. In the meanwhile 
they were to provide themselves with good, aoceptable witnessea, 
at least {? then* deelarationB were to be) signed by two or three 
" cosonante " witnesijes. 

Januaiy 18th. — ^Fine drinzliog rain, which has thoroughly 
wetted the dry earth. Various members living in the country 
notified to-day to come to the Fort early nett Sunday in order 
to partake of the Lord's Supper. 

January 19th.— All the accusers of the skipper appeared at 
7 a.m* for the third time, but so many new documents and 
attestations were submitted on both sides that the reading of the 
same oontinued until noou, so that plaintiffs and defendant were 
ordered to appear again on Monday nest. 

Jsaiuary 20th ^Sunday \^ — Holy Communion celebrated in the 
Fort this morning by the Rev* Comelis Keyserskindt after the 

sermon. 

January 2lBt. — After four sessions the Court decides to dismist 
from office the skipper of Set Tf^apen ran Hoorn, and to deprive 
him of Ms rank and pay» with further oonfiscation of all the pay 
still due to him ; and further orders him to remain here at his own 
expense, untu he can find an opportunity to proceed to Batavia, to 
lay his appeal before the authorities there, 

January 22nd. — RetÜm of Sergeant Jonas de la Guere with his 
16 meu in good health. ïhey had been away three months and 
ten days, but effected nothing in oonsequenoe of the great drought 
inse[*arable from this season of the year. There was no water to 
be found anywhare, and if they hal persisted in prejsing forward 
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to fiod the river Vigiti Mügoa, they and their rattle would 
assuredly have perished. At the OKphant^s Eiver they had takeu 
their^wBigon to pieoes aod huried it with snme provisioDB which 
the pack oxen were unable to carry, and which were intended 
for use ou their return journey. Afterwards, one of the 
Hotteotooa was bitten by an adder and unable to prooeed with the 
travellers. He had, aecordingly, been sent back, but on the way he 
had discovered the place where the provisions had been buried, and 
shown it to the Souquas, so that on their return the men found au 
empty nest and their wjgon burnt. This had seriously ptnohed 
them, but they had, how6?er, found some Coohoquas near the 
Oliphant's liiver, from whom they had obtained l^i oxen and 7-i 
sheep. The tJorapany, therefore, possesses öOO sheep at the Fort, 
and 300 on Bibben Island. 

January 23rd .^ — The Braydegom^ at Robben Island, ordered at 
once to Saldanha Bay to order the skipper of the Wnt^rha^^ lying 
there, at onoe to come to the Cape to take charge of the ^Vapen vmi 
HoQni as skipper, and convey her to Batavia. 

January 24th. — Commander informed that the Btuifdegom had 
at onoe left for Saldanha Bay. 

January 2'')th.- -After evening prayer^ it was decided that if the 
skipper of the Waterkom did not arrive here before Tuesday next 

then t:> entnist Het Wapen van Hoorn to her first officer, m she is 
already eight months out aod should no longer be detaiued. 

January 26th — Meeting with the burgher Councillors in order 
to enquire iut^ the charges brought by s^me Uottentooa against a 
few freeniOD, that the latter had stolen a fine cow belonging to 
them, kilJe*! and eaten it* The Hottentoos were presented with a 
fine one belonging to the Company to compensate them for the 
theft, {See below— 9th February.) 

January 27th. — Sunday. The Rev. Keyeerekint preaches in 
the morning in the Fort, During the afteruoon we obtained 3 
sheep from the Caapmen. Oedasoa also^ arrives* merely to ask 
whptht^r we would take the third of his cattle under our charge as 
he was obliged to go to war, 

January 28tlu— F*?^ Wapen van Mmm receives her despatch. 
She will leave to-morrow as shf* can no longer await the arrival of 
skipper Pieter Willemsz: fri^m Saldanha Bay- 
January 29th,'— ^Oedrtsoa, Chief of the Coohoquas, informs the 
Commaoder through Eva ttiat his peuple and ail his neighbours, 
consisting altogether of 18 kraals, intended to make war on the 
Hessequas and th«ir allies, as he could no longer hear it that they 
have been eVf^ry where trying to play the master* He begs the 
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CoTBinatider to amiflt nïm with some Boldiors, and proposod that 
we flhould do him the favoiu to take care of about 2,000 head of 
cattle for him until hit return from the war* As an acknowledg- 
ment he would present us %vitli 600 head, whieh would he delivered 
at cnee. If the Commander agreed to hie proposal he would at 
once go and fetch hia own cattle, tuiding that if he were victorious 
he would double the number offered, but should he be vanquished 
he would under any ciromnstances paj 300 head. 

The Commander having oonsidered the proposal with hii 
subordinates, uivilly declined entering into the first part of the 
proposal^ to assist him with men. The seóond part was accepted^ 
with the proviso that he should leave 8 or 10 of hie own men to 
herd the cattle in company with henls of the garrison. This, 
however, he would not listen to, saying that eveiyone of the male 
sex, even small boya^ had to go out to fight. The Commander, 
weighing the matter in his own mind, felt, on the one hand, that 
by imdertakiug tho care of so much cattle new troubles and ill- 
teellng might arise on the part of these unreasonable people, 
especially when afterwards they found that some of their animals 
had been lamed or lost, and that others had died or bee o 
stolen from their caretakers by Oedasoa^e enemies ; button the 
other hand, the o Her seemed to hold out many advantages as 
the settlement was very pooriy supplied with cattle for the 
supply of the return fleet, shortly eitpeoted, whilst the agriculturists 
also, badly supplied with homed cattle, might Ukewise be 
assisted, in order once for all to come into possession of 
breeding stook. The Commander accordingly decided to take 
charge of the oattle on the eonditiona proposed by Oedadoa, 
who, however, was but half satisfied, but he was plainly told that 
there was no intention whatever on the part of the whites to assist 
either himself or other tribes with European assistance. Ho there- 
upon left and promised to bring the cattle at the time of the new 
moon. Previously he was well entertained with meat and drink, 
leaving in the afternoon with his captains and followers. 

Jaauary 30th,— Shortly after noon the Commander proceeded 
to Robbeü Island with 12 Hottentoo volunteers and 2 mules for 
oolleoting shells. After prayers, Herman Ernest de Greeingh, of 
Utrecht, bachelort 26 years old, master gardener, and Ytjen 
Hendricx, of Naarden, spinster, 28 jrears old, who arrived in the 
Wapm tyan Boom requested permission to be married, liequest 
granted, 

January Ülst. — This evening the free sawyers reported that 

whilst they were absent from their oabin in the forest, which they 

^ loaned, some Hottentooa had broken into it» broken open five 

ir boxes and robbed them of their alL They were able to 

kt the thieves, hut the matter was held over until the return 

ander Wagenaer from Robben Island. 
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February let. — The sentry box of mason work stand mg on the 
ramparts was blown down during the night by the soTere S, Easter* 

Fortunately no one was hurt, as tho sentry doing the rounds is 
obliged to pass underneath it oTery half hour, and might eaaily 
have beou hit and thus grievously hurt, 

February 2nd. — The heavy S, Easter abating lomewhat. Return 
towards evening of the Cammander from Robben Island with 2 
Hotte ntoos who wer^ not very welL He had a good water tight 
house and sheep shed erected on the Island. Tho number of sheep 
thero was 327, 

February 3rd,— Sunday. 8.R winds. About 9 a.m.j when 
the bell had already been rung twioo for Divine service, OedaBoa, 
with more than 50 men, women and children entered the hall and 
squatted down among the ohairs and benches, Thereupon the 
Commander kindly requeiteti them, through the interpretrpss, Eva, 
to remain below and outside until we hod performed the duties of 
our religion. This they complied with, and at once went to sit 
outside on the plain. 

Aft^r the servit^^ Oedaaoa and some of hie prinoipal men were 
called into the Oommander^fi room and asked whether he had 
brought the promised oattle with him. He replied '* No," and, 
moreover, that he was not inclined to hand over to us any of his 
oattle before we had promised to give him some of our men to 
aooompany him and assist in fighting his enemies. The Com- 
mander reminded him that last time ho had been told plainly that 
we would never permit this in hi» own case, or in that of his 
enemies. Asking the reitson, he was told because the Heusaquas, 
Namaquss, Chainouquas and other tribes towards the east were as 
great friends and obliging neighbours as he and his people could 
possibly be, especially the Chainouquas, from whose chief, Sousoa, 
we had lately, at the Commander's friendly request, obtained 80 
head of oattle and 60 sheep, whilst we never before bad obtained 
from him (Oedaaoa) or his people 20 head of cattle. And as he 
cïould say nothing to this, he only mentioned that he had brought 
US o sheep as a present, which we might take away, but, for 
reasons, we refused to aooept them this* time, but bought them 
with 3 others, paying for them richly with tobacco and copper 
wire, but not being satisfied with this, he asked for his ^^ves and 
children some biscuits and rice, and for himself and his comrades 
brandy and tobacco for use on the Journey home, and after we had 
once more filled the hungry bellies of these inoomp&rably aelfiah 
and beggarly people within, and their dirty backs without, they 
left together towards evening for their kraals, only a small half- 
hour distant from this» 



February 4th, — Arrival of the B^^ydi^gom from Saldanba Bay 
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UBL ^th sbeltfl. Had left that bay ia eompaey of the Wütêrhoenljé^

never met her again. 

February 5th, — The Bruidegom saüa for Bobben Iflland with 

the man ter carpenter and some neoessaries, in order to assist in 
finishing the roofing, Ac^ of the Ultle hotise Greeted there by two 
«hip's c-arp enters. 

Towards evening a Preoch ship ent^ed the Bay, Sieur Laeus 
having beon sent on hoards on tus return reported that she was a 
strong yacht named St. Chnrkê^ from Madagascar and bound to 
France, Her captain, Mons. Kercquadien (who had more than 
oncfi before been here), had left Nan tea with her on the 29th May 
last year with 260 men. On the 29th September she had reached 
Fort Dauphin on the said island, where, having landed 200 men 
of various trades, she had proceeded to Masoaronhas, where our 
yacht, the Lanfmn^f^r, coming from Mauritius, had also arrived on 
the 10th November, whose oflScers had entrusted the captain with 
a letter to the Commander, which he will deliver to-morrow in 
pert on « 

February 6th. ^ — Excessively hot, opprossive (bangh) weather. 
About 9 am. Captain Keroqadien, his Lieutenant, Jan Toumer, a 
nol^leman named N. Ahrioel, and the skipper, Jan WillemssE: Loy, 
landed, wid were in^oduced into the Commander^s room. Having 
been seated, the Captain stated the reason of his visit, viz,, that he 
had hoped to find her© four ships which the King of France had 
equipped last year and despatched to Madagascar, as His Majesty 
had taken the direction of the French eatahlishment there in hia 
own hands. He therefore requested to be ailowed to obtain for 
money some water and refreshments for his crew. This was 
readily granted, when he drew from his pocket two letters and 
delivered them to the Commander* 

The one was written by Re^'^nier Bringhmans, skipper of the 
yacht Lm\tmnêei\ datod 16th November laat, off Masearcnhas, and 
anchored near the ship Si. Charier. He mentioned that ho had 
safely anchored in the S.E. Bay of Mauritius on the 20th October* 
in order to search there for the survivors of the wrecked ship 
Arnhem^ in order to carry them to Batavia, but, after a X4 dajé 
search, not having found any of them, or any other people, he had 
proceeded to Masoarcnhas, arriving on the iOth November in thu 
N. Bay, where the day before, the afore mentioned French ship had 
east anchor. And ag here also he could find no one, he intended, 
when leaving, to call at the Island Appolonia, and if also there b« 
found no one, he iL tended to proceed at once to Batavia. He also 
mention*=^d that he and his men, as long as they were together at 
Mascarenhas, had received every friendship from the French. Not 
only was the island garrisoned with 10 Frenchmen and 12 
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Mftl&gaej filaTeSf but it had aldo been renamed (herdoopt) and 
giTen the name of Botirhon* 

The second letter was dated the 11th May, 1663, and written 
m Nantes by the Duke (or Marshal) de la ilellerais, as well as 
■i^ed by himself. In it he requested that the 24 iron guns which 
bmonged to his ship, the Mare^chal^ wrecked here three years ago, 
and taken by u£ from the wreck, might be returned to him and 
entrusted to his Captain ^the aforesaid Keroqadi**n), taking a 
reoeipt from him. The folbwiug is a translation of his letter : — 

** Monsieur, — As my vessel La Mareschal has been wrecked at the 
Gape, and I have been informed by Sieur Veron, who was her 
oommander, that he had leit there 24 iron guns belonging to me ; 
I therefore pray you to deliver them to Sieur Keroquadiea 
oommander of the ;S^. Charles that he may bring them to me, and 
should you ( Pnot) require them for your own protection , Mons : 
Keroquadien or his Ijieatenant will give you a receipt for the same. 
And if in any way I may be of serviue to you on my part I shall 
show my willingness to do so/* 

Your obedient Servant, 

(Signed) de la Melleray. 

At Nantes, the 11th May, 1663. 

But neither the aforesaid Captain nor anyone of his company at 
the time mentioned the cannons at all, and after they had amused 
themselves outside in the Company's garden, they returned to the 
Fort at the request of the Commander and took dinner with him, 

February 7th. — The French again land early in the morning 
and asked the Commander whether he would now deliver to them 
the 24 iron gims ad requested by Mons : the Maresohal Mellerais, 
but they were told that he had just to receive instructions to do so 
from the Lonla Masters in the Fatherland, and as vessels were 
daily expected from home, it might happen that a favourable reply 
might still be received during their presenoe here. In that ease we 
would comply with their request. But the Captain not bebg 
very well aaüafied with this, said that under suoh circumstances we 
ought to write to the Maresohal and oommunioate to him the 
reason of our refusal, as he would otherwise not be able to 
acoount for his not bringing them to his said employer. 

During the afternoon the Bruidegom returns from fiobben 
Ifllffiiid with the Master Carpenter and a load of shells. 

February 8th. — This morning the Commander^ acoompanied by 
the Frenoh, took a trip to the Bosheuvel to see our vineyards there, 
which are now rapidly ripening ; as well as our agrioultural pursuits. 

February 9th, — During the afternoon the Court of Juatioe 
senteaoed three free agrioulturists, resident in the oonntry, in the 
first plaoe to pay f 40 for a cow which they had stolen from the 
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m4, Hottentoos» and whioh the Company had preTiously made ^od, 
and aecandly a fine of 40 reals. 

February 10th. — Very hot and oppr09si?e weather. A vessel 
sighted towards evening. 

Fehniaty llth^^^ — ^The vessel sighted last night and now in the 
roadstead, was found to be the Wahrhoen^ which had been already 
15 times 24 hours between this and Saldanha Bay. 8he was 
half laden with Rhella,. whioh, burnt into Erne, will serre us for a 
long while. 

At noon the French Captain Kercquadien, his Lieutenant, and 
a Nobleman came to say farewell to the Coram and ei*, as they 
intended to leave for Nantes to-morrow. After having dined with 
the Commander, the Captain received a memorandum (at his 
request) of the weight of the 14 (?) iron guns (which are still to 
remain in our custody) , as well as a copy of the resolution adopted 
on the subject, that, on hiR arrival at Nantes he may justify 
himself with the same* 

Further it was pointed out to the Captain» who was kindly 
requested by our Ensign in the French language, that, as we had 
been informed that there were at present, on board of his vessel, 
and in the ^rviee of Mons : le Mareschal, some Netherl anders, 
that he might, before his departure, put them on shore and deliver 
them to uis, especially his skipper, senior and junior mates, who 
were bom Hollanders, and had served the Company often ere this in 
India, as weU as 5 or 6 others of inferior rank, as we had received 
definite orders on the subjeot not only from Our Lords Masters, 
but also from the Lords States General. The French were fairly 
taken aback by this, and hardly knew what to reply, hut the 
Captain, ehaking his head, replied, that it was an entirely absurd 
and unfair request, and that he had not expected suoh treatment 
(ontmoetinge) here at the Cape. He requested us however to be 
allowed to go on board in order to take counsel with his officers on 
the subject. This being allowed, he returned about an hour later^ 
and Baid plainly that not one of them could resolve to comply^ 
and moreover that there were no HoUanders, who were inclined to 
remain at the Cape; alleging further that if they complied, they 
would never be abl*^ to uTisw^^r for ït *a their master the Marshall^ 
or to the Kin;.

Exactly at noon» when we were going to dinner the Saldanha 
Chiefs Oedasoa and Gounomoa» with wives, children and a company 
of more than 50 others rushed in and squatted themselves above here 
in the hall, at once, aceordiag to their usual begging nature^ asking 
for food, liquor and tobacco, which were immediately given them, 
and the more readily, because they had brought with them 8 lean 
old cattle and 14 sheep for barter ; but when Mons r Gabbema 
went outside to buy the animals, they dematide<l twice the usual 
price for every head of cattle, viz ; 4 chains round copper beads, 
and a long piece of tobaccK) reaching from the end or ** quispel " of 
a oow*s tail over the back, as far as the front of the horns. They 
demanded the same price for the sheep, which on account of the 
injuriouB results was refused them ; they accordingly returned to 
their kraals with their cattle. 

February 12th. — The Commander sent Sienr Lao us and 
Sergeant Jonas about noon on board the French vessel with the 
papers which they had left here yesterday, anti with orders to 
demand (insinueren) that tho Hollanders claimed should b© 
permitted to accompany thein on shore. But they returned in the 
afternoon^ and reported that the French would not at all oomply 
with their request, but that the Captain had given Lacus a note 
in which he ackuowle<iged the receipt of the written protest and of 
two other papf^rs regarding the iron guns. Thereupon he had at 
once made sail and in a quarter of sn hour's time was outside with

February 13th. — Heavy 8. Easter during the night and also 
to-day. 

February 14th. — The large boat sent with straw to Robben 
Island and a note to the Superintendent to send the Dutch and 
the HottentooB that were there, back to us. 

This afternoon the bookkeeper Joohem Blank, the junior 
surgeon Pie ter Meerhoff and 6 soldiers, 3 Hotten toos and 3 pack 
oxen carrying «ome merchandize, were sent to the kraals of Sousoa^ 
ex-chief of the Chainouquas to endeavour to obtain a good number 
of cattle from his son, as we are at present very soberly supplied, 
mad we can no longer depend on the promises of Oedasoa to make 
an advantageous contract with us, under which he would, according 
to th© conditions already mentioned, bring a large quantity of cattle

February loth. — ^The large boat brings a slab from Bobben 
Island, whioh had been prepared there, and id to be placed orer the 
gra?e of the wife of the Hon ; Major van der Laen, buried within 
the walls of the Foii. 

Two burgher counoillorË and the lately appointed assayer, Jan 
Tan Sonnevelt make the first assay of waighü and measures in the 
hall here, the Amsterdam standard having been adopted. All 
weights and ells were marked with the letter A. 

February 17th, — Heavy S.E. during the night and this day« 
Obtained 2 eattle and 14 ^eep from the Cochoquas. 

February ISth.—This morniDg an ostrieh was shot near the 
large Salt Fans ; the legs were brought home (they were aa muoh 
as a horse oould carry), prepared and tasted like young beef, very 
nioe. 

February 19th, — We had our wine grapes at the ** Bosheuvel/' 
which were ripe» cut and brought hither. To-morrow they will be 
pressed, and we shall see what will be the result. Obtained 6 cows 
and 8 ^eep from the Coohoqiias. 

February 20th. — The grapes from the BosheuTcl having been 
pressed, produced a half aum of young wine ; another half aum is 
expected from what is still ripening. 

February 2l8t, — Obtained a oow, calf and 3 sheep from the 
Gochoquas. 

February 22nd. — Both our vessels return during the night &om 
Kohben Island with shells. The Wuterhoen again provisioned for 
a month, a» ahe wLU leave to-morrow early to cruize about for the 
return ships, with our letters and some refroshments* 

February 23rd. — So misty in the morning, that one could hardly 
see a btmdxed yards away. At noon the weather cleared, and we 

saw the Waterhoen tacking to get out. 

^niary 24th. — Very severe 8* Easter whioh will soon bring in 
im Fleet. 

1 35th* — Bought 13 cowa and 5 sheep &om the Gora- 

y 26th. — In the afternoon Sieur Joohem Blanck, his 8 
pack oien returned, bringing with them only 3 lean 
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cattle» bartered yesterday from the tobacoo thieves, lie they had oot 
beea able to find the kraals of which the deceased Sf>usoa had been 
the ehief, so that the expedition has been a failure. The Brutjde- 
pamVetums to Bobben Island for more shells. 

February 27th. — ^Our large beat seat to Robben leland with 
some woodwork. The Bmydtgom returae thenoe with shells, 

February 28th. — Flag flying on the Kloof this morning. 
Shortly afterwards we were told that a ship was in sight. Believed 
'to be the Water hoen. 

At noon it was notified by bell ringing thai henceforth no one 
would be allowed to bake bread for sale, except Thomas Christoffel 
I Mulder, burgher here^ with such weight and at sueh a prioe aa 
^liftve been fixed. 

At the same time Jan Martensz: de Wacht, also a burgher here^ 
was permitted the sole right to brew as muoh Cape beer of malt 
and heps as the Company may be able to supply him with, and 
fell it by retail. 

Febmary 29th.— The gunner was sent out in the aloop with a 

^ large new tun and a heavy wfiight attached to it, in order to fix it 
over the wreck of the Man r if i He Eyfant as a visible mark, and to 
drop the buoy for the present there. 

In the afternoon Oadaaoa, ohief of the Cochoquaa (at present 
encamped behind the Bosheuvel) sent 3 of his men to us requesting 
xxB to send him a wagon load of merchandize with some of our men, 
for which he would give us the equivalent in cattle \ but as we 
knew oui customer» we sent word back that if he had been so 
inoliiied» he would have allowed us to retain the 8 lean cattle 
offered us lately for barter for even more merchandise than we 
were accustomed to offer, but that if lie wished to sond us any 
oattle^ or personally bring them to the Fort, we would endeavour 
to buy them from him and give him good satisfaction, 

March 2nd (Sunday),— After divine servioe» the flag was seen 
flying from the KL.H.d. Two men sent out to inquire, reported that 

raerely a small vessel was in sight, probablj' our cruizer the little 
Wnierhoen. 
Obtained during the morning 25 sheep from the Coohoquaa, 

March 3rd. — Bartered two small oxen and 3 sheep from the 
Cregeriquas, 

March 4th. — Some Hottentoos, who live bore at the Fort and 
re growing bolder every day, attacked two of our men, hitting 
ae one with stones and the other with sticks that both coidd show 
ugly marks in uonsequence, without having, as far as we could 
disoover, given the natives cause for their conduct* 
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March 5th.-— Early io the morning the OomTnander sent notioe 
to all the Hott4?at<)oa and Bea^h rangers who reside in th« 
neighbourhood that they were to appear at the Fort at 9 o^olook 
aju. ; but not more than 7 or 8 men obeyed. Howerea-, Uksj 
were told, through Eva the interpretress, that if they agmn oom- 
mitted suüh wanton acts againtt our people as they were guilty of 
yesterday, or again robbed traveliers of their food and liquor on 
the public roads, aa tliey had oft-en done before, we would at 
once impiiRun ih^ culprits when found and captured» or baoiah 
them on Robben Island in order to collet ihella there for bij 
lime. 






March 6th* — The free fisherman, Pieter Comelifiz : nick -n ana ed 
Pieter de Noorman, was again received into the serrioe as arque- 
busier, in order to serve on Jiobben Island, that thuü he may be 
prevented from getting drunk daily and from grossly tyrannizing 
over his wife. 

March 7th.^ — The aaid Noorman leaves for tbe Island with his 
chest and bedding. The Superintendent there was ordered by 
letter at ont>e to give him work. 

March 8th. — After a fortnight's lovely summer weatlieir, it 
began this morning to blow violently from the S.E*, which may oauae 
the speedy arrival of the return fleet. 



March 9th. — S. Easter milder during the night, but very stronj 
during the day. 
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March loth, — Early this morning the flag was again blowing on 
the Kloof, and news was brought that some vessels were in sight. 

With a very low tide and calm, favourable weather, Siöur 
Oabbema left in the BnujtUgom at eight o'clock for the opposite 
side of the Bay to see whether he could reach the wreck of the 
Haarlem with our large boat, I 

Between 7 and 8 o'clock p.m. we saw in clesr moonlight a large 
ship anchoring on the roadstead* On his return about 9 p.m, 
Sieur Qabbema reported that on account of the choppy sea he 
had not been able to reach the wreck, and accordingly went out 
to meet the aforeeaid vessel and pilot her to a safe berth.

March 26th. — A S.E, breeze. The OuUkoorti having received 
all her refreshments on board, set eailj^Bhortly cJter noon.

March 27th.— Two vessels sighted towards eveuiug behind the 
Lion Mountain. Fine weather. The Water hmn sent to them 
with vegetables, 

March 28th — N,W. breeze during the morniiig, but about noon 
a 8,15. wind. One of the veBsels succeeded in reaching the 
anchorage. Her offieerfl landing, reported her to be the Nagelhoom, 
also under the flag of the Hon : D. Steur* Her skipper's name 
was Jan Hendriox, and that of her bookkeeper Qerrit van Haanen.

June I9th, — Cloudy, miaty, cold weather, 

June ZOtii. — Very cold bleak weather and much rain. This

Obtiined an old cow, two calves and 12 sheep &om the 
Coohoquaa. 

June 2 let. — This afternoon, after a meeting held, the old 
Burgber— Councillor Hendriok Hendricx Boom, who had now more

— Early this morning the master gardener, 20 slaves 
and some Dutch servants went to the ooimtry in order slightly to 
raise and broaden the hollow narrow road near the Company's 
orchard, so that two wagons might pass eaoh other, and beoause 
two free agriouItnrisU had also been called with their men, the 
work proceeded rapidly. 

June 28th — Return liome of the men who had repaired the 
road, and dug a canal before the new plot of ground stslected for 
the aforesaid orchard. 

June 29th (Sunday), —Understood after Divine Service, that 
notwithstanding the fog, a «hip was approaching behind Lion 
Monntaii^. About an hour afterwards she anchored and proved to 
be the Wakkeren j skipper Carel Altenas and junior merchant 
Jasper Aeekerlaecken. 45he had left Zealand on the 30th March 
last with 240 souls, including 71 soldiers. Had called nowhere, 
and lost only one sailor from sickness.

In consequenee or this cold bleak weather a beautiful milch oow, 
two beiJera and two sheep euccumhed in the veld.

— The cold weather growing intenser, so that to-day 
with uie rain, also much snow and haU fell, and no one could do 
any work in the open air either in the veld^ gardens or at build* 
ings. This hinders us and causes much damage, moreover we are 
prevented from landing our necessaries from the Wakkeren, 

July 4th. — Same weather, but towards evening we succeeded in 
landing a boat load of provisions. 

July 5th.— S*E. breeze in the morning, which blew the dirty, 
misty weather away. Obtained 10 sheep from the Coohoquas. 

July 6th. — Lovely weather. Towards evening 50 soldiers were 
landed from the Wakherm, in order to drag some timber to-morrow 
out of the forest, 

July 7th. — Nothing hut whirlwinds and heavy shower-e the 
whole day, which did great damage to the new mason work, and 
prevent us from undertaking any repairs. However, ae the 
weather became more favourable towards evening, we filled and set 
on fire another lime kiln* 

July 8th. — Fairly fine weather. Fiscal Lacus sent to the 
Island to urge on the men who are busy there with repairing the 
old kitchen aud carrying on shells* 

The chief mate of the JF^fc/irr^fi, Pieter Adriaensz: of Arnhem, 
having a good knowledge of viticulture, went out to-day into the 
«ïuntry with the Commander, and planted in the Company's 
orchard some '*hookaner" (f hoohheimer) vine sHps, which, as Jie 
said, he had himself brought from Germany. Time will show the 
result. He also left us the model of a wine press that we might 
have a bigger one made from it.

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July ISth. — Sara© lovely weather, but calm. 
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July 14th, — ^Discovered this morning that the Wakkeren had 
ft during the night. She took with her 242 souls. The good 
Ood be their conductor. 

July 15th.— Both our boats proceed to the Island with more 
oodwork and bricks. The Commander and master gardener 
prooeed to the country to the Company's orchard, in order to plant 
in it for tho first time some Fatherland hop slips. Nine were put 
into the ground in one row, and in a fruitful spot well prote<i«d 
jmd manured. We out them from the plants which had been put 
into the ground last year in the large garden behind the Fort, and 
which hiS, on 18 spots, grown to the height of a man^B stature. 
What the result will be, time will show* 

July 16th. — Pleasant weather, 17th, Nothing of importanoe 
oocnrred. 

PJuly 18th, — The boats return with shells, 

July 19th, — A new large limekiln filled for the first time and 
lighted. Our hunters brought us thie afternoon a fine fat otter 
wnieh they had shot this morning at the Salt Eiver. 

July 20th. — Sunday, Before Divine eervio© we bought 3 oxen 
and 16 sheep from the Coohoquas, 

In the evening, between light and darkness, a brightly flaming 
ray, like a burning toroh^ was clearly seen in the sky before the 
stars were visible. It shot straight from the East to the Weat, 
and left a fiery re<l streak behind it about 9 or 10 roods in length, 
which r&raained visible for some time, and afterwards ohanged 
into a white cloud. All the people in the street beheld it with 
fear and surpnee, 

July 2,st, — Extremely beautiful weather* 

July 22nd, — Cold, windy, dirty wet weather, nearly the whole 
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day, 60 that the boats oould not leave with the supplies for Rohben 
Island, 

July 23rd. — The Commander proceeds to Robben I^and to 
search there for some serTioeable stone for the buildings in hand 
here. 

July 24th, — In oonsequence of the Tiolent N- winds of la«t 
night and this day the Commander had to put back, 

July 25th. — Suitable and lovely weather. The boat proceeds ta 
Robben Island with spars and lathes. 26th. The same pleasant 
weather. 

July 27th. — This afternoon the mounted guards sent in some 
Hottentoos found in possession of some tobacco, oopper and iron. 
Having been aak^d from whom they had obtained thera, and what 
they wisheil to do wi+b tbem^ they replied together^ that the tree- 
mtin liring near the Fort, named Hannan Reraajenne, alias 
Harm an the ooppersmith^ had given them to them for bartering 
sheer). This freeman will accordingly be called to ace^^nnt, and 
pnniBhed according to the placcaat, 

July 28th. — ^This morning the Commander proceeds to the 
Island with the two boats. During the afternoon the open boat 
returned from the Island with shells and 14 stones. She had 
encountered the Commander near the Whale Rock, so that no 
doubt all had reached the Island shortly after noon. 

July 29th,— Wet, dirty weather, with N. W. winds. ^lOth, The 
same. 

July Blst. — The weather somewhat leas boisterous, though 
hollow seas were still rolling in from the N.W. The open boat 
returns to the Island with 1,000 bricks. Bought 5 cattle and 21 
sheep from the Coohoqnos. 

August Ist. — Fine weather, with a sea breeze. The Com- 
mander returns. He has bad the sailboat filled with shells ; and 
more than 120 * oardoesen/ or oblong thick slabs for supporting 
the outer bi*eastwork above the wall of the new homworkj now 
being constructed, were to follow in tie Bm^d^gom. He bad 
further given directions on the island regarding the building and 
other works. 

August 2nd. — The sailboat arrived during the night. The 

(Commander and Council spend nearly the whole day in the trial 
of various offences committed here, uut all were not definitely 
oonoluded. 

The Brf(f/fffgom arrives with the selected stones, and some 
shells. 
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August 3rd.— Sunday. Fairly fertile weather for vegetation. 
Towards eveniDg six paok oxen arrived from Oedaaoa, Chief of 
the Saldanhara, who requeeted that if we liked to oome to them to 
hoy cattle, we might use the oxen for carrying our merchandize. 
Tlu» we took into oonsideration, and shall decide ahout to-morrow. 

August 4th. — Decided that in aeoordance with the friendly 
request of Oedaaoa, Chief of the Cochoquas» the Junior merchant 
and seouude, Sieur Abraham Qabhema, shall to-morrow prooeed 
with the paek oxen, some horësmen, and suitable merchandize to 
the kraals of Oedasoa (distant about two days* jonriiey hence (in 
order to bartar as much cattle as they oan obtain, 

August 5th. — About 10 a.m* the pack oxen were brought in 
and laden with the merchandise and proYisions. Dunug the 

Kfternoou Sieur Grabhema and three horsemen, aooompanied by 
Meester ' Pieter Meerhoff and hia wife Eva, the interpret ess, left. 
August 6th. — Our trumpeter, Dirck Larape, was Bent to Robben 
sland in the Bi^yde§&nu and banished thither in oonsequenoe of 
is diflsipation and aoutinual quarrels. He shall remain there bix 
months^ or until the arrival ot the return fleet, and assist in carry- 
ing on shells. 

Boring the forenoon the Commander went out in order to 
appoint another superintendent over the farm labourers at the 
Company's '* Sehuer.*' 

As the oorporalof the ** adelborsten/' Pieter Cruy thoff, has for some 
time been leading a dissipated life^ and found to be careless and 
laithless, he is dismisaed from his raok, and degraded to that of 
«oimmon soldier, in order to serve out his time at the watchhouses 
in the country. 

Auinifit 7th. — The Commander had a suitable piece of new land 
ploughed and raked^ im order to plant some vine slips in it during 
^the mouth, and eneloae it with thick stiikea, that the young shoots 
%j not again he. eaten off by the rheebucks or wild pigs (as they 
lid in the other new vineyard behind the " Schuer/') 

August Sth. — This morning a certain assistant appointed to this 
office^ but at present iinprisonedj because of his vile life and exoes- 
«ive dissipation, was found to have for a considerable time 
oommiUed thefts, so that, as soon as Sieur Q-abbema retmnSj he 
win be tried and punished. 

August 9th, — Towards evening two Hottentoos brought us a 
letter from Sieur Qabbema of this day's date from the Moseelbanok, 
Btating that, contrary to what Oedasoa had stated, he had yester- 
day obtained not more than Ave lean cattle and 14 sheep, and, as 
Oedasoa would no longer lend him his pack oxen, in order to go 
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^^*' further with his war^e towards other kraals to look for mor© 

cattle, he was obliged to ask us to send him a wagon witk 6 
draught oxen, whieti will be sent him to-morrow. 

August öth, — ^When the gate was opened, a strong wagon with 
6 draught oien and two Dutch aerrantd stood r@ady before the 
Fort They left about ö a.m* with some trifles and some addi- 
tional provisions, 

August 10th, — Simday. Cold bleak weather, 11 th. Same 
weather with a cold N. wind. 

August l*2th.^Pafit nine at night the Commander received a 
second note from Gabbema, asking for two additional rolls of 
tobacco and sodle thin copper wire. For that purpose he sent us 
a borrowed pack ox, as well as a horseman, as he had veeterdaj 
arrived at the kraals of Oounomoa with 24 cattle and 80 sheep, 
hoping to get fiome more there. 

August 13th, — At seven o'clock in the momingj the horseman, 
pack ox, and the merchaudise asked for by Gabbema were sent to 
him together with a note. 

Shortly after nine o'clock the Commander rode out to tlie 
oountry, in order to plant the new ground behind the orchard with 
Tine cuttings. Over 400 were put into the ground to-day, whüet 
to-morrow fully 600 more will be planted. 

August 14th, — Whereas a large portion of the Public Road 
passing the Company^a orchard in the country has been made fit 
for traflic by the Company's Bervants and slaves, it was afterwards 
imposed on some of the freemen (who mostly use the road) to 
aseiet in keeping it in repair. For that purpose a small quarter of 
what had already been done by the Company was entrusted to 
them, but as they always sought excuses and oould not be induced 
to comply, this morning the following written ordinance was sent 
them : — 

'" The Commander and Council make known» that in order that 
the Public Highways in the country may be made as comfortable 
as possible for travelUogj the deep and muddy road between the 
bridge near Hans Rasch and the new lands of the company at 
Bondehosch, shall on both sides be made as kigh and broad as 
that lately made by the Company's men at Rondebosch. The 
following agriculturists are, therefore, ordered to undertake and 
complete this work, viz. : —

^B August 1 5th. — Calm cloudy morniug, but at noon it rained so 
^HiaaTily that our masons and other workmen had to desist from 
^Vwork. This impedes us muoh in our building operations. 
The Bniydegom returns with a cargo of shells. 

August 16th. — Fickle winds with rain, preventing us from 
[filling the lime kiln. At night it blew strongly from the N W, 

August 17tb, — Sunday. A heavy N. W* storm with rain and 
Ibig hailstones. At midnight, when the weather appeared to 
rtDoderate a little, many heavy thunderolaps were heard. But 
shortly afterwards» the wind rising again from the N» W , it became 
so vehement and terrific from daybreak mitil the evening» as no 
one has ever before seen or heard, so that the water in the bay was 
as white with foam as soap-water, and as hollow as in the open 
sea. At noon it had approached so close to the Fort that the 
wooden bridge at the jetty was washed away, and with other 
timber thrown on the E, side of the Fort* This dreadful gale also 
threw our sloop high and dry on shore near the old " cavelhnys " 
( ? cable house) without suffering excessive damage. The large boat 
was also forced to below the Fort, where it stuck fast between two 
large round rocks, without however, being much injured. The 
Bruydegmn however^ remained well anchored near the wharf, though 
she lost two cables. This dreadful gale also threw down a large 

Eortion of the gate of the kraal at the eastern side, which we 
ad to repair at once, with all our oarpentera^ or otherwise the 
Company's cattle would have had no enclosure for the next night. 
The that<)hes of the freemen's houses were also greatly injured, 
as well as the young and newly planted trees. God grant that 
our ships^ daily expected here from home, have not been oirertaken 
by this tempest at sea, and injured» .^ 

When at dinner at noon, the free agricmlturist, Frans Gerritsz: 
hurriedly ran in from the oountry, and related that during the 
drsadful gale of the past night, his house and cow shed, attached to 
it, had been hurled down, so that ten of his best cattle wore killed, 
lint that he and his wife still being awake in the front part of the 
building, and hearing the cracking of the upper timbers, wer« 
just in time to escape from the falling mass. He further 
mentioned that the new shed before the Company's orchard!, which 
had been erected only last year with sawn rounds (sporten) waa 
also down. He had also seen, when on the way hither, that th© 
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hoiisé of Jacob Eo§enda&lj a free agrieiilturiet) had alao been 
throwu down, so that w© may oon elude that we may to-morrow 
hear of more similar disasters. 1 owardi evening tma boiateroua 
weather began to abate, and the sky to clear. 

August 1 8th. — Disoovered this morning early that the dreadFul 
weather was over, aod the water in the bay had calmed down, 
though it raiii^ nearly all day. We also saw to our joy that the 
little yaoht / t^t/de^m was still riding safely at anchor with her 
last cable, but as the eea was etiH rapidly rolling in, the little 
Tea«el was tosaed about dreadfully, so that we feared that her 
cable would snap and she would l^ thrown on the rocks. Thia, 
her crew of five men, also seemed to dre€ui, for already early io the 
morning they began to muke signak of distreBs, hoping that they 
would get asïiiitance from shore, the more so as they had lost their 
little boat during the night. But our big boat sat high and dry 
on the rooks^ and the rowing sloop had been shattered^ so that to 
our sorrow, we were unable to help them ; but an hour later, one of 
them, named Hans de Noorman, swinmiing towards the shoTe 
through those fearful breakers, came to, and told the Commander 
that they tirgently required a heavier grapnel or anofaor, if we 
wished lo save Hie vessel and the lives of the men. At once the 
lost dingy «as searched for, and she was finally found below the 
redoubt '* Zanthoop ** and not particularly dajiaged. At once the 
men were sent some new rope and a heavier anohor, so as to give 
them fresh courage. 

We were also informed that the Bedoubt " Zaothoop,'* or the 
wooden jacket (warn buys), had b^^n much undermined by 
yesterday a heatr seas, and that if not quickly repaired, it would 
undonbtinlly oolfapee with the four pieoea on it. 

During the morning the Commander rode out in order to 
re-eT#ct the gate before the Company's orchard* and to see what 
repairs were neceeaary at the " Groote 8chuere " and elsewhere in 
the country. 

This afteniooa the targe boat was alao dragged from the rooka 
by a number of men and beacheil in order to be repaired. 
* Bie targe tun of which had been attached to the wreck of th« 
*' MauritiuB Isl&nd ** on the roadstead, was reoovBred this evening. 

AuguM '20th. — Yery calm^ warm and pleasant weather. Dtttiag 
the altemf>on the Bm^tk^^mi left for the ialand with a aoiitliefly 
faraiM.

bgnst 26th.— About 10 am., the sentence against the 
risoned assistant was in his presence published from the balcony 
16 Fort, A ohaio wai immediately afterwards rivetted on hie 
and he was at once sent to Robben Island iu the Bruyd^gom^ 
vé&t to serve there as a convict for five years.

As some days ago we saw all the girders of the Hospital outside 
ija the outer works in their places, and hoisted above them the 
nsnal carpenters' signal, viz,; a woU garlanded tree, ornamented 
with a flag and some BaoohuB ia&tmments ; the Commander» in 
acknowledgment of the same, as an old and imperiabable cuitom, 
and in the name of the Company, presented to all the workmen, 
vi^.: carpenters, masons, smiths, hodmen, stonebreakers, as well as 
the men appointed to our veasels and the wagons in order con* 
tinually to bring on materialj — amounting to alM)nt 140 persons — 
a yoxmg os, 60 litres of wine, and 2 casks of Cape beer, which, 
after tbey had been drilled for three hours this afternoon, they 
consumed with great joy and shouting outside in the shed at a 
long table made of loose planks, in the presence of the Commander 
and other officers. j

This request 
we at once oomphed with, and promised to aooompany them next 
Monday or Tuesday, 

September 21st. — Sunday. Towards evening 40 men lande€^ 
and were at once sent lo the Forest to sleep there to-night and 
to-morrow morning drag the cut timber from the same. (See

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September 22ud> — Various proviaione and naceasaries landed 
to-day. Obtained 7 aheep from the Coehoquas. 

September 23rd, — To-day the Hottentooa seat by Sousoa's son, 
leave, acoampanied by the Assistant, Cornells de Cretzer, and 7 
other NetherlanderB, carry ing with them as muoh tobaoco, copper^ 
heada and other trifles as the trade r^quirtd, with the hope that 
they may obtain a large number of oattle.

God grant her a safe and prosperous voyage, 
Our two boats leave for the Island. Two carpenters, who had 
been fishing on the rocks, reported that they had seen a vessel 
anchored below Robben Island, 

September 29th. — Our boats return with shells. The men on 
the Island had, however, seen uo ship. Obtained 4 sheep from 
Oedasoa's men, 30th. Nothing important occurred, 

October Ist. — Heavy 8. Easter* Received a note from Cretser^ 
written at the kraal of the son of the late Sousoa, mentiooing 
that at present there was no demand there for oopper, but that 
they wanted small red beads, so that he wished us to send him a 
quantity with the hearers (three Hottentoos) in order to prosecute 
the barter in cattle, which was promising well, as he had alr^kdy 
obtained 50 cattle and as many sheep for a few trifles.

October loth, — The Commander and skipper van der Werff, tbe 
merchant Pntmana, and other friends drove out to the country, to 
eee how the men in the forest were getting on with their work. 

Ootober 16th. — Most of the goods that we had to receive from 
tlie Wapm mn AmuUrdam landed to-day. 

Ootober 17th.— The 60 soldiers (see 14th) return from the forest 
and were immediately sent on board. 

The agriculturist, Jan Coenraad Visser, shot this day a big 
horrible wolf, which was brought into the Port. As a reward he 
received f20, the amoutit fixed by tariff, 

October 18th. — Both boats leave for the island with two pack 
oxên. They also took thither a Chine&e convict, who is to serv& 
out his time there, because yesterday he had greatly offended. 
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October 19th. — Sunday. After Divine Berrie©, HH Wapen mn 
Amsterdam receives her despatch, in order to leave to-morrow. 

OotoUer 30th, — Some neoesaary repairs delay the vesaers 
departure until to-morrow. Skipper van der Werff rec3eives our 

deapatches, &q.^ and proceeds on board in the evening* 

October 21 St. — The vessel endeavours to leave^ but the wind 
being straight from the north, she was obliged to re-anchor* 

October 22nd. — She leaves and is soon out of sight. C^od grant 
her a speedy voyage. 

October 23rd.— A leopard shot by the servant of Jan Beyniersz: 
below the " Windberg ^' waa brought in* 

October 24tb. — The Commander and the briot-maker^ Wouter 
Cornelisz: Mostaert, proceed to the country to look for good clay 
near the Liesbeeoq, in order to make and bum bricks on the spot 
there for the cavalry guard house about to be built in that 
quarter. Obtained a small ox and 4 sheep from the Goohoquas. 

October 25tb, — The Bruidegom returns with sheUs* 2öth, 

Nothing oocurred, 

October 27th, — Obtained 7 sheep from the Ooehoquas. 28th. 
Nothing to recïord. 

October 29th*^ — The Commander proceeds to the Liesbeeck to 
see how briokmaking is progressing there. On his return he 
mentioned that to his surprifie he had seen that the crops in the 
-fields and the young trees in the orchard were standing parched 
and dried up, as the fructifying rains had been withdrawn too 
early from them, and they had daily had to suffer from the great 
lieat of the sun. 

October 30th. — About four in the morning we bad a sweet 
shower long longed for* It only lasted half an hour and waa 
succeeded by a strong S.E. wind* 

October Slst* — Cold variable weatber* 

November 1st. — The freemen, coming in as usual on the first 
day of the month, to fetch their supplies, bitterly complained of 
the drought which had set in so early this year* The young crope 
bad been burnt in the earth by the hot manure and saorched above 
it by the powerful beat of the sun. Bnt where the soil was moist, 
the lands l*^oked fairly welL 

The Company's agriculturlflts stationed at the *' groote eoom 
schuer '* brought us at noon a big hartebeest alive. They had 
yesterday driven it into a nmrsh^ where it stuck fast, so that they 
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were able to catch it with their hands. It wae placed for eafetj in 
the kraal behind tha Fort» with the hope that it may be kept aiive 
for some time. 

NoTember 2nd. — This morning another leopard was bron^ht in, 
ebot by the same servant of Jan Eejniersz; below the ** Windberg." 
Hb was presented with f 1 as a reward. 

NoTember 3rd. — At springtide the Bruydegam arrived before 
the Fort from the Salt Biver^ where she bad been burnt below and 
cleaned, the work took 14 days. 

November 4 tb.*— Bartered 21 sheep from the Coohoquas. Died 
tbiB mght in boapital Melse Jesse of Amaterdam, who arrived 
here ai soldier in the LaoBdunrmi. 

November oth. — Bartered 14 cattle and 25 sheep from the 
ChaijnouquaSp who begged that we would onee more aceompany 
them to their kraals, when we wonld obtain a good number of 
cattle. They were at present 4 days journey distant from this, 
encamped in 10 kraals^ hence we oivUly declined, and requested 
them to bring the cattle to us. 

November 6th. — At noon Willem Willemsz: nicknamed the 
" Lierman," a free agriculturist, brought us a live Rhinoceros, 
whose mother, as well aa another young one, he had shot behind 
the *' Rondeberg»" (? Blneberg) about 4 miles distant from here 
and opposite Robben Island. He and his oomrades were accordingly 

Cented with two sheep, 6 Riidollars, and 6 lbs. tobacco. We 
^ & that we may be able to rear this rare animal, and send it home 
with the return fleet expected. 

On the other baud, the hartebeest, caught laat week in the 
swamp behind the ** Coorn sohuer," and confined since in the oow 
shed, departed this life during the night. 

November 7th. — Excessively hot oppressive weather. The 
Hottentoos report a vessel in sight below the Lion, but as the 
8, Easter was besoming stronger and stronger she could not come 
in and had to anchor opposite the island. 

November 8th. — Return of the Bruydêgom and Bru^t bom the 
island. The quartermaster on landing reported that in coming 
hither be had ppoken with the little vessel, which proved to be 
English, and arrived on the roadstead about noon. Her mate 
landed alone in a small boat accompanied by an English lailor, 
who could speak Dutoh well, and through whom he requested the 
Commander, in the name of his Captain, Jan Houwert, to be 
allowed to obtain some drink water and refreshments for hia 
money, which was gladly allowed bim. 

He further mentioned that three weeks ago his vessel, de Lemw 
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and pinnaao named I>mi Aef^t {? Eagle) had left St. Augustine Btj 
(Madagascar), but had five days ago been lepaxated by a storm 
from ©aoh other. The pinnace would however also oali here for 
water. Her captain was his brother and thej had decided to call 
liere together. The flute was 125 lasts large. Tfaej bad taken 
away from Madagascar 335 slaves^ the A rent 200, and the fiuts 
135, of whom the latter bad already lost 20, besides haviug others 
aiok. She oarried a crew of 26 men, all hale and heaiïy, and 
intending, as soon as joined by their consort, to proceed together 
to Barbadoes, bo that fifteen months bad already passed sinoe they 
left England. 

November 9tb. — Sundaj. After divine servioe, and Jaoob 
Comeliftz: Bosendael, free agriculturist, and Catbanna van der 
Bergh, had been joined together in wedlock, the English Capt^n 
landed with bis Surgeon Doctor (Meester Doctor) . After having 
dined with the Hommmander all went out to the oountry to view 
the Company's garden « 

November 10th. — Dark, cloudy cmx>1 weather. The Commander 
and the English Captain go out to the country to look at the 
oom lands, 

November 11th. — The two burgher Councillora and two burghers 
early this morning requested the Commander's permission to 
proceed on board thö English slaver the Lion to buy a few slaves 
for themselves. Permission was readily granted, and the 
Commander, Fiscal and Ensign accompanied Uiem for the same 
purpose. The slaves were found sitting on the orlop deck, mostlj 
young persons, but almost quite naked and as lean as skeletons ; 
and though Captain Jan Houwaert had yesterday asked the 
Ensign £50 sterling (which is foOO) for one of these lean slaves* 
he was once more asked what he would take for a boy or girl of 
about 14 or 15 years old, but he did not eare to seU any, saying 
that he was not quite at liberty to do so, as he bad to bring all to 
the West Indies. Acoordingly we did not trouble him any longer, 
and after a quarter of an hour's \isit, the Commander and the 
other friends left the vessel- About 1 1 at noon she sailed away 
without having taken in any refreshments, without having informed 
any of us when on board of his intentions, and mthout having 
properly taken leave. It is our opinion that he intends to proceed 
to ^t. Helena to meet his brother Robert there, having mentioned 
as much affer his arrival here. 

Bartered 2 old oxen and 13 sheep from the Cochoquas. 

November 12th. — Arrival of the long expected new ship 
De Eendracht of Delft. She had left Holland on the 3rd May last, 
with 204 men inoluding 64 soldiers. As the offioers had found 
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immediately after departure that she wae very orank, m much so 
that during the 24 hours, even with a favom-able wind, she could 
hardly cover 7 or 8 (nautical miles), they had deemed it ueceesary 
to oali at Sierra Leoue where they eafely arrived on the 6tiL 
July and refitted their vessel. They left again on the 12th 
August^ but before doing so had entrusted a letter for the masters 
to an Englishmen lying there, in which they stated the reaaon why 
they had called there. She brought 2 or 3 sick ; the rest were all 
well. One had died during the voyage, and two had been set on 
shore at Sierra Leone, heoause they had attempted to run away in 
the EnglidhmaQ, 

November 13th. — Sieur Qabbema and the Fiscal proceed on 
hoard to take stock of the ship^s fitores and obtain some for us, 
especially bisouite, ae on aeoouut of our having no rice or wheat, 
we are much in want of them. 

At noon all the soldiers, 54 in number, land with their officer, 
in order to remove the soil from the oanal in the outer works and 
deposit it on the beaoh.

November 15th. — The Bruydegmn despatched to the Eendracht in 
order to take over from the latter some provisions. 

Unexpected arrival of the ÏFaterhoen from Madagascar, pf which 
we were heartily glad. But this gladjiess diminished perceptibly 
when the junior merchant Sieur Jochem Blank and the skipper 
informed us that they had not obtained more than 7 lasts of rice 
and one slave in the Bay of Antongil, for we fear that unless 
relieved from Batavia, we will soon sufler want, as we can little 
depend on the standing crops, as they have been found burnt up 
by the sun. According to the merchant their ui success had been 
mai&ly due to the fact that the King of Antongil called Pillo Horivaj 
was not allowed without the permission of his' Councillors to sell any 
slaves to anybody^ as they would in a body have abandoned him, 
had he done so. Sieur Blank had however been allowed to buy as 
much rice as he could obtain from the people. Having remained 
there from the 5th August to the 24th September, he feared to do 
80 any longer in consequence of the severe tempests during that 
period of the year. He had therefore decided to return. Three 
of Mb men had deserted, taking with them some muskets and other 
thmgs* 

The assistant, Jan Nieuwlant, and his 12 men had safely arrived 
in the 8.W, harbour of Mauritius on the 26th June, on the same 
spot where formerly the Company's -Fort stood. They had at once 
built a house, and selected a suitable spot for agriculture. Blanok 
had not found it advisable to go further north to search for the 
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three missing return ehips of 166L He had boweTer Tiiited two 
iglands, named Anasara, but had found no Bigns of wrecks or of 
oast aw ays there, and so bo had made sail for Antongil. For the 
Beoond time therefore, the Company has suffered loss bj this 
voyaging to Madagascar, 

November 16th, — This afternoon we made all the burghers and 
farmers living in the country, parade inside the Fort, fully armed« 
The Senior Sergeant^ Elbert Diemer, was presented to them as their 
Eneigu, and he received a blue ensjgn, a sash, and a plume, givea 

by the Company for the first time. 

November 17th.— Some goods landed from the Eendracht as weU 
as the Wttttrhoen. 

Barter^ ten strong good cattle and 4 sheep from the 
Chainouquas^ 

November 18th* — Obtained 7 oattle and 37 sheep from tie 

ChainouquöB. Among these Hotten toos was the son of the late 
SouBoa, whom we honourably entertained, that he might in fature 
bring us more cattle. 

November 19th, — The whole cargo of the IF^ /erAoen discharged, 
and this vessel again supplied for four months out of the J?ef/irfrf/^A#. 

The worms having much damaged the JVttter/wen^ê bottom, it 
was decided to examine her, but it was found that she could go on 
for another year without being repaired (re-sheathed). She 
however required a new yard and some new sails, 

November 20th. — Fine rain which greatly refreshed the standing 
crops and garden produce. 

The Company's agriculturists stationed at the " Gboot© Schuer," 
who had been sent out to mow grass for hay at the Tiger 
MountainSj brought in a very large lion which they had shot near 
a Hot ten too kraal, whilst killing some sheep there. The hunt 
had however, not been without great danger, as the brute rushed 
at the one who had first fired at him, but this farm servant standing'^ 
unmoved and fearless, laid the gun over the shoulder of a comradi 
in order to have a steadier aim, and when the lion was 10 or 12 
paces away from him, planted a bullet just between the eyes 
tlie forehead. The lion however, after tumbling about once or 
twice, attempted another spring» but received three or four more 
bullets which killed Mm. He was such a large animal that the 
men could only bring the skioj head, legs and tail. The skin from 
the head to the buttocks was fuJly seven feet long. The head was 
as broad, but not quite as long as that of a bullock. From its ears 
to its breast» it was covered with very thick hair locks, a proof that 
he must have been an old thief and glutton. The skin was stuffed, 
nd deposited as a curiosity with others already collected in the b^^ 
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Death m the hospital this Tnoming of Jat^b Hendriox Dunoe 
who aïTÏTed hero this year at sailor in Hef Wape^i mn Arnsierdam, 

November 21st, — The ekipper of the Eendrachi permitted to take 
on hoard all the old iron fished up last year by the divers, in order 
to ballast his veBseL Obtained 92 sheep and a young calf from 
the Cochoquas- 

November 29nd. — It having been decided to despatch the 
Waferhoên to Bataviaj she will before goings proceed to Robben 
Island, for a toad of shelU. 

This afternoon Jan Theunisz; snperintendent at the ** Schuer " 
brought in 16 muids of barley, the last of all the barley threshed 
this year. 

November 23rd» — During, and after our morning service, a 
pleasaut rain fell. 

I November 24th. — The Waterhmn leaves for llobben laland for 
sheila and slabs* 

Barterad 13 sheep from Oedasoa*» people* 

\ November 25th, — The Bmydigöm leaves for the island. 26tht 
The Eendracht, having taken in all her ballast, is ready to depart* 

November 27th.— The letters for Batavia gent on board, but as 
one of the boats of the Eêmirarht was on shore for taking in 
refreshments, and prevented by the S. Easter from returning to 
that shipj the latter was forced to remaiM at anchor. 

The Commander left for the island in the limf/degmUj in order 
to have some slabs quarried there for the buildings her©* 

November 28th.— The Eeudracht leaves with a staT^ng S» Easter, 
God grant her a pafe voyage, 

} November 29th* — The Bruyt and big boat go to the island for 
alabs and shells, 

November 30th, — ^Sxmday. About 1 1 o'clock a,m. the Com- 
mander returns with the Water^hoen^ Bruydtrfom^ and big boat ; all 
full of shells and somo blue slabs. The Commander was already 
yesterday on his way hither, but the S. Easter compelled him to 
put back and anchor below the island. 

The young rhinoceros which had been brought in a while ago 
by some freemen, and siuoe fed on milk and vegetables, with 
the intention of pending it home with the return fleet, was this 
day buried in the Company's cow shed behind the Fort, 

December 1st. — This day the freamen commeuoed to harvest all 
tlie barley saved from the drought. No crops of wheat, rye or 
oati» worth mentioning, expected tliis summer, as the grain has 
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been biirat up in th© ground to such an extent that in some pkceft 
hardly the quant it j sowDj and in others a little more will be 
gathered f winch again oauees much lamentation and groaning 
among the agriculturiata. 

December 2nd.— More than a month ago, infonnation having 
been received that Bome {i-eemen's servants had run away and 
banded together, doing great mischief in the farmers' houses out- 
side, that at night and in all unseasonable hours they were steal- 
ing meat, pork, bread, meal, rice, and other proTieions, and that if 
they did not do so, they would perish from hunger on the barren 
heath, the Commander went to the country this day in order to 
arrange for the capture of these vagabonds, especially a oertain 
burgher named Claesz: of Bremen, who has for more than six 
weeks already been hiding in the forest, that these highwaymen 
might be punished, and this evil suppressed in good time. 

December 3rd. — This morning a free fisherman of Salt Biver 

brought in the said Claesz:, who, having run away from his master» 
had hitherto bid himself in the wilderness. He was brought in 
unbound^ having yesterday visited the fisherman with the inten- 
tion of surrendering himself, aooompanying him to the Fort, and 
with the prodigal json to say, '* Pater! pecoavi'*! Regretting 
exeeedinglj what he had done, he presented a written request to 
the Commander praying for forgiveness, and promising hence- 
forth to behave himself properly. This request will weigh in hm 
favour, but as it will be necessary to examine him, in order to 
discover who were his advisers, and who among the other servants 
(knechts) had intended to run away with him into the interior, he 
was for the present kept in prison, 

December 4th. — The boats prooeed to the Island for shells and 
tftke with them a Company's servant, banished thither for mx 
months for theft. He will have to help in carrying on abeUfl. 

December 5th.— Nothing occurred. 

December 6th. — The Waterhoen takes in some fuel, the last rioe 
and other stores^ in order to be able to leave next week. 

December 7th (Sunday). — Towards evening some men of the 
Waferltoen proceeded to the Forest, to drag from it some timber 
for Üie cavalry guard-house here. 

December 8th,— Bartered 
Ohainouqhas.

December 14th (Sundaj),^ — Divine service properly ccnducted* 

Deoembör 15th» — About midnight the sky was cloudy and 
overcast, and a star with a darkish raj or tail was seen by us all, 
and which, it was said, showed itself about 3 o'clock in the morn- 
ing muoh brighter and elearer* The said star had risen in the 
East} and its tail was turned right towards the North. 

December i6th.— Calm weather with a pleasant shower. At 
noon a S, breeze blowing, the Fiscal Sieur Lacus proceeded to 
Kobbeo Island J to carry out some inötructions of tJie Commander. 

December 17th. — At noon the Bruydegom was sent to Hout 
Bay with 10 Nethorlanders and 3 Hottentoos to seo whether they 
ooiJd not catch a quantity of fish thcrc^ salt it down, and convey 
it hither. For that purpose they took with them 8 empty meat 
firkins and twa casks salt. 

Obtained this day from the kraals of Gounomoa, chief of the 
Couchauquas, 7 oxen and 65 sheep. The Hottentoos who brought 
them were well entertained. 

December 18th. — Heavy rain the whole night ; nothing of the 
kind ever observed before at this time of the year, so that all 
plantsj &c., were greatly refreshed and made as it were to grow 
again. On thn other hand, the cold rain benumbed 3 oxen at the 
** Sohuer " and caused them to die. 

The Fiscal n turns towards evening from the Island^ bringing 
with him shells and blue slabs. 

December 19tb. — Duriug the night a voioe called from the 
outerworks, and begged that the gate might be opened, and our 
ohief surgeon sent out in order to attend to a soldier who waa 
lying grievously wounded in a wagon. This being allowed^ and 
the surgeou having returned, he stated that it was a soldier 
stationed at the Redoubt "Keert de Koe/' who had been griev- 
onsly wounded by some Hottentoos, whom he had endeavoured to 
prevent from breaking the palings erected m an enclosm^c for tlie 
settlement* He had about 25 wounds in his body, and his head 




i^mi^ was grievously injured by his musket, which they appeared to have 
taken from him» and used to batter his head with. These paHngs 
hfid been erected with great trouble, in order to prevent our oattle 
Erom being carried o£f» and it ib said (for he could not speak him- 
self) that he had endeavour'KÏ to prevent them from carrying the 
wood away for fuel, having broken down a large piece already, 
lu the meanwhile we had the miserably -martyred man brought 
into the Hospital, and earnestly impressed on the eurgeou to 
attend to him welL About 8 a.m. seven Hottentooe of Oedasoa's 
kraals brought us at) ox and 17 sheep, which we bartered ; but 
whilst Sieur Gahberoa was thus engaged, the fellows began to 
converse among themselves cooceming what had hmppened 
between them and the soldier, the one saying that the soldier had 
beaten him first. This being distinctly hearil and understood by 
one of our Hottentoos, who sat eloie by, it was repeated by him to 
Mr* Gabbema, to whom he at the same time pointed out the man 
who had spoken as above. They were then addressed through 
the Interpretress Eva, and asked what had indmjed him^ or all of 
them to treat the Dutchman so shamefully ? And although they 
(*aid that they knew nothing about the matter, we detained two 
of them, and allowed the 5 others to return to their kmals with 
the brass and tobauc^ they had bartered^ clearly explaining to 
them that the remaining two should not b€^ released until they 
had either confessed, or pointed out the perpetrators of this 
atrooioua orime. 

Deoember 20th, — Death in Hospital of Diroq Janaz: sailor, who 
arrived here last month in the Eendracht. 

Bartered Ji oxen and 20 aheep from the Ooohoquas. 21st — 
Nothing happened. 22nd,— Extremely hot, oppressive weather, 

Deoember S^ird. — Arrival this morning of 5 Hottentoos or 
Saldanhars, who brought 10 fine head of cattle and 10 sheep as a 
present to the Commander, with the request that he would liberate 
the captors. As we could not obtain any further evidence to con* 
vict them, wn allowed them to go, the Commander stating that the 
oattle would be returned if they produced the real culprits, 

December 24th, — Arrival of the yacht Ert Kalf^ from Batavia 
on the 25th October last. She brought us supplies of rice and 
other necessaries. Her arrival was greeted with general joy, as 
the garrison could once more draw their full rations. She 
reported that the Chinese were still in possession of Formosa. 
She earned 60 sailors. 

This year's return fleet would consist of eleven ships, but the 
Commodore's name was not yet known. 

During the afternoon the assistant, Cornelis de Cretzer, 2 
soldiers and 1 sailor returned overland from Hout Bay, The 
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would follow to-morrow, as fishing there had not been 
Of all the empty casks they had taken with them 
they ha»l only been able to fill ^^two, however much trouble and 
labour had been expended daily. 

December 25th (Thursday). — Cloudy the whole day, with slight 
.owers. For the rest we properly kept Christmas hj hearing 
od's Word twice to-day. 

December Söth.^^Rain during'the night and also in the even- 
ing. This was never witnessed here before in the diV season, 

December 27th,— Return of our boats from Houtbsy* whioh 
they left on the 24th. Some black sugar, &o.f landed from the 

At the earnest request of Bartholomeus Boms, burgher train- 
oil burner, and Saldanha trader^ wo sold him the Brnyt for 
f 1,000, as his own vessel is now so old and worn that he dares 
not trust her much longer. 

28th (Sunday). Nothing occurred. 

December 29th. — According to annual custom our stores were 
overhauled, and the usual stock taking took place. In the mean 
while the Kaljf is being rapidly dieoharged of her large packages 
and other voluminous goods whioh are stored in our confined 
warehouses^ 

December 30th.^ — Sixteen sailors lauded this morning in order 
to remove our cordage, old sailcloth, blocks, sloops, oars, rosin, 
tar, &c,, from an old dilapidated equipment warehouse into 
another somewhat better and stronger, and also situated on the 
beach, as in consequence of some thievish freemen, more is stolen 
out of it than sold. 

December 3 UL — Heavy 8.E (f uring the night and this day, 
BO that the boat of the ^0/^* could only make one trip. 
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January 1st* — This day we spent in praising the Lord, and 
afterwards distributing presents among the Cape School children, 
various maater tradeumen and others, according to usual custom. 

Death in Hospital of Daniel Cluyt of Amsterdam, who ^riveu 
here aa soldier in the Eendracht, 

January 2nd, — Arrivalj^of the hodk&x:'^^ Kamphaan of Delft. 
Had left the Meuse on the 20th August with 14 men, who all 
arrived in good health, liad obtained good refreshments at the 
Canaries. The day before her departuroj two other hookers had 
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*^^* lelt tho Meuse, viz., the QuickHtÊeri and tte PimpeL The fourth, 
the Poelêtup^ wa6 sooD to follow with the flute Sant loper of 
Amsterdam. The two latter were ordered to miüte straight for 
BataTia, and not to call here. She hrought us news that the 
Engliflh w«re still threatemog to make war on us in India, so that 
we were ordered to bold ourflelv©s continually prepared for suoh a 
oontiogeQcj» and to take out of the flhipt more men for defenaife 
purpOBéH 

January 3rd. — Our rioe being landed from the Kalf, Bartered 
4 sheep from the Coohoquaa. 

January -ith.^Sauday, Arrival during the night of the 
hooker Pimpel^ wüioh had left Öoeree on the 27th August» with 
14 sailors, who arrived in good health, 

January 6th. — Heavy 8. Easter, preventing any disoharge of 
the Kalff. 6th, Same weather. One of the hooker's boats blown 
back from her moorings about 2 oableB' length. Obtained this 
eveoiug 3 üattle and 1 8 sheep from the Coohoquaa, 

January 7th. — Same 8. Easter. 8th, Do,, the wind so strong 
that everything cracked and shivered, Communioation with the 

^ö/^ impossible.

January 16th.>^Galm and misty in the momiiig, so that no 
Teeiel could be distinguished in the roadstead. The Kamphaan 
leaves. 

January 17th. — This afternoon a plaooaat was iisued, forbidding 
all Company's servants, sspeoially sailors, soldiers and labourers, to 
proceed into the oountry, or go out into the forests on Sundays 
without oonaent, aa they epend that day of the Lord in all kinds 
of dissipation, as hag been the oaae for some time. On the con* 
trary, when the second church bell was being rung, they were to 
appear on the ramparts during the calling of the muster roU, in 
order to proceed to the Hall when the beU is being rung for the 
third time, and there listen to the word of God, on pain of suoh 
pimishment as is decreed in the Plaooaat. 

January 18th. — S. Easter s during yesterday and the following 
night, ao that the saOore could not pioceed on board, and had to 
itay on shore. Bame wind to-day* 

January 19th*— Calm during the morning ; 8. Eaater in the 
aftemooii, blowing frightfully. 

January 20th, — The boats return with shell from Kobben 
Island, 21 St. Fine weather with a W. breeze. The Quickaieeri 
laavea for the Island for a cargo of shells and stone. Still busy 
lancUng rice from the Kalff", 22nd» Same 8* Easter in the after- 
noon, io Uiat there was no chance to land any more rioe. 

January 23rd.^ — More violent 8* Easter* Obtained 8 sheep and 
a oow from the Chainouquas* 

January 24th. — Same wind, going down in the afternoon, so 
that we could land the remaining rice from the Kalff^* Obtained 2 
oowB from the Hottentoos. 

January 25th. — Sunday. Lovely weather, with an E breeze, 
Eeturn of the Quickêtêfrl with shells and slabs* 

January 26th, — ^This morning early died in Hospital in the 
Lord, an arquebusier named Booto llarokes, who arrived list year 
in the FarêL Hazy weather the whok day with some slight 
■howers* 

January 27th*— Fair 8.E. weather in the momiug. Hard 8* 
Easter in the afternoon, so that no boat ooidd go on board. 
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January 28th. — Same weather yeeterday* A ship arrives. The 
Agriculturist, Willem WUlemsz ; of Deventer reported that 
yesterday, when in compauy of the free agriculturist Jan Ooen- 
raad Yisaer, and together proceeding to the back of the Tiger* 
bergen^ each in a wagon with 4 oxen, to load up a BhlnooeroSi 
fihot there the day before, they had suddenly baen Btirrounded by 
five frightful lions, hut^ thank God ! had suffered no injury. 
Only two oxen of each wa^n had boen grievously bitten, but the 
others becoming unyoked, managed to escape. 

January 29tb. — ^Pleasant warm air* Skipper Jan Comelii^: 

Cleyneboeff, of the Httle vessel that arrived yesterday, lands and 
reports her to be the fourth hooker, vi^, : the Poeisnip, which had 
left the Meuse on the 19th August with 13 men. Had called 
nowhere, but been obliged to put in here for the sick on board, 
who were at onoe landed, 

January 30th, — Fine weather with a varying breeze» The 
Hottentoo, known aa Platneus, informed us Üiat the theft com- 
mitted a fortni^^ht ago at the house of the Fisherman Carel Broers 
{while he and his uomp anions were out fishing at daybreak] had 
beea oommittod by some of his countrymen, who had etolen from 
that poor hard working fellow £214 in money, some bread» rioe, 
tobaooO) &Q As a proof of what be said, he handed in the anm 
of file, adding that that amount hod been entrusted to him by 
the Souries or Chiefs of the men who were the thieves. At first 
the Commander intended to keep him in custody until the rest cf 
the money had been restored, but on his promise that he would 
endeavour to obtain the rest, if he could possibly get it, he was 
allowed to go, 

Februaiy let. — This morning he brought us a further inatal- 
ment of the stolen money, namely f4.8. 

February 3rd. — ^The Pimpel ready to leave to-morrow with the 
assistant Seorgius Frederlous Wreede and 7 other men, to search

One of our horsemen appointed at the stables in the country 
brought us a wolf skin. lie had shot the animal the day before 
n the neighbourhood. He received the fixed reward. 

February 8th. — The Caijf^ and Pothnip reoeive their dispatch 
for Batavia. 9th, They leave early with a 8»W. breeze, 

February lOth. — Lovely weaiher. The Commander prooeedfl 
to the country with Sieur Gabbema to inapeot the landj», as well 
as the BosheuveL The ripest grapes had already produced a half 
aum of wine. They returned in the afternoon. 

February 12th* — At noon w© saw the flag flying from the

' February 13th» — Fine rain during the evening, wind North. 
' To>day our cattle butcher named Marten Symonsz : Van Baol^ who 
arrived in 1662 in the Malacca as soldier, died In the Lord. 

February 14th. — Yesterday's rain only ceased this afternoon at 
[three o'dook, having thoroughly drenched our gardens and left a 
pleaaant air behind. 

February 15th.— Sunday. Before sendee the Surgeon reported 
that very early this morning Qillis van Eesen had died in 
Hospital. He waa cook on the <7a/^, and had been left sick here

10 sheep from the Ohaioouquas. 

February 24tb. — The large boat returoa from the lalaud wiÉ 
6 blue filahs and shellB. 

February 25th. — In preseBoe of the Commander and Oouncoi 
there were sold this afternoon in the Company^ a horse stables in 
the eountry — and to the higheet bidders ^9 mares, 2 eolta and f 
young stallionfl, which together realized f814 eash. A. note ml 
to the skipper of the hooker at the Island, to oome hither at ODff^l 
in order to go out and cruize about for the return fikips, aa tli| 
time for their arrival is approaching* 

February 2 6th. — The hooker returns with 70 blue Bags and 
hags shells. The superintendent informed us by letter t] 
draught oxen, which had for 6 or 7 months continually com 
shells to the landing plaoe, had, in ooneequenoe of the droi ^ 
nothing more to eat, and were continually dropping before Wi 
wagon from sheer exhaustion.

They had left 
ataxia on the 24th Deoemher Ifiat, but on the 16th rebruary, 
hen in th© latitude of Mauritius^ they had beon overtaken by 
loh a frightful storm ^ which lasted Z times 24 hfviira» that they 
ere separated from each other, as happened three years a^o to 
admiral de VlamiQgh and his fleet. When they came together 
jain, two Teisels were missing» via* : the Noofenboom and ffei 
V'apen ran Moorn, We hope, howeverj that they will also soon 
ppear.

Haroh 15th* — Sunday* Same 8. Easter in the afternoon, so 
hat 67eiything shook and trembled, and more than 200 men were 
etained on shore. 16tli. — Fine weather, bo that the boats could 
eeume work, 17th. — Oalm, excessively hot, oppressive weather. 
It noon, and at the request of the Hon. de Bitter, His Honor's 
*ommiB&ion to act here as Special Oommiseiouer was read from 
he baloony, afid made known to the people* Every one was 
urther notified by advertisement that if ho had brought any 
iraok from Batavia to eell here, he was to do bo at a reasonable 
arioe to the Company and not to any of the freemen* 

March 18th* — Excessively hot, oppressive weather, , , , 
during supper the fires on liohben Island apprised us that Tessela 
rare approaching* 

March 19th* — No ships seen this morning. The Commander 
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i^- and the Admiral of the Fleet, the Vioe-Adminl, Bear-Adndni 
and some skippers drove into the country to have a look at Ai 
Company's oronard. 

March 21st. — A sweet rain fell, refreshing the paxohed «rfL 
22nd. Sunaay. Showers in the morning, but fine in the "^ 



Maroh 23rd.— The Admiral (de Bitter) and the Yioo-Adniiiil 
(Sieur Borohorst) went to the roadstead in order to redraas worn 
irregularities that had been ooourring for some days. 

Ootained 2 oxen and 14 sheep from the Ohainouquaa.

— Sunday, Thie Easter day we celebrated with twice 
he&riiig the word of God, 6th.^ — ^This mommg we celebrated 
Divine Semoe as in duty bound. 8th. — Obtained 2 oxen and 35 
aheep from the Coohoquas* 9th, — Bought 6 aheep from the 
Caapmen enoamped an hour from the Fort, 

April 10th — This morning at B6Ten o'clock, Commodore de 
Bitter convened the Counoil, in order to aek the men whose term 
of soTvioe bad expired here, whether they were willing to re- enlist 
with a alight increase of pay. This took the whole day. 

Arrival in the evening of the new ship Zutjtpokbroucq^ of 
Amaterdam, with 203 men, including 6Q soldiers. Had left the 
Vlie on the 22nd November laat, and proceeded by the back way. 
Had lost 10 men and brought 25 sulïering from b our vy. Regard- 
ing the English at home, (in Europe) nothing certain could be 
reported. They were atrenuously preparing themselves for war» 
and fitting out many ships, but whither they were to go^ or against 
whom they were intended, waa not known. Nevertheless we are 
again ordered by the Masters to be continually on our guard.

April 27th, — Sieur Gabbema proceeds on board the Amerêfoort 
to submit a list of more neoüssaiies, viz; proviaious, ammunition 
and men, to be landed on the first oeoasion, that we may be well 
provided with everything here, when visited in a hostile manner by

May 21 St.- Informed this morning that the woman who had 
been suffering from dropsy had died at oayhreak* and was thns 
delivered from her pain and suffering, 22nd.— Three boats of 
some freemen and oil boilers arrive from Saldanha Bay with a 
large quantity of dried and salted fish. 

May 23rd .^ — This morning the Fiscal Laous, onr ensign, and 
the Burgher Oounoillor Wouter Mostert were sent to the countiy 
in order to investigate certain complaints of some Hotten toos, 
namely, that certain freemen had robbed them of three head of 
cattle, forcibly driven the same to their homes and there slaught- 
ered them. This the ovraers of the stolen cattle adhered to, 
saying that a certain Frans Qerritsz : van Uythoom, nicknamed 
Frans de Lapper (eobbler) and his servant had done it* 
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Death this afternooti in Hospital of Frederik Hillekena, who 
arriTed here lately in the Caswi van Medeniiik aa soldier. 

Ma J 24th, Sunday (Whitaunday),— Properly celebrated with 
two divine Bervioeö, Obtained i!^ aheep in the aftarnoon from the 
Gooboquae, 25th. — Divine eervio© in the morning. 27th. — Death 
in Hospital of Hendrick Themus Bljok, arqnebuiieTj left eiok 
hare by the Cog^e. 

May 28th.~In the afternoon we heard from our chief surgeon 
that shortly before» the wife of the agrieulturist Jacob Cloeten had 
died in the Lord* In her the poor man and his four little 
children have logt mueh. 

May 30th — Heavy rains duriug the night, with the result that 
the breastworks on the point *' Oliphant," aocording to annual cus* 
torn, collapsed once more. Should the rains continue, we fear that 
more such inconvenience will result. Not only shall we at once 
rebuild the falling works, but repair the other tottering parts m 
much as we oan* 

June let. — Notwithatanding the dry weather of yesterday and 
the past night, we found this morning that the breastworks on the 
point ** Walvifl " had also collapsed* 

June 2nd* — Dry» fine, sunshine. At once commeuoed to restore 
the breastwork». 3rd. Obtaiaed 3 sheep from the Cochoquae, 
Death in Hospital of Hans Eugela of Gboningen^ soldier, left 
here by the Amersfb^rt, 

June 5th. — Heavy S. Eastern ^ yesterday and to day* Bartered 
5 fine cattle and 20 sheep from the Saldanhars. 

June 7th *— Sunday, After the oonoluaion of our religious service» 
our siok visitor, Jan Joria Gxaa, who arrived htre last month in 
Met Casteei mn MedenbHk^ died. Since last Tuesday he had com- 
plained of iightheadedneas, which getting gradually woise made 
him fall into a frenzy or raving sioknesi in which he ended hia 
life. 

June 8th. — To day the Commander had the foundations of the 
New Castle marked off by our Land Surveyor and i^al, Sieur 
Hendriok Lacns, which Oastle the Directors had ordered to be 
biiilt here according to the plans lately received with the ship 
Hei Castêêi ran MedenbUk. It will be laid out in five large points 
or bastions around this old Fort, namely on eaoh side of this new 
outwork facing the beach, one, and at the back three points, but 
a0 with its canals, which are to bo 82 feet broad, it will extend too 
far towards the west, and thus come too near the row of burgher 
hoiuea standing in the plain or market, and at the same time 
fomOTe oiir lime kilns, the old hoepital, as well as a large portion 
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óf tb e Compaoj'd beautiful garden, we ihall most likely have to 
make some ^teratioBB in the plan. 

Death in hoepit&l of Hendook Prina^ eoldier^ who arrived hei« 
in the Zuyt Fokbrmck. 

June 9th.^ — ArriT&l of the hookert dê Aêp^ whioh had left the 
Texel on the ? Febr : with 16 aailorSr and the Schoorth from 
the Meuae on the 14th Deoember to Iloohelle, whioh plaoe ehe 
left on the 26th February with 15 men. They brought us new» 
from the Direotori dated 30th January, itating that the English, 
without any declaration of war againet uSp had already eeized i 
large number of our shipB in the Ohannel and sold their oargoes. 
They aooordingly ordered us to despatch the letters forwarded lo 
HI, at onoe to Batavia, Burst, Ooromandel and Bengal, that all 
may be informed without delay, and in their turn revenge 
themBelTes on the enemy. 

June loth. — Two Hottentooe aent over the neok to Houtbay 
with a note informing the skipper of the QuickHeert that ha it 
to be ready to leave to morrow for Batavia, 

June 11Ü1. — Arrival of the hooker de Meercafy whioh had lefÈ 
Holland on the 17th February, with 18 mett^ among them an 
old Pilot, who brought her round the baok way. She brought m 
no later letters. 

June 12th.— The N, W, gale prevents our sloop from prooeedmg 
to Hout Bay to take our letters to the QuickHeÊrt, 14th. — Sunday. 
The sloop suooeedfi in leaving, 

June 16th.^ — Thie afternoon a sailor arrives from Hout Bay 
overland, fltating that the sloop {Btut/degont) had been blown 
to sea about 13 miles by the gale, and in their distress they had 
lost their mainsail. Shortly afterwards, however, to their great 
eomfort, the wind ohanged and they sucoeeded in reaohing their 
destination, where they are to remain until provided with another 
sail. The sailor brought ue also a note from the skipper of the 
Quicksieerf acknowledging reotipt of the papers^ -^c, sent him, 
and adding that as soon as the wind was favourable he would 
leave. 

June 17tb* — The hooker Pimpê! receives her despatch for 
UauritiuB» with provisions and other necessaries for the garrison 
there. 18th. Beoeived a note from the Qnartermaater of the sloop 
in Hout Bay, mentioning that the Quicksieeri had left yesterday 
for Batavia, and that he would have to remain there untU he had 
made a sail from the canvas sent him. 19th. The Pimpel leaves. 

Jui^e 20tb. — The three hookers being diseharged of their ooal 
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md other gooda, und fiUed with ballast. 2l6t. Tbê Bmydegom 
returns from Hout Bay. 

June 33id. — The old boat sent to the Asp to take 07er her 
ooal, that she maj lea?6 aoon for Surat. The skippers of both 
hookers aooordingly (a« well as the one of the Echorn^ which is to 
»rooeed to Ceylon) entrusted with the different despatches and 
'ged to do their best to get away. 24th. ^The Echorn leaveSp 
5lh. — Arrival of a f reeman^s boat from SaldanhaBaj with lalted 
26th.— The Atp leayea. 

June 27th. — Death thi« afternoon in Hospital of Harman 
Kmysigerj soldier, who arrived here in the Zuydt Pokbrófck. 
30th.— Bartered 8 oows and 53 sheep from the Coohoquas. Arrival 
of the hooker Be Otcrooptde Haring/t from Zealand on the f 
February with 16 men. Had lost one ; the rest were suffering 
from seuTvy, and were very much in need of refreshments. The 
targe boat leaves with rations for Robben Island. 

July 2nd. -This morning the Commander proceeded to Kobben 
lelandf in order to make some ohangea in the garrison there, and 
have the sheep shed and other bniidings repaired. Obtained Si 
" eep from the Coohoquas. 3rd. — And to day a lean ox and 12 

eep from the Tobacoo thieves. Death this evening in Hospital 
of Harman do Bon, soldier^ left sick here by Hei Koêieei van 
MiêdtnbUk, 
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July 4th.^ — The hooker Meercai returns this evening from the 
Island with a cargo of shells, and also brought back the Comman- 
der. An old Malagasy female slave died in the Company's 
aiden in the country. 

July 9th, — Extremely fine weather during the day (after heavy 
8. Easter) f but excessively cold during the night. The sloop sent 
to the Island with stakes and faggots for repairing the sheep shed 
there. 10th — Death in Hospital of Hendrik Renugades, soldier, 
left here by Het Kmtcel ran McfknbiiL Obtained from the 
Cariguriquau, or Tobacco thieves Ö sheep. 

July 11th, — Found this morning that some water standing on 
the bottom of a cask had &ozen to the thiekneas of a " echelUngh'' 
(l of a Rixdollar), but during the day we enjoyed warm euuBhine 
and pleasant weather, 

July 12th, — Sunday, The despatches for the Hon. Director 
Bagier Tan Beyningen in Bengal, entrusted to the officers of the 
Mêermif who receive their despatch» 13th, The Meercat leaves. 

Jul;f 14th, — Ensign Abraham Sohut sent to the Island to make 
qiurioS) there being tome fraud carried on there with regard to 
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leifi- tjj0 pro Visio nfl sent thither, ao that the gamBon was oontinixally 
" oomplaiiiiiig that the artioles eent them were either spoilt, or lea 
than the quantity supposed to be aUowcd them. Some bold cufr 
tomers there moreover did not widi to receive their rations weekly, 
as ordained by the Commander, but onoe a month. It was there- 
fore necessary to diaeover where the fault lay^ and who was to be 
charged with that f&itbleasnefis, as the Gompfaiiits and diae&tlsfao- 
tion were endless. We accordingly sent to the Island, in the eare 
of the Knsign the following provisiomi, yiz. : — ^ last rioe ; 1 oatk 
salt meat ; 1 do. pork ; 1 hali'aum oHve oil ; 2 do, vinegar ; 1 do. 
brandy ; 1 cask white peas ; 1 do. barley, and 30 lbs. inferior thin 
tobacco, with orders to Surgeon Pieter Meerhoff, who is at present 
the Superintendent there, onoe a week to deliver to eaoh peraon of 
the aforeiaid provisions his proper portion, as long as the supply 
lasts, and that he shall keep an e^aot account of the same, which is 
to be forwarded to us monthly. And a« we require a very 
Considerable quantity of fuel in order to keep two lime kilns 
oontinually going for the Mew Fortress about to he built, we hav# 
this day agreed with 4 agrioulturists, that eaoh of them shaU supply 
UB with a strong wagon, eight oxen and a servant, in order to 
oarry on daily as much fuel as may be required, and that at 
the rate of f^.lö per day for each wagon, provided that the 
Company feeds the servants as long as they are employed on that 
work. 

Bartered 15 lean sheep from the Cochoquas, 

July 15th. — The hooker Haring discharging her cargo of meal^ 

Ïeas, beans, and barley, 16th, I>eath in Hospital of Hendrick 
temer of Tjeipaigh, soldier, left here by the Cmted run MedmhUk, 

July 18th. — The boat eent to the island with staves, &o., for 
improving the buildings there. 

Obtained 7 sheep from the Gochoquas, 

July I9th* — Sunday. After service, all the guns, both brais 
and iron, on the fort and on the outworks were discharged. Thii 
ii done pvery 3 or 4 months. 20th.— Ensign Schut returns from 
the lalajid. 2 1st, — In oonsequence of the rainy weather, aU work 
had to be postponed (uijteoheij van alle onae arbeijtslieden moeten 
wesen) . 

July 26tb. — Sunday. During the afternoon, after preceding 
notioe, all the freemen in town and the country paraded under 
arms, having fallen in before the door of the Ensign Elbert 
Diemor, The Military also paraded with them. And as the two 
companies of soldiers, stationed in the Fort, and on the outworks, 
have no officers of higher rank than two ensigns, and are by turns 
inspected every Sunday, the Commander and Üounoil decided to 
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BEgthen their oumber with some * political ' (poHtyeque) per- 
ÊöUMf and thus make them of more Lmportan<}6 (aanzienlijker) ; 
namely with the Secretary, Oornelie de fJretzer, and the chief 
surgeon, Pieter van Klinckeaherg. The first named shall, when 
on parade, oairy the EBsign of the Company under Ensign Goon, 
and the second that of the troop under Ensign Sohut, For the 
reflt, the following officiak ehall be distributed among the oom- 
panieB as halberdiers, viz. : the liispenser, all the clerks 
(fieri banen) appointed here, the master workmen, the two Junior 
surgeons, the gunner and his mate, tho butler, the eook, the 
schoolmaster, the two quartermasters and the assay er ; in all 23 
men. After these* persons had been properly divided among the 
two oompaniee, and arranged in good order outside on the plain^ 
tiiey as well as the burgher companies marohed into, and out of 
the Fort. 

29th — Obtained 15 shc^p and 2 lean oxen from the Ooehoquas 

July 30th,— The weather was so boisterous, that the water, 
forced by the N, W. gale, waahed into the gate of the new 
outworks. 

July dUt — During the night and this day, the N* W. wind» 
aceompanied with snow and rain, blew so violently and caused 
fuch hollow water in the Bay, that we feared that the hooker 
Haringh^ and our boats would part their anchors and be cost on 
shore. But thank God ! as far as we could see from shoiOj they 
had remained uninjured. 

August 6th. — The same boisterous woather since the 31st last. 
This afternoon the Commander and Council decided to permit all 
freemen or Compauy^e servants, who were abundantly supplied 
with oxen, sheep and other animals, to kill in turns 5 or 6 
sheep or large cattle in their houaes, and to bring tho carcases 
everv Saturday to the *' Passer" (market)> where the Company's 
butcher will sell the whole by retail aocording to the following 
tariff:—

This will bo no small convenience to the public, especially the 
ioldiers, who will for the first time nc^t Saturday receive wages 
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for their extra work of breaking fitoneB for the new Fortrefis» We 
trufit that this will heniLio forth continue, if not twice ^ then onoe 
week! J, as there are at present among the freemen and some of 
the Company's eer^ants more than 2,500 sheep that are dailj 
driven to paiture, and whioh nnder God's blessing will multiplj 
from time to time. And that the aforesaid buteher^ who is at the 
same time aasajer, may have some compensation for the killing 
and eellitig r>f the animals, the Counoii uid the burgher elden 
have allowed him a« follows, yie,: — 

For a full grown head of oattle, two years old, or oldeff out 
guilder, or in heavy money, 8 dubbelt] ee. 
For one a year old, or half grown , * 6 do. 

For a young calf less than a year old ♦ ♦ 3 do* 

For a full or half grown pig , * , • 8 do. 

For a sheep or goat . . . , . . 3 do. 

• August 7th* — Heavy N.W. galei oontinuing, with much rain, 
snow and hail. The oay in great oommotion, so that we feared 
as the Haring and our boats were ewinginc^ about so frightfully, 
that one or all might part and be oaat on shore. But thojok God I 
this evening they were still uninjured, 

August 8th* — The three boats still safe, but our large new sloop 
had grounded in the Rogge Bay behind the '^ Passer " (Market), as 
well as the dingey of the Bruydegom. 

For the first time this afternoon day wages were paid by Fiscal 
L^icus^ in presence of the Commander and Doth the Ensigns, to all 
the soldiers who had quarried stone last week and performed 
other services» viz, :— Every private (eleoht) soldier 2 heavy dub* 
beltjeSi or 5 stivers light money. The sergeants and oorporals 
each received 3, and every ensign 4 dubbeltjes, because they have 
to stand the whole day at the work^ and superintend and pronaote 
the same. 

In consequence of the continual wet weather, the half of the 
curtain on the E, side of the Fort fell down late at mght^ whidi 
it will take us at least three weeks to restore. 

August 10th. — ^Fine, calm, lovely weather, enabling our boats to 
difloharge their sheDs and return to the Island for more. 

August 12th. — ^The Fiscal Lacus proceeds to the Island to inveiti- 
gate a quarrel between the Superintendent and a certain Corporal 
there* 16th* The Fiscal returns, 

August 17th. —At noon a sheep herd came to tell us that he 
had seen a large ship approaohin^ beind the Lion Mountain. 
Thereupon the Commander and Sieur G^abbema proceeded on 
horfieb»ok to the spot and saw the vessel somewhat towards the 
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eouth, with a sloop rowing in adr&noe. Thej aocordingly returned 
at ouoe, and the sloop ahortly afterwards arriviag at the jetty we at 
onm observed that a per«oii dreaeed in blaok landed from her, who 
being met at the wharf » was at onoe reoognked with great joy to 
be the Hon. Commander, labrand Gk>flke, who had left Holland 
in the ship Nieuw MitMdburgh on the 24tli March last with 269 
men, inoluding 117 BoldierB, of whom 30 had died. Of the reit 
80 were ill from aourvy. They had called at St. Vinoent, and had 
oB the coast of A&rioa fallen in with a large Portuguese galleon 
prooeeding towards India. The same vessel also brought us a 
minister named Johannes Tan Arokel» who wiH for the present 
remain here until further orders. 

August 18th. — ^The Nieuw Middelburgh anchors, and half of her 
siok was landed and placed in the New Hospital, where they were 
at onoe provided with good refreshment (which are the best 
medicines for that disease). 

August 19th. — The heavy gale prevents all oommuoication 
with the ship. 

August 20th. — More refreshmeats sent oo board, and 38 more 
siok landed^ who were at once taken to the hospital and pr:»perly 
treated^ so that the vessel brought 80 siok, soldiers and sailors. 

August 2l8t.— For obtaining more shells from the island the 
keel of a new baat> 50 feet in length, was laid to-day. Her shape 
will be that of a West India sloop. 

At noon a plaooaat was issued from the Fort, forbidding all 
freemen to sell slaughtered meat^ Est or vegetables, milk, butter, 
&o., at their own homeSj in order to prevent them from carrying 
on suoh intolerable usury with these articles, as they have done 
for a long while ; but they shall be bound to briug all articles of 
food on tne public market or passer, and sell the same there at such 
prioes as the Commander and Council, with the two burgher 
oo^ioillors here, have drawn up and fixed in the beginning of this 
month. 

August 2-Jrd» — To-day our new minister, Mr. Johannes Van 
Ajrokelp preached twice for the first time. This afternoon nine 
ehüdren, born of Netherland parents, were baptised. 

August 24th. — ^This forenoon both commanders, Gosken and 
Wagenaer, drove out to the country with some ladies, in order to 
view the Company^s lands, corn granary (schuur), and orchard. 
25th. — Oalm weather. Landed some goods and provisions from 
the Jr. Middelburgh. 

August 26th. — Commander <JOsken oonvenes the Council in 
the afternoon , strengthened with the skipper and junior merofaant 
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of the N. Middeihurgh^ when on the proposal of Hi* Honour, after 
much deliberation, it waB decided to erect the new Royal Fortress, 
which the Lords Masters intend to build herei about 60 roodi 
further from this Fort, towards the eaatj and on a auitabl© plaiB 

(vlaokte). 

August 28th, ^Commander Gosken, baring completed his 
duties here, began to-day to prepare for his departure, and hid 
all the sick inspectedj that all those who had again reoovered their 
legs, might be lent on board. 29th. — Obtained 4 cows and 12 
sheep from the Coohoquas. 

August 30th,— Sunday. Lato at night» 23 oonvalesoents were 
conveyed on board the N, Midd^iburgh^ so that 68 of the weakeat 
are kept on shore. 

August 31, — Piiie weather. Commander Gosken intended to 
leave for Batavia, but a N, W. wind prevented him. During the 
past night a large pieo© of tlit> wall on whioh the roof of the Corps 
de Guarde rested^ tumbled down, and because it mostly fell outwards, 
no one, thank God I was hurt. 

September 1st — Commander Gosken embarks, accompanied by 
Commander Wagenaer^ btit as the wind was unfavourable he 
oould not leave. Wagenaer returns in the evening, after having 
properly taken leave of the Commander and other friends. 

Death in Hospital of Evert Jorisz; Oroes, soldier, left hea^ 
by Sit Cmiêél mn Medmhlik, 

September 2nd.— The N. MiddMurgh leaves with a W. breeze, 

September 4th. — At four o'clock this morning, at the request of 
Sieur Gabbema, the gates were opened in order to fetch the mid- 
wife (vroevrou), and after she and other women bad entered, we 
found about an hour later that the said Sieur Gbbbema had been 
enriched with a young son. 

September 6tli. — Sunday. Two sermons again to-day. This 
afternoon eight children of female slaves, as well as the little son 
of Sieur Qabbema were baptized. A (K)uple was also married. 
And as the congregation will celebrate 8 days henoe the 
Lord's Holy Supper, a Christian preparation sermon will be 
preached on Friday next, as that Holy duty could not be per^ 
formed for eighteen months* 

September 7th. — ^The S. Easter has made a powerful oommenee- 
ment with many showers over Table Mountain* 8th. — Obtained 
19 fairly good sheep from the Cochoquas. 

September 10th, — A letter received from Pieter van Meerhoff, 
Surgeon and Superinteiideut on the laland, mentioning that a 
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bank of Bhello and whelks had been found on a r ew plaoe wbioh 
it would not be poseible to remote in less than 3 or 4 yean* 

September l'ïth. — ^Sundaj. This morn ing, after the first ser- 
mon, the Lord's Holy Supper was administöied upetairB in the 
Haü, which, on account of the absence of gi miniiter> had not 
been celebrated tor i8 montiis. But though this plaoe is oceupied 
by a large garriBon, many burghers and farmere, we were unable 
to count as many as 24 oommunicanta among them^ whiob is a 
deplorable case. For the rest it blew very hard tlie whole day 
with drizdiug rain. 

September 14th, — The hooker BurUujh with 6 additional men 
and provisions despatched to Saldanha Bay to fiah there. 

September 15th, — ^Ae a result of the heavy rains» anotlier large 
piece of the embankment on the JB. side of the Fort collapsed together 
with the palisadeti, so that for three months we have not been able 
to do anything else than re- erecting the tumbled down embank^ 
mente at different apotfi. And as this oold weather has continued 
for a long while now, nothing of what has lately been planted in 
the garden here, and sown on the lands in the oountry, is coming 
forth, so that it is greatly to be feared, that in consequence of a 
saparabundanoe of water, we shall iiave a bad harvest this year, 
joit as was the case last year as the result of a severe drought. 

Death in Hospital this aftemoon of Salomon de BUj, lauee- 
eorporal, who arhved here in MH Kmteet van Medmblik, 

September 16th. — The Oommander and the Eev, van Arckel pro- 
ceed to the Island^ in order to discharge some of the time-expired 
men and bold a service there. 

September 17th, — Arrival of the flute Loonduymn of Eotterdam* 
Had left Holland on the 14th April with 108 foulw, including 
SO soldiers. Excepting twe, all were well She brought no 
letters^ but her officers reported that both the English and our 
oountrymen had collected each a powerful fleet, but had not yet 
had an encounter* 

September 19th, — The commander and minister return at noon 
(see 16th}, 

September 20th. — Sunday. After the aftemoon service, a ship was 
sighted behind the Lion mountain^ which arrived near the road« 
stead in the evening. A boat and 4 men then put off from her, 
and arriving at the jetty, a mate and 2 sailors landed from 
her, and were brought to the Commander m the Fort, where 
they mentioned that their vessel was the Royal Charter, 
from Surat on the 11th March. She had, however, 
previously oalled at Bomba and the N, W« Harbour of 
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ima. Mauri tiua, which she had Uft on the 16th July with the inteu- 
tion of taking in water and refreehmente here, with the 
Commander' 8 oonBeutp and after that proceeding direct to England. 
Her oargo eonsiited of 300 tons pepper, and as muoh of divert 
kinde of olothiug^ hüen, &o,, so that the yeafiel, owned in England 
by private parties, could oarry more th&n 300 laata. She cmrried 
36, and some say 44 guns. 

And as these Englishmen, 95 all told, had as yet no knowledge 
of the violent war in Europe between their nation and ours, now 
burst forth for the second time, we treated them kindly and well, 
and gave them, when they leftj 2 baskets with Gape fruit, and 
a Persian flaak full of Frenoh wine for their Captain Jemea 
Baroker, hoping with that bait to tempt more of their men on 
shore to morrow early, as the Bsii Enghah left the jetty in their 
small boat (mossel sohujtje) about half past seven in the 
evening and in olear moouUghtj very well satisfied, and without 
our being able to obaerve that any one had secretly warned them 
of danger. 

But on the way they met the boat of the Hate Loosduynen on 
her way to the shore to take off some men there. The Ohief 
Of&oer of that vessel who was in the boat, wished them to return 
to the shore, and notwithstanding the English did their beet to 
excufie themselves &om doing so, saying that they had already 
been on shore, and been well treated, and entertained by the Com- 
mander, showing him the flask with French wine and refreeh- 
ments given them, it was of no avail, but they were oompelled by 
the said mate to return to the jetty, being dragged thither with a 
towrope^ so that our designs seem entirelv fustrated by that stupid 
clown. However, in order to remove all suspicion, and show how 
sorry we were, the diunken mate, who seemed to have a vecy 
bitter feeling against that nation, because they had this year 
captured him with the hooker Dé Doffèi\ was at onoe put in 
prison, and the English sailors were told, that they might return 
unhindered to their vesBel, which they at onoe did. 

But as this could not satisfy us, and we feared that they 
might take on board a boat load of water during the night, and 
sail away before daybreak, Lieutenant Sohut and 50 soldiers were 
ieot on board the Lomduynen^ and after the large boat (the 
Bruy^gom) and the open boat had been filled with 30 and 20 Mua- 
queteers reepectively, the Commander and Fiscal Laous also went 
on board after nine o'clock at night, where the following Resolu- 
tion waf adopted, after cousultation with the ship^e offioers and the 
aforesaid lieutenant, as regarded the cautious boarding and 
capturing of the said Englishman» 

Sunday, 20tb September 1665.— Whereas the English ship, 
Mo^ai Chmrlei from tjuiat, bound to EngUnd^ had arnved here, 
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not cnowiog of the war, and aendiDg a boat with 4 men on shore, 
although sh© romaiQed under eail, and as the 4 sailorfl mformed m$ 
that aha carried 95 meu and 36 guus^ and would not anchor, hut 
depart, as soon as sbe had taken in water and refreshments, thej 
were kindly treated, and kept froe from Buspioioa, finally return- 
ing on board with a small present to induce the Captain to land ; 
and whereas shortly afterwards the Conimander^s plans had been 
fuAtrated hy the Chief Mate of the Loo^duynen^ whilst an his way 
towards the shore» the Commander had oonaidered it his duty to 
prooeed on board the Loo&dut/nen bimaelf in order to consult with 
her skipper and merchant rBgardiBg the best course to bo adopted, so 
that, after careful deli be ratio ii it was decided that, if after 7 or 8 
o*elock to-morrow morning, the Captain did not appear on shore, 
and it was seen that he had in the mean while anchored in the 
bay, skipper den Back, aaaiBted by Lieutenant Abraham Bohut, a 
large number of military, and the men of the LooBduynefi were to 
tnfl£e eyery effort to board and take her* On his part the 
Commander imdertook to supply the attacking party with hand 
grenades, pistols and boarding pikes» Should however a better 
plan in the mean wbUe appear practicable, so that bloodshed 
might be aToided, it was to be adopted. The morrow however 
would show. The arms were sent on board the Loosdugnen 
dimng the night. 

The meeting having lasted until deep in the night, the 
Commander returned to the shore and at once arranged to send 
on board 34 pistols, a quantity of hand grenades and some 
boarding pikes. 

Se|>temb6r 21et. — Before daybreak the large boat of the 

Englishman was lying at the wharf and when the gates of the 
Fort were opened the Captain's brother entered with two other 
Bnglishmen, bringing a piece of fine Surat linen, 2 gnats, 2 casks 
of brandy, a oask of white rice and a bale of powdered sugar as a 
present from the Captain to the Commander. They requested that 
the 12 casks brought by them might be filled with waler and that 
they might be allowed to buy sheep with their money. 

As from this it appeared that the Captain was not inclined to 
take the bait held out to him, namely that be would land, although 
be had luachored in a convenient place in the mouth of the bay, 
the Commander informed them of the state of affairs between 
England and the States, and told them that they were to remain 
in the Fort as his prisoners. This aatonished them so much that 
they could hardly reply. They were taken into a room upstairs, 
and the rest of the boat's crew were confined in the Corps de 
Oarde* 

After we had assured ourselves of our unsuspecting English 
friends— eleten in number, including the brother of the Captain— 
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iftfi. and &lgo of their large bo&t» we sent our sloop and the boat 2V 
Bruydfgmn^ both filled with soldiers to the Loo^dnynen about 
seven in the momiog, and the offioers were ordered in God's name 
to aot in acoordance with the terms of the resolution above 
mentioned, and, with all the foroe at their diapoflal, to attack the 
Engli^hman^ as they had 250 men imder their oommand, full of 
zeal for the contest and prepared to board. The Loosduynen 
possessed only 12 small pieces, viz.^ 8 six, and 4 four pounders, and 
would therefore make no impression on such a prodigiously large 
Tesael as the Englishman. The Captain of the latter, haTing 
anchored in the mouth of the bay on the western aide^ and not 
more than a pistol shot away from the tail of the Lion, oonoluded 
from the non-appearance of hie boat and its crew that a false ohart 
must hare been substituted. He accordingly cut hia cable and 
endeavoured to get away, but it beiog aknost a oalm with a alight 
topsail breeze from the North, he drifted further into the Bay and 
was obliged about 11 a.m. again to oast anchor. His sails how- 
ever he left unfurled, whilst he discharged five guns loaded with 
hall into the air to show that he was well provided with powder 
and shot, and prepared to meet his foe. The Loosduynen and the 
two boats did their best to approach him by towing and rowing 
but with very little success. About noon a weiterly breeïGe sprung 
up and sail was made so that they approached the Englishmen 
near enough, but it appeared impoBsible for them to board during 
such a cdm and wlnlst the breeze was so changeable* The 
Englishman now seeing for the first time that his capture was 
intended, hoisted a signal at his stem it^ order evidently to mislead 
us^ and so find an opportunity of escaping, upon that a boat and 
three men were despatched to him from the Loo^duynen^ in order 
to ask him what he wanted or wished to oommunioate. Ha replied 
that his object merely was to transmit to the Commander at the 
Cape 5 letters which he had received in Surat from some of our 
people to be delivered to private parties in Holland. These letters 
he at once handed over, together with an open letter of 
introduction. He fuither wished to know why we had seized his 
boat and people, and was told that he was first to haul down his 
flag and go on board the flute whose Captain would explain the 
reason. Upon that he replied with warmth that he would never 
do so, and it any of us wished to have anything from him, they 
were to come on board his ship. Wishing nothing better than to 
get rid of us, and being much faster and readier in sailing and 
turning than onr vessel, he ceased firing — ^oiir people having 
likewise been firing into him — and did his very best to get out of 
the hay and into the open sea, and although our people pursued 
him as fast as they could, and were often within range and so near 
that they could converse with and understand each other, to the 
great surprise of all the spectators who were on the top of the hiU, 




he remained perfectlj quiet, although if he had bo wished it, he 
oould have eunt both our boata whioh were full of men^ and lite 
two little jelpers, were always in ad?anoe of the flute. Thia 
gave ria© to a great deal of apeciüation. Some said that he did 
so le&t we should afterwards revenge ourselves on his brother and 
the other prisoners; others tnat he did not have a suffioient 
number of guns on deck ready for action and had to take them 
out of the hold first. Others again believed that h© awaited the 
first gun of his pursuers to find out what their real object was ; 
thia last surmise was proved to be correct as will appear below» 

Having been pursued by our men from 10 o'olook in the mom^ 
isig until ti iu the evening, without our side succeeding in boarding 
him, both vessels and the boats finaUy drifted out to sea behind 
the Lion*s Hill aDd out of sight of those at the Fort, During the 
night the Dutch gave the Kugliahman the first broadside sending 
12 balls into his hull, accompanied by three heavy dischargea of 
musketry, all of which mostly passed through lus stern. The 
Englishman however at once repaid the complment» and taoHng 
& little towards the flute gave her 6 or 7 guns, four of which hit 
her. One dented an aochor fluke at the bow, another passed 
through a sail^ a third made a hole through the wale, and the 
fourth had gone clean through a sloop. No one however wa« 
wounded or hurt. 

Skipper Daniel den Back and his ship^s council now deeming it 
impogcdble to hoard the enemy with their slow sailing flute, and 
likewise unadviBable to wander about any longer in the open eea 
with the two open boats, decided to abandon the ehase and return 
to the Bay* The Englishman however was last seen outside near 
the Southern Point below the Lion's ilill, and when it had become 
quite dark, was lost sight of. He has accordingly escaped from ui 
this time^ but it is to be hoped that we may he more fortunate in 
the case of the two others likewise from Surat and also expected 
hare* We have however to thank God, and so has the KuglishmaUp 
that He has saved ns from the apparently inevitable danger of 
bloodshed during this oalm, 

Uf the three boats brought by the English with them, we 
•ecured the large one and another^ found adrif: at sea, near the 
second anchor abandoned by them. They have therefore only a 
tnmll sloop left, with whioh they will be able to do very little. As 
a reward for our pains, however to a great extent fruitless, we have 
obtained 2 heavy anchoi^ of 3,600 lbs, weight with their cableSt 
which we hope we shall be able to recover ; one large boat and oars, 
ita kedgcj and 12 empty pipes with iron bftuds» besides 2 Surat 
goate^ 1 piece of fine linen, 2 caaks brandy, oontainiog about 190 
libretf, 1 bale white rice, I bale white powdered sugar, and I amdl 
boat with its appurtenances. 

Aa the EngUshman might pay a visit to Bobben Island in order 
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to destroy tEe garnsonttiere with the aid of the oon^ote who 
a long time already have been lookiog out for the arrival of that 
nation, the Commander «ent a boat to meet the Btui/degömt having 
*iO muiketeera on board, and order her to proceed to that Island im 
order t^ assist in guarding and protecting it. 

A letter was also sent to Baldaoha Bay to warn the skipper of 
De Gekroonde Harmgh who was fiahing there, to be on his guards 
in order not to be surprised by the Englishman, who might mU 
there for water- 
September 22od, — The Looiduynên retume to her berths and 
reported that during the paat night the eniign had been on board, 
and after that^ loft in the Sruydêgom with 30 soldien for Bobben 
Ifilaiid. 

In oonsequenoe of the reports of 2 sheep herds, that they had 
heard, below the mountains in the kloof^ some cannon shot», two 
soldiers were sent thii evening to the spot above the bay, to see 
what the matter was. 

8eptember23rd*— The boat of the Looiduj/nm recovers one of 
the anohors of the Englishman* About noon Ensign Coon and 
his thirty men returned fi*om the Island and reported that yesterday 
he had been on the look out with 10 men from the morning until 
the evening on the Mgho&t hill there, but had not been able to 
disoover any trace of the Englishman anywhere. 

September 24fch.— Some provisions landed from the LoQBduyn$n. 
Half a second-hand cable, 21 fathoms long, found* Given to the 
■kipper (of the Looaduynen) at hit reqnest, 

Ajiother warning sent this dav to Abraham Pietersii : skipper 
of the ffatingh^ in Saldanha Bay, not to be surprised by the 
English and rahbed of bis craft. Note despatched by two volun* 
teer Hottentoos. 

September 25th. — As w© yesterday finished repairing the Fort*s 
walls, we started this morning with about 100 men cutting away 
the brush wood from the spot fii&ed on for the New Fortrees. 

This evening a request was submitted to the Commander from 
the (English) sailor prisoners, praying that lo long as they have 
to remain hercj and until the arrival oi the return fleet (with which 
they hoped we would send them to Europe) they might be simply 
allowed to work for their food, and do whatever they might be 
ordered. But for various reasons this was refused^ and they were 
informed that they would leave in the Looêduijntn (now lying 
here) for Batavia, whence they would be transferred to their 
countrymen at Bantam. 

And because we saw these poor fellows so soberly oUd, and 
suffering severely from oold during the nights, we gave each 2 
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■MrtA and a pïeo« of half -damaged (bedurven) pea olotb for 
a CK) vering , 

September 26th. — Thii moming, for the first time, divers kindB 
of bakêd and glazed earthenware were taken from the oven in the 
new pottery^ and found to be very good. Some were iold thii 
afternoon on the public market^ and a oonsidarable quantity kept 
baok for the aeit market day. 

September 27£h. — The Hottentoos (see 2l»fc) return from Sal- 
danha Bay with a note from the ikipper of the ffanngh, etating 
that uo Englishmen had been there, and that he would be on his 
guard. 

September 29th» — The Loosduf/nen reoeivee her despatch and 
letters for Batavia, The 11 English prisoners, after having 
each been presented with two coarse ahirte and a red cap, were 
•ent on board about noon. 

Obtained two osten and 27 aheep from the Ooohoquas. 

September 30th. — The Hottentoos, sent to Baldanha Bay on the 
24tli» return with a note from the skipper of the Haringh^ 
mentioning that no Englishman had been seen there. Further 
substantial repairs to the Fort effected this day, 

October 1st. — Death in Hospital this day of Thomas Spycker, 
soldier left here by the Nkuw Middelbur§!u and of Jaoob van 
Orimpen^ third eooperon the Loo^dugnen, 2nd. — The Loosdui/ntn 
leaves, 3rd. — Bartered 34 sheep and 3 oxen from the Cochoquas. 

October 6th* — The Gonunander and 10 soldiers drive to the 
oountry in an empty wagon, with mattacks, shovels and spades, 
to see whether he could not, by way of the back of the Boaheuvel, 
piOToe a certain kloof of the Steenbergen and thus reach a fine 
forest with beautiful timber, so that if the ground be somewhat 
levelled the spot might he reached with wagons» as the Company 
oan no longer obtain any timber here, especially planks. 

October 7th, — The soldiers return this evening, and reported 
that they had, with the Commander and the wagon, gone deep into 
the kloof, but in consequence of an abrupt rooky deolivity, which 
no wagon oould descend, much less asoend, His Honour had sent 
them hack. 8th.— The Commander returns, having found in 
vaxious places small forests between the monntaina, which 
contaiiied good timber, but as already mentioned, unapproachable 
by wagons, so that, within 2 or 3 years' time, we may likely suffer 
great want of timber, especially planks. 

Note received from the skipper of the ^arm^A at Baldanha Bay, 
mentioning that he had 15 casks full of fish. He would continue 
ifthing until the 10th, when be would fill his vessel with shells 
and return. 
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Ootober lOtb. — Tbe 8* Ea§ter blows for the first timt thii f^Moii, 
and so violentlj, that no one oould ootitinue at the work of lavelliiig 
the groimd on which the new Fortreafi is to be ereoted, nor oauM 

the ordinary exercises of the soldiers take place. 

Ootober llth.^ — Sunday, Death in Hospital of Jacob Clement» 
soldier, left here bj the JVl Midddhurgh. 

Ootober 14th.^ — Fifty Boldiers sent to the Forest to drag some 
crooked timber foromhouten) from it. 

Ootober 15th. — ^The large new limekiln between the old and 

projeeted new Fort finished to day* 
The men retnrn from the Forest. 

Ootober 16th. — Dark morning. About noon there waa terrible 
lightning accompanied by very heavy thunderj such as is seldom 
heard here^ euooeeded by a very heavy rain, very desirable for the 
orops. Abont three o'clock in the afternoon it once more began 
to rain so heavily that finally all the rivulets in Table Valley 
overflowed their banki*, and rnshed so violently into the sea, that 
one of them^ passing through our new ** passer'- (market)» carried 
away the walls on both iides, as well as a large piece of ground» 
so that if we had not propped up the building in time, it would 
have been in danger of completely collapsing. 

October 17th. — This morning we discovered that the inoeesant 
rains had done considerable damage to the Fort as well as to the 
houses outside, as their walls had been built up with clay only^ so 
that two had fallen in. The rain continues so, that our worlnnen 
can do nothing* This has never before been experienoed here in 
the second summer month. 

The Qêcroomh HnHngh arrives from Saldanba Bay with 14 
casks of salted fish and 3 do, inlaid dry fish, as well as with a large 
quantity of shells, 

Ootober 20th. — Arrival of the booker PimpeL Had left Üïiê 
fl,E. harbour of Mamritiiis on the 9th Hept, last. The Commander 
of that Island, Öii^ur Jaoobus van Nieuland, had died there on the _ 
27lh May iaat from apoplexy after three days' illness, and the ■ 
skipper of the Fimpf/ had appointed 'm hifi place the assistant, 
Oeorgius Fredericus Wreede. It was found that no good 
administration had been kept there during the life of the late 8ienr 
Nieuland, as the auppUes of rice and brandy for the 12 men of the 
garrison had already beon exhausted three months ago, which had J 
caused some wanton and obstinate fellows to refuse to work, so ■ 
that the skipper and council there had decided to put three of the 
priueipal ringleaders in irons, put them on board, and bring them 
hither for toil. 
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Otberwiie ©Terythmg, Judging from the letters, appeared to go 
an well there, «jspeoi&ily the cutting down of ehonj timber, if 
there were only more men there for that work. Last jeaTp and in 
the beginning of this one, 130 elioefi (mooten) large and small, had 
been cut of that hard wood, and sent ua now with the hooker. 
There was ako an abimdanoe of fish there, and a great variety of 
birdfi, as well aa of white {? wild) and tanne cattle, but not eaaily 
caught in snares or pits. However with a good dog they had 
ohtmned 8 head of cattle, which are running at the Lodge in the 
Kraal (? camp) and had become quite t^me. On the other hand 
they feared that agriculture would not be a Buoeesa, rb the lat^^t 
Rown seed had mostly been eaten or injured by the rats, which 
were in multitudes there. The said Wreede also sent us in a 
small bosj as a sample, some pieces of ** Amber noir " as he calls it, 
which weighed 11^ lbs. But as it is very brittle, too refiinous 
and glistening, we doubt very much whether it be the real kind of 
amber. We shall however send it home, where it can be tested 
by experts. 22nd. — Obtained 14 sheep and 4 lean cattle from the 
Öioroguquaa or Tobacco thievea. 

October 23rd. — Sieur Gabbema sent to Bobben Island to see 
whether Meerhoff is properly discharging his duties, and properly 
administers the cash, provisions, materials, &o., entruBted to him. 

October 25th*— Sunday. The S, Easter ooDtinuing^ it was 
impossible to hold the usual Parade thiei afternoon. 26th. --The 
wind blows over our newly constructed boat, which however ia 
righted again. Obtained 7 good sheep from the Cochoquas. 

Üotober 27th, — The South-easter still sö bad that the carpeniers, 
who were busy erecting a turret above the gate, had to desist, 
28th. Same heavy winds, so that no boat could leave Robben 
Island, and Sieur Gabbema, his mother-in 4aw and daughter (who 
had accompanied Mm) were, as it were, kept prisoners on the 
laland, 29th. The wind so violent that the houses shook and 
trembled. Not only had the Pimpel dragged her anchors, but the 
tiles were Mown everywhere off the roofa, especially off that of 
our new pottery* Towards evening we saw the large garden 
behind the Fort, when the wind had somewhat abated, so laid 
waste as if a thousand destToyera of soldiers had been encamped 
there. Many young trees had been entirely bereft of their 
blossoms, or wrenched root and branch out of the ground, and the 
heads of the lilies, which were on the point of flowering, were 
blown away so cleanly, as if they had been out off with a knife. 
The hedge, however, which encloflee the garden suffered the most, 
im that it wiU not require a little to put it to rights again. 

>i*tober 30th. — Before the reveille was beaten this mornings the 
im^edrj sergeant came to ask whether he might open the gate* aa 
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BieuT Gabböma waa staiidmg outalde. Parmifliioii hitTiBg bsen 
granted, Kabbama entered» aod at onoe prooeedad to the Oom* 
mandêr to roport Ms doinge. The wind had kept him on the 
Island AÏx days and nights longer than be expeoted* 



31 st,— Obtained 5 cows and 77 sheep from the 
Such a large number we had not bartered for a whole

November Ist,- The dreadful South^eaater oontinmng> 2iid, 
Same weather, wind evidöntlj endeavouring to throw everything 
under foot. 

November 4tb.^ — Fine weather like yeiterday* Commenoed 
this aftemooQ to advance money and goods to the men on a<?oount, 
as happens twice annually, that all who reeeive any cloth, Unen, 
blankets or any other stiifi for clothing may beware of lightly 
squandering such indispensable articles lor their bodies by selling 
them to the freemen for a little money and far below their value, 
as had been done ere this* Hence the placcaat forbidding thia^ 
was again published to-day, and the officers (of Jnstiod) ordered 
to pay strict attention to this. 

November 5ih, — At noon the sentanoes passed on the three 
delinquents from Mauritius (see October 20th), were executed. 
The priueipal ringleader was bound to a post and severely 
scourged with rods ; and besides, forfeiting all his pay, he shjul 
serve in chains for ten years ; the second one was to behold the 
scourging, and was afterwards also rivetted in chains, with the 
loss of six months* pay. The third one got off with the loae of 
three months' pay, and standing a whole day with 8 musk^ on 
hit shoulders. 

Before the sentences had been pronounced, a plaocaat was 
issued forbidding all, who had hitherto worked at the New 
Fortress at a certain wage, to leave their work mthout consent of 
their officers^ and go to the brandy tavern, as they have hitherto 
done, on pain of bein^ chained for some months to their wheel- 
barrows and thus as^ting in the work without pay, 7th.— 
Obtained 4 sheep from the Caapmen. 

November 8th^ 8unday,~This evening 50 soldiers were sent to 
the forest to drag out some timber to the wagon track. 

November 9th. — To-day the large new Imie kiln on the E. of 
the Fort was set up for the first time, and after a whole hooker^s 
load of shells had been thrown into it, it was only half filled, 
10th* — Bartered 5 sheep from the Caapmen. 

November 11th. — About 6 o*olook in the evening, whilst the 
B. Easter was blowing violently, a fisherman's house at the Salt 
Biver accidentally caught fire and was completely burnt down 
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rare we oould quench the conflagration, to the no ataall loss of 
the owners. 

November 16th. — Began to build a large abed on the §pot on 
which the New Fort is to b© emoted, in which to keep all the 
tools, wheelbarrowB, shovels, spades^ picks, cordage, &o, 

November 17th, — The boat returns from the Island with the 
oaroase of an ox, which had, with the other oxen, run away with 
the wagon there, and broken its neck, 

November ISth, — Arrival of the ship. Met Rhyniand^oi kinR^Mt- 
dam. Had left the 1st July by the back route with 208 souls, 
including 115 soldiers ; 35 deaths had oocuired, not 5 of the rest 
could be considered in good health, so that she could not lower 
her long boat. She therefore asked us for ourSj in order to land 
her weakest patients to-morrow. 

From the letters of the 27th June brought by lier, we gathered 
that our people had, for the first time on the Kith of the same 
month, a very sovere engagement with the English, in which 
our Admiral, Opdam, and various other vessels were blown up, so 
that afterwards of our 8 squadrons, which condsted of 118 
warships, 16 or 17 were missing. From the Eoglieh we had taken 
a warship with 45 gtme, as well as some prizes laden with ammu- 
nition, but how many of the enemy's ships were stranded, burnt 
or sunk, or how many had fallen on both sides, there was as yet 
no certain news of. 

Tiistead of the throe East Indiamen, viz, the Orangk^ Maerë- 
ÊÉVftn and Nngdboom^ which were also in the battle, and after- 
wards were lost (verongeluokt waren), the Masters intended to 
seoid out various newly bought and hired vessels, to bring to us 
and to India the things requisitioned for. They were already 
prepared for departure» One of them would take on board the 
Hob 1 Qualbergen, the suooessor of Commander Wagenaer, 

Deaths in hospital of Harman Jansz : Keyser, sailor, who 
arrired in JIH Kasteel ran Mirknhlik^ and of Anthony du 'Pré, 
eoldicTj left here by the N, Mithttlburg, 

Noyember 19th.— Heavy rains during the past night and this 
day. An ooouirence never observed here before at this time of 
the year. 

Sixty Bourvy patients lande^i from the Rhgnlaud. One died in 
the evening, and was at onco buried with two other corpses brought 
Irom board. Obtained 4 cattle and l^i sheep from the Codioquas, 

November 20th. — Landing our goods from the Rhf/niand pro- 
oeeding very slowly, as there are so many sick in hospital, and 
the otnersj so weak and stale (outbacken) from the voyage, 
tltst we shall have to lend the skipper 10 or 12 arquebusieis. 
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Obtained 12 sheep from the Oochoquas* 3 Ist.— Battered 30 
more from the same tribe, alfio one lean oow. 

November 2^Jrd. — Five eeleöted sawyers seat out to a newly- 
found small forest, in order dailj to help the free eawyere in 
lowing as rnauj planks m possible» as we are at present ho [x^orly 
provided with tbem that we have hardly enough lor oofBus tor 
those now dying. 

November 24 th. — Early this morning notiees were affixed in 
the Port, outside in the town (quartier) and in the oountry. 
notifying to aü that the agenta of the Hon ; Van Riebeeck 
intended to sell on Saturday next to the highest bidder, his l&iidb 
situated below the BosheuveL The sale to take place in the large 
hall in the Fort here, 25th. — Obtained 8 sheep from the 
Coohoquas* | 

November 25th.— Death in Hospital of Jan Joosten, who arrived 
here as sailor in the Amtrsfo&rL Obtained 10 sheep from tbs 
Goringhaioonas. ] 

November 28th. — Tlie hooker Pimpel returns from Baldanha 
Bay with 8 casks of salted fiöh, some large dried ones, and a 
large quantity of dried mu^els and shells for our new lime kilns. 

At noon the aforesaid lands belonging to the departed Com- 
mander Van Riebeeck were offered to public auction (met beeken- 
slagh uijtgeveijlt) and bought by the foreman and agrioulturisti 
Jacob Van Koosendaal, for the sum of f 1,600, payable in Ham, 
instalments. 

November 29th. Sunday, — Because the south-easter was sol 
violent during the night and this day» none of the country people" 
were in ehuroh^ nor could the usual parade be held in the after^ 
noon. 

December 1st. — The farewell dinner given to the offioeirs of the 

Rhijnlami this afternoon. Some of the sick that had reooveredf 
were sent on board in our large boat, 

December 3rd. — A meohanie and some other persons being 
missing this morning» the Fiscal was sent on board to search for 
them» but he oould only find a runaway sailor of the Hanngh and 
a farm servant. 

This morning, after the roll was called, 20 soldiers ran away 
towards the sand hills (duyntjee) near here, wishing no longer to 
work at the Fort, saying straight out that they had not come to 
India for that, so that we were obliged tg chase some with hoisei 
to bring them back to the Fort, but the rest, finding towaidl 
evening that on those dry sandhills the cook would not oaterJ 
leturned oi their own acoord, with varioua Sim&y (blatiweH 
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exotifleii, which could not be accepted, so that, as a warning to 
others, the J will be punished, that the evil maj not oreep further* 
The Eht/niand leaves. 4th,— Death in Hospitftl of Sander 
Franoen, saÜor, left here by the Rhtjnknd. 

ThiB evening 10 Hottentooa and 7 paok oxen arrived^ sent by 
Goimomoaj Chief of the Cochoquaa, with the request that we 
would aocompany them to his kraal, and paok our goods on the 
oxen. But as he i« far away from thisj and we nave hardly 
êufficient tobacco left to barter the few animals brought us from 
time to time, we have deolined his invitation and let the Hotten- 
Ï0O8 depart with a present to their Lord, after having been well 
entertained. 

Deoember 7th. — This day the 20 soldiers who would no longer 
work on Thursday last, and boldly marched inland, were accord- 
ing to placaat all riveted in irons, namely, 4 of the prinoipal 
ringleadors, in Batavia faehion, two and two together ; nine were 
eaeh separately chained to a wheelbarrow, and the remnining 
seven, because they were all somewhat disabled (gebreckelyk) had 
each a email ohain attacked to the leg, and thus to labour for a 
month as a punishment, and without pay. We hope that this 
will make the others more careful and obedient in future* 9th. — 
Obtained one ox and 35 sheep from the Ooohoquaa. 1 Ith.^ 
Death in Hospital of Joris Jorisz : aailor, left here by the RUt/n- 
lanL Obtained 7 sheep from the Coohoquas, 

December 1 2th* — The S. Easter so violent that the men had 
to deeiet from work at the Fortress, ag in this dry season no one 
oan see anything in consequence of the dust and sand* 

And because in this hot and unhealthy time of the year, the 
aforesaid workmen are beginning to suffer much from dysentery, 
originating, according to the surgeons, mainly in this, that as 
they no longer obtaiu any wine or brandy ag rations, aod when 
during the day they are heated by labour, they drink too mnoh 
©old water, the Commander ami Council decided henceforth to 
pitoh a tent where they labour, where a clerk (schrijver) shall 
sell them brandy at 2 heavy dubbeltjea per *' mutijen," the price 
charged at the Company's stores, as otherwise they haye to pay 
ït heavy dubbeltjes, should they go to an inn, where it often 
happens thoy stick, and do not know how to leave off. Promded 
that no one shall be served with more than a ~ mutsjeu daily for 
oasli (voor si jn gelt), which he daily receives as wages, viz.: in 
the morning for whoever desires it, one **pLmpeltjö" (liqueur 
glass) of brandy, or ^ mutsjen in the morning, and the same 
qu antity at noon and in the evening, at one heavy stiver each. 
We trufit that this will not only keep the workmen in good 
health, but that they will also be better kept to their work* On 
Sundays, however, before going to church, eaoh one shaU receive 
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a mnteje Spaniih wine on behalf of the Compaoj, 
2 »hmp from th© Caepmen* 

December 17thv— Fisoal Lacos sent to the iBland to inflict 
proper puniflhment on cM^rtain oonvioti for their difiobedienoe, 
A3 complained of bj the Supenntendent there. He was ^ao to 
txjunt the sheep there, and mark down the resulte oarefully^ ai the 
bookfi are, as xisuaU oloeed this monÜL 

Death in hospital of Bander Groebe, who arnved id the 
Rhijniund, 

December L8th* — To-day we selected a Btiitahle pieoe of 
clay ground itt Table Valley from which to bake bricks. 
We found it behind the Fort to the east of the Com- 
pany's Gardens, A brickfield will be established on it at onoe, 
êB the bricks and tiles^ &o., whioh hitherto the freeman^ Wouter 
Comelisz : Mostaertf had supplied, were too brittle and linger- 
viceable, e&peoially the brioks for heavy arches and vaulted roots. 

Deoember 20th. Smidaj. — Laous returns from the lalaiid. 
About nine this mominif we were informed that a servant of the 
agriculturist, Tielman Ilendrikez :, whUst fishing outaide in the 
river^ had been drowned* Bartered 7 lean sheep from the 

Coohoquas, 

December 21st.— Early this morning the Fieoal and 2 oommis* 

sioDers proceeded to the country to \iew the drowned man. On 
their return they reported that they had not found the leaat sign 
of blows or wotmds on his body, but he had only, according to the 
evidence of 3 of his mates, with whom he had been fishing, disap- 
peared under the water in a deep plaoe and before their eyes, m 
that he was drowned before they oould render him the least 
aseiBtanee. 

Decemb^ 22nd» — Towards evening to our joy the long expected 
Aehifhfi arrived, after a voyage of nine months from Zealand. 8he 
had suffered great danger and trouble^ and sustained much damage, 
her starboard bulward^ having been knocked away from the s^oon 
to the main mast. On account of the many sick, she had to call nt 
Cape d© Loop, aod afterwards at the Island Annaboa, where the 
men, from eating much healthy fruit, especially oranges^ reoovered 
within a few days. They had however previously lost IG men by 
death, among them the junior merchant Adriaan Weyer», who had 
died at the aforesaid Cape. Moreover Iti men, soldiers and 
sailors, had de&orted there towards the forest among the blacks^ so 
that she brought hither 140 souls, including 47 soldiers and four 
women and a child, who were aU, excepting the sick visitor, 
healthy people. We thank God for this^ as we had long ago 
already despaired of her safety* 
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ïeoember 23rd.^Wedneöday. — In the aftemooii a preparation 
senïoe for the llolj Supper was held, which will he celebrated the 
day after to-morrow, the first Christinas daj. 

December 25th.— Friday, — Chmtmas. — Tlie LordVHoly Supper 
celebrated, which was attended by half as many more as the last 
time, and b<K?aufle the S. Easter oommenoed to blow towards 
eyening more than 70 men of the Ac/iUks were detained on shore. 
26th. — One servioe to day. Obtained 4 sheep from the Caapmen. 

December 29th, — Stores landed from the AchUUs. , . • To-day 
certain horseman was so injured by the bursting of his musket 
at three flngore of his right hand had to be amputated. 30th. — 
Obtained 19 sheep from the (Jhariguriquaa. 

December 31st. — This evening a certain farm servant was, by 
the bursting of the barrel of his musket, so grievously wounded in 
his legy that some of the splinters were forced into it which 
miaerably ctrushod his calf and the lower fieehy parts. 

Obtained 14 sheep from the Coohoquas. 
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January 1st* — As we closed the old year with a desirable cattle- 
barter in this scarce time, so we opened this one by bartering a 
oow, two calves and 24 sheep from the Coohoquas. 

And after we had, in the forenoon, thanked the Most High in 
Public C?hurch Meeting for all hie many blessings received during 
the past year, and prayed him lor further grace and blessing in 
this newly entered year, the Commander diatributed on behalf of 
the Company, according to usual oustom, some moderate New 
Years presents among the master workmen and other inferior 
servants, as well as the school children. 

January 2nd. — After we have now been busy five months with 
about 300 men levelling the spot, where the new royal stone 
Fortress will be plaoed, and dug sufficiently deep and broad the 
foundations of two faces of one of the westerly land points^ the first 
stone was this day at noon laid by the ( >ommaoder Wagenaer^ the 
eeoond by the Eev : Joan Van Arckel, the third by the merchant 
Sieur Gabbema and the fourth by the Fiscal, Sieur Hendriok Lacus. 
Thereupon the masons, carpenters and smiths not only collectively 
received a present of Bde. 30 on behalf of the General Netherlanda 
East India Company, but were abo presented, as well as the 
soldiers, who had hitherto laboured at the Port, with 2 o:^en, 6 
sheep, 100 fresh baked wheaten loaves, and B casks of Cape 
brewed beer, which food and drink were delivered and placed 
before them, well cooked and prepared^ on the levelled plain of 
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the aforeiaid ndw Fort, with the Lope that thBse olug^h teUowi 
wiU by this beoeËconce be benoeforth better enoouragad and made 
more willing to work. 

And that it may alao somewhat be evident that by thii 
oontLnued digging and delving in, end under the ground, poeti 
have also been found and thrown up, a certain amateur this day 
preiented to the Commander the following eight verses, wkioh we 
have oonmdered worthy of insertion herej being literally ai 
follows: —

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Jauuarj 3rd. — Stindaj, The AchUlfs receives her döspatoh, 
aft49r hftviug beeo well refreshed ; bat though the wind wa* 
favourable, the ekipper was not inoliued to leave, aa appeared from 
hiB tiring that he preferred to be merry with hifi fri)>Qdfi on board 
to going under sail. 

Januarj 4th.-- The Ackilka lea vee. Death ia hospital of 
tndert Claes Hardendoodt, sailor, who arrived here in 1664 ia 
e Emdrmhi. 5th, — Obtained one aheep fiom the Ooohoqua** 

Januarj 6th.— This moroing the Commander and the burgher 
Oouncillor, W outer CoiDelisz : Mostaert , went to the country to show 
him a suitable piece of farm laud, aa Mostaert will have to desist 
from brickmaking, and the Company has eatabliBhed a field of itd 
own, where we hope to make much better and harder burnt bncka 
and tilee, than we have hitherto reoeived from Mostaert. 8th. — 
Obtaiiied 2 lean oattle and 8 sheep from the Coehoquas. 

January 9th. —K few days ago the GochoquaSj under their Chief 
Qounomoa, encamped below the Tiger Mountains with one of their 
kraals ; henee to day that Chief appeared at the Port with 30 of 
his dirty lifeguards, bringing 36 sheep and 17 lean oxen, 
which we bartered from them for copper and tobacco. He also 
wished to exchange some sheep for thin square shaped bar iroa^ 
from which to make sharp i)üint8 for their assegays ; but thift was 
flatly refused, as most uuadvisable for ourselves. 

Januarj 10th. — Sunday* Only one service thia morning* 
Sermon read by the sick oomforter^ as our minister^ the Rev : 
Johan van Arokel, having felt feverish since Sunday^ has not been 
able to leave his house or bed again. The fever growing on him 
daily, it made him yesterday very deUriouB, so that at present he 
is watched by three persons and good oare taken of him. Obtained 
late at night 7 sheep from another Coehoqua kraal. 

Januarj 11th.— This morning oult briokmaker began to mould 
the first bricks on the spot to the E. of the Company's garden in 
thifi "VaUey, and as the clay there is eoneidered very good, there 
is no doubt of our obtaining good bricks. Obtained six lean oxen 
sad 10 iheep from the Cochcquas, ouoamped with their kraals 
half a day's journey from this. 

12th. — Tuesday, After the emaciating fevers had yesterday 
early left our Mimster^ the Rev : Johan van Arckel, and his rest- 
leeeaess had been somewhat quieted^ he remained lying then still 
untu this morning, now and then utteiing with deep sighs, a few 
but altogether consoling words to his auditórój but shortly after- 
wards speech failing mm entirety^ he pas&ed away io a Christian 
ajid Godly manner about eight o'clock, dying in the Lord ; truly 
l_iLQt without an abundance of tuars of all those prej&üul, eipecially 
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of hiB Biflter, &« dujring the period of 5 moothi he had not oaly 
been to us a good Minifiter and edif jiDg leader in all virtuei, but 
we had always found him to be a well learned^ amiable, humane, 
graoioüö and heedful joung man for these Cap© Reeidenta and 
outdoor poor (hujB arme Heden), May the Good Öod be 
pleaeed to receive in Grace hia soul and also those of ns all, when 
we follow htm, and in His own time provide this place onoe more 
with another able and edifying Minister^ 

Aa the Gochoqiias are at present approaching nearer with their 
kraalfl, the result is a good cattle trade» for this afternoon we 
again obtained from them 1 ox and 35 sheep. 

Death in Hospital of Abraham Masero» soldier, left here hj the 
Rkf/niant. 

January 13th, — Towards evening our aforesaid Minieter, of 
blessed memory (Zaliger) was conveyed to his grave with gtest 
stateliness and a large attendanee of mourners ; which gravo, at lik 
(the late MiniBter^s) request had, as the first one, been dug outside on 
the plain of the New Fort in a large new built eked ^timmer loot»), 
which had already a month previously been destined for a churofa^ 
and will in future be used for that purpose. For that purpose it 
ha« been provided with a brick (? stone) gable^ as well as a brick 
{? stone) floor, as the Hall in this Old Fort, in which the servioeB 
have been held so long, has beoome too small for this laige 
garrison. 

Death in Hospital of Philip Sweyoquert, soldier, left hereby the 
Rhynlani, 16th. Obtained a cow from the Coohoquas. 

January 17th. — ^Sunday. After Divine servioe bartered 10 sheep 
from the Cochoquas. 18th, The same Hottentoos, but from 
another kraal, sold us 6 lean cows and 2 sheep. The beat and 
oppression almost unbearable, 

JanuMT 19th,— Death in Hospital of Jetti Engelman, soldier, 
left here by the Rgnhnt, The Oochoqnas, having come somewhat 
nearer, sold us 9 fairly fine cattle and 17 sheep, most wel©ome at 
present. 

This afternoon, we saw the Table again laid, that is Table 
Mountain covered with white RloudSj resulting in a violent S, 
Easter. 20th, Bartered 9 abeep front the Cochoquas, 2 1st. Death 
in Hospital of Dircb van der Speck, floldier^ left eiok here by the 
AmeriifocrL Obtained 1 oow and 4 sheep from the Coohoquas, 
and bébause the pastures here in Table Valley and behind Üie 
lion Mountain are beginning to be very dry and scanty, we hud 
this morning 400 sheep driven over the Kloof in order to be 
depasttfiM under the mountains on the other side for 14 days, as 
a few days ago fine grass had still been found there. 

January 22nd. — Bartered 14 sheep from the Cochoquas, 33rd- 
r— fxeesrave heat. 
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Januarj 2401* Suoda^r. — Sultry, oppreestTd weather ba before. 
Bartered a oow and ^ iheep from the Coehoqaas. 25th* — 
Obtained 2 oxen and 8 sheep from the same tribe. 

January 26th.^ — Arrival of the flute Sperance^ hired by the 
Hoorn Chamber, and from Texel on the 2 let August laat^ with 80 
souls» iuoluding 4 soldieri. Had lost 8 men ; the rest were, as 
usu^j happeui, all suffering from scurrj. Sixt^n of the 
weakest were at once landed. As we had already preTiouely 
reoeÏTed six fold oopiee of the deepatchee ahe brought us, wa stiU 
remain in ignoranoe of what han ooouired sinoe the departure of 
the Rhynhnd^ between the English and ourselvefl. The skipper 
oould only mention that 4 days before his departure, the Tyger 
and Ceeiiia, which bad left with the war fleet, consisting of 120 
TeflseU» were also on their way hither, but that the Constanfia and 
Oj^MTdcêê were still in Texel ; also that the return fleet under the 
oommand of the Hon. De Bitter» whioh had left the Cape this 
year, had nm into Bergen in Norway, whither a powerful fleet of 
English vessels had also proeeeded. 

January 27Üi, — Goods landed from the Sperance. To-day a 
third part of the outside of the curtain on the W, side of the Fort 
broken down from the breastwork tmto the bottom, as the 
ork had been done during the rainy season with too weak sods, 
'hioh now in this dry time has so shrivelled up, and been warped 
t the breastwork and the pallisades planted in it seemed in 
ger of every moment collapsing, 28th. — Obtained 2 young 
oows and 10 sheep from the Coohoquas, 29th. — Bartered d 
sheep from the same. 

January 30th. — Arrival of the Vergulde Tyger and Cemiia^ the 
e from Amsterdam, and the other from Hoorn, both hired 
Had left on the 15th and 16th Angust from Texel, the 
_ with 201 men (including 68 soldiers), of whom 43 had died^ 
and the other with 123 (including 28 soldiers) of whom 17 had 
died. Had been fairly well re&eshed at St, Jago, but ootdd 
bring us no more news than the Speratwê, As they had many 
aiok, we immediately landed 15 of the weakest from the Ti/ger^ 
and 8 from the Ceciiia, Death in Hospital of Jan Toos, sailor, who 
arrived in the Achüleê, Bartered from the Coohoquas, who at 
present bring in cattle as much aa w© could wish, 2 oows and 31 
sheep. 31 at. — Bartered from the same towards (Sunday) evening, 
22 sheep, 

February 1st. — Things landed from the two vessels. Fifteen 
sheep bartered from the (Jochoquas. Snd.— Obtained 5 more 
■beep from the same. 

February 3rd. — The Sperance receives her despatch and letters 
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^^* for Bataiift, Obtain^ 6 eheep from the Ooohoqnai. 4th,— ^Thi 
Sperance leaires. Bartered 2^ sheep from the Coohoquas. 5tk — 
Death in hoipit&l of Carel Clomp» who arrived as soldier in the 
Mure in 1662, and was afterwards a masun ; and of Paului JopflOUi 
soldier, who arrived in the Achiiks. 

February 6th» — Early this morning the Fisoal^ Lieut, Schut, 
and Secretary Oe Cretzer, went on hoard the Tfjger to investigitQ 
certain charges of the crew against the skipper^ regarding the 
diminution of their bread supply^ &o., iu oouaequenee of whioh 
some had died of hunger. 

February 7th. — Sunday. Heavy 8. Easter after service, to 
that everything shook and trembled. 

February 8th, — ^The wind so violent during the night that a 
large iron bolt above the new gate in the outworki was torn off 
and the gate burst open. Calmer this evening. 

February 9 th. — At noon a farewell dinner was given to the 
officers of the two flutes, Tfjgev and Ceeiii\ and the widow of the 
deceased m^chant Ens, of blessed memory. 

Fehruary 1 0th. ^Towards evening the butler was sent to the 
Wynbergh below the Bosheuvel, with some oaskSj in order with 
the men stationed there to cut the grapes which, on aooonut of the 
great heat, are rapidly ripening there, and to press the same, with 
the hope that about 2 leaguers of wine will be obtained. 12th.^ — 
The two üutes leave this evening. 

February 14th. — This afternoon the little son of the Jumor 
Merchant, Sieur Gabbema, who died yesterday, about six months 
old^ was buried outside in the New Church. 

February 16th.— Our new kihi of 120,000 bricks set alight. 
Death in Hospital of Willem Harmansz : soldier, left here by the 
Tf/ger. 

February 17th.— The skipper of the Gecroonde Haringh ordered to 
bring U8 some white bird dung found on the Islands lying in the 
mouth of Saldanha Bay. It is lying very thiokly there» and we 
are at present very much in need of it for our large garden* ISth.^ — 
Death in Hospital of Justus Claesz : soldier, left here by the 
Rhynland. 

February 20th.— Dreadful thunder the whole night, hut seldom 
beard here ; succeeded by a sweet rain. 23rd. — ^Death in Hospital 
of Pieter Christiaansz : sailor, left here by the Sperance, Ttia 
afternoon the Fiscal, Sieur Hendrick Lacus, proceeded with six 
soldiers and a wagon drawn by six oxen and laden with eome 
merobandi^e to Hottentoos Holland, in order to endeavour to 
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Imrter ioni6 o&ttle from the Hottentoos therd, as it ifi laid that 
already aeTen kraalB of tho Cochoquas are Ijiog there in a row. 

February 25tli, — ^Arrival of the ahip Comtantia ; S. East wind 
preirantB her from roaching the roadstead. Ühtaioed 43 sheep 
and 4 oxen from the üo<)hoquaflp 

February 26th.^Tha offiodis of the Conêianiia land thi§ morning, 
and report that they had left the Texel on the 8th October laat, 
with 171 men, inoluding 59 soldiers ; had 34 deaths, and been well 
refreshed at St. Jago. The news she brought (God better it) waa 
nothing paiti^iular, exeepl that the return fleet under the Hon. 
Bitter had been scattered by a storm after leaving Bergen in 
Norway» and that two of the veseels, tho Vugel Fhmnijp and Hêi 
Sht van Honingen had fallen into the hands of the English, who 
had been lying in wait for the squadron^ and aa rmnour ha^ it, 
that the Diemermêer had been sunk by them, eo that Qod^s just 
hand at present seems to be everywhere against ua. 

February 27th, — As our supplies will not laat longer than two 
months, Monsieur iimhbema was sent on board the Comtantia to 
aak for as muoh provisions, eapeoially biscuit^ aa she oonld spare. 
Death in Hospi^l of Jan Jansz : Ooelingh, sailor» who arrived 
here in the Rhynland. 

February 28th, — Sunday. During the forenoon, the Minister 
who arriTed in the ComfMtitia^ via, ; the Rev, Joannes de Vooght, 
preaohed hie first sermon here in the Fert» and as at present a 
miniater is urgently cteedod here» we shall detain him, until 
another (who had already reached Zealand) has arrived here, 

March 1st, — Sieur Laeus returns with his wagon and eiz soldiers 
&om Hotten toos Holland, bringing 44 young and old oattle and 
110 iheep, mostly obtained from Gounomoa, Chief of the 
Coohoquas, so that we shaU be fairly provided when the return 
ahipfl arrive, 2nd.— All the goods destined for this plaoe landed 
to-day from the Sperance. 

March 4th. — Sixteen soldiers who had been ill in Hospital sent 
on board and ejiohanged for stronger men for the works here. 

March 5th- — Arrival cf the litlle flute Soogh Oa^tpei^ wbieh had 
left Batavia on Christmas day with 60 lasts of riee and other 
necessaries for this place, so that, God be praised ! we are one© 
more provisioned for another year. Arrival also of the return 
ships Venenburgh and Met Catff^ from Colombo on the 29th 
December. From the letters received from the lion. E, v. Qoeno 
it appeared that at Ceylon, the Malabar Coaat and everywhere else^ 
affairs were in a satisfactory state, and that the hookers despatched 
hence to India had arrived safely, so that the war with England 
bud been notified there in good tune and in all direetions. 
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To-d&j LiëtLtênant Sokutt two hofsdm&n, twelTe tootmAiif m^ 
pack ox and two mm^ were sent mlaud, pronaioned for 10 dajfl, 
to fiee whether at a certain place among the mountaLna it wotdd not 
be possible^ bj means of traps or the digging of pits, to catoh ali^a 
and bring hither a rare spotted wild horse and do. ass^ also a 
young Bhinoceroe or any other rare animaL For that purpose he 
alao took with him some ropes, that we may be able to send one or 
more of thesis animals home in the Boturn Fleet expects.

Death in Hospital of Aodries Tomassonj soldier^ left here by the 
Achilles. 3th. ^ — Death in Hospital of Andriei Niesen, soldier, 
left here by the Rhynlmui, Heavy 8. Easter, detaining about 
60 sailors on shore. 

March 10th. — The Constmifia reoeiires her despatch and letters 
for Batavia. Towards evening the Fiaoal boards her to Bearoh for 
two farm servants and a dissipated writer. 11th, The Comiantia 
leaves 12th. — The Ilmgh Carpel being discharged. 

March 13th. — Ldeutenuit Abraham Sobut and his men return 
(see 4th). They had seen the curiously marked horses, but were 
unable to obtain any dead or alive, as they were too shy. They 
had also seen other wild aoimals, especially large numbers of 
h artebeesten and steenbuoks iu troops of more than 200, grazing 
under a certain mountain range. They had shot some and used 
them for food. 

March I4th.-- Sunday.— After eervice the ship De Guide Leeuw 
arrived from Zealand. Had left Flushing on the 28th Ootober 
last» with 70 men, including 22 soldiers. Only one death. Brought 
some sick however, the weakest of whom were at once landed. 

March 1 9th — Arrival of the flute Opperdoes^ of Amsterdam. 
Had left Texel on the 5th October last with 149 men, including 
52 soldiers. Had 16 deaths. Called at 8t. Vinoent, and only 
ohtaiBed drinkwater. 

March 2 let. — Sunday. Bartered a calf and 7 sheep from ths 
Coohoqnas. 

March 22nd. — Borrowed 4 ships' carpenters from the Vmenhurg 
and Caif^ who were at once set to work on the large vessel at 

Ï resent on the stocks here. 28rd»— Death in Hrvspital of Jan 
laertenss :, left sick here by the Tyger, 24th, — The Guide Leeuw 
receives her despatch and letters for Batavia. 25th. — She leaves 
towards evening. 

March 26th, — The booker Harmgh returns from Saldanha Bay 
fully laden with dung (guano) for our large garden, and with 6 
casks of salted fish. Two free trainoü burners and fishermen 
fOso arrive towards evening with their ye«fi^$ Uden yjth salt fiaii. 
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Maroh 27tli* — Arrival of th© ZwarÉe Leeuw of Zealand. Had 

left on the 28th October with 57 meiif inoluding 19 eoldiers. One 

m&n unfortunatetj feil overboard and was drowned. Had 
refreafaed weU a!^ 8t Jago, ao that all were well. 

March 28th.— Sunday. Forty soldiers sent to the forest to 
drag ont some knees and other timber for the Tcsscl on the stocks, 

March Slat. — The sktppeMi of the OpperdoeM and Zwarte Leeuw 
teoeiTe their deepatoh and our letters for Bata?ia. Obtained 1 ox 
ftnd 26 sheep from the Cochoquas. 

April 1st, — The Opperdoes leaves. The Ztmréê Leeuw still 
takiBg on board some more fuel. Arrival about 2 p.m« of the 

Ïacht Nuy&senburtjh from Amsterdam, Had left on the ITtli 
teoember^ with 151 men, inoluding 3H soldiers. Called nowhere. 
Had 2 deaths. The rest all welL The officers could give us no 
other news than that» to all appearanoej the French would make 
war agaiDit England ; and that 17 iinglish vessels had run out of 
tbe chauBcl without anyone knowing whither. 

Death in the Hospital of ComeliB Poulsz : left siok here by the 
AthiUu. 

April 2nd. — Arrival of the Zealand Flute De Witte Leeuw ^ 
with 63 men, inoluding IT soldiers. Had a very un prosperous 
voyage and lost 5 men, the rest had become very weak and stale 
(outlmoken). 3rd. — Death in Hospital of Jan Meesz:^ sailor, 
left sick here by th© Comtantia, 4th. — The Zttarte Leeuw leaves 
for Batavia, 

April 6tb, — Arrival of the ship Brederode Had left on the 
17th December vrith 175 men, inoluding 40 s<>ldiers. Had 5 
deftthf, includiog the junior merchant De Meeter. 

April 9th, — Lieutenant Sobut and 10 soldiers, a pack ox, and 
two mules, laden with copper, tobacco, beads, and other wares, 
proceed westwards to endeavour to barter some good cattle and 
flbeep &om the Cochoquae. 

April 10th, — At noon the Matter Agriculturist of the Com- 
pany, Jan Theunisz : brought La on a wagon a dead buffalo 
which our reed cutters had shot yesterday behind the BosbeuveL 
We bad it at onoe taken to the "paaaer" (market) in order to 
sell the meat by the pound to whoever liked to buy ; but as no 
one came forward, it was decided to salt the whole down for the 
«laves. 

April nth — Drisszling rain in the morning (Sunday). Very 
heavy in the afternoon ; so that the wet moncoon seems to have 
aet ID, Kain very much wanted every where^ but injurious to 
these leaky dwelling houses and stores.

^~ tained 3 lean oxen aad 10 sheep from the Coohoquae, 14th. — 
The Nut/.inenfjiir(fk receiveB her despatch 1 5th — She leaveA in 
the ©veniog, and takes with her to Batavia the junior merchant 
Abraham Uabbemaf hi^ wife and little daughter. He had 
resided here more than 10 years, and during the last 4 years 
filled the post of Secunde. 

April 16th —Had the whole roof of our rice loft in the out* 
works thoroughly tarred, because the tiles, notwi that an ding their 
having been whitewashed above and below, not having been 
thoroughly baked, permit the rain water to eoak through them* 
thus spoiling all our rice« For the same reason we had a large 
tarpauiin laid over the roof of the house vacated by Sieur 
G-abbema. 

April 16th, — All our three vessel b proceed to Eobben Island 
for blue slabs aud shells. 18th,— Death in Hospital of Pieter 
Jausz :, sailor left sick here by the Spe ranee. 

April 20th. — The Brederode reoeives her despatch» and fii«d 
again in the evening to notify that she was uuder sail. 

April 2 lot. — This afteraoon some men were sent out to look 
for Lieutenant Schut and party, who had been gent out eastward 
on the 9th instant to barter oattle. As he has been expected 3 
or 4 days ago^ it is feared that some misadventure may have 
befallen him* 

April 23rd.— Three return ships anchored in the mouth of the 
bay. One, carrying the Adnnral, fired a gim, whereupon the 
long boat of the Calff went to her. Towards noon a fourth 
return ship reached the roadstead* They were De Wmnende Maan, 
Bmjmhercke^ Meerman^ and Elburgh. Whust sitting this (Friday) 
afternoon in church, listening to the preparation sermon pre- 
ceding the Holy Communion (to be oelebrated next Sunday) , the 
Hon Jacobus Can, Commodore of the return lieet, landed, and as 
soon as the service was over, he and our other friends were 
welcomed and shown proper lodgings, 

April Q4th.— i>e Wamentle Mtmny having reached the proper 

roadstead, our sloop at once went off to fetch from board the 
Commodore ^s wife and children, who arrived on shore at nooni 
quite wet from the rain. 

In the afterfloon a soldier appeared before the Commander, 
stating that 9 days ago he had been ordered by Lieutenant Schut 
to remain on a certain spot twelve miles away from this with 
13 cattle and 42 sheep, until he returned with more cattle from 
other kraals which he intended to visits so that they might aooom- 
pany each other back to the Cape. But instead of 4 or 5 days 
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ho had remained away 9 without returning, bo the soldier, having 
waited in vain and having no more breadj had been compöUed 
to Gome hither alone with the «cattle withont uaderatanding the 
reason of Schut 's remainiijg away ao long, 

April 25th. — Sunday, Easter Day. The Holy Oommunion 
•oelebrated this morning in the Uall, and two sermons preached. 
ThiB afternoon 4 more horsemen were sent out in search of Schut 
^nd his men. 

April 26th. — Easter Monday, Only one eervioe in the morning. 
Bartered nine sheep from the Cochoq^uas. 

Whilst sitting at table at noon, Lieutenant Sohut and his 
men return, bringing 14 cattle and 97 sheep, i^bieb he had 
obtained in the kraals of Oedasoa far to the east. The cause of 
his long absence was the great rain which had lately fallen» ae 
the rivers had so swollen in eon sequence, that they could not oroas 
them, and were obliged to make rafts on which to cross with the 

April 27th, — Lovely weather. Commodore Cau» with wife and 
chUdreUr the Viee and Bear Admirals, as well as the skippers of the 
fleet, drive to the country to view the Company's comlande, vine- 
yards and orchards. 28th. — Two soldiers sent overland to 
Hout Bay to look for the fifth Return ship, De Vogelemangh, 
About 8 p.m. a free train-oil burner, named Sum, came overland 
from Saldanha Bay with a letter from the officers of the Vogelm- 
4tangh^ meDtioning that on Easter day she had been blown past 
the Cape, and obliged to make fcr Saldanha Bay, That they 
are obliged to pump almost day and night to keep the vessel 
afloat, and were consequeutly in want of many necessaries ; they 
begged earnestly for assistance* 

April 29th. — This morning Commodore Can and Commander 
Wagenaer ordered the flute Jloogh Carpel to leave for Saldanha 
Bay with the neceBsary supplies, as well as with i*^ or 12 ships' 
carpenters, in ordor to make the vessel tight as Koon as possible. 
In orde.' to hurry on the work, the Eear- Admiral, Daniel de Liooper 
will also proceed thither. 

And as we have been instructed from Batavia to distribute 
among the five return ships, in accordance with the distribution 
list sent tis, the valuable goods, consisting of silks and fine Hnen 
laden at Bengal and Ceylon iu the Vêtienbur^h and Vaiff\ and not to 
risk them further in these two vessels, we have this morning ordered 
the skippers to commence the transferenoe. , , . 

April 30 tk — Vice- Admiral De Looper leaves for Saldanha Bay 
with supplies, &c.j for the Vogeienmngh. 

May let. — ^The N. wind blowing ao strongly that Vice-Admiral 
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De Looper oanoot get awiLy, He aooordlDglj return e on iliore ; 
but to know how the orew of the Vogelenmugh^ eshsnited bj 
pumping, were aituftted, two horsemen were thifl afternoon 
deipatehed thither oTerland with a note to the officers, ordering 
them to make use of the fftTourable wind and come hither, but 
they did not dare to go to sea with sueh a leaky «nraJt, they were 
to wait for our afiEiet&nce. 

Maj drd. — Death in hospital of Hendriok Janninck, «ailort left 
tóok here by the I^ut/êëênburgh. 5th. — Died in Hoapital Hendriok 
Barenlfiz : sailor, left here hj the Nuj/êsenburgh, 6th, — Death in 
Hospital of Comeiii Symonsz : oarpenter, left sick here by the 
Witte Leeuw. 7th. — Death in lloflpital of the sailor Hendriok 
Maertenez : left aiek here by the Opperdou. 

Tbia morning the Commodore Oan and Counoil having met^ all 
time expired men were diiobarged, and other» who were indmed 
to re-enliat, promoted 

This afternoon the free oil burner, Bartholomens Boms» sailed 
in hii veseel, the Bruyt^ to Saldanha Bay with refreBlunents for 
the Vogeiensangh^ 

May 8th. — This morning about two o'clook one of the horse- 
men returned with a letter horn those of the k^ogekmangh^ statiBg 
Üiat after having discharged a large quantity of tbeir cargo and 
conveyed it to a certain Island, they had got their ship fairly 
tight» 80 that they hoped to be able to accompany the other return 
ships home. They had therefore intended to leave the bay for 
this, the (Jay before yesterday. 

Death in Hospital of Hendriok Amsingh, sailor, left aiok here 
by the Witiê Lemw. 

May loth. — Arrival of the Vogehmangh with 80 men. Had 
found two leaks at Saldanha Bay, which had been stopped as far 
aa practicable, so that she will be able to leave with the other 6 
ahipfi. 

Death in Hospital of Jasper Cornelias :^ Chief Carpenter an the 
hooker de PimpeL 

May 13th, — The Vogeiemangh and the other abipe provided 
with water and fuel» &o., aa the day of tbeir departure is approach* 
ing. 14th, The 17th fixed for leaving. tSth- The hooker ordered 
to Robben Island for some fat sheep for the fleet, but aa the N. 
wind was too violent, the long boat was sent instead. 

May 1 6th. — Sunday, After we had this day twice ardently called 
upon the name of the Lord in the Church, that the veeaels might 
have a prosperous voyage home» a merry farewell dinner was 
given this evening to Commodore Can and the officers of the fleet, 
hoping that they will be able to leave to-morrow. 
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Whilst at diDDer we were told that same roguea belongiDg to 
the Returii fleet had made a huge fire at the water-trough (water* 
bak), and thrown into it a strong *' etone wagon " of the Company, 
and some timber and plank» of the new vesfiel ; and that they 
would have done more mischief, if they had not been dispersed by 
lieutenant Schut and his men, who also put oat the fire* 

May 17th, — This afternoon Commodore Can, Vice- Admiral De 
Xiooper and Rear-Adoairal Hagen hoeck embarked, and were 
eaoorted on board by Commander Wagsnaer, but as ^e evening 
"WdB oalm^ the vessels eould not leave. 

May 1 8th. — About nine o'clock we ware told by the watoh- 

meo on the Redoubt that during the night three convicts who had 
eic'aped in a boat from Kobben Islaud» had arrived and been 
detained there ; they bad previously «^ed at two of the vessels 
with the intention of stowing themaelves away, but none would 
allow them on board ; they therefore landed at the Redoubt. We 
at once Eent our ensign to fetoh them and put them in prison; 
but as the little boat a at too high and dry, she could not, on 
account of the surf, be secured* This escape was the oanse of all 
the firing on Hobben Island, which was ascribed erroneously to 
approaching veseelë behind the Lion M<)uataii] . tie ven farm servants 
and four Company'a servants, including our Provost, missing 
to-day.

He returns on the 
27th. Seventy soldiers sent this evening to the Forest to drag some 
timber from it.

May 29th. — At noon all the stowaways were punished

June let. — A new kiln containing 200,000 bricks set alight. 

June 2nd.^ — A new store commenced on W, side of the Fort, 
near the beach, and adjoining the new market. It is intended for 
marine stores^ the old building being leaky and easily accessible to 
thieves. 

June 3rd. Ascension Day,^ — Service this morniog in the Fort, 
and for the reet no work done this day. 5th. Death in Hospital 
of the fioldier Pieter Cop, left here by the Opperdoes, 6th (Sunday), 
Alao of the 6oldier Matthijs Maijer, left here by Set Cmieet 
Medenbiik. 9th. The Hooker Gecroonde Haringh proceeds to 
Baldanha Bay for a cargo of fish for the use of the workmen and 
the slaves. 

June 10th, — A ship's carpenter left sick here by the Speranee, 
and named Brujn Volckers, after having been restored to health» 
was employed in the Compaoy's carpenter shop here, but when on 
the 8th instant he was standing at hia work» he was treacherouely 
wounded in the back of his head with a chopper by a druuken 
turner named Adriaen Vos, He was accordingly obliged to 
r#tum to the Hospital, where he died to*day about noon. 

June lltK*-*This morning a prnt-morietn examination was held 
on the body of the deceased carpenter by two surgeons, in presence 
of two commissioners from the CounciL The head was opened, 
and it was found that the axe had penetrated about an inch into 
the brain (see the written declarations of the two Burgeons), The 
body was then brought to the graveyard and honourably buried.

Cam man der, Zacharias AV a geneer, named Maria Auxbrebis, 
when iittiog at table on the night of the 1 6tli May last, not 
feeling herfielf well, waB obliged to retire to bed^ In order to reet 
a while. Four or five days later Bhe waB grievouily attacked with an 
aoute dyeenterj, and beoaTSfe gridually weaker and weaker, until 
that good matron finally departed thia life about ten o'clock tbii 
BYemog.

Koosendael, who reoeived the stipulated reward of f*^5. 

June 20th. — Sunday. ThiB afternoon the little daughter of 
our dispenserj Sieur Boccaert, who died yesterday, was buried. 

June 22nd — Adnaen Vol of TJtreoht, a turner, who had last 
month killed a oarpeiiter by deaving hi« head with an aie, was 
sentenced to have his head chopped off with an axe, but in oonie* 
quence of the woeful request of this criminal, and the mediation 
of our minister and other honoBt people that he might not be 
deliTered over to the beadsman, t}ut shot, and also for the sake 
of hiB parents and his wife, the sentence was mitigated aooord- 
ingly, and it was further ordered that alter death, he waa to 
be placed in a coffin end buried. At 11 o'clock the sentecoe was 
carried out. Ho was bound to a pole and so shot, having 
preyiously shown a real Cbiistian repentance for this murder. 
We trust that this punishment will be a deterrent to others.

The said ohuroh is situated in the middle of the plaia 
on which the New Portress is to be built. At preeeut it is merely 
a wooden building thatched with reeds, but m kr^e that fully a 
thouBABd people oan be aooommodated inside with sitting and 
standmg room. 

July 5th, — Fiscal de Cretzer and Ueutenant Schut proceed to 
the country to make a general inipection among the farmers^ in 
order to know who have already ploughed their lands, and to urge 
thoBd to do 80, who have hitherto been too la^y. 

July 6th. — The Caapmen bring two bullooki and 16 eheep to 
«elL This has not occurred for a long while* One of them, named 
by tis " de Cuyper " {the Cooper), mentioned that the chiefs of 
the Cochoquas, Oedosoa and Qounomoa, had drawn a large number 
of Caapmen to them, as well ae some of the Tobacco thieves, 
inteuding to go far away from us into another country , and never 
more to return. It is our opinion however that from jealousy 
they intend to attack the Chainouquas, our best friends, an inten- 
tion that should be frustrated in good time, as we obtain the 
most and best cattle from the latter. 

July ' 1 1th. — Sunday. Another lion seen this afternoon below 
Table Mountain ; he had been after the sheep, but we do not 
Imow whether he did any mischief . 

July 12th.— Death in hospital of Abraham Jans^ : who arrived 
in the £t'ednade. 

July 14th. — The same lion kills a young heifer behind Lion's 
Hill this morning, and though two cattle herds, who are always 
armed with muskets, had firtd at him, the meat thief had 
f l^Mi sitting on the carcase to suck out the blood. 15th, —

Jan Theunis, Superintendent at the " Bohuur,"

July 20th.— In consequence of the heavy rains and violent N. 
Western, the big boat is unable to reach Bobben Island with 
supplies for the men, so that tba latter will not find much to bite, 
which may cause trouble. The boat succeeds in leaving on the 
22nd- 

July 23rd. — As we saw that our EDglish boat would not be 
of service much longer, as most of her bottom was rotteUt we sold 
her to-day to a certain freeman and fil burner for 1150; this 
amouct will be brought up nest year (om die toeco mende jaar te 
berde brengen), 

July 27th.— The hooter De Pimpel leaves for Batavia with 
our letters and a £ne S.K breeze* 

July 30th.— Preparation sermon this afternoon. Holy Com- 
munion to be celebrated the day after to-morrow for the first tmie 
in the new Church, 

July 31 Bt — Saw this after coon the flag flying from the hooker, 
as well ae on the Watchhoiifle Kyokuy t, whereupon about 4 o'clock 
to our great joy and with our cheers the Ryzende Zon and 
Nieuwenhöven arrive. They had left tbe Texel on the tith A^ril^ 
the one with 150 men (including 60 soldiers) of whom 5 had £©d, 
and the other with 131 men (including 30 soldiers) of whom 2 
had died. They brought news that there was as yet no prospect 
of an end to the war, and that both English and Dutch had been 
equipping themaelves strongly for the sea. The officers reported 
that they had taken *an English prize of 50 lasts, called the Jeme^ 
Aroniure^ which they had burnt, a$ it was old and worn out< 

August 1st. — (Sunday), This day Holy Communion waa ode- 
brated in the New Church, outside on the plain of the New Fortxeai. 
Various new members attended, 

August 2nd. — A freeman shot a wolf and received the usual 
reward. Our Ensign, Johannes CooOj sent inland with 10 men and 
some wares to endeavour to barter some cattle and sheep* 

August 3rd. — Sieur Laous sent on board the two veaaels to 
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öbtiln tapplioB of which we were in need hitherto» 5th. — Enaign 
Ooan returns from inlaiic^ with 14 oxen and 33 eheep. 6th. — 
Biiouits landed from de Zon. 9th. — Death in Hospital of Hendrick 
Suade, who arrived here in the Rhynland. llth>^ — Death in 
HoBpital of the soldier Jan Bort, who arrived in the AcMUes, 
VXtk. — As all onr provisions are now landed, the two vessels may 
Ifiave on Saturday, iSth. — ^All papers and letters delivered to 
the skippers and bookkeepers* Death of a soldier named Jacob 
Bouwortsz *, who arrived Iftst jeax in the Loo^duymn. 

August 15th. — The Rtj^ende Son and Nieuwênhgven leave with 
a fltrong S* W. breeze. May God conduct them. 

August 17th» — The Bruydegom takes divers kinds of timber 
to RoDben Island, in order to build a amaU jetty there, that 
lieaoeforth the shells may just be dropp&d into the boats* 

August 18th. — Lieutenant Schut and 24 soldiers went out 
towards evening with some iron crowbars, picks, shovels and 
spades, in order to make a road over the Bosheuvel, in order to 
flnable ua with wagons to bring our timber and planks from a 
n&wly found forest in the kloof towards Houtbay. 

August 21st. — Towards evening Ensign Schut returns ; he had 
foand the work s^ much, that he was obliged to leave his men 
there under command of a sergeant, that they might nest week 
Mume their labour sooner. About the same time four Hottentoos 
also arrived, of the Chainouqua tribe, residing towards the East. 
They came to see how we were getting on, as the son of the Chief 
or Bouryj Sousoa, would visit us, as soon as he heard from us ; 
bat we intend ourselves to send some men to him next week, and 
m the meanwhile to keep and entertain his Hottentoos here to 
èow us the way. 

August 23rd. — Arrival of a large vesseL Thought she had on 
hoard the Hon. de Bitter or the Kon. Quaelherghen* She proved 
to be the fine new ship, De Eoiiand.'iv/te layn^ from Texel on the 
loth April The Hon de Bitter bad left in her, but had suddenly 
died on the 15th following. Had been well refreshed at 11 ja d© 
Kmj, but of her crew of 2^i% men, 2u had died, whilst she brought 
2Ö ffick* Death in Hospital this evening of Aemout Keyaer, 
loldier» who arrived here in the Opperdom. 

August 24th. — Fiscal de Cretser with 12 men, 5 pack 03ten, and 
3 iSfies, sent this afternoon to the Chainonquas, encamped towards 
Ütó East, to endeavour to barter a large troop of cattle with the 
Virea he took with him^ as we are at present much in want of 
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August 25th.— At noon we again saw the flag flying from the

a' ter noon a vessel, with the Hag at top, anehared near the Holland- 
H€he Tu^n. She was the long expected Dordrecht of Delft, having 
on board the stiooessor of Mr. Wagen aer^ the Hon. Commander 
van Quaelbergh. She had left the Te^el on the 19th December 
last with 294 men (inoludiog 89 soldiers), hut aa she had been 
obliged to lie anchored under the Island Fero for 2 months, and 
afterward had many misfortunes in the form of calms, and pesti- 
lence and sickness among the men, she had lost 112 men by death, 
amoBg whom were the skipper Jan Lm^asz :, the merchant, and 
mate. The rest who were alive, were, with 8 or 10 exoeptionfi, all 
prostrate, and we had to send ^0 men of the Hollafid^che Tu^n 
on board to lower her boats, and take in her sails, &e , so that we 
found her as desolate and miaerable a ship as we have never eeen. 
before here. 

August 26th. — Some of the sick landed, more than 100, ao 
that we had no room for all in the Hospital, and had to put ^ome 
in the** passer" (Market-house). Towards noon the Hon- Van 
Quaelbergh and family land, but aU of them by no means . 
brought the best of health with them. I 

August 2rth. — Drafted 12 strong sailors from the HoUandMcht 
Tuyn^ and 12 soldiers from the garrison, to do the work on the 
Dordrecht^ as there were no 10 men on board fit to do duty. 30th, 
— The long boat busy conveying water to her. 

August 31 st. — Thi« morning Commander Wagenaer drove to 
the country with his auocessor tKe Hon. Quaelbergh, and further 
Company, to view the Company's lands. A ship in sight ; with the 
help of a telescope (Kycker)» we oonoluded that she carried a blue 
French flag. 

September Ist.— The vessel arrives. The Captain and Mate 
land, and mentioned that she was a French vessel of the Fleet of 
the Hon. Caron, and named Si Jan. His Honour had with that 
Fleet left Roebelle on the 15th March last in order to proceed to 
Madagascar, It ooneiated of 10 large and small vessels under 
command of the Viceroy Montvergne, whilst this little vessel, 
which oarrred 60 men, had wandered away from the Fleet during 
the night of the 15th July last, 6° North of the line, and sinoe 
had heard tothing of it, but according to the mate it might have 
called at Sierra Leone for water, whenoe it was to make for Table 
Bay according to orders.

They also bring Surgeon Pieter van Meerhofl, his wife 
and youngest child born on the Island, that it might be baptized 
aaxt Sunday, llth, - Obtained 1 ox and 5 sheep from the 
Goohoquas. Towards evening two sailors of the HarUigh fought 
with knives on the jetty, the one receiving two dangerous wounds 
in his ohest and right side. The otbor was at once seized and 
imprisoned. 12tb« — Drizzling rain, very wel com e^ but not much* 

September l^ith.— Cretaer and bis men returc, having obtained 
from the Ghainouquas 70 cattle and 2u0 sheep. On his return, 
however, 10 oxen and as many sheep bad died, as they were too 
old and loaOi and consequeBtly unable to cross the mountains* 

Death in hospital of Daniel J^ngelgraaff, of Amsterdam, who 
had arrived in 1663 as soldier in the Marssereen, During life he 
had b^n a quiet and useful young man, and for that reason we 
had afterwards employed him as schoolmaster for the C ape white 
and black children. 

The Gicroonffe Hanngh left for Ceylon with our and Home 
despatches for the Hon« Byekloff van (loens, Governor &nd Super- 
intendent there. 

September 14th. — No agrioulturist having as yet this year 
brought in any grain to the Company^s stores, aeoording to eon* 
traot, the Town Messenger was with the Sergeant i^nt Into the 
oonnlry to warn all to do so within 3 days, as otherwise the Com- 
pany would have it taken out of their houses. 17th, — Death in 
nospital of the soldier Jan Huybertsz :» left hereby the Opperdoes, 

September 2Ut, — Arrival of the Zealand ship, De Wahherm. 
Had left Texel on the 2nd May with 2^5 men, inoludiog 95* 
soldiers. Bad lost 62 men, the rest were in the same plight as 
tbose of the Bordrechf, We were therefore obliged to send on 
board the skipper and 30 men of the latter vessel to assist in 
furling the sails and berthing the vessel, as 120 were prostratej 
and the others so stifE with scurvy that they oould hardly move 
bond or foot.

Death of the soldier Abraham Lacet, left 
here by the Wakheren, 20th. — Death of the sailor Jacob 
Willemsz : Dommecracht, left here by the Wakheren, 

October 2 1st — Boats return from the Island with blue flags and 
shells. An hour later Lieutenant Schut and party arrive, all well 
and hearty, excepting the aforesaid sick agriculturist, who was 
conveyed hither in the wagon, and thence transferred to the 
Hospital. They brought a oousiderable quantity of cattle, 
consisting of 66 cattle and 469 sheep* Out of tnis number 8 
oxen and 62 sheep were presents from various Hottentoo captains 
to Commander van Quaelbergh as a welcome to the Cape.

Death 
in Hospital of the inilor Abraham Pmters de Clerok, left here by 
the Wakheren* 

November -*rd. — Vessel lighted behind the Lion Mountain* 
Wind contrary > preventing her from reaohing Port* Fired three 
guns ; at once the Bloops of the Beurs and Kauw and our own 
were sent out to her asaistance. About two in the afternoon she 
reached the roadatcad. The Fiscalj who had accompanied our 
sloop, on his return mentioned that she was the flute Ot/evaer of 
Zealand,, in a most desolate etate, yea ! so much so, that if she 
had not received üssistaoce, she could not possibly have reached 
the roadstead and been saved, m there were not eii healthy men 
on board, all being ill in bed. The skipper^s name was Adriaea 
Huybertsz : Stuctel, and that of the junior merchant, Sniokem 
These also landing, reported that she had left the Texel on the 
29th April, and called at Ilhio de Maij on the 25th June, where 
she had been fairly refreshed. She had ITS men, of whom 48 had 
died, whilst more than 90 were laid up. Boom was at once made 
on shore for them^ that they might land to-morrow and be properly 
provided with aocommodation and refreshments. This morning 
died in Hospital Ouwe Jans^ ;, Corporal of De Beur%. , 

November 4th.— The Kauw assists the Oyevaer during the 
morning, and leaves in the afternoon for Batavia. God grant her a 
iafe arrival, and before the departure of the Betum Fleet. 6th. 
The rest of the sick (about W) landed from the O^êraer, 7tk 
Died in the Lord the sailor Cruy Comelisz : of the Dordrecht. 

November 10th.— The sick of the Beurs examined. The oon 
valescents to be sent on board to-morrow, i 1th. About 30 were 
embarked by the commiseioners. This afternoon our Mauiitiiii \ 
trader arrived (The Hooghcmpel^ see Journal June 24thj 1666*) 
She had reached the aforesaid Island on the 30th July last^ ' 
where our garriBon was still in good state ; after she had carried 
out her instruotioDBj she had taken in 944 pieoes of Ebony, a box 
containing 18| lbs. amber de noir, and 8 casks salted buck aad 
goat fiesb, and 8 casks of fish (oaught by the crew). Had left on 
the 15th Septeaüber for St* Augustin Bay (Madagascar) > reaohing 
;>Uowing, where they were unable to obtain a

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to the Conmander Comelis van tiuaelbergh and the 
Gounoil of the Fort the Good Hope^ regarding the capabilities of 
KauritiuB, and what happened in^ and in the neighbourhood of 
tha Bay St. Angustin in Madagascar. 

" Haying left the Cape on the 27th June under the proteotion of 
the Lord, we arrived in the S. E. harbour of Mauritius on the 
30th July following. The bay ia fine for the preservation of the 
ibips, but on account of the S. E. winds that usually blow there, 
it ia very difficult to get out of the narrow entrance (naute dee 
gatfl.) 

From the annexed journal, eondenmation and other books of 
the Commander^ will appear what has happened since his arrival 
there. 

This Island is ? miles in extent^ and because of the small rock e , 
(tlipsteentjes) scattered about in every direction, very difficult ol 
access to a novice. It may be presumed that the Island consists 
of one rook on which many high mountains rest, whiuh, as well as 
the valleys and plains, are covered with divers kinds of trees, and 
thus together form a forest* 

From the mountains several pleasant rivulets and rivers spring, 
fidl of uncommonly good water, which does a great deal of good 
to nmn and beast there. 

Good land for agriculture is little there \ the best even is 
mixed with stones, which will have to be taken out with great 
trouble, in order to produce a good plantation. 

The best spot hitherto found for the purpose, lies at a running 
river, about 1| hours on foot from the Lodge, and named the 
Great Lemon Garden (de Groote Lijmoen Thuiju), because of 
the lemons, citrons, oranges, (sour as well as sweet), shaddooks, 
and limeSj which grow there in large numbers, and to au uncom- 
monly fine and large size. The spot is accordingly a very 
pleaaant one, the ground itself being high and level landj fairly 
rioh and about 25 morgen in extent; it is very good for 
planting Turkish beans, which have been shown to grow very 
luxuriantly there and to produoe much fruit ; however, 
wheat, rye, oats, barley, iK;o,, are very much destroyed by rata, 
which are numerous there, and moreover, they do not oome 
to perfection, the ears withering away as soon as they begin to 
form, so that no orops cat be expected* 

Ere this vines had thriven luxuriantly in some stony 
plaoes, and much may therefore he expected from the plants now 
again brought to the Island by the occupiers, if they are only 
properly cared for. 

nabïiageg^ carrots, and other vegetables grow as well in 
lodens there as they do here, and this secures good refreah- 
!or both gannson and ships* 
nve been told that at a distanoa of 4 or ö Du(oh 
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milm from the Ijodge and to the west of the 8,E. harboijr, 
situated 2 islets with oocsoanut trees, and which are aeeordingly 
oolled the GocoaQut Islands. Natarally in oonrse of time 
the J will be found very servioeable for the garrison, if thej know 
how to collect the fniit properly. 

Palm trees grow very abundantly in some places, and like 
the cocoanut trees are very spongy ; their sap (which is & 
good drink) MB be drawn from them ; and the pith which is 
sitnated on the top in the heart» is fit in time of need, for use aa 
bread, the leaves being very servioeable for thatching houses. 

There are very few pisangs; little attention is paid to 
their growth, and the few which the narrator had seen had 
been stül green. 

Within those forests dwell the parrots, parroquetea, turtle 
and other wild dovea, the mischievous and unuenally large 
ravens, falcons, bata, and other birds, whose names the writer does 
not know, never before having seen any. The ground of 
this wilderness serves as a shelter and lair for the cattle (whioh 
have large humps near their Eeoks), for harts, hinds, goate and 
pigs (the destroyers of the young eattle that are running wild 
there in all directions), and for the slow tortoises whose livers 
and eggs are considered great delicacies, and whose fat (with 
which the garrison is amply provided) is very heaithy and fit for 
use in food and other ways. 

Waterfowls such as geese, teals, waterhens and ffamingoes, 
are found among the marshes, and in largo numbers ; and, 
especially the teüs, are so tame that they can be killed with 
sticks ; all are fat and of good taste. 

The rivers and waters in no way yield the palm to the 
land in fruitfulness, as they produce an immense abundanoe of 
fish, for instance unusually good white perch, large '* harder," 
bream^ " Jacob Evertsz/' klipfish, eels, banstiokle, the dangerous 
shark, and the large sea cow, whose flesh and likewise that of the 
turtle, is very delicious when fresh — the flesh of the former, when 
salted, going a long way to fill the meat casks* 

The lover of oysters can there completely satisfy hia 
cravings, and in short, the place is most satisfactorily pro- 
vided with all the necessaries required for man's support* 

I'he residency there, if properly managed, could be 
annually provided with a large quantity of salted beef, 
venison, and goats tlesh; all animals, being so tame^ can 
be easiiy secured by the hunter, and if supplied with proper 
fishing tackle, especially seins, the garrison would be able 
to catch a large quantity of fieh, which might be dried or salted 
down, the samples now brought from that Island showing with 
what suocess the salting and drying have been effected. 

Before his departure thence the skipper had called his Oouncü 
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*ogötli6r and given their dwharge to three time-expired men» 
whose places were taken by thre« others of the orew, and, subject 
to the approval of the Hon, van Quaelbergh, the following per- 
sons were promoted, viz, : — 

Evert Hans van Ooperwjk, from 19 to fl3. He iindertakea to 
serve as maater cooper. ComeliB Pouwels ^t Hart, from f 10 to 
f 13, afl above for a cooper. Willem Joris, of Amsterdam, from 
f 10 to f 12, He is to serve as quarterm^ter. 

Jan Weatphalen from f9 to f 12, Will serve as mason. But 
whether skipper Jan had Bpecial authority in bia case, and also 
lor signing all the other appointmentSj the writer (Bookkeeper 
Jaoob Ghranaet] does not know. It does not appear from the 
instructions that he had any authority for doing so. 

The carpenter, Hendrik Reynst, who had been accepted for 
a year's service at f 15 per month, has been sent back by the 
oommander^ Sieur Wreede, in consequence of his repeated protea- 
tatione that he did not see how to earn a living there, 

Johannes Pniorim^ sent thither as Secuude, and at the same 
time to perform the duties of sick visitor, had remained there in 
tihe latter eapacity, as Wreede considered the assistant, van Laer 
as his Secunde, whom he could not spare on account of the good 
service he was rendering the Company. 

After having done everything, as above mentionedj and landed 
seven men on the Island, thus increasing the number of the 
garrison from IS to 25, we departed, in the name of God, on the 
11th of September for Madagascar, which we sighted on the 20tL 
Until the 26th we coasted along shore, and found the coast 
generally even and high. We anchored in St. Augustin Bay, 

We found the inhabitants to be very covetous, untruthful, and 
thievish ; at first they attempted to blind us with large promises of 
muob rice, beans and cattle, which they professed to have in abun- 
dance, in order to obtain some preseutg from us, but we could clearly 
ooDclude from their hungry stomachs, that we could get very 
little out of them, and the more so, as the three principal chiefs, 
with whom Sieur Blanck had conducted the greater part of Ms 
barter in 1663 (and without whom he would have obtained very 
little) had been killed by the Lapahoutis; and further, as in 
oonsequence of the continual wars, in which they are daily 
engaged, they set fire to each other's lands and grain, captured 
0a3i other's cattle, and completely destroyed everything, so that 
they are obliged to seek their food by the way, and which mostly 
ooBsists of a piece of sugar cane and a small fish, whilst for bread 
they eat a withered (dorre) fruit, which grows at the way side, 
and on which they are obliged to subsist. In their food they are 
very Like the llottentoos here, but they are not so dirty on their 
bodies. Their hair they bind up very curiously in various braids^ 
and like all other black nations, they rub their heads with cil. 
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iftoe^c The J go about quit© naked, and only cover their ijriyate parta 
with Utile olothe^ which they make themselves. Their houses are 
made of wild palm leaves and hranchea of treee plaited together» 
with dooiB 80 low, that they are obliged to ereep through them. 

Sn£Beient fish oan be obtained there, but the only oattle seen by 
UB, were those which we bought from them, coneisting of a hump 
ox and 19 goats and sheep, which they feared would he taken 
away from them by their enemies. We paid for each sheep or 
goat, according to ita size, 5 or t> small bars of copper, or from 12 
to 14 strings of white or red beads, and for an ox about 2^ lbs. 
oopper wire. 

The beans obtained there, and no more, were produced by them^ 
and oonfiisted of 7 " kufjes,** or about 170 or 180 lbs. We ako 
obtained some unpurified, dirty honey, for which we paid more 
than it was worth, in order to i^duoe them to bring down some 
morei and which they would have done under any circumstances, 
and we made them aU small presents whioh pleased them very 
much. 

The merchandize liked by thorn ooneiBts of red, white and blue 
beads, if they are fairly large. On the other hand they will not 
look at the small ones ; for linen cloth nothing can be obtained 
from them, hut they accept it as presents. As far as we have 
gone through the country, it is dry and poor : it has many high 
mountains, and forests, and the wood growing near the sea shore 
is only fit for fuel. Enough tamarind could be obtained by 
plucking. We also saw little trees whose fruit is not unlike that 
of the "Saceledane." It is to be presumed that among the moun- 
tains large specimens will be found. 

lu the neighbourhood of Zalaer, where the English had era thiB 
their fortress, there is a pleasant sweet water river, where they, as 
well as ourselves had to fetch our water, but it is veiy dangerous 
for ships to lie there. 

There are likewise various kinds of fine birds, the names of 
whioh ^e etiil unknown to us, but snipes and flamingoes abound 
along the sea shore. The island is also full of wild animals as 
" oaymen," snakes, salamandei^, lizards, Ac, some of which we 
caught there. The flies and mosquitoes, which ar* there in laj*ge 
numbers, show themselves as the open enemies of man. 

The obedience which these people render their chiefs, under 
whom they stand, (and who are always to be foremost if anything 
is to be done) is very little indeed. As a rule they are nimble 
and strong, and when they war against each other, they yoU 
exceedingly loud, and fight with their asBagais so long until one 
of the parties takes to flight. We saw three wounded, as they 
had been in action near the tent which we had pitched there. 

After having lain there frmtlessly more than 20 days, and seen 
that nothing could be done for the Company, whilst our supply of 
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rieo was getting exhausted, as we had ^ but a small quantity 
on board, we were obliged to lea?© on the 17th October, arriving 
here on the 11th November^ 16ti6, all well,

From Mauritius the Commander, Sieur GeorgFrederik Wreede, 
wrote that everything thei-e went on satisfactoril j ; all the men 
were very willing for all kinds of services ever since three of 
them had been punished for deserting to the N* W. Harbour, in 
order to get on board of an English or French ship there. Their 
names were Willem de Corn i nek, of Noortloos, cadet ; Evert 
Hendrioksz, of Coperwijck, boatman ; and Jan Comelifiz : of 
Utrecht. Hence, next year no smaller quantity of ebony may be 
looked for, ifjonly axes do not tail. 

There was an abundance of timber, lime, stone, and clay, fit for 
bricks and tiles, hence he believed that he would without difliculty 
be able this year to complete the neoessary dwelling*houae6 
and ittorea. 

All garden produce had been very successful last year, espe- 
eially Turkish beans, of which so much wae gathered that lie had 
been able to feed the garrison for half a year on it. All that b ad 
been sown had, however, not produced ï^eed, and uo Cape grain 
or Bfttavian "paddy** had as yet been tried. He had, never- 
theless, good hopes that both would thrive well, as also tobacKX) 
and grapes. 

Seven blacks, [including a woman, were still in hiding there, 
and had often been seen by men of the garrison destroying an 
incredible number of cattle, and only using the humps and breast 
pieoes» leaving the rest of the carcase to rot by the way. There 
would be no possibility to capture these people aUve, but they 
might be killed, if orders were received in that direction," Bar- 
tered 1 ox and 17 sheep from the Coohouquas. 

November 13th.— Death in Hospital of the sailor Hirek 
Dirke:^:, and a soldier,* Niecklaas Moufiert, 16th, Obtained 6 
sheep and 5 cattle from the Hottentoos. 

November 17th, — The ship's officers land early and receive 
their papers, taking their fsarewell dinner with the Commander* 

Jan Blteker, soldier, who arrived in the Beutë^ this day sux- 
rendired his soul to Qod. 

November 18th. — Arrival of the Qertchiigheyt of Amsterdam, 
a new ' spiegel ' ship, commanded by Aiilriesz : Pietersz : Uaijer, 
Left Texel 'on the 5th July with 151 s^alsj of whom 3 hrd died, 
Cdled nowhere* Brought the very pleasant news that our ooun- 
try's fleet had once more had a violent battle of 4 days with that 
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of thê English f from the 11th to the Hth), and obtained the 
Tiotory, On receipt of this news a thanksgiving sermon was 
preached bj the Rev. Waohtendorp, who, as suooeflsor to the Bev* 
de Yoocht, will remain here a while* In the evening tionfiFes 
were lighted and the oannone discharged. 19th, The Beun 
leaves. May the Almighty be her guide. Death in Hospital of 
Ewout Jansz:, boatswain of the Gerechtig hey t. 

November 22Dd. — ^The Commander embarks on the Jloogcaspel 
for the IflUïid, to issue the neoessarj orders, and inveatigate the 
oomplaints of the gamson against the Superintendent, &e. 2rifd. 
The Hoogcmpd leaves. Death of Christtaan Claas^:, who amved 
here in the Rhynhnd, 

November 24th. — Death in Hospital of Jan Arentsas r van Loon 
of the Oytvaer^ also of Anthony van Achten, of the Beurê, 

November 26 th.^ — Return of the Commander from the Island. 
He had proper declarations drawn up on the spot by the Fiscal of 
the complaints, whioh were answered in writing by the accused^ 
which have all been brought hither for collation. Bartered 16 

sheep from the Coohouquas, 

Nozember 28th. — Jan Bok, of the GerechUghetjt^ and another 
person landed aiok here, died in the Lord. 

November 29th, — A lion wounds a paok ox at the Sohunr 
during the night without doing auy further damage. Obtained 
3 o:xen and 14 sheep from the öochouqnas. 

November 30th* — Tlie Qerechtigheijt having exchanged her sidt 
mea for healthy ones, receives her dispatch. Lieutenant Schut 
with 'i or 4 men, went to the *Sohuur' this afternoon to see 
whether it would not be possible to shoot the lion, whether duricg 
daj'light or at night, should he return, in order to prevent him 
from doing further mischief. Obtained 4 sheep from Oedaaoa's 
people, 

December 1st. — Mons. Sohut returns and reports that Üie lien

Having been Blmrply examined, they 
oonfessedj viz : two of them, that on the 20th November they had 
broken into tbe garden of the free burgher, Jan lieyniersz : and 
had taken from» and oairied away with them, a bag of oabbagea, 
and together eaten a portion of the same, boiled and prepared by 
the third prisoner ; and as many com plain te of the freemen and 
Üie caretakers of the Company's gardens on the same subject daily 
come to our ears, and no longer any cattle in the veld, or produce 
in the gardens are safe from such tbieres, ao that this Colony is, so 
to say, almost ruined, and nothing certain is left for us or the

December 1 2th. — Sunday. Arrival of a French sbip, the long 
expected Admiral of the French East India Fleet, Mens: de 
Monde- Vergne, viz, : SL Jun, carrying 800 men. Had with her 
men and the fleet, called at Seoeife in Brazil, and in the neighs 
bourhood of Tristan da Cunha, parted from her consort», so that 
th© reat may be daily expected. 

Shortly afterwards the Commander sent on board the merchant 
Sieur LacuSj to congratulate His Excellency on his safe arrival 
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and give him a heartj welcsoma, with the offer of good lodging 
Bhould he he pleased to land. Laous on his return reported that 
hifi offers had been politely deolined, until the arrival of the 
other ehipflj and of Mons : Caron. 

To-daj, to our great regret the little white horse died in oon- 
aequence of his wounded hip, 

December 13th. — ^Our secretary aent on board of the French- 
man» with a fllieep^ some milk and eggs, and a lenewetl offer of a 
lodging and reception on shore to His JExoellencj, He was also to 
requeet permisBianlfor the Commander) to oome on board to bid him 
welcome^ but aa His Excellency had each time left our deputation 
waiting for hours before they were admitted to an audienoe, 
to whioh the Commander did not wish to expose bim^elff the 
latter wrote the following letter to the Viceroy : — ^' Hon. Sir, — 
I felt very happy when I learnt that your Excellency had arrived 
in good health in this bay and on board of your ship. Had I 
known it sooner I would have welcomed your Excellency with 
more gun^, it being otherwise not our usual custom. You will 
therefore be pleased to pardou us> and not to doubt that, should 
you land, and accept our hospitality, such attention and honour 
will be shown you as we are able to command here. In order to 
afford you a proof of the same, I am prepared to visit you on 
board myself, and personally greet you, should you d.low me to 
do so without being delayed^ and in acoordanoe with the respect 
due to my office and my masters. I have therefore sent my 
Secretary to yon as the bearer of this letter, and of my friendly 
sentiments towards your Excellency. With cordial greetings I 
commend your Excellency to the safe protection of Qod* &o.

In the Fort ** the Gkiod Hope/' this 13th day of December, 
1666. 

In the afternoon, about *3 o'clock, the Secretary returned and 
stated that His Excellency had with great pleasure accepted all 
the Cape fruits, but had postponed his landings He had also 
civilly declined to accept our visit, writing the following reply ; — 
**0n board of the Admirai^ 13th December, 1666» — Sir! 1 am 
extremely obliged that you show such evidence of your thorough 
affection to us after our arrival here. Nor do I in a less degree 
understand from your letter your great courtesy, and the good 
understanding existing between the King, my master, and the 
States General, I heartily thank yon for the refreshments 
which add to my obligations. I hope to revenge myself for all 
these great favours wliich I have received here, and within a few 
days personally to thank you on ihorei and to offer you my 
for everything done to me herej but I do not accept what 
in jrour pleasant letter ('t geen UE : met sijnen a^n- 
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g^naêmeo bekent maeott) that jon Bbould take the trouble to *^* 
oome on board here. I do not desire jou to Bubjeot joureelf to 
•iioh inoouTenienoo before I have visited jou on ehore, well 
knowing that it is not reaBonable that a commander should leave 
his fort and place without mutual private oorreBpondanee. In 
the meanwhile I praj jou to believe that I am much pleased with 
all the oivilitiefij and Biooerelj declare that I shall at all timee 
ahow myself to be, Monsieur : jour humble and affeotlonate 
servant^

Deoember 14th, — The dispenser, Siour Boooaertj was sent on 
board the Frenoh ship to-daj in order to provide His Ëxoellenoj 
again with nev^s and fresh garden produce, and to express to him 
the desire of the Commander peraoüallj to welcome him this day 
on hoard* The request was civilly aooepted, and thereupon the 
Commander and some of his subordinates proceeded on board in 
the afternoon» and after the ceremonies had been ended and a 
banquet partaken of, the party returned on shore in the evening 
under a salute of some guns. 

Death in hospital of Joost Leendoitsz: of Delft, left here siok 
bj the Walcheren, 

December 15th. — To-day a corporal and 6 men were sent over* 
land to Saldanha Bay in order to garrison the islands lying in it, 
BB it was understood that the French intended to take posseejiou 
of that Bay. 

Obtained 49 sheep bj barter* 

I>eoember 16th. — Sergeant Wiedenholt and five men sent after 
the othere to Saldanha Baj to occupy the watering plaoe, and 
throw up a fort there. The traffic boat Bruidegmn accordingly took 
on board supplies for two months, according to the following 
Resolution (16 Dec* 1666) :—^* Whereas we have been given to 
understand, not only by private persons on board ^he French ship 
St. Jan f under the command of the Viceroy of Madagascar, Mons: 
de Montvergnej who arrived here on the I2th instant, hut likewise 
in conversation with his deputies, that they had been ordered by 
their King to throw up a iort in Saldanha Bay, if it were found 
enitable for the purpose, and at the same time to take possession 
of it> against which we have verbally objected, giving to under- 
stand that the place was in our possessioD, being daily visited by 
our freemen under protection of the Company, and maintained by 
its written authority, so that they had no right to settle there 
without injuring the Company in its rights of possession ; but ai 
we have neither a residence, nor fort there, and fear that wo 
shall not be able sufBciently to protect our possessions in Europe 
sufficiently against them, it was unanimonslj decided for greater 
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><yyv trBnquilHty and safety, that tlie 7 men already shipped in the 
*" BrHiJt ihovild again be disembarked and strengthened with 4 
floldiers and the Sergeimt Wiedenholt as Commandant» and to 
■and them all overland, as the wind was unfaTonrabl© to eend 
them by saa. Sergeant WieJenholt to he further ordered to 
remain with five men at thft watering place to make it appear that 
he is engagt^d in throwing up a fort there, the Bruijt taking by 
sea their supplies for or 8 weeks. The rest of the men 
despatched by sea to be distributed in oouplee on the Jutten, 
Marous, and Sehapon Islands, without in the least iuterfezing with 
what the French might be doing there, but from time to time 
informing the Council of what ie going on, that suoh steps may 
be taken as may be neoesaary. — Thus done, &ö., in the Fort, Ae,

Pieter MeerhofI, Öuperin ten dent oq Robben Island, inatrnoted 
to hoist the Prince's flag when ships are in sight, and to do so on 
the highest point of the Island; and when ships are under the land, 
to adhere to the old custom ot having a fire burning the whole 
night on the same place* in order to enable them the more easily to 
reach ihe anchorage, ShouM there be six or more ships in sight 
at the same time, the prince's pennant is to be hoisted on the 
seoond staff, but should the vossels be English or other foreigners, 
the princess flag is to be taken down, and the pennant alone 
hoisted. The fire however is to be kept up, as ordered, during the 
night on the Eastern si'ie of the Island. All ships anchoring 
noder th 5 Island are to be supplied with sheep **nd whatever else 
they may require. Without detriment to the work of colleoliug 
shells and quarrying stone, fiauing i^ to be zealously carried on, 
and if possible» he is to feed the men under him for the most part 
, on fish instead of pork and meat. 

The distributiou is left to his discretion, but he is strictly 
forbidden to supply any fish, whether fresh or salted, to any but 
the Company, lie is to keep a watchful eye over the oouvicts 
and all others, and see that all diligently do their work 
aooording to the regulations of which he receives a copy. 
He is to pay particular attention to the breeding of sheep^ 
goats and rabbits, and do his beat to destroy the vipers, 
snakea and spiders oa the Islaud, For his own maiGtentuoe he is 
allowed ti kill a sheep onoe a month, and also to cultivate the 
garden^ on condition that he distributes the produce on the Island^ 
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and does not s&ad anjr to the Cape or Batavia .... Dated the 
12th Januarj 1667.

Following 
letter Bent to Pieter Meerhoif : '' Beoei^ed your ploasant letten of 
the 15th and 17th instant. Instead of the Bed, yon may hoiit 
the Prince's flag* This boat will bring you f'300 in Bpccie, a 
barrel of beef and 22 pairs of shoes, but we cannot send yon a 
sain before one arriyes from home. In the meanwhile we trust 
that you will get on somewhat by fishing from the rocks, until 
you receive your dingey. I do not wish you to eend me, and much 
less anyone else, any fish. We oannot understand that the wagon 
must stand idle because the cattle are wanting. If tliose you have 
now, oannot work the whole day, they should do so half a day. 
We shall send you by next opportunity 4 oxenj that we may not 
fall short of shells. This you are partioularly to attend to. We 
commend you to Qod^s grace and heartily greet you-

LynCj left sick here by the Diemermnr, 

January 22nd. — The corporal and 6 men sent out on the 15lh 
December last — in order, before the arrival of the French there, to 
take possession, on our behalf, of Saldanha Bay and the Islands 
in it — return, and deliver a journal kept by the freeman Joehnm 
Marquaert, during his stay in that bay. It is as follows:^ 
A°. 1660. the 16th Dec: Left the Fort to-day, and Robben Island 
the next ; when at sea we savF that the French bark was ahead of 
us, about 3 miles ivestward ; consequently did our best to overtake 
her. Arrived at 10 p.m. in Saldanha Bay. On the morning of 
the ISth found the Frenchman in our wake, and making stra^bt 
for the watering place, whither we also speeded as fast as we 
could, but as we feared that the bark might be before us and land 
we made for the nearest land, and sent one of onr men 
b a musket, with orders that if the French came there, 
him whiit he was doing there, to reply that the 
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of them bad beoti itationed there on hebalf of the Company, 
to keep watoh again st the HotteotooSj that thej do not 
spoil the water. We understood however that Bartholomeus 
Borms had informed them otherwise^ who at onoe went inland 
with them, to inform them of everything* We therefore dt*cided 
to go with them, to see what they intended doing. Guided by 
Bartholomeus, we reached a lar^e valley to see what good land 
might be found there^ and what might be made of it. But ae 
there was no water there in summer, they decided to look out for 
another spot the next day, whioh they did, returning to the afore- 
said watering place, where they ereoted at the site of the water a 
large post» to which was affixed a leaden ooat of arms of the King 
of Pranop, with some words below it, which we could not under- 
stand. They then returned on board until the 19 th, when they 
again landed (10 or 12 men), and Bartholomeus showed them the 
positions of all the waters and valleys, small and large, which 
pleased them welL They were however somewhat displeased 
when they saw that we had ïdready afBjred the Company's arms 
to a post there The same evening corporal Aerent Vliet and his 
men safely arrived at the place to which they were destined. 

On the 2utb, according to Instruotiona, they were diïftributed in 
couples on the different islands, on eaeh of which the Company's 
arms were affixed. When the Frenoh discovered this, they had 
not more to say than that the Company held the best spots. 

Prom the 21st to 23rd we remained at the water, waiting for 
the sergeant and the soldiers, hut these not arriving, and seeing 
the Frenchmen again landing, we also went on shore to mk the 
Captain what they meant by erecting the post there. He replied, 
as a mark of_the Viceroy, and that Mona : Quaelbergh had 
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allowed it We therefore sailed 
to return to the Cape. 



away, and waited for the wind 



The *i7th the bark again left the bay, and we would have liked 
to have sent a letter with her, but hoping for a good wind^ we did 
not do so. 

On the 28th two hookers arrived here under Captains Laset 
and Lamoise. We hoisted our Hag at the stem, and the captains 
boarding us, asked tis what vessel it was. We replied *'the 
Company's/' Further "what we were doing there ?*^ We 
answered, that we were always orui^ing about in that bay. They 
inquired whether no fresh water was procurable there? We 
replied " yes, but not muoh.*' Asked whether we oould not show 
it to them, we did so, and the following day they landed on 
the Island, where they fehot humlrerls of mews which thej ate, and 
caught nauch fish, which they salted and dried.

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On th© 29th we sent the oorporal on Sohap^n Island the breadf 
pork, tobaoco and hrandjf saved for the others, as we oould not 
know how long they had to remain there without receiving mote 
food- 

On the 2nd January another French veseel, a frigate, arrived, 
having caught many fiah. Thej also landed for shooting. 

On the 12th the three Frenchmen left. On the 13th we took 
in water for onrfielves and the men on the Idands. At the 
Schapen Isiland we were informed that a man had been near them 
on the main land with a letter, which however he could not 
deliver, but hid away, so that we might find it. We sent away 
our boat for the purpose, and found that it was an order to the 
oorporal to return to the Cape with his men. Wind too heavy on 
the 14th and 15th to enable ue to ooUect the men from the dif- 
ferent islands. On the 16th it waa a dead calm. 

On the 17th we sailed to the Jutten Island to take off the two 
soldiers there, and so forth to the Marques Island, and after that 
to the Schapen Island. Having collected all, we landed them at 
the watering place, whence they could proceed to the Cape,

March 13th. --Lately Ensign Smient sent us from the Island a 
«tone fflund in one of the two exoavationa made by his men. It 
was piaeed in the fire, and having been smelted, was found to be 
good mineral. He was accordingly ordered to continue the 
work. Shortly after dispatch of the order, he arrived himself 
with other similar stones foimd there, which will be tested at 
once. By digging he had also opened (found) a well yielding 
fine fresh water, which had hitherto remained undiscovered- 
Sergeant Cruytboff returns with his men, bringing 61 cattle and 
133 sheep, bartered towards the East from the Chainouquas and 
others. 
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March 13th. — A strange sail haviog been obflerved rliiring the 
last tew days hovering about the coasts the boat BrNt/rffgom 
was f*ént nut to make inquiries. On her return she reported that 
she had seen the veseel this morniDg early nea^r the '* Noordhoek *' 
(Northern Point) of the Houtbay^ out that it stood away to sea 
as soon as it saw the Bntydegom approaching. This caused tome 
uneasiness» and the flute U^f'Hi trout was sent out the tame evening 
to reconnoitre, and at the same time, should it he tinsucoessful in 
its search, to proceed as far a e Cape Agulhas, and there oruise for 
the liet urn fleet until about the 2ütb ApriL The instructions to 
the oflicera mentioned that the stranger might he an Eugliahman, 
and that it might have oonsortw in the neighbourhood of Falie 
Bay, watching foi' the Retarn Flf^et. The oificers were therefore 
to warn all ships to take care^ not to face to the leeward of this 
bay, but to keep to windward of the stranger, etc. They carried 
a letter with them to the officers of the fleet, informing them of the 
presence of the mysterious stranger on the coa^t, and likewise 
expressing the opinion that the English have their hands so full 
in Europe, that most likely the Cape Settlement would for thi 
presf'nt he left unmolested by them. 

The boatswain of the IFêsffr&mié, who had stabbed the skipper 
in the back, and afterwards attempted to throw bim overboard^ waa 
sentenced to be deprived of office and rank» to be further reduced 
to the position of common sailor at f^, to be keelhauled on board 
the WeHitroude^ and afterwards to have a knife stuck through his 
hand. Finally he was to confiscate six months' wages. 

March 14th. — A soldier reports this evening that the auspicious 
sail had agaiu been seen this m!>ming off Houtbay, Acooiiiingly 
Liput. Schat and the Engineer Dombaar were ordered to leave 
to-morrow morning early to select suitable spots near False and 
Hout Bays J whence signals might conveniently be made so as to 
be visible here, 

March 1-5 th. — ^They leave this morning. Death in hospital of 
Hans Jurgen Sander of Dresden, who arrived in the Cogg^^ and 
Eareiid Jan^^: of Swartenlniys, left here by HH Wnpcn ttin ffoom* 

Sergeant Cruythoff and company once more leave for the ooimtry 
to barter cattle, 

March 16th,— Beturn of the lif^utenant and engineer, 'fhey 
had made such arrangements for signalling, that if any ships were 
observed betweeiï False Eaj and this, we would at once be informed 
of the fact, mainly by six mpn stationed in tliree parties on the 
mountains for lighting beacon fires. The fires supposed to havi 
been lighted on Robben laland» found to have been made oo tlie 

an land opposite. No ships seen at sea thence* Death in 
*m of the soldier Jacob Hamer of Amsterdam, who lately 
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March 19th,— The Brttf/di^'gam senl to Hout Bay, to attoodeare- 
f ullj to the signals, and at onre go out (when ohserving the latter) 
tn ni^-et ihe ehips* and inform th*mi of the present state of affairs, 
Slioiild she meet English or other foreign ships, she was to remain 
bej'^nd range^ at once to retire to Hout Bay, and in form us oTer* 
tand, 

Marob 22nd* — The Bnt^ffe^om arrives in Hout Bay. The 
i^iscal will leave for that spot the day after to-morrow overland, 
and give further information to the Uaartermaster regarding the 
signal fires. 

March 24th* — Thp Fiscal leaves for Hout Bay, and retume in 
the evening, hef ore the gates were closed* Deaths in hospital of 
Jan Herrogior of Brussel ts, oook, left liere by the £eur.i^ and of 
Bastiaau Jansz: van Breda (P of Breda), sailor, arrived here this year 
in Hrf ^^^apen run Hoorn, 25th. Deaths of Bastiaan t^ickel of 
Bromste. left by the Virion ft j of Ryek Hartwyck of Schoonderoort, 
left hy the Cogge^ and Jan Cosyn of Teu Looten, left by the 
DiemPrnicer.

April 9tb,— The boat returns from the leland with 30 of the

April 10th. — Easter Sunday, Celebrated in Christian manner. 

April lith. — A boat arrivee from Robben Island with a letter 
from the Superintendent (Meerhoff), requesting immediate surgical 
aesietance for his wife /Eva), who had, whilst sitting on a bench, 
fallen OTer, and oomiog in contact with the side of the stairoase* 
received a terrible wound above her left eje, A^ she was 
ooütinuallj fainting away, some serious apprehensions regarding 
her were entertained* The boat was therefore immediately sent 
baek with the surgeon* See April l4tb. 

April 12th. — Rain the whole night; the first that fell during 
four or five months. 

April 13th. — Commander Van Quaelberg's wife» some sbippen 

and their o65cers went out to visit some of the neighbouring 
Hottentoo kraals, to have a good look at the inmates and their 
oufltoms. At the same time five fine oxen and 10 sheep werf 
obtained by barter. 

April i4th. — The surgeon returns from Robben Island and 
reports that the Superintendent's wife (Eva), had received suoh a 
wound above her left eye in oonse^|uenoe of her fall, that she is 
lying insensible (dat sy in een spadius leyt'i, he therefore 
believed that she had a fracture in the cranium. However, he 
hoped for the best* Thirty more sheep received from the Island, 
as well as lime. 

April 15th. — Some more rain during the night. Arrival of the 
yaoht Ik Litfih, Had left Zealand on the 1st November with 
127 men. Twenty had died. Had been fairly refreshed at 
8fc, Viuoent* Skipper's name Joost Groes, and that of the junior 
merchant Frederik Boudewyns. All well. 

April 16th. — Orders sent to the Island that all the sheep were to 
be sent hitlier, ext-epting the ewes with lamb, because, as at present 
there is no grazing there, they are falling off ; and also that, u 
formerly, every servant there» was to receive 40 lbs* of rioe, u is 
the case here, as rations for one month.

April 22od.— The boat returns from the lalandj bringing baok 
the Hottentoo baniBhéd thither on the 9th March for yarioiis 
Crimea, aa many of his friends have earnestly prayed for his release, 
on payment of a fine, eonsisting of two cattle and eight sheep* 
Death of Jan Jaoobsz: de Molyn, left her© by the Batavia^ and Jao 
StaetïB, of Wynookaherghenj freeman's servant, who had, on the 
ISth, been so grievously bitten hy the leopards. 

April 23rd.^ — A boats wain's mate, sontencetl on the 11th March 
(ürime not mentioned), was this day keelliauled three times, &o, 
25th. Deaths of Jacobus de Graeff, soldier, of the Aniertifoori^ 
left here in 1 665 ■ and of Adolf Christiaan van Dtrren, soldier^ 
left here by the Viciona. The boat returns from the Island with 
30 sheep and some blue flags, 2Sth, Death of the soldier 
Hendrick Janss: van Ouwerick, left here by the Cogge, 

April 29th. — The Vmer receives her despatoh, 30th, The 
We&hrout to proceed to Saldanha Bay to endeavour to fish there 
;Jor our slaves. 

May 2nd. — ^The boat brings 30 sheep from Bobben Island. 
Died in the Lord, Barent Barentsz: of Bremen, left here by the 
Vryhtyt. tird. The Visser leaves. God grant her a safe voyage* 
4th. The Liefde receives her despatch. 

May 6th, — Fine rain during the night. Sergeant Oruytho£f 

returns from inland with 59 cattle and 350 sheep^ obtaiued hy 
him from a tribe called Hensequaii, a new nation towards the 
East, about 14 days* journey from this, and near a large river, 
beyond which other tribes dwell, among which there are people 
of the same form (gestalte) as ourselves, no donht Portuguese 
from Mozambique. 7th The Liefde leaves. God grant her a 
«afe arrival at her destined haven. 

May 8th. — After our ordinary morning aervice, three vessels 
were reported in sight. To-day, at his reiterated request^ we have 
gi veu to a Hottentoo chief, called by us Schacher, some merohandize, 
consisting of tobacco, copper, beads, Ac, in order with the same to 
barter a quantity of oattle for the Company for the vessels 
expected. He would have two of our garrison as his escort* The 
following artioles were given him : — 2 *■ mas *' red heads, 24 lbs. 
thick and 30 lbs. thin tobacco, 51 lbs. stave copper, 1 gross pipes, 
80 lbs. rice, 10 pints brandy, 13 lbs, bisouits, and 9 lbs* pork. 

May 9th.^ — Arrival of Htt Cmteel tan Medenbltk^ Walcheren^ and 
JSspemnce^ with the whole return fleet, consisting of 9 ahipa (names 
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given) under the flag of the Hon< Jan van Dam, Counoillor 
Extraoniinarv of India. Left Batavia on tL© 26th Jan. laat, 
God gran* that the rest may also safely arrive. The boat brings 
30 sheep from the Island, and some Lime- The Bruydegom sent 
to Hout Bay to cateh fish for the slaves, and look out for the 
return ships. Death of Hendriok Wesaelez: of Oej>8teijn, sailor, 
arrived in 1665 in tho Amert^foort. 

May 10th.— Am val of the new flute Dt Hmiiid^in\ of Amster- 
dam, Had left on the 26th Deo* with 114 men, including 
skipper Pieter Harkes, and the Minifeter, Adriaan de Vooght, 
Li<>fit 9 men. Letters rec^eived from the Directors dated 23rd 
October, ordering ns to suspend work at the New Fortress, and 
reduce our garrisi^n as muoh as poesible, by sending the surplua to 
Batavia. Further advised U6 that this year's outward bound 
squadron would, besides the Jonge Prim aud Het Wapen fan 
Mot/effhm^ coneist of 20 vessels, carrying 3,227 men* (Names of 
the voBsels given and the different chambers* numbers). 

May 11th. — Wind and rain the whole night, with dreadful 
thunder and ligbtningi which make u» very anxiouM about the 
rest of the veaaele. 

To-day we received with our two Netherlanders, who had on 
the 8th left with the Hottentoo chief, 14 cattle and 24 aheep, 
which is a very fftir return, (Dat al mcoijtiee bestaan kan,) 

May I^th.— ^^JTival of the AmerH/cöri^ with 4 others later OE. 
The Zit^f Pükhnnck carried the Admiral, the Hon. Joan van Dun, 
and the Niemv Midddhurgh had on board skipper Knibber « 
Tic9- Admiral. They had encountered a severe storm in the 
latitude of Mauritius, and nearly a month struggled with bad 
weather and adverse winds otF this coast. Had, however, suffered 
but little damage. 

Commander Quaelhergk proceeds on board, and shortly &ftÉ^ 
wards returns with the Admiral, who was properly saluted and 
eaoorted in. 

Death of the soldier Marten GiUisz: left here by the Cogge* 

May 15th. — ^News brought this evening that the apprehended 
mate of the tlute Hmgh Cmpri had eeoaped from prison, and swum 
to a freeman's vesi^eU which was already under sail. Acoordingly 
the Fiscal and Ensign Coon, with some armed soldiers, at onoe 
left in the sloop, whilst we also required each ship to send out its 
sloop in search* After a long search, the vessel was at last dis- 
covered, containing only the mate, who was sitting at the helm. 
The boat was accordingly brought back with him^ and be wai 
placed in closer confinement,

The three Malays who arrived here as convicts in the return 
fleei", were sent by us, two tc the Company's Porest, and one to 
Robben Island, in order to be set to work there, each provided 
with a good ohain, 23rd. Death of the sailor, Jan Jansz: of the 
EBperanee. 24th. The Af^hUieg leaves. 

May 25tb, — The last of the return ships* De Eendracht ^ anchors^ 
Had met with violent weather outside, and heen much damaged^ 
Death of Jan Jansz: de Wolff, of the ship (?). 

May 26th. — Everyone employed repairing De Eendrttcht. Death 
In the Lord of Teunis Jansz: of Haerlem, who arrived in the 
Victoria. 

May 28th. — Farewell dinner to the officers of the fleet 

May 29th, — Sunday. Pentecost. The Holy Supper served by 
the Bev. de Vooght, lately arrived here in De Handeiner, 

Death in Hospital of the pilot of the Mandelaer^ named Klaes 
Duegei. 

June 1st. — Heavy gale, which blew various sloops of the fleet 
on shore J will take some time to repair them, 2nd. Deaths of 
Jaoob Gtomniersback, skipper and passenger on the EetidmcM^ and 
Ambroeiue Labe, sailor on tlie Hnn^ieiaêr. 

June 3rd. — Same N.W, gale. Letter received from skipper 
Cent Hamers, of the Walcheren, mentioning that he had lost 2 
anchora and *J heavy cables during the night, and that his chief 
mate, in hoisting an auehor from the hold, had, by the breaking 
of the tackle, been oruahed and killed. He therefore requested to 
be provided with another anchor and oablcj which were at once 
sent to him.

Easter; good for the fleet» but bad for 
the Mande lat t\ which cannot leave. Death of Jacob Hendrioxai: 
of the Victoria. 

June nth. — The Ilandelaer leaves. The minister she brought 
with her, the Kev* Adriaen Je Vooght^ will remain here a while. 
This vessel takes with her the apprehended mate and the boy. 

June 13th, — Death in Hospital of Adriaensz: of Flemburgh, 
sailor, who arrived in 1666 in the Gerecht igitegt, 

June 16th, — Died in the ordinary house of death (? Hospital) 
Wessel GerritsK: soldier^ w^ho arrived in the Opperdoes in 1666^ 

and Jacob Bevcrwyck, soldier, who arrived in the Liefde this year* 
A sad fatality ocourrcd to a sailor on board the Middefburgkt 

whoj when preparing the cable at tbc bawseiiole, had his brains 

crushed between the cable and ship* Jeronimus (Cruse) retuniB» 

bringing 10 cattle and 28 sheep. 

June 17th,'^The Wapen mn Middelhuvgh receives her despatch 
for Batavia. IStli, She leaves, God grant her a prosperous voyage. 
20th, Death of Pietor Juriaensz: of Amsterdam, sergeant, left 
here by Htt Wapen mn Amsterdam* 

June 18th. — The BmydeQom leaves for Eobben Island with 
supplieflj and is thence to proceed to Saldanha Bay to fish there. 

June 30th< — ^Same N.W, wind. Pieter van Meerhoff ia thi» 



eTening oom missioned by the Oounoil to proceed in the flute 
Westiüotit to M»ttiritiu8, and thence via Madagascar ; aud after that, 
along the coast of the mainland» to look for some trade, and 
explore the haja. 

Death of the soldier Ferdindodus LeermaQ of BniBsele ; had 
lately arrived in the Bianwe Vimer, 

July lit, — Death of Jan Claefiaen of Deventer, who arrived in 
1666 in the VryheyL 

July 7tk— Arrival of the Jonge Prim of Enckhuysen. Left 
Texel on the 27th Deo» with 300 men, of whom 90 had 
TinexpeotetUy died. On account of her many sick, she had oalled 
at St. Vincent, where her skipper, Tennis Sohuy t had died, and was 
buried. On the 2nd April she called at Sierra Leone where the 
acting ökipper and the junior merchant had also died, bo that she 
was brought here by the chief mate, Rey nier Veatemian, Reported 
that on the evening of the 2ï5rd Jan:, the lightning struck the ship, 
splitting the mainmast, which was however repaired, God granted 
that the fire was extinguished withont having done much damage, 

July 8 th.— The Wed wout having taken in her own, and the 
supplies for Mauritius, was ordered to proceed to Robben Island, and 
there take on board the luggage (plunderagie) of Meerhoft, and 
await the Poehnip^ also intended for that voyage, io that togefchi^r 
they may leave in the name of the Lord, Their instruotions are 
as follows : — 

*' As it is our intention to send you, via Mauritius, towards the 
north, along Madagaecar, and along this East coast, in order to 
investigate the ooudition of those lands and rivers, and what may 
be bartered there, and that everything may be conducted in proper 
order, the skipper of the flute Westwoul (Anthony Vollenhoveu) 
shall during this voyage fly the flag, and in all ship's matters, when 
necessary, convene a council, and preside at it. It shall consist of 
the said skipper^ Mons: Pieler van MeerhofE, Jan Cleyueboeffj 
(skipper of the Poekmp)^ and the bookkeeper and mate of the 
Went tf Old, 

Should however there be a chance of trading at Madagascar and 
on this East Coast, Mons: Pieter van Meerhoif shall have the 
adrainistrati^n of the wares given yon; the Council however shall 
decide how long you shall remain at a certain place, and when you 
shall leave it for another. At suoh a Counoil meeting Pieter van 
Meerhoff shall preside, and otherwise not, unless, which God 
forbid ! skipper Vollenhoven were to die, when he shall always 
preside. On the other hand, should Meeahof! die, or remain at 
Mauritius (by aflyvigheyt van Meerhoff of Verblyff MauritiuB), the 
trade is entrusted to the skipper. 

Therefore as soon as you are ready, you shall at once pr weed ta 
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Mauri tiuB, for whicli purpose we hand yon th« course taken bj the 
Hmgh Cmpel last year. 

Arrived at the island, you shall deliver to the Cammander there, 
Sieur Georgh Predrik Wr©eden, the goods for that plac©, and ^p 
the Ebony lying ready the re , as well as of her timber obtainable 'm 
the N. W, harbour ; but should you fail in this, or there be no time 
for cutting any, yon nisy ship ooarae fuöl instead. 

Should anything have occurred there, so that Sieur Wreeden 
rjay require your a«&istanoe, you shall permit yourselves to be 
employed for that purpose^, and put everything stxaigbt, taking ou 
board the offenders (moetwilligers) to be punished here, exchanging 
them for others of your men, as well as relieving the time expired 
persons in the same way. None are to be relieved unlets their 
time has fully e£pire(^ 

Should it happen, which we do not expect, that Sieur Wr 
is dead, you ihall^ in that oase, investigate everything carefully ; 
ah on Id you Bnd that van Laer has shown sufficient seal in 
service required of him, you shall appoint him Commander; but 
should he also be unavailable, Pretorius, if fit, should tak*? tie 
place, with Corporal H agens as his seeunde or third. For thit 
purpose the came has been left blank in the Commission, to be 
filled in there. 

Having done everything there^ you shall at once proceed to tkê 
Bay of Antongil, to see what the French are doing, and whether rice 
and slaves are obtainable there, unless the wind be such that you may 
be afraid of not being able to coast along Madagascar towards the 
North, In that case you shall pass that place, and proceed to Caap 
de Natal, wbere^ should you find no good roadstead or anything ta 
do, you sbaU turn towards the West, along the shore to Vinga Eos 
and Rio de St. Andre, exploring all places carefully, to find nliat 
may ho done or obtained there. And in order to gam our purpoie, 
you shall everywhere treat the natives most amicably, and as far 
as possible, fall in with their ways, rather departiug nosuooessf ullj, 
than giving them cause for offonoe, by whiuh our men have oftan 
frustrated our good designs. This is therefore urgently commended 
to you as the most weighty point, without however forgetting 
always to be on your guard, and prepared for battle on land and at 
sea ; especially on the coast near Mozambique, in order not to be 
deceived by the Portuguese or their adherents. 

Having completed your trust at Madagascar, and exaniined into 
everything that might be done there, you shall cross over to 
Mo5!amhique, and on the way, call at the idands St» Chriatovaiift 
and St. Spirita, Appearing before Mozambique, yon may, witbiut 
much w^aste of time, see whether the 1 Portuguese have anything 
over for you, and how it is situated with them, without in tho leaet 
making it appear that you have been ordered to trade on the coast* 
Depart iufif thenoe you may look well about you, and should wiaij 
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and weather permit, sail along siiorG, mostly during the day as far 
as the mouth of the Biver liuama, and if it can be done 
«atisfactorily, run into it with the Hcoker, carefully looking about 
you J eudeayouriDg to find out whether any trade may be opened 
nvith the aboriginak, which we believe oan be done, if the 
Portuguese do not prevent us. 

Finding that nothing can b© done there, you flhall proceed 
towards Steven Verhagen ^s Bay, and after that, to the rivers 
Basarata and Agula de Boa Po^, before which the fleet of 
Commander Lareeee reraained many days in 1663, and where he 
obtained his water, and found the natives inclined to trade^ and 
eager for cloth. Amongst others they had gold, which they 
bartered to our people for one thing aud another. If the Hooker 
can sail up tlieöe rivere, it muat be done, that they may be employed 
as our storehouses for trade. On that occasion, and because that 
roadstead is too open (bar) and dangerous, you may with the 
Weèiwout proceed beforehand to P, de St. Maria and Rio d© 
Lagoa, in which we think the Ante Velthoen has been, mueea 
another suitable place be discovered iu between, which you will 
find from pers ons I experience. 

Having then met again at the appointed time, and nothing 
more to be done there, you shall voyage via P, de St, Luoia, Rio 
de Infaute, Baya de Allogoa, Mossel Bay, Visch Bay, Struys Bay, 
Rio Dolee, and all other places unknown to us, which are on the 
way, and may be conveniently visited on your return hither. Of 
every oocnrreaoe you shall make a speoial note in your journal, as 
well as drawings of all such lands, nvers, depths, (io., as may be 
necessary, for our information, and your own vindication 
(verantwoording). 

The annexed list will show what goods have been given to you 
for trading purposes, amounting in value to f500LL13. Of 
the whole an exact account shall be kept. With this we conclude, 
and commend you to the protection of (iod, with the wish that 
you may have a happy and prosperous voyage. Amen. 

In the Fort the Good Hope, at Cabo de Boa Esperance, this 
lOth July, 1667.

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July II th. — Death of Christiaau Jansz:^ soldier onUhe Jongt 
Prim, 

July 13th. ^ — The hooker Poeknip provisioned, in order to follow 
the flute W^ejifwouf to Batavia. But the men on her, from the 
least to the highest, oame to complain that their skipper, Jan 
Cleyne Boeff, had, during the voyage from Batavia, and especially 
here, so forgotten himself in drink, with its aooompanying 
impertinences, that it was impossible for them to sail under him 
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IM7. any longer. The Fwaal ordered to iiiTestig&te the matter thi» 
TT^éi eveoing* 

Julj 14th, — Early this morning the Fiioa! reported that he had 
found the charges proved. That iu coii&ec|uence of the dissipa- 
tions of the skipper^ the voyage of the vessel had been very much 
impeded, as neither the mate nor anyone else wafi allowed to taok^ 
or take another oourse, when the wind was unfavourable. That in 
oonsequenoe of his continual drunkenness, he could not be got from 
hia hedj or made to utter a word, and that he had sworn that if he 
ever had to go to sea again with the same crew, he would wreck his 
TeeseL The Council aocorf^ingly decided to send him to Batavia 
as a paasenger on board De Jotuje Prinn^ and to appoint to th© 
hooker, as provisional skipper, the chief mate of the WeMterteout^ 
named Cornelis Philips^: of Middelburgh, an experienced and sober 
seaman, 

July 16th — Death of the soldier, Jan Eynthoven, who arrived 
her© this year m RH Wapen van Hoorn, 17th (8uuday), — ^Death 
in Hospital of Bartholoraeiis de Vos, left siek here by one of the 
Return shipB. 18th. — S.E. wind. The hooker reaohes the Island 
soon, and the Fisoal, having done his work quickly there, she pra- 
oeeded on her voyage, and was soon out of sight. God grant her 
a safe voyage, 

July 19th — The Fiscal returns from the Island in a row-boat 

July 20th, — The Jonf^e Prïm reoeives her despatch. 21st. — 
One of our freemen shot a wolf, and received the fixed reward of 
f20. 

July 22nd. — Boat leaves for the Idland with supplies. The 
Jonge FrinH leaves, 

July 25th, — The Brujidegom and other boats of the freemen 
arrive fi*om Saldauha Bay with fishj but with oo oil, which we are 
muoh in want of, 

July 26th,— Heavy N. Wester with rain during the night, as 
well as part of to-day. During the night a whale was washed up 
at the Salt River, which we had cut up by a freeman for oiling the 
daily wagons, as we have no train oil, 

July 28th. — Fine weather, with now and then a slight showoir. 
Sergeant Cruythoff and 1 1 men proceed to the Sousoa kraaU» 
about five or six days' journey distant from this, to endeavour to 
obtain a fair quantity of cattle for the outward bound flhipsj of 
which there are good prospects, as those tribes have of their own 
accord requested us to visit them for the purpose, 30th. — Death 
of the soldier, Etienna üoleyn, who arrived thia year in the 



^êmenneet'^ and of the Boldier Caraiit Kekenbroeet^ who arrived 
in the Victoria. 3 lat. — Death in Hospital of tb© saUor, Theunii 
Cornell az:, who arrived ia 1665 in the AmenfoorL 

Auguat Ist. — Decided to despatch the Bruytlegom with 4 or 
Ö men to St. Helena Bay, to carefallj inrestigate whether the 
Oliph ant's Ei^er disohargea itself into it, as welt aa to endeavour 

to barter some cattle from the neighbouring nativei, and send them 
overland to ua, 

Augnat 2nd. — Corporal Jeronimus Oroes returns from Oedafloa'a 
kraal 6 with 24 cattle and 130 sheep, ( >n their return the men had 
ahot a wolf. The ordinary premium was paid to them, Thia 
eTeniug an agriouiturist produces the akin of another wolf which 
he had ahot and Hayed. 

August 3rd,^ — The Bruidegom leavea for St, Helena Bay. 5th* 
— Another wolf ahot bj one of our agrioulturiets. 8th.— Provi- 
aiona and brandy sent to Robben I&land, 12th, —More provieioos 
and some ammunition sent to the Island. 

August 15th. — Stock taken to-day, and books being made up. 
16th, — Death of the sailor, Jan Adnaenaz: of Groningen^ who 

arrived in the ship (?) 

August 20th. — Meeting of Council, and some wanton servants 
eoireeted according to deserts. Our hoxBemen, lying outside, 
brought in a lion^a skin. The animal had been shot yeaterday, 
whilst among the sheep of some Hottentoo kraals. They received 
the ordinary reward of f25. 

Auguat 21st (Sunday). — This evenings in the usual meeting (of 
Council), it was decided to come together again to-niorrow after- 
noon with the past and present burgher councillors, and to fix the 
rates for the conveyance of planks, &c., from Hout Bay to the 
Tort, which the freemen can easily undertake, 

August 22nd. ^^ — Council accordingly meets, and after delibera- 
tion decides to allow f 3 carriage for every 100 feet of planking, 
and Exes the number of palisades and other timber, which wül 
form a load from Hout Bay< 

Auguat 29th, — ArriTal of the Wassende Maan from Texel, the 
1 9th Aprü, Skipper Pieter Donweaz;. Had left Texel on the 19th 
April with 17Ö men, of whom six had died, includiog the wife of 
th@ Bev, AmolduB van Oirschot, whom we butied here on land. 
The rest were weU (dispoos). . . . Had called nowhere. 
Deatined to Ceylon, 

In their despatch of the 14th Marek, the Directors inform us 
thai there was a good prospect of peace with England^ and that 
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Deg'^itiatlons had already oommenoed. Nevertheless the Lords 
Statef^-Geiierftl were aa busy as ever to fit out for sea a oonsider- 
able fleet of ships, Thej' also sent ua a curtailed list of euppliefl 
reqtiisjtioiied for by us last year. 30th and 31flt, — ^The Wmmnde 
J^ftnn being discharged of her Cape cargo. 



September 1st, — Death of Robbert Robbertsz: of Woerden, 
am^od in (?) 
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September 4th. — Towards evening our oafpenter, and those of 
the vessel, were sent to the ** Schuur '* to sleep there to^ni^ht 
(Sunday), in order to leave to* in or row morning for the forest, to 
look for suitable timber for a new raizenmast and top ma&ts for 
the vessel. 6tb,— Tliia morning early the timber arrived at the 
Fort^ and was immodiately sent on board* 

Septeiuber Stb. — Airival of Hêt Wapen pan ter Gouw^ Skipper 
öak GmHbï:, det^tined to Ceylon. Left Texel on the 2'Hh May 
ria Shetland. Carried 166 men, of whom 4 had died. The rest 
were still in good health (mooitjes). Brought no farther news, 
hut merely a portion of our supplies. 

Arrival of the freemen's bnats from the Island with fi.^h, and of 
our sloop from St, Helena Bay* Her mate (in ooramand) reported 
that not the Olipbant's, but the Berg River, discharged itself into 
it. A certain corporal, however» who had aüc^ompauied him, had 
followed the coast about 30 miles, and finally diseovered the mouth 
of the01iphftnt*e River, but it was so shallow at its entrance that 
it would be iraposBible for a veisel to sail into it. The corporal bad 
also found there the little Chariguriquaa, from whom he bartered 12 
Oftttl© and 74 sheep, which were brought to na overland, but the 
Namaqnas, for whom such frequent e%peditiona, extending ofer '4 
or 4 month e J had been despatched, had retired too far with their 
kraals. 

Eetiirn also of Sergeant CruythofE and company, except the 
soldier, Jan Zacharias of (h), who arrived in 1666 in the Tt/^t^t. At 
the kraals of a tribe called Zousuaa he wished to move the bait of 
a guD-trap in a different position» when, through cFirtjlesfiness, the 
gun went off, and five or six bullets entered his right knee, reault» 
ing in his death two or three days later. They brought 42 oxen 
aiid 70 sheep, obtained by barter* 

September lOtb. — Council Meeting, attended also by the 
skippers of the Gouda and Wa^Hmde Alaan, Considered that the 
TD0USDOÜ (season) was too far advanced lo take the course betwoen 
Madagascar aüd the main laud, as contrary winds and cunents, 
whioh are now setting in, might frustrate the voyage of both 
vessels. Decided, after careful deliberation and study of the 
charts^ as they give the monsoons and wind?» to take a certainty for 
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an unqertaipty, and decide that the two vessels ahaU prooeed to t!f£^' 
Ceylon by the outside course j as described by Commander R o uthaaF, 

September 11th, Öunday,— -Both vesBels leave. VMh.^IIei 
Wbpen van Tergouw receives her dispat<'h. 16. — She leaves, öod 
grant heis and her predeoesaor, a safe voyage. 

September 18th. — Ensigö Coon sent to Saldanha Bay to inspect 
the oondition of the different islaads there^ aad t^ inquire how 
many i?heep the free oil- boilers had obtained from the Datives and 
plaoed on the inlands. 19th. — ^He leaves in the Bntydt^gom^ 
Sergeant Cruythoff and 7 men also leave onoe more for the 
interior, not only to dig up ttie copper which, through waot of 
paokmeo, they had beea obliged to bury, but on his return, if 
falling in with other kraals, to endeavour to barter the same for 
oattle. Provisions sent to the island 

September 20th. — ^Death in Hospital of Christ iaan Jaspers^: 

Brant, who arrived aa soldier in 1666 in the Gerecht ifjh f iji, 

24th. — More provisions sent to the island, vinegar, sweet, and 
train oil. 

September 99th.— Ensign Coon returns from Saldanha Bay, and 
reports that the freemen had found fine pasturage on Dassen 
Island as well as fresh water, and that they had stook e d it with 
186 sheep and 1 calf, all belonging to different owners, and that 
tho island was occupied by large numbers of seals. On the 20th 
he had arrived at the Sohapen Island and Salilanha Bay, whtch 
abK> had fiue pasturagi^ for a large number of sheep, but no good 
water. There were only 21 sheep on the '* Meeuwen *' Island, 
belonging to the freemen, Cornelis Cornelisz: Slim, and Claaa 
0OBseTinox. The other islet*, situated within and before the Bay, 
namely, the "Marcus," '* Madagasen/' ''JutteD," and ** Yon de- 
ling," were na^ stly surrounded by steep roeks, and filled with a 
large number of seals. 

October let.— Bartered 3 sheep from the Charignriquas. 5th, 
A little rain during the night aud to-day, whicli has a Uttle 
refreshed the parched «»arth. 

October 7th. — Strong S.E. wind (Friday). This afternoon a 
preparation aervioe was held for the Holy Supper (next Sunday), 

October 9th.— Sunday. Same strong 8. Easter. The I^ord's 
Holy Supper administered to-day to the congregation by the Bev, 
Adrianus de Vooght, and the day acüordiugly bolily spent. 

Oetober 10th. — Obtained 1 ox from the Saldanhars, Het urn of 
Sergeant Cruythoff with 19 cattle and 62 sheep. He had found 
hu otiried copper, &c,, at the proper spot, and bartered some of it 
away for csattle. T'lia evening we commenced, with assistance of 
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'W. the whole gamsoii, to lauBoli our sew Teesel, llth* — Provialons 
ient to the ieknd. 12th. — The launching of the Ymml csontmnèd* 

Ootober 13th.— The freeman, Willem WiHemsz: of Defenter, 
flhootB a large wolf, and receives th© premium* Lieutenaiit Schut 
ordered to proceed to the kraals of Oedoaoa and Gounomoa to 
endeavour to barter some cattle there. I4th. — The laimohing of 
the veeael oootimiedj eo that towards evening she had b^n brought 
down to low water mark, and will float with the high tide. Oaa 
of our hunters shot a wolf, for which he received the usual reward, 

Ootober 15th.— Fouud our large (new) boat afljiat this morning. 
She was at onoe provided with ground tackle, &o,, to be made saii 
in the roadstead, Lient. Abraham Sohut leaves with 6 men and 
merchandize for the country. 16th, — ^One of the outside guanb 
brought in a large leopard shot hj him. He reoeives the ordini^ 
premium. 

October ITth.^— Council convened by the Commander, principally 
to consider certain memoranda submitted by the suspended junior 
merchant, Hendrick Lacus, in reply to three distinct chajgea of 
false and faithless conduct^ both in the keeping of his books and 
the administration of affairs entrusted to hira. liia defence was 
considered frivolous, and it was decided to refer the whole back 
again to the said Laous, and should he be able to adduce nothing 
fiuiher to exculpate himself, then to authorize the Fiscal to proceed 
Against him in full form, iSee Xiesolution. 

OoUber 18th. — The memoranda returned to Lacus by Commis- 
fiioners, with the order to submit a further reply* 

The boat launched by us we have given the name of Voa^man, 
She is now being ballasted with stones, 

Ootober 21st, — Lieut. Abr. Sohut returns from the Coohoquai, 
where he could do almost nothing. He only brought 18 oxen and 
58 sheep. They appeared to be overstocked with merch&]idli% 
and almost hooted him away, sa^^ing that we need no longer visit 
them for bartering purposes. The reason seems to be that the 
freemen shamefully undermiDe and spoil the Company *« cattle 
trade by giving for 4 sheep m much as the Company gives for 10* 
The Council therefore decided to counteract this proceeding in 
every possible manner. The Lieutenant also mentioned that a 
few days ago they had a dreadful misadventure. One of hi§ 
company, Lodewyck Heydeman, having fired at a rhinoceros, was 
attacked by the beast, and twice tossed by it nearly as high as 20 
feet. Ho was consequently so grievously hurt that he died tH» 
morning, and was buried in the country. 

This afternoon, according to usual custom, a merry dianer wii 

fiven to all the ship's carpenters who had been working at the 
oat. 
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October 24th, — Thia e^eniüg, ia the usaal meeting, the Com- 
mander requests all members of the CoutioU lEdividually to advise 
to •morrow on the best manner in whioh to flupprefis the forbidden 
oattk trade. It was agreed to promiilgate suoh plaocaten as will 
he the result of to-morrow's deliberations, 26th. — At noon such 
placcaten were issued as were deemed neoessarf for the suppression 
of the forbidden cattle trade^ * and suoh instructions were given to 
the country guardsp which they were made to swear to, aa will 
appear from our letter and placcaat book. 

October 28th. — Another small plaeoaat issued, notifying that 
the junior merchant, H. Lacus, was endeaTouring to hide some of 
his effeoti, and warning all from harbouring such goods, advising 
them to deliver the same to the Oompanyj ou pain of suffering the 
penalties mentioned. (See placcaat.) 

November 3rd. — Obtained 1 ox and 1 sheep from the 
Hottentoos. 

November 6ih. — The Fiscal leaves with some wares for the 

als of the Caapman, Just beyond the Bosheuvel, to endeavour 

' to barter some cattle from them, 8th.-^He returns with 9 oaten 

and 26 sheep, having found the Hottentoos very unmanuerlv in 

their dealings, 11th. — Bartered two sheep from the Saldanhars, 

November l^th. — Death of the junior merchant and salesmaUj 
Sieur Pieier van Clinkenberg. Since laat Thursday (10th) be ha<i 
suffered dreadfully from stomach ache, so that we are not without 
suspicion that he has been poiH)ned, especially as his female slave, 
who had been beaten by him some time previously, had hinted as 
much, and she has also been known in India as a very malignant 
woman. The body was therefore opened this afternoon, and the 
Btomaob and intestines were found to be full of wind and very 
much swollen. The rest of the body was found to be quite sound, 
only the right lung being somewhat inflamed and bad. The 
result did not confirm our suspicions, but we have nevertheless 
placed the woman in confinement, in order to examine her later 
on. 14th,— Piercing N.W, winds. This afternoon Sieur Clinken- 
berg was properly and honourably interred. 

November 18th. — Arrival of the yacht Meerman, of Delft. Left 
Texel on the 6th June, with 148 men, of whom 12 had died. 
Called at Sierra Leone, where she had obtained fair refreshments* 
Brought no other news than that we were utill at war with the 
English, but that it was likely that peace would soon be concluded, 
as the ambassadors of both countries had already arrived at Breda. 
19th. The Meerman commencing to disohari^e her Cape cargo. 
Bartered 5 sheep. 

November 20th and 21at. — About 4 o'clock this afternoon we 
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IWi heard that sooie sailors of the Meerman had had a fight with mme 
~~ of our boatmen at Salt Biver, at the house of our free inn keeper^ 
Christiaan Jansz: van Hoesuua, and that Jan Willeinsa: van 
Lid gen had been so Beverely etabbed In the hip and stomaoh that 
he had to be oonveyed hither id a wagon. Being in suoh a danger- 
ous state he is as yet unable to mention the culprit. He died the 
next day, and it being found thut death was the result of the 
wound only, the Piscal was sent on board the Meerman to make 
inquiries amoDg the seaman in order to find out who committed 
the deed. 

November 32nd to 26th. — ^The Fiscal returning about 10 p.m. 
last night, reported that he had reoeived some id formation, but 
{? not) enough to bring the crime home to anyone. He had, 
however^ brought with him on ahore three sailars who must 
have been present when the deed was committed, and whom hè 
wished to be examined. This was done* but nothing of import- 
ance was elicited. The nert day (23rd) the ease came on again, 
when Jan van Baerlant was addressed bj the Fiseal, in oonsequenoe 
of a certain affidavit, to explain why last Sunaay he had said to the 
free fisherman, Carel Broesas;, who had asked him why his hat, 
which be wished to sew together agaiD there, had been so much 
out to pieces, '' If I have received ^mething, I have given back 
enough, if it might only remain there. '^ As ho did not give a 
eatisfaotory reply, the Fiscal demanded that he should he put to 
the torture, but when this was communicated to him, he requested 
to be heard again, and then stated that a sailor named Fraoa 
Pietentz van Opstal, with him belonging to the Meerman^ was likt- 
wiae present at the fight ^ but had since not made his appearanoe^ 
and was still on board, having been seen there to-day by Job de 
Eosyn, who on all ocoasioDS pretended to he very confused and 
surprised. The Fiscal and the book-keeper, Pieter van Cbnken- 
berg^ were thereupon sent on board in order to find the man, 
but they returned im&uccessfuL The nest day (24th) the man 
was sent on shore by the skipper of the Meennan. He had volun- 
tarily surrendered himself, and had sufficiently confessed to the 
deed* He was accordingly imprisoned on shore. In the forenoon 
he stated that he had done the deed with a knife, but that suffi- 
cient cause had been given him by our men, w^ho had beaten him 
with sticks and otherwise. Accordingly in the evening all our 
men who were preeent there, and some of the sailors of the ship, 
were again examined, but not one of them bad seen the deed done, 
or the person who had been stabbed* They, however, declared 
that Parent Hendricx van Hamel waerden, one of our boatmen, 
had BO threatened the delinquent with stick and knife, and pressed 
him against the wall, that he had as it were forced him to commit 
the deed. On the 26th the case was further considered, when Jan 
van Baerlant, Claaa Vegtman of Tyrol, Barenl Hendrickis van 
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Hamélwaerden and Jeng Waller of Bas&a, were required to gife 
further e vi deuce, and if they refused to do so, to be put to the 
torture, (See December 1.) 

N.B. — Obtained during these days 1 ox and 75 eheep from the 
HottentooB* 

November 28th. — Arrival of the flute Buf/fHskercke, of Zealand. 
Lieft the Mlelingên on the 2] at Juaej and brought news that the 
Dutch fleet was outaide^ before, or inside the Thames, and that a 
booker, which she had spoken at sea, had informed her, in the 
neighbourhood of the island Fero, that AdmiraUGeueral de 
Buyter and bis fleet bad exiled up the Thames as far as Chatham^ 
and destroyed the Boy al depot and wharf. That tbey had spent 
more tLan twenty-four hours on shore, and destroyed everything 
possible, and that they had captured and sent to HoUard 5 or 7 
large ships, besides two Admiral's ships. That tliis deed had been 
eonsiderail of such importance by the State, that bonflres had been 
lighted* The confirmation of this news, and the establi^hmeut of 
peace we hope to hear of soon, God grant it. 

The officers of this ship bad likewise di&uOTered a horrible oon- 
Bpiraey on board, 16 persons having conspired to seize the sbip 
and murder the crew» Four of them w«re thrown overboard (de 
voeten gespoelt), and 10 were brought here a» prisoners. 

The Brui/tiegom^ forced by the wind to pat bafk from the 
Island, reported that on the way she had fallen in with tbe boat of 
the Voerman with a sailor sitting on the keeL He waÊ nearly 
itiff from cold, hut stated that with Jacob Oomelisz: of Botter- 
dam, also stationed on the Voerman^ they had left the Meerman in 
their Uttle boat, whioh, teiog very Kgbt, was turned over and filled 
by a wave. Both were thrown out, and Jacob, after a slight 
itruggle, was drowned at his side. He, however, had drifted with 
[ th e boat an hour* 

Pn>eoember 1st. — The priBoner Opstal again brought up. The 
FiBCal claimed the sentence of death. Everything connected with 
the case having been again carefully gone into, and no valid 
excuse having been found, and every allowance made after his 
yerbal statement to the Council, be was sentenced to be shot. Tbe 
next day sentence was passed on Claas Vegtman of Tyrol, and 
Bareut Hendricx of Hamel waertlen^ who were mulcted in the 
first place in an ordinary flue, and ordered afterwards to witness 
in the centre of a military guard the exeoution of the said Opstal, 
and after that to have a bullet fired over their heads, and to serve 
as convicts in chains for some years. 

Jerig Waller, however, who had not acted quite so badly as the 
others, we decided to rivet in chains for one year and have 
thoroughly thrashed, besides paying a money fiue to tbe Fiscal. 
ITiifi morning the delinquent was informed of bis fate, who 
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showed himself anjtbÏDg but penitent* 
the HottentooB.

December 3rd. — Sentenoe» execated. The delinquent repented 
fully of all hii crimeB, so that, ooBBoled and with a firm faith in 
Christ, he met his defith. Obtained 6 sheep from the natiYes. 

Deoember 4th (Sunday).— Lovely weather. After the eeeond 
sermon this eyening the ofiSoers of the Mtennaa recseiyed their 
despatoh for Batavia. 5th. The Meerman leares. God guide 
her safely* Obtained 17 sheep from the Hottentoos. 6tli. 
Bartered 6 more @heep from the same. 7th. Obtained 8 sheep 
from the Hottentoos. 

December 9th. — The Bu^nftkercke receives her despatoh. 
Obtained 9 sheep from the Hottentoos, 10th, She leaves with 
a strong 8*E. breeze, taking with her 4 of her prisoners, of whom 
6 had been transferred to the Me^^man^ as it was not deemed 
expedient to delay the vessel here longer for trying the culprits. 
(See Eeaolution.) 11th. Obtained 15 sheep from the Hottentoos. 

December 12th, — Death of Jan van Geulen, sailor, left here by 
the Buijmkerchê. 13th. Bartered 4 sheep from the Hottentoos. 
16th. Ubtained 7 sheep and '^ oxen from the Hottentoos. 1 6th. 
Bought 3 sheep from the natives. 17th* Bartered 6 sheep more,

sheep from the Hottentoos. 

December 20th. — ^At the urgent request of the Saldanhaifl^ 
camped at the Diepe Bivier, the wife of the Commander, Lieutenant 
Abraham 8chut, and some other ladies, proceeded to the interior, 
to see what tho&e natives might be willing to sell us, as well as the 
general doings of those people. 23rd, Obtained 2 sheep from 
the Hottentoos, Towards evening Mrs, Quaelbergen and her 
oomprtDy return, having obtained from the Hottentoos 3l> good 
head of cïittle and 1 17 sheep. 

December 24th,— Arrival of the three return ships, the flutes 
Hei Waprn van Hoorn^ and the Alphen^ and the yacht Comtantm, 
The skipper of the first was Jan van der Werff, as Admiral ; ths 
second, Symon van dor Meer, and the third Pieter Vlieg, (nmnber 
of men not given). Had left Batavia on the 8th October. 

December 25th (Sunday). — Christmas Day. Celebrated ^« 
Lord's Holy Supper. 

December 26th, — Service in the morning, 
from the Hottentoos.

out, and in different places eaten by the crawfishes (? crabs) found 
there. The Fiscal and Lieutenant Abraham Sohut were acoord- 
ingly sent out to view the corpse, and only found what the craw- 
fishes had left of it. The name of this farm servant was Bastiaen 
Adfiaenas: van Ramsdonck. Death in Hospital of Thomas 
Solter, sailor, left behind by the Bt(pmkTrcfce, Obtained only 2 
oxen from the Cochoquas. 

January 11th. — Arrival of the Ac/filles from Batavia on the 
18th October, laden with rice and other necessaries for this 
place. 12th, The boat returns from the Island with 20 sheep, 

January 13th. — The Bnit/defjom returns from the Island with 
ahella and some released convicts. The AchUies being discharged. 
Obtained 4 sheep from the Housequas.

January 25th. — The Voermnn returns. Could not be made to 
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*•**■ sail clo&e to th© wind- Perhaps becaiise ahe carries too little 
iail. Thifi niftj be remedied, 

January 26th, — Sultrj 8. winds. Brought out some of oar 
surplus f^utii; and placed them on the New Point» in order to make 
it m defensiTe as possible without delay, Obtaiued se^en sheep 
from the Coohoquas. 

January 27th. — Two brass and two irüti guns landed from the 
AcMiks^ to be placed with some good French cannons, saTed from 
the Markchal^ on the same point, Obtained nine she*^p from the 
Churiquaa. 

January 28tb* — Towards evening we tried 14 of the Frenoli 
guns* All were found to be still very good. Obtained three 
oattle and 11:^ sheep from tlie Cochoquas. 

January 30th,^ — The Fisoalj Lieutenant, and Dispenser, ordeti^H 
to ride to Hout Bay to-morrow, and take careful Btoek there^ ^^M 
well as at the *'8ohuur,'^ of the Company's oattle, materials, farm ' 
implements, &c., and also to select another spot for our cattle 
kraal at Hout Bay, as we daily find that the oattle^ lying too ne^ 
the salt water, drink of it in such quantities that many beeome 
quite stiff in consequence. Slst. The three Messieurs leave. 
Sent a letter overland with a Hottentoo» ordering the Bruydegom^ 
fishing in Saldanha Bay, to return, in order to oruize before the 
Bay, 

February 1st. — Rain during the night. The Fiscal returns 
from Hout Bay, and reports that not the braokish water or the 
poverty of the sheep caused their stiffness^ but the young graBs, 
the old grass being burnt too soon j the oattle like the young grass, 
and having once tasted it, will rather suffer himger than eat the 
old grass. It was acoordingly decided to warn everyone against 
such grass hurning, on pain of oorporal punishment, 

February 5th, — Sunday, Arrival of the flute Duyntliet^ from 
Texel on the 2nd October with 160 men, including skipper Bon we 
Harokes, Had nine deaths^ and brought over 40 sick, notwith- 
standing she had called at Ilha de Maeij, and been fairly weU 
refreshed there- 

She brought as letters f mm the Directors, informing us that the 
very much deeired peace between the Crown of England and our 
State, which will only take effect at this southem end on the 24th 
April next, had been established, so that they advise us still to be 
on our guard, and keep here all the Fatherland ships arriving 
here, as a defence for the expected return fleet. 

Obtained three sheep from the Coohoquas. 

February 6th. — The Fatherland letters read, in which their

We at once loaded our boat with fuel, and sent her to the Island 
with orders to our Secretary, who went with her, that, should the 
vessels be again seen, to light two signal fires on the Island^ and 
instead of two prince's flags, to hoist only one with a pennant.

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1668 ]yj the Voorêkhtigheyt, The boat sent to Robben Island with 
instruotioDH to the Superintendent to send back in her certain 
time-expired convicts. 

May 9th. — The cold and rain, which have continued for »S days 
and nights, cease, and our boat returns from the Island with the^ 
convicts and the shells. 

May 10th. — (Thursday. Ascension Day.) Celebrated with two- 
services. 11th. Death of the soldier, Comelis Pietersz:, left sick 
here by the Viaerdingen. 12th. Bartered 3 cattle and 10 sheep. 
14th. Return of the freemen's boat, de Bruyt, from Saldanha. 
Bay with a full cargo of salted fish, wliich we bought for the 
slaves. 

May 17th. — To-day a Hottentoo brought us a letter from 
Corporal Bosman at Saldanha Bay, informing the Commander 
that a large number of Hottentoos (called Namaquas) had seized 
the cattle of the Cape Hottentoos there, and in their fury, also 10 
oxen and 30 sheep belonging to the Company. Not content with 
this, they had further shown a hostile front to our people, by 
wounding 2 or 3 men with their arrows. Thereupon our men 
fired and shot three down. The rest then took to flight with all 
the captured cattle. The next day, however, they returned, and 
from afar off, begged us to make peace. Although they would 
hear nothing of the cattle taken from the Company, we consented 
to do so, and bartered from them about 100 sheep and some oxen. 
The writer consequently wished to be provided with 7 or 8 extra 
men, that he might follow those natives with a force of 15 or 1& 
men, and also some merchandize to invite them to trade, as he 
believes that there is a prospect of it. A wagon with merchandise* 
and 10 men will be sent to him to-morrow. 

May 18th. — Early this morning the 10 men leave, carrying 
with th'^m a letter to the corporal, permitting him to march to the 
Namaquas, if he were of opinion that he might do so without 
meeting a bad reception. He was to barter as much cattle as he 
could obtain, and not refer to the stolen cattle, showing no hostility 
whatever to that nation, but in every case merely acting on the 
defensive. 23rd. Bartered 16 sheep. 24th. Corporal Jero- 
minus Croese returns with 17 cattle and 70 sheep. Bartered also 
an old cow and 18 lean sheep from the neighbouring Hottentoos. 
25th. Provisions sent to the Island. 28th. The freemen's 
boat arrives from Saldanha Bay with provisions. 3 1st. 
Bartered 2 oxen and 5 sheep from the Caapmen. 

June 1st. — During the afternoon the chief mate of the hooker 
ScJiokaert and some sailors arrive at the fort with the intelligence 
that the said hooker had been wiecked yesterday at daybreak 
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between the Dassei: and Robbön lalandsj and tliat all hwd Vieen 
aayedi excepting the skipper, Romboiiti^: Haekert, of Dordreoht, 
and a sailor. At onee Edbl^o Dirok Smient and 20 eatlore aod 
oarpenters were aeot away to see whether there was no ohanee to 
save the oargo, everyone having abandoned the hooker as she 
rolled about among the breakers. When the rest of the men, who 
are on their way hither, arrive, we shall farther inquire into the 
reason. 

June 3rd. — Cold, rainy weather continuing. Toette r received 
from Ensign Smient, who had left the day before yesterday for 
the wreck, stating that on hie arrival yesterday, he had found the 
hooker slinging to and fro among the breakers, but that be hoped 
that some cargo would be recovered , Holes , however, should be 
out here and there in the wreck, that the fustage, &c., might the 
more easily iloat out of it, as she was full of water* The Com- 
mander sent him a reply for his guidanoe, 4th. Reply sent last 
night with a Hottentoo, The boat leaves with clothing for th& 
convicts on the Island. *^th. Ileaeived a letter from Smient, 
mentioning that besides some cordage, whieh he bow sent with the 
wagon, he had recovered from the wreck, which was quite broken 
below, 30 kegs of wine, 1 1 i?ases distilled waters, and a quantity 
of biscuits. He therefore required wagons. 6th» Seven wagons 
fiBni to the wreck early this morning in order to convey hither the 
recovered goods. Bartered 1 ox and 29 sheep from the Coohoquas. 
7th. Some of the wagons return with some casks of French 
(brandy) and Spanish wine, aa well as 12 cases (distilled waters), 
which were conveyed into the Company's cellars. Hth, Lieutenant 
Sohut leaves early this morniug with our ship's carpenter and 
some empty wagons, to relieve Smient, and see in what way the 
nails and anchors may be recovered from the wreek. 11th, 
Vehement rains during the night from the North, so that our 
vessels could hardly bold out. This morning we found the boat 
of the hooker thrown high and dry on shore at Salt River. 

Ensign Smient returns with 5 wagons laden with cordage, sails, 
&o. 12th. Another wagon arrives bringing thf* sloop belonging 
to the wrecked vessel. 13 th. As reported by the crew of the 
wreek, a quantity of rigging was still left on the beaob ; six wagons^ 
accordingly sent out to get it. 15th. The wagons return with 
cordage, anchors, &o. 

June 1 6th* — Continuation of N. W. weather and rain. Corporal 
Croeae and 7 men loave with some wares to barter cattle at the 
kraals of Gounomoa* 

Arrival during the afternoon of Ilei ffoff van Breda^ a fine 
apiegel ship (square-fltemed vessel) of Amsterdam. Had left the 
Texel on the 27th December with 268 men, among them the Hon: 
Jacob Borghorst, Commander (who was quite ill and weak). He 
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had heen ip^cially aoeepted for the purpose, and sent hither by the 

full board of the Lords Seventeen at Amsterdam. His Honour 
ineutioiied that on aeeount of the bad weather, they had been 
ohUgt^d to oidl at an English port twice, and afterwanis at Cape 
Verde, where they had obtained a good supply of r^frefthments 
for the ftii>k. *^he had 26 deaths, and brought about 15 sick. 
Obtained 5 sheep frf>m the Hotten toos, 

June 17th (Sunday), — The N, wind oontinues. Commander 
Quaflhergh prooeed^ on board early in the morning, and returns 
at noon with Commander Borghorst, who was properly saluted^ 
and esoorted by our garrison and the freemen. 

COMMANDER JACOB BOEGHORST. 

June 1 8th. — Same weather. This afternoon Commander Quael* 
berg, having called together the Counoil of this Fort and the 
burgher CounoLllors» read to the meeting the letter reoeived 
from the Directors by the ship, Ilet H^ff^au Breda, ordering him at J 
once to lay down his office, and oo the amval of Mr. Borghoret, aM 
once to transfer the command to him. In accordance, therefore^ 
with the said order, His Honour at once renounced his authoritjt 
and transferred the same to Commander Borghorst. 

Lieut enaiit Schut returns from the wi-eok, and reports that only 
some spars, and a few nail barrels had been left there, in charge of 
a corporal and 5 men. 

This evening Ensign Smient was unanimously elected Com- 
mander of Mauritius. He will leave on the ïj 0th in the Poeknip, 
19th, Six wagirua sent to fetch the spars, &c*, from the wrede. 
Officers and sailors of the wrecked hooker examined^ and asked ia 
what way the wTeek had taken place. All laid the blame on the 
d^Mïeased skipper, accf^nlltig to the following attestation : " We, 
the undersigned ofBcera and sailors in the Company's service, and 
serving on the late hooker, the ScMvat^rf^ attest and declarep, 
regarding tbe wreoking of the hooker^ as follows, to the best of oi^j 
knowledge, vi£. : 

Pie ter PietersE: Bruyn, of Flensburgh, chief mate, 
Abraham Qillesz: de Orant, of Delft, second mate, 
Cornelis Cornelisz:» of Rotterdam, boatswain, and 
Zeeger Jans^: van der Ploegh, of Delft, steward, 

who had left in the abovementioned service for the Rotterdam 

<'hamher, (the skipper being Rombontsz: Hacker of Dordrecht). 

that since lliey left tbe Meuse, on the 24th December laet, thi 

*iFriresaid skipper, when continually altering liis courses, had 

isnlted them, but followed his own mind and head ; jBal 

vay that (when they spoke to him about it) they were 

>ated by him. This occurred for the last time before 
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th© fltranding of the hooker, that ia, at daybreak on the Sist Maj, 
when he showed it {Gad better it) sufficiently and too muoh, 
when the mates wt-re, according to the plain chart, out of their 
reckoningi and the skipper having siill to sail 38 miles along shore 
(ende hy schipper doen nogh wal 38 inylen over lant te seylea 
hebbende) they considered it advisable to notify to the skipper 
that it would be better to lie to during the night, instead of 
oontinuirg the ooursein the dark with full sails. To this, how- 
ever, he would not listen^ but ordered the man at the helm to 
continue, saying, *' We must have land.*' When the second 
officer afterwards beard the breakers, he at once informed the 
skipper of it, and requested him to lie to, adding that 
if a calm came on, they would all he lost. But the ikipper 
replied J '* You can hear the breakers at least five (Dutcb) 
miles away, and the land will certainly give us warning," 
&t the same time going along ea^twiird with a fine breeze, until 
the junior mate finally called out, " Skipper 1 Methiuks that I 
already see the breakers; let us wear, otherwise we shall get 
ftmoQg the breakers, and should a calm then follow, we shall be 
lost ■ ' Thereupon the skipper himself mounted the rigging aud 
descended astonished. A sudden calm followed» and the hooker 
was thus floated among the breakers. Notwitbstauding, we 
endeavoured to wear, and throw out an anohor. It was too late 
however, AH the above is the truth, and, if necessaiy, we offer to 
confirm it by oath. Signed at the Fort " the Good Hope," this 
19th day of June, löÖHj by the persons above mentioned.

June 20th. —Fine sunshine and weather. Both Oomnmnders 
proceed to thw oountry to view the Company ^s "Schuur/* t%o, 
21st. Same pleasant weather. Keceived the rest of the spars^ 
nails, &o*, from the wreck. No chance of getting anything more^ 
aa the wreck has been washed further seaward and thrown over on 
her other side. 22nd, Same weather. The Bru^dfgmn returns 
from Saldanha Bay with 10 casks of Baited fish. 

June 23rd. — The freemen's boats return to Saldanha Bay for oil 
and fish, with orders to search there carefully for the pole erected 
there by the French, and bring it hither, that it may be burnt to 
the greater satisfaction of the Commander, 
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1W8. Jmie 24th. Sunday. — Fine, pleasant weather. As our garrison 

"" is now very smallj we have commenced to preach in the Hall in 

the Fort. 

This evening it was decided once more to garrison the country 
posts with 3 men each, and to-morrow to renew the placoaten 
promulgated regarding cattle barter and hunting in the country ; 
as rumour goes that since the aforesaid posts have been called in, 
the free residents have once more done as they liked (weder ^aer 
personagie gespeelt hebben), which the Fiscal will have to investi- 
gate. 

June 2oth.- Wind N.W. and cold. At noon the wagon returns 
vrith the 10 men sent on the 18th of last month to Bosman's 
assistance, with a letter from the latter saying that they had not 
ber-n aMe to find the Namaquas, notwithstanding they had 
followed them to beyond the Oliphants River, and had to return 
to their old place at Saldanha Bay, without effecting their purpose. 
He would remain there with his 6 men until further orders. 
His troop consisted of 8 cattle and 200 sheep. Having no more 
provisions, he asks for some. Corporal J eronimus Croes returns 
irom Guunomoa's kraals with 37 cattle and 302 sheep, mostly 
obtained for tobacco. 

June 26th. — Sent a wagon this morning early with some 
provisions to Saldanha Bay, and a note, saying that as the Hottentoos 
have retired, and for a while no trade can be effected there, at once 
to come hither with the cattle. 

This evening it was decided in Council no longer to pay day- 
wages for extra service, but 2 reals food money instead. 

June 27th. — Everyone busy loading the Poelnnip with supplies, 
Ac, for Mauritius. 28th. The Poelsnip receives her despatch. 
Bartered 2 sheep. 

The free burgher Wouter Comelisz : Mostaert, th») lessee of the 
free retail of Mum, French or Hhenish wine here, is at his request 
allowed three years longer to retain the lease, provided that he 
annually pays the Company f 100 for the same. 

June 29th. — The Poelsnip leaves during the night. May God 
-conduct her. 

June 30th. — The mates, surgeon, and bookkeeper, of the wrecked 

Jiooker Scholvaer receive, ut their urgent request, 5 of the 1 1 cases 

of distilled waters recovered, as they were their own property. 

The other 6 will be sold to the retail dealers and the proceeds paid 

dOompaiiy. 

-'.—The Fiscal seizes to-day 8 head of cattle among 
tmneo, oonfisoating the same to the Company, as. 
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«MXiording to the Picoal, thej had been bartered from the Hottentoos. *^ 
He undertook to prove it in good time. 

July 3rd. — The Hoffvan Breda ^ having been properly refreshed 
4uid provisioned, receives her despatch for Batavia. She takes with 
ier in irons the chief mate and the sailor Carsten Govertsz :, of the 
lost hooker De Schokaer^ who, in consequence of their mutinous 
(conspirabele) discourses, have been sent to their Honours at Batavia, 
together with the evidence. 

July 4th. — Sent the yacht Voemian to Hout Bay to fish there, 
AS fish, given to the slaves, save Fatherland pork and meat. 5th. 
The Breda leaves. 

July 7th. — Arrival of Corporal Bosman from Saldanha Bay. 
Brought 6 cattle and 178 sheep. Bieported that he had chopped 
up the pole which the French had erected there, and burnt it. 

July 10th. — The FoörmflM returns from Saldanha Bay, having not 
been able to catch any fish there at this time of the year. 11th. 
F^ine weather, very welcome, to enable us to repair our damaged 
works. 

July 14th. — Jerooimus Croes proceeds inland to the nearest 
Joraals to endeavour to trade. 

July 16th. — Arrival of the hooker De Lepelaer. Had left 
Texel on the 21st March, with 22 men. Skipper named (Jornelis 
Blanckeroot. All well. 

July 17th. — Arrival of Het Wapen van ter VeeVy of Zealand. 
Left Gooree on the 27th March with 180 men, among them skipper 
Jan Bartelsz:. Called nowhere. Had 4 deaths; brought 4 or 
-5 sick. 

July 18th. — Corporal Jeronimus returns with 5 cattle and 60 
«heep, collected from the Hottentoo kraals scattered here and there. 

July 21st. — Arrival of the hooker Ijsvogel of Delft. Had left 
ihe 22nd March with 17 men, all still well. Provisions sent to the 
island. 

July 22nd. Sunday. — Arrival of the frigate De Oroene Papf^jaey 
of Delft. Uad left the 2l6t March with 29 men. Had no deaths, 
An<l, thank God! no sick. 23rd. The Bruydegom returns to 
Salaaiiha Bay to fish there. 24th. Het Wapen van ter Veer and 
De Lepelaer receive their despatch. 

July 25th. — Sent Sergeant Cruythotf and another to the nearest 
Hottentoos to see whether, by means of presents of tobacco, Ac, 
flome cattle might not be obtained from them. 
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**^^ July 27th. — Arrival of the Zuijt Pokbroeck of Ameterdam* 

Had left the 12th April with 279 roön, moludiiig the chief 
merchant Amout van Overheeke and skippe? Jan Swart. Had 
5 deaths, and brought a few sick* Galled nowhere. 

Cniythoff returns in the evening, and reports that BDme cattle 
might be obtained for beads and tobaooo, 28th. He was accordingly 
sent back early this momiüg with those artioles and three 
êztim men. 

July ;iOth. — The Lepeiaer leavee. 3l8t. The Waapen mn hr 
Veere also leaves, followed in the afternoon by the Papegaej/. 
May the Almighty preaerve them from all danger. 

During the afternoon two Hottentoos arrive with a request 
from Gounomoa to visit their kraale with some wares for trading 
purposee. Jeronimua was therefore sent thither this evening with 
5 men. 

August Ist, — Lieutenant Sehut is expelled from the ConnoiL 
because he had paseed a deed of reclamation to the widow of the 
late Rev. Wnehteiidorp for libellous words uttered by him behind 
her baek, and to her injury. The Council should keep itaelf free 
from obloquy, and unpolluted. 

August 2nd. — The clerks having only now been able to balance 
the books, and render an account of the stock on hand, Mr. 
Van Quaelberg transfers his charge to bis suooeesor, the Hon« 
Jacob Borghorst, and with it the keys of the gate, stores, &o.» and 
thus formally retired from office. 

August 4th. — Sergeant Cruythoff returns, (see July 26) and 
reports that he had, according to orders, proceeded to the kraals of 
the Cape Hottentoos about the Tiger Mountains, and where he 
had also lately been, in order to barter some cattle. That at the 
kraal of the so-called " Sick Captain '^ he had obtained one ox for 
beads and tobacco, and that he had there also received as a present 
for the Commander two sheep. In return, according to usual 
custom, and to move them to further barterj he had given, and 
poured out to the principnl chiefs three or four litres brandy, two 
or three lbs, tobacco, and five or six lbs. rice. This api>eared to 
have made them somewhat glad, and on the 30th July they 
obtained two oxen and 17 sheep, also for beads and tobacco. We 
then went to another kraal called " I>e Cayper's " (('ooper's\ and 
on the Sist obtained there, as a present for the Commander, one oi 
and two eheep ; in return we gave them a similar preeent to that 
already mentioned, and bartered from them for beads and tobaeco 
three oxen and 15 siieep On the Ist August we reached the 
kraal called **Taback tecke mans " (? Tobaeoo thieves), where we 
leoeived a present of three sheep, and in return gave a similar 
present as above. They sold us seven oxen and nine sheep for 
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boüds and tobacco. On the 3rd wa arrived at the kraal of 
SohaoheTj who presented us with three sheep, and received in retiira 
a present like toat already described. We bartered from him four 
oxen and 12 sheep, and on the 4th we were back again at the 
Fort, briuging with us 18 oxen and 6*i shee]). We spent for the 
barter, 8o lbs. tob a coo, 6 lbs. stave copper, | half anker brandy, 20 
Ihs, rice, 25 lbs. beads, and 2 mas red beads. The rest of the 
merchandise we have brought back, viz,, 40 lbs* tobaooo, and 46 lbs. 
copper. 

August 5th,— Death In hoapital of the sailor Jan Davitsz: of 
Nijmegen, left sick here hy Het Hoff mn Breda. 
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Farewell dinner

August 6th. — Th** same N. winds oontiuue 
given to our friends on board the FokbrO€ck\ 
to the Island. 

August 9th, — In consequence of his weak state, permission is 
granted to our minister, the Bev, De Vooght, to condaot, until 
further orders, only one service every Sunday, the second one to be 
held on a week day. Hitherto he held two services every Sunday, 

August loth, — Jeronymus Croese returns from the countr}' with 
26 cattle and 16tJ sheep, which he had obtained with great trouble 
and presents of arrack, from the Coohoquas. 

August 11th, — ^The violent S.E, winds go down during the 
night, and Mr, Quaelbergh and family, and the other Wends 
embark in the PoMroec^. 12th. The latter leaves. 13th, She 
reaches tbe open sea, 

August 17th. — The burgher, Elbert Diemer, elected burgher 
Councillor in the place of Thomas Mulder, gone to Europe in the 
Return Fleet. 

August 21st.— The hooker IJuogei leaves* 

August 22nd, — The yacht Voerman leaves (to explore the East 
coast), and takes with her, besides her ordinary crew, a corporal 
and 15 men to be landed at Mossel Bay, and to return overland 
with such cattle as they may be able to obtain from the Hotten toos 
there. 

After the usual evening prayer, it was decided by the Council 
no longer to allow the workmen two reals as board money, but 
to give them instead, some damaged coarse cloth, coats, socks, 
sbo€S, &o. {See Resolution.) 

August 24th.^ — Arrival of ffet Sticht van Uirecht of Amsterdam. 
Left the Texel on the 8th April mth 390 men, including the 
merchant Hinloopen, Had six deaths, Kxcepting 13 or 14, all 
were well, including the skipper. Robbert Ram. Also towards 
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1<68. evening the flute Sparendam^ also of Amsterdam. Had left the 
11th April with 167 meu, of whom nine had died, iaoluding the 
junior merchant Rootbooft. Called nowhere. Skipper's name 
Dominious Gbeijne. 

August 27th. — Sent 30 men of Het Sticht van Utrecht to the 
Forest to drag some timber from it. 

August 28th — Arrival of the Nicuice Middelburgh of Zealand. 
Had left the 26th April with 323 souls, including the merohant 
Coesaer, his wife, niece, children, &c. Fifty-three bad died, 
whilst more than 100 were sick. Was very much in want of 
refreshments. Sends three dead on shore, with request that they 
may be buried. 29th. Well provided with cattle and refresh- 
ments. Letter from the Commander to the merchant Ooesar says, 
*' From some private conversation of your mate yesterday we w«re 
astoiiibhed to hear of the desolate oonditi')n of your vessel, vii., 
that you had between 60 or 70 sick on board. This should have 
been made known to us, that we might have at once prepared 
accommodation for them. But as you do not mention it, we do 
not believe it." ..." 

(Signed) Jacob Borghorst. 

Sergeant Cruythoff leaves for the nearest Hottentoo camp to 
endeavour to barter cattle for the Company. 

August 'iOth. — About 100 sick land, and a convenient room in 
the fort wa.s placed at the disposal of the merchant Coesar and his 
wife, who were somewhat indisposed. But they had hardly taken 
possession of it, when they retired to the country, to the house of a 
freeman with the pretence that his wife, being veiy weak, had to 
be accommodated outside, and assisted by other women. 

August 30th. — The garrison mustered, and our surplus men 
embarked into the Spare ndam^ previously providing some " plucked 
birds " each with a pea jacket, a pair of shoes and a pair of 
stockings, articles almost completely damaged (bedorven) and 
written off the books. Three ships' carpenters of the Niettm 
Middelburg transferred to the Sparendam. 

Sergeant Cruythoff returns with good news regarding barter for 
'^ttle. He is sent back with wares, tobacco, arrack, &c. 

ember Ist. — The Sparendam receives her despatch for Ceylon, 
^«etween Madagascar and the mainland. 2nd. She leavee. 
iT«w. sailors who had deserted from her, were searched for, 
xdad before dark.

September 4th, — Our friends of the Uirechz embark, and before 
ni^ht she was out of sight. God save her from mieadventurey and 
bring her safe to Batavia. 

September öth. — Sergeant Pieter Cruythoff returns with 18 
}e&Q sheep, whioh will not go very far. 6th. Early this morning 
he was sent with a wagon, six men, and merchandiae to the kraala 
of Oedesoa^ to tempt them with preaeDts of brandy and tobacco, to 
trade, as there are very few cattle and sheep for the friends 
expected. 

SepU^mber 7th. — The second lot of convalescents removed from 
i the hospital to the Wietitee Miii^klhurgh^ so that 58 ari still left over. 

Beptember 8th. — Two persons loaned to a freeman, as their 
ikippers declared that they did not require them. 

September 9Èh, — The skipper of the Middelburg^ being questioned 
by the Commander, repUed that he would be ready to l^^ave next 
Tuesday (11th). It was accordingly decided to send two Commia- 
iiionerB to the merchant Coeaar to ask him whether, iu eonsequenee 
of his indisposition, he could resolve to leave on that day, or that 
the vessel sJiould be detained for any reasons he might suggest. 

September 1 0th. — ^The two Coramiesi oners call au Mr, Coeear 
early this mornings and having addressed him abotit his departure, 
h© replied that, not only on aecount of his own and his wife's 
health, but also that of the rest of the sick, who are still in hospital 
to the nuiuber of 58, the ship's departure should be delayed until 
next Friday, That day was accordingly fixed, and the vessel 
supplied every day with fresh water, which was easily done in this 
pleasant weather. 

September I Ith.—Samo lovely weather* Mons: Coeear sent a 
note, requesting the loan of the carriage (Carosch), and four riding 
lories, to drive and ride into the couutry for his pleasure. This 
was granted, and he personally rode about on horseback, from 
irhieh it appears that His Honour is again in fair health,

Arrival of a soldier sent hack by Berg&aBt Cruythoif with tliB 
hoFBe of the eaid sergeant, which, whilst asleep, had been bitteE 
below the stamach bv a lion.

Cruythoff was resting, two days journey from tt 
with 140 sheep and 12 cattle obtained here and th^^ at 
various kraals. He arrives on the 16th. 

— Th% Brutf^fêgom returns from Saldauha Bay 
with 12 casks salted fieh A half-aum arrack and one do. oil sent 
to the Island. The boat also takes with her^ for transhipmeat

Ootober 20th.^The junior merohant, Jacob Granaat, sent to 
>asaen Island with 30 more sheep. He is also careiully to examine 
he condition of the Island and the freemen's aheep on it, and on 
lis return, count the aheep on Bobben leland. 

Ootober 24th. — ^The fine weather continuing, the Commander 
Lnd the Fiscal Cretzer, accompanied by some of the most respectable 
IgeciYilificerste) free burghers, at the request of the latter, proceed to 
lie Hottentoos Holland, a place of whose uncommon fruitfulness 
lothing similar has been seen before here, in order to inspect it 
larsonally, as at present there are no vessels on the roadstead, and 
here is Utile necessary work to be done here. 

October 25i.h. — Arrival of the hooker Poeknip, Left Mauritius 
m tbe 15th September with 29 lbs. amber and 1,000 blocks ebony, 
ïhe reported that there had been again some rogues there like 
Sttiee years ago, who had for their disobedience and mutinoua 
conduct been banished on an island, but had escaped from it ou a 
raft and fled inland. One of them, named Carsten Jansz:, who 
^md been wounded whilst being pursued, and had from pure 

operation continually, and with a thundering mind (donderent 
gemoet) pulled the plaster from the wound, had died* The other, 
named Jan of Westphalia, had not yet been apprehended. 
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The ex-Gommander, Jan van Laar, Bubmitted the folio wiug^ 
report regardiüg the Island : — " Having resided on the Island 
Mauritius 4 J years as a servant of the Company, I found the island 
superabundaDtly supplied with cattle, not only round about the 
Lodge, but every wliero else. But as hunting in the neighbour- 
hood of the Lodge has been proceeding uninterruptedly during 
all that time, the result has been that most of the cattle, in a 
circumference of 6 or 7 (Dutch) miles around it, have been oanght 
or driven away. Near the foul bay (vuile bocht), about 14 miles 
distant from the Lodge, there is still an abundance of cattle,, 
which consist of rams and goats, land tortoises and some harts. 
A large number of cattle might annually be caught here and 
salted down. 

From the foul bay to the N.W. Harbour and English Bay,. 
being about 25 or 30 (Dutch) miles distant from one another, a 
large number of bucks and goats are found, so large and fat, that 
in case of necessity, they might be caught by hand and without 
dogs. This I have seen done with my own eyes, but should it be 
necessary to catch any there for salting down and smoking, a 
vessel would be required capable of crossing the reefs, as it would 
be impossible to convey the meat to the Lodge overland. 

From the English bay as far as Pieter Both — a very hijrh and 
sf:eep mountain near the sea shore, and so called of old — ^the 
distance is about 17 miles. Here also, as one marches along, large 
numbers of cattle are met with, consisting of bucks, goats, tor- 
toises, pigs, harts, and extremely beautiful cows, some of which 
might be shot down or caught with dogs, but without a large 
boat they could not be brought to the Lodge. In this neighbour- 
hood the fugitive blacks are in hiding. 

From the Pieter Both Mountain to the Clappus (Coooanut) 
Islands, a distance of 14 miles — abundance of the same kind of 
cattle is obtainable, but without a large vessel nothing could be 
removed. 

The cocoanuts on the Islands have all been blown down by the 
hurricane, so that we could only pluck about 150. At other times 
we were accustomed to obtain above 2,000 annually. From the 
shore opposite the Clappus Islands to the Lodge, there is no- 
cattle worth speaking of, for the reasons above mentioned. 

The coasts nere are rich in fish, so that if there be salt enough, 
a large quantity might be salted down annually, and sent on. 

It is impossible to say where the ambergris is washed up or- 
found, as I have never yet found any myself. Amber " de Noor'** 
and Amber " Cuccini " are generally found near the Lodge, being 
cast on shore there by the Eant and 8.E. Winds. For a whole- 
year Ebony may still be cut in the Cronenburg forest, where this 
work has been proceeding during the past four years. Afterwards* 
it will be necessary to proceed to the foul bay, where about 16 or 
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180(ï blooke of ebon J may be cut, each 7 feet long, but for tbe 
convey an CO of tho same a larga boat will alBO be requiredi as, in 
oonsequenoe of tbe reefs and shaLlowê, they cauoot be moved along 
share. 

There ia likewise here a large gap into which a large boat 
might easily ©titer, anchoring before the river *m which the timber 
IB to be floated down to the shore from the foreat. 

For 4 or o years longer, timber will be obtainable at a distance of 
2 or 3 miles to the east and west of the Port, and an ordinary 
Teasel might bring it to the Fort. 

Agrioulture, which ha» beea taken in hand several times, doei 
Dot «ucoeed, as the ï^eed when sown, springs up beautifully, but as 
Éoon OS it has rea^jhed a certain height, it is burnt up by the sun, 
or bitten off by tbe rats, of whiob there are thousands, and which 
eat off the ears. 

When I wail leaving for the Cape> there woe no ebony in stock; 
th© Co mm an der, Sieur Dirck Jatiaz : Smient, therefore took the 
matter in hand again by setting a few able hands at felling, 
whilst the rest of the men were engaged in cutting some poles to 
be used as palisades for his dwelling."

Death of the saiEor Paulas Mieois of Vrieslant, who arrived 
here in the Oecrmnde Vfêée. 

October 2Hth, — Arrival of the ship Amersfoort, from Texel the 
1st June, She had on b^mrd 294 souls-^including 7 women, and 
brought 32 dead and 50 sick. One of the passengers on board 
was the Rev. Petrus Berhuysen. 

Her skipper is named Jan van Campen, and the jumor mer- 
ohant Petrus Berhuysea. 

Commander Borg horst returns from Hot: Holland, which he 
had found to be an extremely fertile country. He regretted it 
T©ry m^ieh that such a large area should be left uncultivated, as it 
is so indispensable for the settlement in the rearing of cattle and 
the raising of crops. 

October 29th,— The ^WPr.!*/bor/ being discharged of the cargo 
for the i 'ape. Bartered 6 sheep from the Hottentooa, Anxious 
beoause our boat docs not return. 

October 30th. — ^The Fiscal goes on horseback early in the 
morning to the Lioti's Rump, to see with his spy glass whether the 
boat is lying at Robbf*n Island or driftiog about in the neigh- 
>ourhood. He saw the boat lying off the Island, In the 
ftonioon it arrived iu the bay, and the Junior Merchant, Bieur 
" anaat, reported that early in the afternoon of the 2üth he had 
ived at Dassen Island» &o,, submitting the following report :

'^ The Dassen Island b about 1 1 hours walk in oiroumfdrenoe, and 
its sea shoTö is (a'owded with a multitud© of 8©a birds, e*p., divers, 
mewe^ g^u^lls, penguins and a few wild geese; their tiedtst especially 
those of the diTers and penguins, cause a great stench on the 
beach in oon sequence of the dirt around and in them, which 
poisons the water that falls on the rocks in the rainy season, and 
oauees the sheep that drink it to get swollen head^^ and often to 
die in oonsequetice. The seals are increasing in large numbers ; 
their ordinary resting plar e is a rock on the eastern side of the 
Island, known as the t^astle. Their breeding season is now at 
hand, and the freemen hope to he able to kill a great many and 
BO boil down a large quantity of oil. The soil of the Island is 
sandy, but unusually fertile in pasture for sheep, of whioh ths 
freemen have good expeotations, having already bred 371, which 
bring forth the whole year, and grow so fat tbat they are hardly 
edible, an ordinary sheep weighiog from 70 to 100 lbs. 

The 90 sheep conveyed thither lately, are thriving well The 
coarse purslain and ontjes (uintjes — ^ a small well known edible bulb), 
being in form like onions, grow there in great ahundanoe, and are 
the best food for sbeep, so that this Island ia able easily to carry 
from l^OOO to 1,200 sheep during the whole year, and fatten them 
thoroughly, if only a spot oould be found in the middle of the 
Island and on the lower ground, where stones are less plentiful 
and where a well could be dug^ for the water supply would be the 
most important featiire* as the cattle would require a drink at leait 
2 or 3 times a day. A loose wooden enclosure would likewise be 
immediately required, in which to keep the cattle during night 
time. This enclosure should be moved every day during the 
rainy season from one suitable place to another. There should 
also be a hut for the shepherds, and a shed for the heavy ewBi 
and young lambs, in order to keep them warm during the night, 
and away from the rest. Id the centre of the Island the penguins 
have made innumerable nests underground. No vegetation is 
accordingly seen there, and hence it would be better to destroy 
these birds, instead of allowing them to breed on in that «pot. 
Thi*( would be of further advantage to the sheep. The rabbits 
brought by us there, were likewise prospering well, and it was 
probable that io a comparatively brief period they would increase 
in fair number." (Signed; Jacob Granaat. 

Obtained 1 sheep from the Hottentoos. 

October SJsL— Obta-netl 5 lean sheep from the Hottentoos. In 

accord atice with instructions from the Directors, the Commander, 
FisctJ, and Eusigu, pattud with all their sheep (Ö49 in number), 
to the Company. Also LiS draft ox* n, 

November 'Sid. — Handsome weather with a i-light 8*E. breess. 
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November 3rd. — Tho request of the Rev, Petrtis Berhayseo, who 
had arrived herein the ship Amersftmri (see Oct. 36th), to remam 
over here for a time, wa» civilly refused, became if he remained 
here, he would draw no board money, and he obliged to find a 
lodging amoBg the freemen , which would caufie him great expense. 
Thereupon he hesitated. Moreover the surgeon had declared that 
hifl wife wm but slightly feverish, and that there was nothing the 
matter with him. The fact wae^ he was difisatiflfied with the ship 
and the ekipper» a trivial matter as we found on enquirj, aud he 
bad during the voyage already let fall that he wiahed to remain 
for a while at the Cape, but aa we did not deeire to add to the 
burden B of this residency by unneoessary expenditure, we have 
politely refused hifi request. 

November 4th. — In consequence of the heavy winds, our church, 
erected at the new point, is blown down in the evening. When 
our large garheton was stiU here, services had been conducted in it* 
At once a guard was sent thither to prevent the planks, which had 

en deposited in it, from being stolen. 
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November 6th. — Return of the yacht Be Foerman, sent away 
on the 22nd August to explore the Sast Coast. On the 22nd 
October she had reached Mosselbay, and there landed Jeronimus 
Croese and his company, having before that found some Hotten- 
toos to show them the way inland. From Mosaelbay they had 
gone as far as the bay "Uontante," but in consequence of the 
5.E. winds they could proceed no further. They brought baok 
two men of Jeronimus, the one severely wounded by a lion, and 
' .0 other ill. 



November 12th. — Some sheep seized and forfeited to the Com- 
pany, as they had been bartered from the Hottentoos by the free- 
man Roosendaal. On the 15th two more sheep were brought in 
by the outside guard, who had, during the night, discovered some 
Hottentoos and sheep passing their post, but finding that they 
were observed, the Hottentoos ran away, leaving these two animals 
behind. The whole lot were evidently intended for the freemen, 
and the Fiscal will accordingly inquire into the matter, 

November 16th, — Decided to despatch the Poeknip to Batavia, 
as she is not required here^ and it would be unadvtsable to send 
her to Mauritius during the dangerous monsoon» and the more so 
aa there is no more ebony on hand there. (8ee Resolution), 

November 18th* — Sunday, News early this morning from 
Houtbay that during the past night 3 cattle had been killed by 
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idöi a lion that had entered the kraal. The Brtajdegom r&turos frSE 
"" Saldanha Bay with 13 casks of saltedi and a quantity of dried &ad] 
flayed fish, 

November 23rd. — Return of Corporal Jeronyraus, who with] 
15 others had left in the Voerman^ which had been despatched on 
an exploring tour along the East CoaBt on the 22nd August last. [ 
He brought with him 87 fine oxen and 369 eheep, and reported 
that Sergeant Cruythoff, whom he had met, and with whom he 
had travelled ae far as Hottentooa Holland , would arrive to-morrow 
with 50 more oxen and 200 sheep. This has been a most desiimhle ■ 
reeuLt for the benefit of the return fleet, which oan now be amply m 
provided for, as well as the outward bound ships, Aooordiug to m 
nis journal, Jeronymus had with much trouble, bartered from the 
Attaquas, after having landed at Mossel Bay, 16 fine paok oxen, 
with wliioh he and his company marched inland. The said 
Attaquas are a tribe similar to the Cape Hottentoos, but well 
supplied with copper and beads, which Üiey obtain from another 
nathn dtcelling further towavdH the Mmf^ and as they my us êometffidt 
darker. This will he investigated later on. 

November 24th. — Arrival of the hooker Piitoof\ of Rotterdam. 
Left on the 26th June last with 20 men ; one dead. Bcported, 
thank G^od I that everything in the Fatherland was still in a good 
etste. Arrival of Oruythoff with 52 cattle and 181 sheep. 

November 26th.— The Voet man and Bruidegom sent to OasseQ 
Island with 60 sheep, and having landed the latter, to proceed to 
Baldanha Bay to catch &Ek. Are well provided with casks and 
salt. 

November 28th.— Arrival of the Burgh ran Lêtfcn of Amstetidsiii, 
Skipper Sijmon Cornelisx : Van der Meer, and junior merchant 
Lourens de Zaijer, Left the Texel on the 29th July. Cairied 
315 souls, including 145 soldiers. Had 4 deaths. Brought more 
than 50 siek suffering from scurvy, 29th, Arrival of the flute 
Elburgh of Enckhuijsen, Left Te^el on the 20th June with 107 
men. Skipper's name Cornells Kaker. Had one death. The 
rest are fairly well. 30th* The Hooker Poeknip leaves for Batavia^ 
and the Piitmr also receives her despatch. 

December Ist,— The PHtmr leaves* May God the Lord gtiid& 
both theee small vessels in safety. 

Uecember 3rd. — Arrival of the ship Eendracht with 306 men. 
Had left the Mease on the 29th July. Skipper Jan PietarsE : de 
Trijen, and junior merchant Matt hijs Soumans. Has also on 
board a minister named Brouerius, Galled at St- Jago. Had IT 
deaths ; hut hardly any sickness. 
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In the afternooD two soldiörs of the flute EUhnrgh^ which ha4i 
amYed here on the 29th November, fight with rapiers. The one, 
Andiies Godtfried Fleij sober of Neurenbur^h, was pierced through 
the stomaohj above the navel, hj the other, and having been 
attended to by the chief surgeon, was carried to a neighbouring 
freeman's house, as he could not survive very long ; — the murderer, 
Thomas Ert of (J Id en burgh escaped inland. For about an hour 
the minister attended the dying man with comforting admonitions 
and Christian prayers, KpoU-moriem examination was held, and 
orders issued for the capture of the murderer, all heing forbidden 
under heavy penalties to lodge, or in any way asaiat him. On the 
evening of the following day the Fiscal and some soldiers, who had 
been in pursuit, returned with the new© that the fugitive had heen 
aeeti near the Uout Bay^ and when he had discovered the men in 
pursuit, had escaped towards the mountains^ and that it had become 
too dark to foUow him. On tne 5th he was apprehended and 
brought in. He was at once examined^ and confessed to the 
homicide, but would not acknowledge that he had been the 
aggresior, although two trustworthy witneBaes proved it by sworn 
declarations. On the 6th he was again examined, when he signed 
a written Confession, Thereupon in the afternoon a meeting of 
the Council was convened, strengthened with the skippers of the 
two outward hound ships in the bay, when he declared that he 
deserved the punishment of death, and prayed for an honorable 
eieoutiou. It was unanimously decided to sentence him to be ehot^ 
and, according to customy he was informed Ikcfore sunset^ to prepare 
himself at eleven o'clock of the forenoon of the morrow, to suffer 
the penalty of his erime, and when that hour strucky his Bentence 
wad again read out to him, and he was shot on the wesftern side of 
the fortress. Thank God^ the sentence was earned out in Christian 
form. 

Arrival of Hei Cmieêl van Medenbilck^ skipper Gerhrandt 
de Bock, Equip t by Encfchuijsen» Left on the 29th July 
with 302 men. Called nowhere. Brought 50 sick. Had 16 
deaths. 

Deoember 8th, — The Burgh ran Leydm and MtmrgATBoem their 
despatch, 11th. The Eendracht also* 

December 12th.^ — A South West wind blowing* The three vessels 
Burgh van Leyden^ Eiburgy and J)e Eendracht^ ready to leave for 
Batavia, The minister, (see November 3) and the junior merchant 
of the Eendracht^ appeared on shore with letters^ which they had 
written to the directors, evidently to loiter about, but the 
Commander, walking about the jetty, compelled them to return on 
board at once, saying that they should have sent their letters on 
d the Cmteel van Medmblik according to orders, as they had 
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already taken their farewell, and it was not proper to retnin on j 

shore again, for as the wiad waa faYourable, their ships would not 
wait for them. They aooordinglj left at once. The uoplea£antneBses 
which had oocsurrod on hoard of the Emdra^ht^ and their results 
appear to have been caused by the sergeant, who had engaged 
himself to a Miss Bremers, who, on her arrival here aeemod to h# ^ 
anxious to break the match, and this caused an inordinary scandal ■ 
gossip between the minister, the junior merohant, and the officers» 
but before th^ir departure the affair had been settled by the 
transfer of the sergeant (to another vessel )f he and Miss Bremefi 
beforehand giving one another a letter of disoharge. 

December 1 3th. — Death in hospital of Adriaan Theimis^: of i 
Delft» he had arrived here ill in the Burgh ran Leydtn, 

Arrival of two big ships, and as neither earned a flag ahovt 
or behind y and the Cftêteel mn Medenölik\ hoisted no flag for our 
information, we are somewhat anxious, the mora so as nobody 
landed (te meer omdat wij van landt onder een schoot eouwe&ds 
niemant aff en quani), The Commander at once went with the 
Fiscal to the roadstead to the MedenhUck^ with the intention to 
hoist a white flag on her as a sign» should any landing take 
place, but before reaching that vessel, they saw a third aUp 
sailing in and anohoring. The officers, before it had come to 
signalling, having come on board, informed us to ourastonishmêDt 
that they were the three vessels which had left yesterday, viï. : 
the Burgh ran Lfj/en, Eendracht and Elh^rgh^ which, having 
passed between the Island and the Mainlandf bad been suddenly 
overtaken by a calm, and encountered such heavy seas that Üisj 
were in great danger of foundering, as the heavy seas foroed 
them back so violently, that, in spite of tacking, they could not 
again get Hobben Islaod on their side. With a fine N» bree^tMi 
morning they managed to weather the Island, and were obüg«d 
to come to an ancher here once more. However having hardiy 
laid an hour, the S. £aeter began to blow^ and the skippen 
returning on board at onoe, they once more siüed away, getting 
out of sight before dark ; and as the wind increases we hope that 
they will keep further away from land, and reach the open sea. 
May the Almighty proteot them from similar misadventures, and 
let them arrive safely at Batavia. 

December 1 4th.^ — N* E. breeze. It is fortunate that the ships 
left yesterday, and the Commander ordered them to leave, as Üm 
might otherwise have been detained here for 3 or 4 days, Dera 
in Hospital of Hendrick Jansz : of Utrecht, soldier, who arrived 
here in 1665 in the Medenblhk* 

December 15th, — The sick of the Medenhltck restored to healtli, 
Kark, and the offioers receive their dispatch. The reet of 



water and lefreshmenta sent on board» so that eke may leave to 
morrow. 16th. She leaves* 17th. Ueath in Hospital of Barend 
Lammer teas : of Amfiterdam» our late master smith, who arrived 
as ihip's corporal in the Beurs in 1666^ 

December 18th, — Corporal Jeranimiu Croese leaves with soma 
waLTes for the kraals of Gounomoa to obtain cattle. The Chief 
is enoamped about 3 days' journey ^om thie. 

December 19th.— After the usual evening prayer, a certain 
person, left behind by the Medenbhek^ and wbo had during that 
vesBers stay here, been leading a life of difiaipation on shore, waa 
for the e^e of the consequences, condemned to be soundly thrashed 
and chained, and so employed at the public works, until the 
arrival of a vessel to take bim to Batavia. 

December 20th. — ^Sergeant Cmythoff and 4 or 5 men sent to 
Dassen Island in the large boat, in order to dig a well there for 
the sheep, and build a hut for the caretakcj^. The fact is that 
the freemen have still a large quantity of sheep there, which 
daily exhaust the existing well, so tnat our animals must suffer 
thirst, and perish. The sergeant received th© following instruc- 
tions :— ** Esperienoe has taught ns that the freemen's sheep on 
the Island become extraordinarily heavy and fat, weighing when 
clean from 100 to 120 lbs, \ that with great danger to our people, 
and at great oost to our Company^ mttle have been collected 
since the arrival of the present Commander (Borghorst) from the 
East and West Coast» from the interior and beyond the mountains, 
that a proper supply might be at hand for the return and outward 
bound ships, and that therefore he has decided to stock the leland 
with a moderate number of sheep, say 227 ; but as the freeman, 
eapeoially Jochem Marquaart icum mk) directly oppose this 
meaaurCj and endeavour to destroy the cattle of the Company, 
pretending that there is not water sufficient, and that their sheep 
should precede ours when drinking at the weU, the result being 
that the Company's animals are cruelly treated and killed, we 
have, to prevent all this, decided to send you thither, as you have 
Buoh a thorough knowledge of the locality, and to enü^ust you 
with the following memoranda, Tou shall do your best to make 
a well on the most suitable spot in the centre of the Island, but 
if it be too stony there, you must dig one near the beach, and as 
deep as possible, in order to provide water for the Companv's 
cattle all the year round. Materials for the purpose have already 
been sent thither, and you will receive as your assistants 6 able 
men, 4 of the garrison and 2 of the veeseh For the shepherds 
you shall erect a hut^ the materials for which are already on the 
spot, WÖ having taken them over from the freemen. The rest go 
with you. On your return you shall load the boat with sheepa' 
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dniag, which is in great abundance thore, and lik€wi8e call at 
Robhen Island and see how things are getting on theröj and 
how Sergeant Otto is behaving, and whether the sheep are well 
looked after ; and whether the sheila have been placed near at hand j 
for immediate removal to the Gape ; finally requiring from Otto 1 
his <x)nsumption book for December. We wish jou in eonoluBion 
a good and happy voyage, and oommend yon to the protoetion of 
the Almighty. (Signed) Jacx>b BoEGHoasT. Done in the Fort 
Good Uope, this 2l8t day of December, 1668. 

Deoember 2 let. — The aforesaid sergeant leaves. 

December 23rd (Sunday),— Fine weather. The Holy 8aor&* 
ment administered to this as yet small congregation. Durtng 
last night the curtain on the western Bide of the gate of the 
earthern fort fell down again ; it had just heen repaired, and 
the men were set to work at the re- erection of the church that had 
been blown down, because our hall, in which the aervioes for our 
preBt?nt small garrison are now held^ will be too ooufined when 
the retnm fieei arrives, whilst the pulpit, oonaistory, benohea, &e., 
have fortunately not been injured. 

About 4 o'clock Sieur G-ranaat, the Cashier, proceeds to the 
Island in the boat, in order to inspect the Estahlishmentj both as 
regards the proper distribution of the rations, and the oounting 
of the sheepï goats, &c. 

December 24th. — Corporal Jeronymufl returns from the kraak 
of Gounomoa with 26 oxen and 1^0 sheep, including 8 oxen aod 
2 sheep which had previously been bartered there by freemen, but 
who, fearing that they would be sei^.ed and forfeited ^ had left them 
tiiere. Before his departure the corporal had communicated the 
fact to him, and instruoted him to make a seizure of the cattle» 
wHoh were pointed out to him in a laughing way by one of the 
HottentooB, and surrendered by Gounomoa. The corporal had 
likewise been invited by the Heusequafi to visit them for c attle 
barter, 

December 25th — Christmas (Chrisda?). Ordinary serviè 
held* The junior merchant and cashier, Sieur Granaat, ret 
from Robben Island, where he had gone to inspect, and reports 
that the cattle were getting on favourably^ but that there had 
been some mischief among the garrison ^ for doors had been 
broken open an<^! provi,sions stolen* The common people had been 
treated by their commanding officer worse than they would biTe 
'^'^^n under the Turk, and did not obtain their proper rations. 
»+ had accordingly taken some written depositions» whid' 
ded over to the Fiscal for him to proceed

December 28th, — Cloudy sky th© whole day with a 8.W. wiod, 
which generedly brings rain, but the clouds passed away and only 
a slight drizzle fell in the evening on the thmty earth. 

The freemen's boats return from the Islands with some oil and 
two letters to the Commïmder. Tho one was from the Vot^rmmi^ 
stating that with its eon sort, the Bmi/degom^ it had been searching 
for salt there, but that they would have to wait a while longer 
before, in consequeuoe of the water still in them, they would be 
able to obtain salt from the pans in Saldanha Bay, They 
had already salted down as much fish as the salt which they had 
t^en with them, had enabled them to do. The yaeht had also 
been beautifully caidked and oleaned. The second letter was 
from Sergeant Cruythoff, from Dassen Island^ who had been sent 
thither to dig a well for watering the sheep, mentioning that 
immediately on his arrival he had oommenoed sinking a well with 
his men, and found sufficient water, but it was so brackish and 
bitter that it was undrinkable ; accordingly he had made another 
attempt near the shore^ and was still at work, there being every 
appearance of good water being found, 

Deoember 31st. — Rain during most of the night. 

V 1669, 

January 1st, — Drizzling weather. Sermon in the forenoon» 
In the afternoon the freemen and the garrison were under arms. 
They formed two beautiful companies. When they retired, the 
freemen were according to custom, presiented with a case of wine, 
which they gratefully accepted. In the morning a large fish was 
playing in the water before the fort, and was thrown on shore by 
the waves. It was about 10 feet long, and was shot by a soldier, 
and then pulled above high water mark. Some believe it to be 
a seal, and others again think it is a sea lion. At any rate we 
intend to boil it down for oiL 

January 3nd — ^The 8.E. mnd blew so strong that a blacksmith, 
passing over the bridge outside the fort, and which had been partly 
broken up, in order to be repaired, was lifted up by a sudden 
whirlwind and thrown down from the bridge, coming with his 
head in contact with a piece of wood, and being stunned in conse- 
quence. According to the surgeon however there is no danger. 



January 3rd,— This day about 
from the dead seal.

January 4th.— Corporal Jeron3rmu5 Cruse and 16 men, fitted 
ont with merchandize and Ü weeks provisions, for a journey to the 
Heusequas (see December 24th). After visiting that tribe they 
are to visit the TFbiquae, a nation which we have never yet visited, 
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and dweUitig near the Heueequas. The oorporal is injitruoted to 
avoid bartering sheep if he o&o^ as they are to delicate to bear the 
lone and fatiguiDg jouraejB, Having in the affcemoon packed 
all EuB goods in a wagon, he left for the cavalry Btableê io order to 
depart thenoe to-morrow morning very early with 10 etrong padc 
oxen to carry the merohandize, . . . He returns on the 26th 
January (which tee*} 

January 6th (Sunday). — The Fiscal proceeds to Bobben Island 
to inquire into the irregularities that had oeourred there (see 
under December 25th, 1668), and to substitute the corporal 
accompanying him» fcr the present superintendent there. He 
returns on the 9th with the latter, named Otto Ralingh, whom he 
had replaced by a corporal, aa he drew too large a salary in 
comparison with the size of the garrison which he had to look 
after. He further reported that there were no eomplainta on the 
island, that he had not been able to discover anything regarding 
the charges which the sergeant had brought forward about the 
breaking open of the storeSj and that he had before his departure, 
advised every conTict to obey their commander promptly in every- 
thing, and show no unwillingness in any way, aa they would 
otherwise be punished corporally. They promificd to do so. For 
the restj the sheep, goats, and rabbits, were breeding rapidly, 

January 14th. — Arrival of the yacht Set Wapen tan Armujfdm 
with 34 men. Left Goeree on the 24th September last for the 
Chamber Zealand, Had called at St. Vincent, All well. Only 
one man died during the voyage, 

January 16th. — Arrival of the Tnipmhurg from Amsterdam the 
15th September, 1668. Skipper Pieter Vliegh and 270 men. 
She brought despatches from the Seventeen that the return fleet 
erpeeted, would bring with it the znerchant Jan van Aeknondeiij 
whom their Honours would much like to see in the place of the 
Hon : Borghorst as Commander here, provided the latter con- 
sented to renign and proceed to India. The residt will be known 
in time, as the Hon : Borghorst has net yet made up his mind* 

The Bntydegom and Voerman return from Saldanha Bay, the 
one with 12, and the other with 21 casks of fish. The latter also 
brings 3 lasts of salt collected there. 

January 18th. — Arrival of the Dolphyn of Eotterdam. Left 
the 2nd Oct : with 21 men- Two had died, including the skip- 
per, Jan Teunisse Crats. The rest were stül ** dispoos *' (well). 
Had called at the Island St. Vincent, and afterwards, without 
ancboring, at Ilho de FogCi where she had obtained some 
fsfaeshmenta. 

^9th.^ — Arrival of the flute Gooyhnt of Annaterdan^ 
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Left T©sel on the 2iid Aug : with 142 men» of whom 8 had died, 
among them the hoökkeeper, Johannet Haeldus. The reat all 
well (met gezont voloq opgeaoheept). Contrary winds had com- 
pelled her to oall at Annaboa^ where she had found an ahundanoe 
of oranges, 

January 21st — The Dolphi^n having arrived here on the 18th, 
had two deaths, the one being the skipper, Jan TeuDirae Grata. 
This moming early his body was brought on shore to be buried ^ 
He had made the officers ou board promise him on his death-bed 
to place his body in a coffin after death, and keep it on board 
until the ship's arrival in Table Bay. Be was êucceedf'd b^^ Jatt 
J^ansz : OosUrwtjck^ chief male of ihe *^ Tuipenhurgh,^^ as his own 
mate mis too ignorant^ and had too Htfk experiences bêêideê thé fact 
that he couid not agree mth the other offlcerë, 

January 22Dd- — Farewell dinner given to the officers of the 
Tulpenburg^ Qooylant^ Afmupden and Dolphyn. Drum^ beaten, 
and aU the crews ordered to embark on pain of corporal punish- 
ments 

January 23rd, — The four yeeeels leave. The Fisoal proceeds to the 
country to see whether the agrioulturists have garnered their grain, 
and commenced threshing. He was again to give them peremptory 
orders, so often ere this embodied in various placcaten, that when 
they had threshed and cleaned their wheat, they were to deliver the 
whole to the Company, and not, aa rumoiir has it already j to barter 
it among one another, on pain of not only obtaining no provisions 
from the Company, but also of being heavily punished. By careful 
inquiry he had already learnt that some drunken members of that 
community had not shown the proper zeal, or been prepared and 
watchful, and he had accordingly given orders to the Company's 
agriculturists to convey all the com of that class of people which 
was lying before their bams, exposed to rain and wind and the 
depredations of piga, to the Company's granary, and there thresh 
it for the general good. 

January 24th. — Arrival of Het Wapen ran Middelburg of 
Zealand, Left the 24th September with 260 souls, including 
skipper Jan Blaauwmolen and Junior Merchant Nioolaas Peltiers. 
Had 2 deaths. Called at St. Jago and found there water and a 
Utile refreshraent. All well» praise be to God I excepting 2 or 3, 
who appear to be somewhat seedy (ontbaoken). 

Yesterday afternoon sume Cape ladies, whilst taking a walk 
towards the downs where a number of Hottentoos ordinarily live, 
were told that the latter bad buried a woman who had been 
delivered of a child the previous afternoon and died shortly after- 
wardSj and that with her, they had buried the living babe, after

having put it into a bftg, oo vering it with earth as usuaL There- 
upon the women, at once making oommon oausfi against the 
Hottentooej opened the grave aa quiokly as possible, and took out 
of it the little child still alive ; forsooth, a dreadful law by which 
the living may be oast with the dead into one pit together without 
meroy (ionder poxatie)* 

January 26th ^Corporal Jeronymus returns with some esoeed- 
ingly fine oxen and miloh oows and abeep. This aurprised m 

very much, ae we know that the Hottentoos will not part with 
their milch cattle for any consideration whatever, as they derive 
all their susten anee from thera. But it haa begn caused by the 
following oinjumstanoe. Wten the Corporal had arrived at the 
kraals of the Ubiquas, the latter dtd not wish to sell anything, 
but stole whataver they could get hold of. As they were persons 
who had robbed our oattle-barterers, named the Souquae, of all 
their cattle, and thus destroyed our ordinary trade with that tribe» 
the corporal was obliged to eet hie face against them, and obtain- 
ing the upper hand, he seized the whole kraal and brought it to 
the Fort,

January 27th, — Heavy S, 
which had again been built 

once more fell down on both aides. They had been masoned up 
and only required the beams to oonneot them. 

January 30th, — Arrival of the English Frigate The Sun^ Gapt: 
Andries Parok, bringing news from Bantam that the Dutch had 
licked the Macassarians. She left on the 2nd February after 
having properly saluted the Castle, and thanked the Commander 
for the relreehmeuts allowed her during her stay. The 8&id 
gentleman (scheotelman) took a small letter to Patria. 

January 31st, —Death m üospital of the sailor Ilendrick Boss 

of Bremen, left here by the Casieei ran MedenUik. 

February 4th. — The Middelburg receives her despatch and 
letters. 6th. She leaves. Arrival of het Wapen ran ZkrkkMt. 
Left on the 24th September with 332 men Had 8 deaths. 
Brought 20 siek, notwithstanding ahe had called at St» Besie and 
been refreshed there, | 

February 8- — In the evening the three ohildren begotten by 
the late Junior Surgeon Pieter van Meerholf out of the female 
Hotten too Eva, appear in the hall» naked and destitute, the eldest 
sending in word that his mother, being quite drunk, had with all 
her household things and bedding gone to the Hottentoog^ and 
that in their home (which had been prep^ed and finely furnished 
for her in the house at the old pottery) she had left nothing 
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'behind in the shspe of food, clothing or otherwise* This after- 
noon in eons^uenoe of her exoesfii^e dronkenness, and her Bhame- 
ful behanonr in the ball and at the dinner table of the Comman- 
der, she had b&en Beverely reprimanded, and advised to lead a 
better and more civilized life, and abandon her adtilteroue and 
sbatneful óonduot, Aeeociating aa she did with all sorts of men 
especially at night tiine^ if she did not amend, her ehildreti 
would he taken away from her, and she herself banished on an 
Iflland. Ivow having heard in the evening of her running away^ 
aLnd at the same time seeing these poor children standing there %o 
destitute, and bearing in miud that a shcrt time previously the 
oburoh eonnoü had decided to remove the ohildren from this 
drunken e wine, we decided to look oat for a respectable burgher 
who would be prepared to receive them gratie in board and 
clot bin gj and before it was quite dark, they were entnisted to the 
freeman Jan Rejnieraz, deacon of the church, who, (with his 
wife) were people of an honest and godly character. The house 
WEB at the same time properly secured* 

The Church council had aho in iU meeting^ sekeied the tmrnes of 
iico members of the Congregation^ to he submitted to «^, that fee might 
chose one for the office of Ekier, The retiring deacon Ilarman Ermt 
ton Gresnich fvd^ appointed to (he office^ and of the other fiames^ 
submitted in the mme manner ^ Adriaan Wik^ and Qerrit mn der Bgl 
were chosen to serve as demons, 

1 February 10th. — (Sunday.) Fine weather, lo the afternoon a 
beautiful and edifying sermon was preached by the minister on 
board the ship Zierik^t-e. The same afternoon Eva, who, since she 
had run away and abandoned her children, did nothing eUe here 
and elsewhere than lead a life of debauchery, playing the beast 
at night with one or another, caused such a noise and com- 
motion outside in the neighbourhood, that some complain ta were 
brought against her, whilst one person was nearly killed in 
oonaequence. He had fortunately parried the blow with his 
left arm, and so escaped. But in order to prevent such irregu- 
laritieii, and all accidents that might result from them, the Fiscal 
reoeive*^ orders in the evening to take some soldiers with him and 
hunt up that Hottentoo pig in order to place her in custody in the 
Fort. After au absence or about half an hour he returned with 
that fine lady and locked her up, reporting that he had found her 
drunk again at the entrance to the down% among the Hottentoos» 
with a little pipe in the mouth. Having asked her what reason 
she had to abandon her children and take her bedding with her, 
he was mocked and derided by her ; and further what she had 
done with her featüer bed ? She replied that she had sold it for a 
piece of tobacco, and spent all her money on drink, so that she had 
nothing left except a small bundle of children's clothing and her 
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O WD, wbiob she had bid ia a little buBh, and was r&ady to sell. 
Tbis tbe Fiscal took away from ber and brought to tb© Fort for 
the uie of the cbildren, 

Februarj 16th, ^ — The Zkriekêêe reoeiTes her deepatoh and our 
lettêTi for Batavia. 2 1st, She leayee. Qod grant her a safe 
voyage, 

February 25tb. — Anival of Het Sikhi mn Uirêthi from 
Batavia tbe 20th December, in company of the Zu^t Fokbroeck^ 
&o,. Tbe Pohbroeck bad on board the Hon : Joan Thyseen^ 
Üxtraordinary Councillor of India, as Admiral, The Wapen ran 
der VteTy with the Hon : Hartman aa Vice Admiral, and de Vr^^ 
Zte^ Skipper de Gilde aa Bear Admiral, 

Arrival in the afternoon of the Middelhurgh^ Met ffu^i U 
Veisen^ and tbe little flute Lepeher^ the latter laden for tbis 
residency with rice, arrack, and other necessaries. Also tbe 
Mi/stft(te S&n and lie f Wapen Van ter Gouw. kGtb, I fff Wapen 
van ter Veer arrives on tbe roadstead, and towards evening the 
flute Vüorskhtigkept, 28th- Death in boepital of the sailor 
Pieters van Sloote, left here by tbe Casteei van MtdtmhUk^ and 
of Hendrik ♦ * - of Alokmaerj who arrived lately in tbe Zkriekzee. 

March 2nd. — Fine rain during the night, bo that our vege- 
table ëeedd will be finely tempted from the ground (to spring 
forth). 

March 4th — The Lepeiaer provided with refresbments and 
ordered to cruize outside for the Admiral of the return fleet and 
hand him a letter, mentioning the names of the return ships 
that had already arrived, and that tho Lepeiaer bad been sent out 
to cruize for him, and furnished with refreshments. Letter signed 
by Jacob Borgborst, Cornelia de Cretzer, Johannes Coon, and 
Jacob Granaat. 5th The N, winds prevent the Lepeiaer from 
leaving, 

Maroh 6th,— Arrival of ffet Wapen van ffoorn of Amatafdam. 
Had left the 16th November with 224 men, includtog Skip- 
per Pieter , . . destined to Ceylon ; ako of De Hoiland^che 
Tuijn^ of Amsterdam for Batavia. Had left on tbe 13th 
November, 1668, with 321 fiouls, inoluding 143 military, Skip- 
er Jaooh Poort reported that stormy weather bad com polled 
'm to call at tbe Isle of Wight. Both vegsels bad very 
few sick. 7th, Tbe Admiral not yet having arrived, Com- 
mander Borghorst convened the broad Council, presided over 
by tbe Hon. Hartman. He read to the ikippers and mer- 
chants tbe orders of tbe superiors of tbe 22nd August last^ 
regarding tbe separate arrivals of tbe respective return ships, and 
that in such oases, as soon as they have been properly refreshed^ 
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liiey shall prosecute their voyage without waiting for the others. 
They replied that they had not yet heen suffioiently refreshed, hut 
that if they received ae muoh m they had had already, or twioe as 
muoh, they would soon he prepared to leave. Decided to delay 
their departure until the loth, and in the meanwhile await the 
arrival of the Admiral» and should the latter not he here yet on 
that day, to proceed home. It was further decided to give one 
flheep daily for every 15 men besides auÉBoient vegetablea* 

March 8th. — The Eetum ship Zutcl Pohhroek arrivet with the 
Hon : Joan Thijssen on hoard as Admiral of the fleet. On landing, 
he was received by the soldiers and burghers under arms, and 
properly welcomed. 

Maroh 9 th, — Commander Borghorst and Mr< Hartman proceed 
on board the Zièyd Pohbrofck^ and escorted oo shore the Hon : Jan 
Thijssen, who was properly saluted by our soldiers and burghers. 
Not long afterwards arrived Sei Wapen van Rotterdam^ and the 
yacht Batavia, so that the only ships of the fleet still absent are 
the OoBtenburg and the Ilandelaer, 10th, Towards evening they 
arrive, so that the whole fleet (God be praised) is now complete. 

March 1 2th . — Th e men o f t he ti eet busy t akin g in water. Decided 
no longer to supply those return ships, that arrived here before the 
Admiral, with double refreshments, but to furnish every vessel three 
times weekly with fresh meat and vegetables^ because the precious 
cattle, which have been obtained not without great trouble from 
these African natives in different parts of the (K}untry, have 
already so much decreased in numbers, that unless they are being 
economized, not enough will be left for the outward bound veaseli , 

The departure of the fleet to take place eight days hence. 

March 14th. — Same wind and weather (strong south-easter). 
The sloop of Het Wapen ran Mottertimn blown to sea. The 
Brutfdegom despatched to look for it and bring back, if possible, 
eome sheep from the Island. Couneil meeting held in the 
evening. Decided to comply with th© humble prayer of the wife 
of the junior merchant, Hendrik Laous, to be allowed with her 
ohBdreo to leave Robben Island for this place, on condition that 
she shall support herself without beooming a burden on the 
Company. 

March 15th.^ — Some ** kapaters " obtained from Robben Island 
for the return fleet, in order to eoonomize the sheep. 

The Bruydegom returns with sheep from Kobben Island. 

March \7i\x*—Hei Wapen van I f oom receives her despatch and 
our letters, i^th. She leaves. May öod the Lord let her arrive 
safely at Ceylon under oonvoy of His Holy Angels. 

This morning a court was held to try several offenders who 
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misbehaved dtirüïg the yoyage from Batavia 
were punished with keel-hauling, yard-walking (ree-loopen) and 
bamfihment, as will appear from the aentenceB. 

March 1 9th. — The oulpritB undergo their punbhineiit. 

As ordered hy the Directors, all the officials who had &till any 
cattle here, surrendered them to the Compaay at a reasonahle 
price. The whole number thus obtained here and at Hout Bay^ 
to bo conveyed to good pastures, in order to be slaughtered for 
the ehipe, 

March 22nd* — Farewell dinner to the Admiral (Commissioner) 
and the other ships' officers» 

His Honour receives all the papers and our letters for home. 

March 23rd. — The Admiral embarks with all the offioere of the 
fleet under a salute from the guns. The fleet, oonsifiting of IS 
fine vessels, leaves on 

March 24th,— Arrival of the two Ceylon ships Cogge and 
Nut/Uen from Point de GaUe the 22nd January j the first|with 
179 and the other with 168 men, of whom one had died during 
the voyage. Both vessels were under the oommand of the Hon, 
Kyokloff van Goens junior, Chief Merchant* He lands on the 
evening of the following day with his wife, who two days before 
her arrival here, had been confined near th© land. Proper aooom* 
modation wai provided for him, 

March 25th* — Some freemen having drawn attention to the 
matter, it was foimd that the following persons had deserted in 
the return fleet, viz; — Marinus Marinius de Wit, freeman, 
Zachflrias Comeliseo, of Embden, and Reynier Keyniersz: of 
Amsterdam, farm servants, and Andries Pieters of IJitmarsum, 
servant of the Oompany* Sergeant Jeronymus Cruse (or Croea) 
goes with six men to the kraal» of Oounomoa and Oedasoa, in 
in order to endeavour to barter some oxen and sheep for tobaooo, 
copper and heads, for the better supply of the outward-bound 
ships still expeoted. Death in hospitd of Hendrik Maijor, cook's 
mate, left sick hero by the Eysende Son. 

March 26th. — South west wind blowing luetüy* Our Uttie 

yacht J}e Bt-updegam proceeds to Robben Island to fetch thenoe 

some Dutoh slaughter wethers for the ships on the roadstead. 

S/i^ tnkes mth her to the hlund the Mottentm woman Eta^ who km 

ime akmdy bemt êiiiing in the hole (jmson) in eonse* 

[ having blown down the flagstaff, it 
lade 10 or 12 feet higher, and oam- 
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March 29t]i, — The Bi*uydêgom returns from Eob : Island 
with SO wethers and a letter from the superintendent, regarding 
certain complaints of the convicts lately sent thither:—*** Mons: 
Oretzer ! By the Bruijdegom Thomas Hendrikse and Gabriel 
Teuniseen arrived here, being hanifihed hither, the one for 2 and 
th© other for 1 year. Also the female Hottentoo Eva, Of these 
however we have had no news. The two persoTis mentioned 
arrived here drunk, and after I had shown them their qaarters, 
Hendricx, no doubt instigated by one of the other convicts, 
returned to me and said that I had said that I would b^s their 
ears thoroughly. Not even asking me where the Corporal of the 
Islaxid was, he addressed himself to me and said in my presence 
that he would send a knife through the hide of the Corporal, yea I 
he even attempted to threaten rae, but I cheeked him with my 
oane. The words imputed to m© I never thought, much less 
uttered, but I for the moment passed over what he said, seeing 
that they were drunk, but in the evening when I made prepara- 
tions for prayers, the said Thomas Hendriokse boldly entered the 
house, and grossly insulted me, by using very bad and improper 
words, yea ! he even called me a fellow (vent), po that for the 
moment I had to defend myself with the cane I trust, however, 
that, now they have quieted down a little, matters will go 
oa better, but they cannot be trusted. I refer the matter to your 
judgment, to which I always submit . . ."

Robben Island, 27th March, 1669, 

P.S. — I send you SO wethers, and await your orders regarding 
the rations to be given to Mrs. Eva. Fuel is required for the fire 
hiJl ; we have only enough for one night more» We also require 
some train oil. 

Maroh 31st (Sunday^*— The usual services held in the haU of 
the Fort. 8, W. wind and drizzling rain. In the evening the 
master gardener reported that some slaves— male and female^of 
the Company, and those of the larger portion of the freemen, had 
oonspired to abscond inland the following night, and that they 
intended to ^iB^j there as long as possible, and should food fall 
them^ then to remain and die together. They said that if they 
remained here> they would remain slaves and be obliged to work. 
That being beaten and ill-treated, they could no longer endure it, 
and had acoordingly decided to run away. For theur departure 
they had prepared all the clothing which they could obtain from 
their masters, one firelock, two pistols, powder and matches, 
besides a large knife. Thereupon the Fiscal and the freemen 
mounted their horses in order to follow them up* Excepting 
three, all the rest were recaptured and carefully oonnned, in order

Lpril Ist* — Sergeant JeroDimns JCroes rêtums with 216 ëhmp 
and 43 oxen. The following is his journal. -■** Left the Fort on 
the 25th March with iix men ; marobed a full Dutch mile to 
beyond the cavalry station. Beached the kraal of Gounomoa on 
the 27th, havinif marcbed 16 miles. On the 28th bartered 20 
cattle and 116 sheep, mostly for tobacco , and after that gave them 
a ^soopie * (dram). On the 29th obtained 24 more cattle and 100 
iheep from the same. Left on the 30th at sunrise on our return 
journey ; arrived on the Ist (to-day) with the cattle. 

April 2nd»— Arrival of the Bredemdê and the flute Sparendam 
from Geylou. Left (talen on the 3Utb Jan :, the one with 91 and 
the other with 88 men. Also the Vlaardingen of Enokbuijaen. 
Left Texel on the 5th Jan i with 191 men. Fourteen had died. 
Also the Hooker Wtjiing, of Delft. Left the 7th Deo : last. 3rd. 
Arrival of the Hooker De Barm. Left the Meuee on the 4th 
Dec : 1668 ; equipped by Rotterdam. Fourteen on board. To- 
wards evening the beautiful ship^ Be Jonge Pnm^ arrives, equipped 
by the Hoom Chamber. Left the 14th Dec : with c324 men, of 
whom 25 had to be surrendered to the ocean. The rest are ia 
fair health*

April 8th. — A hot day, with a sweet gentle breeze from the 
N. W. The Brut/degom returns from Rob : Island with the conviot 
Hendriox, who had endeavoured to lord it there (see March 29). 
A note from the Superintendent contained the information that 
they had run out of all their provisions, and that, as the grass had 
withered away, 14 shedp and a lot of fowls had died. There ware 
hardly any more wethers. He wished to he provisioned without 
delay (dated 8th April).

Cnijthoff sen dB in 39 sheep. Having proceeded in the direc- 
tion of Hotteiitoos Holland, it is expeoted that he will make a 
good barter, 

April 13th,^During the forenoon the Hon : Van Goene 
embarked with his wife and friends, atid with a 8.E. breeze left 
towards evening with the other vessels. God the Lord lead them 
safelj to their destined haven. 

Arrival of the Amêrongen, Had left Texel on the 18th 
December last with 165 men. Had fonnd good refreshmente at 
St. Jago^ — ^lemons, citrons, and oranges. Brought 12 sick. 

April 14th.— Service this morning (Sunday) in the hall (kat) of 
the Port. Cold weather towards evening. Death in hospital ot 
Otto Martens, sailor, left sick here by Hei Wapen ran M^ddelburgK 

April 15th.— N, W* breeze, Axrival of the flute ffawnbergh 
from Batavia, Left on the 1st February. 

April 16th. — The J&nge Fnm^ Vlaardingên^ Wyting^ and Bami 
receive their despatch for Batavia. They left on the 17tb, 

April 17th. — The flute Deijfshamn arrives in a very shattered 
condition. In latitude Sö'^ 8' N. she had fought 6 hours (12 
glasses) a Turkish pirate, and beaten it ofi. At the first onset ^ 
were killed, including skipper MiohielJansen van Nieuwenhuijsen, 
and the Sergeant of the soldiers. 31 were woundtsd, of whom 8 
difd. The rest were nearly all well again, excepting 3 or 4. 
She had spoken the hooker Bf^ Gmndel^ having on board the 
J unior Merchant George Frederik Wreede, who sent the following 
letter to the Commander (Borghorst) : — "That he had left the Meuae 
on the 3rd December laat, vdth orders to explore and discover the 
island Martin Va2 and those around it, aUo Tristan d' Acunha 
and Diego de Alvares, That in 1** S, latitude he had faUen in 
with the flute Delff'^haven on the way to the (Jape, that he had 
found her a good opportunity to inform those at the (Jape of their 
good health, &c., hitherto," &c. (dated 4th February, 1669), 

April ISth. — Arrival of the Papenhurgh ; left Batavia on the 
1st Feb; with 76 men. Sergeant Cruythoff returns with U 
oxen and 47 sheop^ bartered from the neighbouring Hottentoos, 
vi^ : the Captains Cuyper, Schagger, Maneköbeen, Zee Capiteijn, 
and Tobaok Taokmans, for tobacco, copper and beads. His jour- 
nal is as follows :— " Lett the Fort on the 10th instant, and 
proceeded as far as the * Sohuer/ The next day we reached 
Sohagger^s Kraalj where we bartered 20 sheep for tobacco. In 
th# afternoon we reached the kraal of Houtebeen. The next day 
(12th) we obtained there 20 sheep for tobacco and copper* These 
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sheep and the others, bartered yesterday, we sent to the Fort with 
the soldier ChrietiaeQ Ghxistiaeoftz : van Flack«iTen. BreakiDg up 
our oamp, we prooeeded to Hotteotoos Holland, Having reached 
the kraab of the Zee-Capiteiju on the 13tli, we bartered It* sheep 
and one oow for tobaooo. On the 14th we reached Ouijper^i 
Kraal^ where the nert day we obtained 14 she^^p and 2 oxen for 
tobaooo. On the 16th we prooeeded to the kraal of Toba^ 
Teckmans, where for tobacoo anrl beads we obtained 5 oattle, and 
at Zienwer*t Kraal 23 sheep and Z cattle We them turned baok 
towards the Fort, which we reaohed on the eveniDg of the 18th 
with 47 sheep and 11 oattle." 

April 19th.*— lieutenant Joh: Ooon and two CommifleiüiLerB 
pro<5eed to the "Sehner" to transfer the superintendentship of 
that place from the late ** Baa« '^ Jan Teunigsefi^ to CozneUs 
Claasen^ of Utreoht, who takes the former 'a plaoe. 

April 22.^ Four soldiers and 2 pack oxen sent to Saldanha 
Bay to hold possesaiou of it again, and to remain there so long^ 
until Sergeant Jeronymus Croea, who will follow in 8 or 10 i&jB 
in the yacht de Vo^rman^ shall have arrived there, and taken up 
his quarters at the upper and lower watering-places. For the 
present the place is entrustöd to the oar© of a smart young fellow 
named Daniel Balck, who has for some time been statiuned at the 
cavalry stables (ruij terstal) , 

April 24th. — Ooutt held to consider a dispute between tht 
skipper and the bookkeeper of the Fapenburgh, viz. : that during 
the voyage the skipper had improperly reduced the rations of the 
men, without the knowledge of the bookkeeper. The case haviiig 
been heard on both sides, it was found that the charges were 
frivolous, but in order to prevent further unpleasantoees, and 
seonre the safe voyage of the veseal, the bookkeeper of the 
flute HoMnhtnjh was exchanged for that of the Fapenburgh. 
Commander Jacob Borghorst submit» that in oousequeooe 
of hifi weak and sickly conditiuUj it has become neei^ssary that he 
should be assisted with an experienced servant of the OompaQy, 
who wag likewise a man of distinction ; as besides, this bad 
beoome indispensable in the present state of affairs, the I^ench 
being mid to ham decided to ahfindon Madagascar and settle at 
Saldanha Bay, or on some other spot on this coast of Africa. 
Moreover we bad received express orders from the Directors to 
retain in reoeoupation the bay of Saldanha. The council aoooid- 
ingly decide to appoint as Mctmde^ subject to the approval of tht 
DireotorSj Abraham Zeeuw, Merchant, who had arrived here in 
the ship Amerongen. (See Eeeolution for further particulars,) 

April 25th, — Arrival of Met Wapm mn tkr Qoeë and ZM' I 
duymn of Zealand, The first left on the 16th January with 243 
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ïoeiif of whom 9 bad died. Had obtained good refreshmeiitH at 
St. J ago. The söcond had left on the 14 th December with 140 
men, of whom 10 had died. Had called at the Downs j — also 
of the hooker Dc Gimndei and Baarff of Delft and Rotterdam. 
The former had left on the 3rd Deoember, 1668, with 20 meBj of 
whom one had died. The Baar^i had left on the llth January 
with 17 men (^ee April 17th). The officers of De Grundel T^^port 
that the islands Martin Vaz, Tristan d^Acunha or Diego d' A Ivarez 
had not been disoovered a e eituated in the latitude in which they 
have been laid down in the charts. As regards the island 
discovered bj the Juni'^r Merohautj Sienr George Frederick 
Wreed e in 1665 with the hooker Pimpel^ sent to explore the 
island Martin YaK, the officers believe that it miiFt have been 
one of the islands Aceneam Triadate or Martin Vaz. With great 
diffionlty they had landed there with the sloop, but they had 
found no water, muoh less a suitable spot on which to stay, 
beoauee of the large rocks and bush. They bad accordingly been 
obliged to set sail for the Cape. 

April 27th. — Sergeant Pietar Cruythoff and 6 men s*ent with 
proper merchandize to the neighbouring Hottentoos to barter 
cattle^ as those that were in band have muoh diminished in con- 
sequence of the large number of ships that called here. All 
animals obtained in the neighbourhood were to be sent in by him 
in charge of one or two men, if that could be done without 
danger. 

April 30th. — The Ternaimy Caitenhurij^ Amerongen and Belfs- 
haren leave for Batavia, and the return flutes Fapenhurgh and 
Hmenbergh for Holland, 

As the skipper and bookkeeper of the Fapenburyh bad amicably 
settled their dmerences, it was not deemed neoessary to make the 
exchanges. Sergeant Jeronjmus Croes leaves with 10 men over- 
land for Saldanha Bay, in order to look for a suitable spot there, 
tmtil the arrival at that plaoe of our yacht De Voerman^ to which 
the Junior Merchant George Frederick Wreede has been tem- 
porarily appointed, he having been on the spot often before. 

May let, — ^The Fiscal reports that a soldier, that had belonged to 
the ship Hei Wapen mn der Goen^ had been buried on shore, and 
that he had been hit on the head by tb© skipper with a rope's end, 
(dagge) and died from the effects, and that without a knowledge 
of this, Ucense had been given for the burial of the body. There- 
upon the Commander gave an order that the body ehould he 
exhumed and examined by our chief Surgeon in presence of the 
others on board the different ships. The report handed in the 
next day mentioned that the name of the deceased was Maturyn 
Pmto \ that he had a wound in the forehead about two fingers long 
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and 



broad, tliat the 



as many broad, thsX tbe cramum and memnges were tiniii* 
jured, but the brain, haTing been exposed, they had found &ii 
apostemation in the subBtanoe of the brain with perfeot matter, 
that is to say, just below the pLaoe where the blow had been 
given. They therefore declared that Buoh an uloaration was fatal, 
but could not say whether it wa» the result of the wound or 
the bad cx)ndition of the deeeased^B syatem, for there were no 
outward signs observed before death , excepting the fleah wound* 
and the exposal of the cranium. Only about 7 days after the 
inflietion of the wound a oontinuouB fever set in, which lasted tUl 
the 10th or 12th day, when the patient died, or during the morning 
watoh of the 30th April*

The Fiscal aooordingly proceeded on board the first named 
vessel to arrest the skipper, who, on landing, was kept under oloa 
arrest in the oasemate, and guarded by two soldiers. 



May 2nd. — Commander informed that some guns had 
fired at Robben Island. As we are afraid that the convicts may 
have mutinied, the dispeoBer, Jaoob Öranaet, was sent tlrither in 
the open boat, in order, should any trouble have arisen» to provide 
against it* and also bring hack as many '' kapaters '^ as the boat 
can eonveniently carry, that we may save the ewe sheep hei^ and 
refresh the ships with these goats, as in oonsequenoe of tb© many 
ships that have arrived, we have become destitute of Hottentoo 
shoep. The N. Wester however has prevented the dispenser from 
leaving. 

May 3rd. — Same N, Wester, so that the Voerman also oouldnot 
leave for Saldanha Bay with the Junior Merchant, Sieur George 
Frederick Wreeden, whom we have provisionally appointed 
commander there. We have taken this step, beoauae there is still 
time, during this monsoon, to voyage to Mauritius, so that in the 
meanwhile be and his men (16 all told], may hold poasession of 
the said Bay for the Company, according to the instruotioos and 
commission handed to the said Wreeden^ and inserted m the 
Letter Book under the date 27th ApriL 

May 5th. — Sunday. Proper ordinary service held as usual 
Same N. W. winds. 
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May 9th.— The N, W. gale abating somewhat, Aocordingly 
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tbe merohaot Abram Zeeuw» Fisoü Cornelia Oretser, and the 
provmonal Lieutenant, Johannes Coon, prooeed on board the 
Wapen mn ter Ooe^f m order to instate on her the skipper of the 
L€pêiae->\ Cornelis^: Blanokeroort, in the plaee of Leendert 
Leendertsz : who is charged with having struck a soldier on the 
head with a rope's end, in consequence of which the latter died ; 
which skipper was at the same time removed to the Lümduynen^ in 
order to leave in her for Batavia without rank» that his case may 
be tried there by the court, the papers connected with the same to 
be sent over in Ret Wapen van ter Gets. 

May 10th.— Westerly breeze. The open boat leaves for the 
Island, and the Voerman^ with Wreeden on boards for Saldanha 
Bay, 

May 11th. — N.W. breeze, preventing the VoerfnantroiR getting 
away from her anchorage below Lion's Rump. The same wind 
prevented Jiff Wap<;u mn ter Goêêy the flute lA)OBditymn^ and the 
hooker Dp Buavê^ from leaving* 

The provisional Lieutenant, Joannes Goon, and the dispenser, 
Jacob Granaet, proceed on board the flute Lepeher to instate on 
her as skipper, the chief officer of Ret Wnpen van ter Goes^ named 
Willebort Bosaee, in the place of the skipper Comelis Corneliai : 
Blanckeroort, transferred to Rei Wapen mn f er Goes. 

Letter received from Sergeant Jeronimus Croefle at Saldanha 
Bay, mentioning that he and hie 10 men had arrived there safely on 
the èth. That he had found the 4 men at the two watering places 
in good health, but had discovered no ehipe ; that with good words 
and tobacco he had bribed two Hottentoos to go about among the 
surrounding kraals, to inform tbe inhabitants that he had arrived 
in the bay, and was prepared to buy cattle, and further to find out 
from them whereabout the Namaquas might be, and to let him 
know J that there was a large abundance of salt ; that the Com- 
mander was to send some vessele to fish there, and needed not to 
provide them with salt, &c. 

May 12th,— Divine service as usual. The W^pen van ier Goes 
and Loosduymn and the Hooker i>€ £aaM receive their despatch 
for Batavia. 

May 13th. — The boat returns from Robben Island, bringing two 
letters. The first was from the Superintendent Wreede, mention- 
ing that the firing had taken place on that Island because 247 
Dutch sheep had died within a short time through want of 
pasturage, and that the rest were in a very deplorable condition» 
the result of famine. More would die when the young graas 
sprouts out, as they would be attacked with dysentery ; and others 
would sucoimib to the cold rains, the sheds being roofless. 
The number still alive is ii63, of which 15 are in a moribund 
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Btate. There were ao more kapaters on hand ; the nmaber of 
young goat^ wag about 40. The rabbits ore multipljing rapidly, 
out as they are so wild, no fixed number can be reckoned on for 
supply. There are 47 fowle. We iend you for medieal assistaiice 
the shepherd Benjamin Muller* who has seriouBly injured his 
knee by fallitig into a rookjr orevioe, (Signed) ti* F. Wrkbde, 
I3th May, 

May 14th.— Wind veering at noon towards the S. East, the 
boat and the Brutfdeijom leave with one month*6 provisions for the 
island. The ships leave (see above). May God grant them a 
safe arrival at Batavia. 

May 1 5 tb.— Arrival of the ship Outs hoorn of Zealand ^ with !73 
men, Had left on the 3rd January, lost 17 men, and brought 42 
sick, almost orippled and lamed by seiir^. They were at once 
landed and placed in the Hospital. Vessel destined to Ceylon. 
Also of the hooker de Seeii of Rotterdam. Left 11th January 
with 16 men, all well, thank God! 

May U»th, — Letter received from Rohben Island stating that 

the sheep were still dying off daily, as the Island is eo dry that 
there is nothing to eat. As the rain has been falling now som^ 
time, it is hopt^d that the grass will soon grow* Some oonvicti 
had again attempted to play the master by breaking into the 
house, and stealing some arrack from it. They were Oahrid 
Tennissen, a comrade of 1 homas Hendriox, already sent baok to 
the Fort, and Miohiel Dirokit, who assisted the first named — who 
had also stabbed Eoeloff Teuniasen in the arm, as he was lying on 
hia bed, calling him an informer, a rascal, do., and in every way 
annoying all who came iu contact with him, even giving poor 
Laciis» who happened to be passing him, a blow on the face and 
Galling him also an informer, &e. The fellow is therefore of a 
very mutinous disposition and he has even threatened me (the 
Superintendent Sigfried) that if I informed you of the matter, he 
would so mark me, that I would have enough for my whole life. 
However^ I did not mind it at all, and did not allow myself to he 
put out by him. (He and his mutinous friends leave the ifiland 
by this boat). In eonsequence of the poor condition of the sheep^ 
it was decided the next day to send the flute Lepelaar and the 
open boat to the island to take on board for the Cape as many 
sheep as they could accommodate, and to send thither Bieur Maa^ 
tinns Jaquet to inspect the establishment. 
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1 7th. — Letter received from T>as&en Island, nientlomng 
Wreede's arrival there, who had info/med the writers of tli 
coming of the French. There were 1H4 sheep and 7 lambs on the 
' %nd. 3 Hotten too and 3 Dutch sheep had (Hed. Request to 
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supplied with wh%t they had asked, as the raïny aeasoti had iet 
in. (Signed} Jochkm Stalprht & öekhit Jf ansz i 

May 18th.*— Corporal Hans Michiel Kalmbach, an experiened 
«tXplorer (land ganger) sent with 6 men and Bome merohandise and 
pirovisiotiB, to look for Sergeant Piet«r Oruythoff, who had left 
the Fort on the 27th April last, as it is feared that he may have 
met with some miBfortim© on the way. Moreover the heavy 
ralnB having flooded the rivers, it is possible that he may be 
prevented from crossing them, and so run short of supplies. 

Arrival of the flute Aiphen of Zealand. Left on the 1 2th Jan ; 
with 165 men. Lost ö by death. Had obtained some refresh- 
ments at St. Vincent, Brought 8 sick. 

Letter received from Sergeant Jeronymus Croese at Saldanha 
Bay^ brought hither by two soldiers, stating that the provieionSj 
taken henoe, had been oonsumed, and asking for a further supply. 
We therefore know that the Voerman^ whioh had left this 8 days 
^0, has not yet arrived there. 

May 19th. — The i^pe/^^ir arrives from Bobben Island with 165 
sheep» Thirteen had died on the way, and the rest, were in a very 

I weak state. Fresh supplies sent to the men at Saldanha Bay. 
\ May 20th. — N, W. wind continues, preventing the Lepdaur and 
open boat from retoming to the Island for the rest of the sheep^ 
and carrjing thither some reeds and spars for repairing the stable 
there, 21st. Death in hospital of the soldier Martinus Nioolaij, 
left here by the Amerongm. 

May 22nd, — Some Hotteatoos arrive from Sousoa^s kraals 
bringing 2 cows and 3 calves^ whidi they sold for tobacco, copper, 
&o. They were treated to arrack and biscuit, that they might be 
encouraged to bring more, as that would he a far more eoonomioal 
arrangement for the Company than the present one of sending 
out costly expeditions inland for the purpose. The same day 
Pieter Cruythofi returns with 43 oxen and 201 sheep, which he 
had bartered from Gounomoa and Oedasoa. 

May 23rd.— With a 8. E. breeze the freemen's boat, Be Bru^d^ 
leaves for Dassen Island, and takes a letter from the Commander 
to the shepherds there, as well as 4 months' victuals for them. 
The open boat sent with cabbage leaves to the Lepelaar^ for feed* 
ing the «heep with the same. The Orundel and Zeeit receive their 
despatch for Batavia. 24th. They leave. Öod grant them a safe 
voyage. The Lepelaar returns from the Island with 36 sheep ; 
six of which died on the way. 

May 25th. — A letter received from Robben Island, that on the 
previoiis day a vessel had been sighted from the south, gradually 
drifting northwards towards Baldanba Bay. It was decided to 
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s€nd two Hotten tooB thither over land with a letter to Wreede, m 
the vefisel might be a FrenohmaE intending to oall at that bay 
with the objeot of inooovenienaing the Oompanj. 

May 26th. — (Sunday), The boat De Brut/degom sent to Robben 
Ldand with orders that the superintendent Pieter Sieohtfriot shall 
return with her, after having transferred hie trust to Corporal Jaji 
Zacharias, who is proceeding thither to find out the reason of the 
death of bo many aheep there» Martinus Jaquet was alao sent to 
Saldanha Bay in the Lepeiaar^ to End out further particulars about 
the strange veBSel above mentioned. 

Death in Hospital of Jan Lammertsz : sailor, left sick her© by 
the retxim fleet. 

May 27th. — Coenraad Altenburg reports that last night 2 of 
his draft oren had been killed by beasts of prey having their 
haunts in this valley* Shortly afterwards our master agricul- 
turist arrived at the Port asking for ammunition for killing the 
lions and other wild beasts in the neighbourhood of the *' Schuur;'^ 
His request was immediately complied with, and he was earnestly 
recommended to take good oare of the cattle at that place, as they 
are obtained with great trouble, and not without danger in thi* 
African land^ from the aboriginal natives, in order to be supplied 
to the ahips. In the evening a letter was received from Corporal 
Hans Michiel Calmbaoh, in which he mentions (see May 18) that 
he had bartered 4 sheep and one ox from the Hottentoo kraal in 
the Clapmus Valley^ and that he intended to visit the oamps of 
Cujrper and Toback Teckmaus. 

May 28th, —Letter received from Wreedeat 8aldanha Bay^ stating 
that things were in good order there, and requesting to be supplied 
with some garden seeds, e.g., cabbage, and turnip, some empty 
oasks, arrack, bunting, kettles, axes, &q. Decided to send these 
articles thither in the Lepeiaer* 

May 31st. — Cshnhach returns with 7 oxen and 27 sheep 
obtained by barter from the natives inland, 

Balten van der Beeck banished hither for sis, and Barent 
Govertse for 25 years, sent on board the Ouishoorn as sailors, that 
vessel being short banded. They may as well serve out their time 
at Ceylon as here. 

June let.— The OuUhoom leaves for Ceylon. God grant her 
a safe voyage imder the convoy of His Holy Angels. 

June 3rd, — Letter received over land from Saldanha Bay 
written by sergeant Jeronymus Croese, stating that everything 
waa all right there fitUl, and that no ship had arrived, or been seen 
there. In the afternoon another letter was received from the 
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junior morohant, Sieur Wreede, by Jerioh Waller (who had on the 
26th of last month been sent to the aforeisaid hay] mentioning 
that no ship had been seen there, and asking for some powder and 
lead, which will be sent to him hy first opportunity, 4th, Departure 
of the Alphen during the night. May tne Giver of all good grant 
her a safe voyage. 

June 4th, — Fine weather. The free Saldanha traders, Claes 
Gaselyok and Jurgen Cornelis report that they are ready to return, 
and request that they may again o e provided with 8 firkins of salt, 
whioh had in January last been collected by them, and by mistake 
shipped on board the Voerman, Bequest allowed. They were also 
entrusted for Wreede with 100 lbs. powder, 50 lbs. lead and 3 shot 
moulds, Bmydetjom despatched to the Island with almond branches 
for repairing the kraal there, and with a letter to Jan Zacharias, 
recommending him to take good care of the Company's goats and 
rabbits (should any be left.) 

Fermissiou granted to the free woodoutter TenniB Diroks van 
Schalk vryk and Jacomijntje Har mens, late maid servant of the 
Junior Merchant Cannenberg, and who arrived here in the ship 
Alphen, to enter into the married state. 

June 6th, — The freemen receive f2 per load for the con\^ejran«je 
of the fuel cut by the men of the Alphen and Oidëhoorn in the 
forest, hut these shameless persons deolared that they could not 
come nut with such a paltry sum, but we eoniider that they have 
been well paid, as they had only to load up the wood ready out 
and at hand, and convey it to the beach. 

One hundred and fifty bundles of reeds sent to the Island to 
oover the kraal there, 

June 7th. — The land travellers, Daniel Balck and Jprioh 
Waller, who had arrived here from Saldanha Bay on the 3rd, 
were provided with the usual provisions, in order to return 
to-morrow. The said Balok will take the place of Sergeant 
Croese there. The latter having to return hither. 

Deatli in Hospital of Ito Naeses, sailor, and Fran^oys Lam* 
mertee, soldier, left sick here by the Catienburgh and Loosdmjnen, 

June 8th, — Daniel Balek and Jerioh Waller depart to Saldanha 
Bay, (see June 7) with a letter to Sieur Wreede, directing him to 
return to the Fort overland, and report on matters at that place. 
Moreover the right season has arrived fordespatohingthe Lepeiaer 
to Mauritiu.^, where Wreede is to take office as Comraander* 

The Lepeiaer, rétumiüg from Saldanha Bay, reports that she 
had found everything in good order there, having to our great 
joy observed no ship there, or the least sign of evil. 

Tune 9th* Sunday, — Pentecost celebrated in Ghristian form. 
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1169. He&Tj rains and ooW from the N.W* 10th. Pleasant fiuQdhiud 
^ with 8,E, breezes. Our religioiiB Berrioe (it being Seoond Penteooit 
day) properly held. 

June 11th. — Death of the Buperintaodetit of the HospitAl 

(zieken vadfer) Joohem Sobreuder. 

June 12th. — Stock taken, to know what we hare. Fair progreia 

made. 

June 13. — Stock of grain inspected and measured. R**tiini of 
Sergeant JeronymuB Croese from Saldanha Bay overland. Had 
left thence on the 10th, and met on the road hia 8uoees6or, Daniel 
Balck. Everything was in a good state at that place. The 
Voerman had already caught a Urge quantity of fish, Tbia wül 
create a great saving in our beef and pork as regards the slaves. 
A letter from Wreede informed the Commander that he had sent 
one of his men and some Hottentocs to St. Helena Bay, in order 
to look for the ship seen on the 25th last, as it was feared that 
she raight have gone to that bay and so may cause injury to the 
rights of the Company there. They, however, rejiorted that they 
bad seen no ship there. 

June 14th. — Lieutenant Coon proceeds on horseback to the 
oonntry, in order to inspect the Company's affairs at the diSerent 
posts. In the evening he reported that the vinea at RondeboBch 
were rapidly increasing and provided with lathes and poles for 
their protection, and thttt the men at the " Schuur ** were busy 
threshing the old wheat ; that all the fields round about were 
green with the joung sprouting wheat crops ; that he bad called 
at the Wynbérg, the cavalry stables, and all watch-housoB^ and 
found everything there in good order, 

June loth. — Return of the yacht Dt Bruyd from Saldanha 
Bay» having conveyed thither Sieur Fred* Wreede^ who^ having 

arranged aU matters there, aocording to his instructions, had 
returned with her* 

June 18th. — Heavy N.W. winds with hollow seas, preventing 

our vessels from proceeding to the Island with a number of sheep. 
After evening prayer it was deoided to send the Lepeinar to 
Maiiritius not later than the 26th, in order to supply the garrison 
there with necessaries for a year, and to take on hoard the ebony 
and amber awaiting ahipinent there. 

This day the point of this old Fort, oalled de Reyger, tumbled 
down on one side, in oonsequence of the heavy rains. To-morrow 
the men will be set to out turf sods in order to repair the 
breach. 

June 19th* — The whole garrison busy re-erecting the fallea 
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dowe poiöt " de Rejger J 

of our veseels.

f June 20th* — The Lepelaar very buej taking ii* provisioiis for 
herB<*ll and gaiTiflOD at Mauritius. 

Juij* 21st. ^ — ^Arrival of tiio English vessel (frigate) Janne 
Margriet^ Captain Robert Loord and Merchant Pieter Legaeij, 
equipped hj private merohantB at LoDdon for Bantam. Had left 
Plymouth on the 4th March laat (O. 8.1 with 80 men and tJO 
guns. Lost only one man, and brought but a lew sick. Humbly 
asked for a little drink water, whioh was allowed them with all 
oiTil treatment. 

I Jun© 22nd. — Sergeant Pieter Oruythoff and 10 men leave on a 
trip to tbo Souaequaa in order to buy cattle. The Captain of the 
Engliah Frigate Jane Margaret greeted the Commander 
very politely, and requeetedj if it could be doüe without 
detriment to the Company, to be Bupplied with gome vegetables 
and oranges and cattle foi his people. This however was most 
gently refused, as he was told that we hardly had enough garden 
produce and cattle for the Company*» shipa \ we referred bim 
however to the freemen, where we told him he might get what he 
liked. The merchant who had made the request for the gkipper^ 
presented thereupon the Commander under many compliments 
with a small cask of Euglish beer, one ditto mum, two small 
oheeeeSf two little hams, and half a dozen smoked tongues, 
showing himself very grateful. The Commander however refused 
the gift more than onc5e, hut finally, not to affront the Knghahman, 
he was obliged to accept the present, with the knowledge of the 
CounciUors, whilst the English compliment was returned with a 
Dutch one in the shape of a Hottentoo cow, a ditto sheep, and two 
baskets of cabbage leaves. The chief gardener was however at 
onoe ordered, after the English ship bad arrived, to keep the 
garden looked by day m well as by night, lest the English getting 
inside of it, and seeing the beautiful ground- and tree fruit» 
znight come and ask us for some, for in order not to let them take 
a liking to tbis place, we do not intend to let them have more 
than Ihey had already, whilst we intend to keep every thing for 
the Company's ships. This day the point Keijger was again 
completed, aud in order to prevent all mutiny, a Corporal and 2 
soldiers were ordered to patrol outside along the beaob, as long as 
the Euglishmaa remains here, 

June 23 (Sunday.) — Whilst the Commander was at supper, the 
provisional bookkeeper of the boat Lepelaer^ Abraham Phoonae, 
informed us, to our great dismay, that the said vessel bad, a few 
minutes previously, been treacherously seized by three incorrigible 
malefactors on shore, assisted by some rascals on board ; that the 
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oable had been out, and that the fellows had» faTOured by a S* K 
breeze^ sailed out of Table Bay* Tbe malefaotoirs had been 
ee o ten eed here dimD^ the preseoee of Commissioner Joan 
Thijsen, Admiral of the la.'^t return fleet» and are named a& 
follows : Dirck Cornells Veen and Gabriel Teunisaen, both of 
Kotterdam, and Thomas Uendiioks of Oude water. The first a 
disrated mate, and the two others sailors. Having oonspir<*d with 
the undermentioned gallows birds of Uie Lepeiaer^ yiz. : Hendrik 
Olaasens, boatswain ; Jan Frederikse de Buyter, boatswain's mate^ 
and Eldert Chrietiaanee» sailor, idl of .Rotterdam, and Fieter 
Barendse of Lutsenbraet k, boy* they had quietly stolen the small 
boat of the little flute, with which the skipper intended to proceed 
on board, and prooeeding on bo^d together, pretended that the 
skipper had eaid that he intended to sleep on shore that night, and 
had ordered the boatswain to make everything ready for the voyag© 
to Mauritius, and that tbey required some ropes for that purpose 
which they were to take out of the hold. Thereupon he demanded 
imder that false pretence a candle ^om the boy, whilst the other 
jumped into the saloon where were the ohief mate Jan de Raat^ 
with Martinus Jacquet, Claas Janszen Oa of ter SohelliDg, 
saloon watchman, and Isaac Pieters of Rochelle, all flitting down at 
their meal. The conspirators at once overpowered them, and 
crying out that they did not wish to kill any one, seized all the 
arms on hoard. The erew seeing this jumped overboard and swam 
to the boat behind the vessel whose painter they out and in that 
way they managed to reach the shore, and did these good people 
escape from the clutches of the pirates. 

The Commander was very much shocked at this treachery, and 
having briefly considered, at once sent out the large sloop in pur- 
suit, under the command of Lieutenant Coon and Junior Mer* 
chant Jacob Granaat» with 30 well armed soldiers and Bailors. 
They were to endeavour to board and recapture th% vessel, and 
bring back the pirates to be dealt with as such. The Commander 
likewise requested Captain Eobert Lord of the English ship 
Jam Margaret^ to aésist him with his ship in order to oatch the 
malefaotors, This he readily promised to do as soon as he had 
returned on board. He accordingly at onoe left in his sloop, 
accompanied by Fiscal Comelis de Cretser. It was then quite 
dark. 

Good watch wa^ likewise kept in and outside of the Fort» m 
the Commander feared that more conspiracies might be hatching, 
especially against the Fort , whilst a body of men, under command 
of the Junior Merchant George Frederik Wreede, were ordered to 
patrol outside and along the beach. Thus the night was passed 
in watching. 

June 24th.— At daybreak two horsemen were sent to Hont 
Bay to inform the men there of what had ooourred, whilst tb# 
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+W0 freemen, both very trustworthy men, Elhert Diemer and 
Hendrik van Seurwarden, likewise proceeded thither on hoiaebaok, 
in order to capture the nin&wayB with the aesi&tanoe of the 
garmon there^ should they have been compelled to put in there in 
oonsequenoe of the heavy N* W. gale or W, winds that were blow- 
ing, and to bring them to the Fort dead or alive. Two men were 
likewise sent to Lion's Rump to see whether there were any 
vessels in eight, and to report. Sergeant Jeronimus Croese and 
Daniel Kecht also went on horaebaok to Saldanha Bay,aooompani6d 
by some Hottentoos to find out whether the Lepeiaer might not 
have put in there, and to endeavour to recapture her with the 
assistancse of the men stationed at that plaoe. 

In the afternoon Fiscal do Cretzer returned on shore from the 
English ship, and reported that as B:ion as he had arrived on board, 
the Captain had at once given him two boats with soldiers ^ that 
at onoe they left in pursuit of the raeoale, but in oonsequenoe of 
the heavy rain and the vehement N. W. wind they were unable to 
discover any traces of the Lepdner in that very dark night ; that 
having cruized to and fro in the bay, they flnally found themBelves 
near the Whale Rock, against which the waves were beating 
terribly; that they avoided it not without great danger; that 
they accordingly decided to make for Robben Island, and await 
daylight there ; intending to recapture the vessel if they eould 
sight it from that place: that, however, in oonsequenoe of the 
dark night, they were unable to discover whether they were to 
windward or to leeward of the rook ; that after a hard struggle 
to save the boats and the men, they were finally obliged to make 
for the English ship again ; that accordingly to their great regret 
they passed the night without success, and only found that vessel 
in the morning, and that they had remained on board until noon^ 
hoping for a favourable breeze to make sail, 

Lieut: Coon and Junior Merohaiit Jacob Granaat Hkewisa 
€ame round the Lion's Hill with our sloop, and on landing 
reported that they also had cruized about the bay during the 
whole night and called at Robben Island also, with the intention to 
await daylight, and then, should the stolen vessel be in sight, to 
make for it, and capture it, but to our sorrow the Lepeiaer could 
he seen nowhere. In the evening there also arrived the freemen 
who had been to Hout Bay, and who likewise reported that they 
had not been able to obtain any tidings of the L^pëiaêr^ but had 
left the two horsemen abovementioned, to keep a look out there. 

June 25th. —One of these horsemen arrives from Hout Bay, 

and reports that he had passed the whole night in heavy rain ; 

that this morning he had looked about everywhere from the high 

moimtains for the boat, but in oonsequenoe of the misty weather 

.iiad been unable to see far towards the sea. 
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The 13 men, exöIusiT© of the skipper 
eec^ped from thn L^pelnttr were ordered 
take their me&ls in the HoBpitaL 

III the evening it was resolTed to despatch Corporal Hans Cook 
and 5 soldiere in the little jaoht l)e hruidpgom to Dassen Island^ 
in order to proteot the place and tho shf ep th*?re, againat any 
attempts that the rasüals might make there. The Corporal 
reoeives the following instructions : That he waa to leave as soon 
as pcsfiible, and steer straight for Dassen Island, where he wad at 
once to take meBfluree to leoore the plaoe and the sheep on it, as 
the Lepelaar might ha?e drifted awaj in that dir^otiont and the 
rogues, being well acquainted with the plaoe, might do the Com* 
pany further injury there ; that if they fell in with them on or 
near the iiland, they wer© to do their best, without dallying, to 
capture the culprits by fair means or foul ; that this would enable 
them to recapture the vessel so much more easily, and also th« 
remainder of the men in her ; that they were to use all prudenoe 
in their efforts at recapture, and should the runawajs be on the 
ielaudf they were to obtain the assistance of the freemen there • 
that it is earnestly hoped that Ood Almighty will grant his blefis- 
ing on the attempt ; that should they suooeed in recapturiog thi 
vessel J they would receive a reward of Sds.600, and should tbey 
deliver dead or alive the eteersman Dirck Comelissen Veeo, the 
principal Toguej they would receive an extra Rds.lOO, (Signed 
by) Jacob Borg horst, Abram Zeec, Oornklis db CRKTZBa, 
JoH ANN Ks Coon, Jacob Granaat, and Gborge Fred: Wreeds. 
In the Fort Good Hope, 4^5 th June, 1669. 

June 26th.— The N.W, gale oontinueSj preventing the Bruyde- 
gom from leaving for Daasan Island. The Quartermaster and 
Corporal strictly ordered to sei^ the first opportunity for 
departing, in oompany of the freemen's vessel De Bfuyd^ and 
when arriving at the Island, and not hearing anything about the 
Lepeiafi\ to remain tliere 6 or i days, and on their return, report 
to us tbe exact number of tbe increase and deaths of the Oom» 
pany's sheep there. 

The Captain of the English vessel Jane Margaret requested 
this day the Commander's permission to sell a few small lots of 
stuffs, English beer^ mum, &c., to the freemen, but the Com- 
mander civilly refused it, as be did not dare to take it upon 
himself, as the Company waa amply provided with these articles 
here, and could supply all residents with what they required for 
their money, all profita which could be made here oeiog the 
*ïmate right of the Company, but as the said Captain had so 
helped ua in our endeavours to recapture tbe Lepelmr^ 
tiiat if any of our burghers wished to buy anything 
•«©y were first to obtain a permit signed by the Oom- 
one, however, applied for any. 
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fune 27th.— Death in Hospital of the soldier Jan CornelisE : 
Broer, who had heen aooidentally wounded in the call by the 

foing off of the firelock of the Boldier Dirok Janeen of Stockholm, 
oth at the time on hoard the English ship, and ordered to go out 
in purfluit of the L&peher. A posf^moriem exami nation made by 
the surgeon showed that the body was full cf wind and water, 
hence the oonclusion come to was that he had died from natural 
causes, and not from the wound. 

June 2Sth. — The Bnn^iegom at laat has a favourable S. E. 
breeze for leaving in company of the Bruid. {See June 25th.) 
Fiscal de Cret^er and 6 aol diere also proceed overland to baldanha 
Bay iu a wag on ^ in orHer to make a careful search after the 
Lé^pelaer^ m order, if possible» to recapture her with the men 
stationed there, and bring the rafcals back to ub as gallows bird». 
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June 29th. — Letter received from Sergeant CruythofE that he 
ad arrived in Hottentoos Holland, and that there was evezy 
probability of a good cattle barter. 

The Euglish Captain being well provided with water» took his 
leave with ev^ry token of respect and civility^ and in order to 
recompense him somewhat for his kind services, he mm presented 
with some vegetables for the saloon table, and a letter to the 
Öovtrnor-General and Councillors of India to be delivered vie 
Bantam (see Letter book of this day's date.) 

In the evening Da$mi HevhU Johannes Forf^ and Hmtdrick Voê 
return from Saldanha Bay with letters from Serjeant Croese and 
Daniel Balek, mentioning that everything there was quiet and in 
good order, but that to our great sorrow nothing had been seen or 
heard of the Lepelaar^ but that our little yaoht the Voerman had 
already nine casks of fish salted down, but could get little more 
on aooount of the breaking of the sein* 

June 30th. — Joh. Coon and Jacob Granaat, members of the 
Council, sent to Hout Bay in order to find out whether, m the 3 
oonvicts who had seized the flute Lepeiaat\ had been stationed 
there for cutting wood — thf»re might not be some more conspira- 
tors among the men, and should they discover any, to bring them 
hither, in order to avoid further misohief . On their return they 
are to inspect the lands and crops of the free agriculturists, as the 
latter supply very little of that kind of produce to the Company, 
Two of the men, who had arrived here yesterday from Saldanha 
Bay, return thither, with a letter to Fifloal de Cretzer, the contents 
of whieh will be seen in the letter book. During the afternoon 
Coon and Granaat return, and report that they had discovered no 
other disaffected persons who merm aware of the crime that had 
been committed, and that they had inspected the freemen's lands 
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which wör© already fairly greea with yo\mg wheat, and th»t they 
had heard nothing further. 

July 1st, — The English veasel Jam Mar0^retlB&,yBB fof Bantam. 

Men ordered to patrol the heach in order to prevent Bome 
disaffected Boldi^rs from deserting in her. Kb long ae this veesel 
was here we oond noted ourselves in such a manner that we 
have protected the Company's interests in every way, and with all 
fairness, so that even if we could have moved moun tains, we could 
not have displayed more diligence* 

July 2nd- — Death in Hospital of the sailor Christiaan Oorae- 

Hssen, 

The agents of the widow of the late Pietet pan Klinkenberg have 
requested permission to sell a certain garden, dwelling bouse and 
eheep stahles situated in this valley. This we allowed them to do, 
also to affix the proper notices of the intended sale. The propef^ttf 
to he pui up in ike Hall of the Jfbrt^ next Thursday, and to be sold 
to the highest bidder, and the sum of f 183. 17. 12. to be ded noted 
from the amount realized, the said Klinkenbergh standing indebted 
to the Company for that sum. (See the 4th below.) 

July 3rd. — The master woodcutter, Claas Pieterse, and Christiaan 
Christiaanse, who are at present lb gaol, are examined to find 
out whether they do not know anything about the sei:EUfe of the 
Lepelaar, the rogues and convicts who committed the crime 
having been under their oare in the forest. The freeman, Pieter 
Jansen van Nimwegen, was also examined- See the interroga- 
tories. 

The oavalrj guard repoH: that beasts of prey are becoming 
very forraidahle again in Table Valley, and that during the night 
a lion had seized and devoured one of their horses. 

July 4th. — A very fine day. This forenoon the garden, 
dwelling house, &o» (See July 2) of Mrs. Anna Bomawinokel, 
widow Klinokenhergh, was sold for f445 to the burgher 
Elbert Diemer. The 5r«,yrf^;/om returns from Dassen Island with 
Corporal Hans Cock, reporting that all was still well there, but 
that no tidings had been obtained of the Lepelaar* The sheep on 
that island eonsisted of the following, viz. : i^B Dutch ewes^ öt> do, 
wethers, 3 do. rams, 25 lambs, and 40 Hottentoo rams, 2 do. 
ewes^ and 9 do. wethers — ictai 197 vert/ Jim êheep. 

During the evening 9 Hottentoos arrive from (Jounemoa's kraal 
with a request that a party might be sent out to them with 
merchandize for the purpose of cattle barter ; they were as usual 
treated to some biscuit- 
July oth. — Sis strong pack oxen ordered from Hout Bay to be 
ready for Sergeant Croese, expeoted back from Saldanha Bay, 




and salefited for a trip to Gounemca. As the pasture was again 
T€ry good OB Robben leland, it was reaolved again to send some 
aheep thither. We trust that they will he better oared for than 
the others were by the former superintendent. 

July 6th. — The boat and the Bntydegom take 68 sheep to 
Itobben Island, also Corporal Hans Cook and 4 soldiers appointed 
to garrison Dassen Island to protect it from any possible 
miBohief. Two soldiers likewise bring a letter overland from 
Saldanha Bay and sent by Fiscal de Cretzer, stating *^ that he 
had arrived there by wagon on the 1st, after much difficulty, 
and fotind everything in good order ; that on the following day 
he and another had proceeded on horsebaok to the seoond and 
original station , arriving there in three hours' time, aod finding 
everything there also in good order : that Jeronimus 4.Toese had 
already informed the Commander of the non-arrival of the 
Lepe har there, and that it would therefore he superfluous on 
his part to say anything further on this sub j eet; that the 
Commander's letter with further orders, had been reoeived yes* 
ierday, and that as soon as the hearers had been dismissed on 
their return journey^ he and the Sergeant intended to make a 
personal iospeotion of the islands in the hay» using for that 
purpose the boat of the Voerman^ and that he hoped to be 
baok again by next Monday (8th) ; that the Voerman had 10 
oaakg of fish on hoard, and oould get no more, as the sein was 
Inroken, and that she would, therefore, be sent baok to Table 
Bay : that as Croese wishes to return in her, and Daniel Balok, 
has ere this taken oharge of the plaoe, and is a fine, sober 
man, he (de Cretzer) intended to return home in his (Oroese's) 
company by way of the beach on horsebaok, and to leave the 

wagon to take the road, which is a circuit of fully \\ day

July 7th. — Sunday. The Commander makes a visit of inspec- 
ion to Bondebosch, ^nd returns in the evening, 

July 8th. — De Cretzer returns from Saldanha Bay on horsebaok, 
(se« July 6th) and reports as follows : That on the 28th June, 
p,m., he left the Fort in a wagon with 5 men, passed the same 
day the Salt Blverj and marched as far as the Diep River, where 
fairly g*)od drink water was obtained. On the 31st, hamig 
marched a distance of 12 hours further, they found themselvee 
on a difficult sandy road, and at uight they stayed at a little 
rivulet On the I &t July, early in the morning, they proceeded 
on their way, and travelled another 6 hours, finding themselves, 
after a fatiguing journey, in the evening at the upper watering 
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i««». pl&oe, where wo found 3 men, H paok oxen and a horse left 
~ behind by Sergeant Croese for the sake of the pasture. The 
next day he and another, armed with gunSf took a stroll about, 
and found it a üne fruitful place, abounding in game and different 
kinds of birds, which are easily obtainable by one who likes 
fthooting- The gKjrison had dug up a fine piece of l&nd there, 
whioh will in time reward them with fine crops, but in my 
opinion, the pole, to which the arms of the Company are attached, 
atan-ds too far inland, and oannot be seen from the opposite shore. 
Moreover, it ought to be dragged up higher by means of a 
windlass ; the flag attached to it cannot blow out^ because being 
tied to a pole, it is at one© blown round it, as soon as the wind 
slightly changes. It should, therefore, likewise be fixed to 
an iron spill, ia order to be able to turn with every wind^ 
and blow out properly* With ^J men and 2 paok oxen 
we started for the original settlement higher up, êê 
the wagon could go no further, and reached that place 
about 2 o'clock p.m. We found every thing in good order 
there alao, but nothing had been seen or heard of the 
Lepelaer, The Utfcle garden was planted with some radishes, cress 
and peas. The other ground was too dry and sandy, and will 
produce nothing without more manure. The next day (3rd) we 
attempted to fish, but could hardly get enough for one dinner. 
In the afternoon a letter arrived from the Commander, in whioh 
be ackowledges the receipt of the bad news that nothing had been 
heard of the Lepelaer here, entrusting everything to me, exoepting 
the diminution, of the stations. The next day, after having 
despatched a tetter to the Commander, I went in the sloop to 
Jutten Island, where I found the pole still in proper poi^itioit 
The island is entirely stony, and inhabited by a large number of 
seats. It has no water, just like the M^alagasen Island, whioh we 
could not land on, in consequence of the heavy sea. We however 
ascended a high mountain near the Hoetjes Bay, and Tiewing it 
from its summit, concluded that it was a similarly rooky ishmd. 
Bowing thence to the Hoetjes Bay, which we found to be a 
beautiful one for the ships, I fouud on landing that the po&t waa 
guarded by 2 men, who begged me to give them a third man for 
their assistance as before, as they feared the neighbouring So uquis, 
who were a thievish Hottentoo tribe, and would at once rob them 
of their provisions and other small comfort b, should they at all 
venture to leave their lodgings to look about them, or to shoot 
some game for their maintenance. I felt the necessity of granting 
their request, as they were so lonely, and the bay was so large in 
circumference that a third man was absiilutely necessary^ should 
any ships make their appearancie there. I therefore promiBad to 
give them one of the men in charge of the pack oxen at the upper 
watering place, as the oxen return with me to the Fort, Tbence 
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I went to Monrous Island, whtoli was also stony and without ^^^' 
water. It was frequented by nnmbere of seaU. Both the 
Meeuwen and Sohapeo Islands we found to be excellent nooks, 
being everywhere covered with wild sorrel, pnrslin, do. In my 
opinion they would, during the rainy season, as at present, be able 
to support 3 or 400 sheep and make them exoellently fat. The poles, 
to which are attached the arms of the Company, are everywhere 
in good condition J but the flags on them should likewise he placed 
on ravolving pivots in order to be able to blow out with every 
wind. In the evening we returned to the mainland. The next 
day (5th}, the Voerman was ordered to proceed to the Cape with 
he 10 casks of fish already salted down, and I then left tht place 
on horseback in company with Sergeant Croese^ having appointed 
Daniel B%lck superintendent. He is a sober and courageous 
person. The following day {<>th), we proceeded on the road with 
the wagon, travelling 7 hours, and passing the night at a rivulet. 
In the evening of the 7th fSunday), we arrived at the kraal of the 
Ohariguriquas, where a sheep was obtained for some tobacoo, and 
about two o'clock p.m,, the next day, we reached the Fort on horse- 
back, having left the wagon to come on slowly. It arrived safely 
rt»dfty after." 

The men of the Lepehier (who had escaped from that vessel) 
were again exatniiifid, in order to find out whether there were none 
of them eoguieant of tim oonspiraoy^ but none were found, 

f July 9th* — Sergeant Croese, 10 men and 6 strong pack oxen, 
sent on a cattle barter expedition to the kraals of Öounema ; he 
may be expected back in 3 or 4 weeks tima with a large troop of 
sheep and cattle. 

Jul? 10th. — News received of the safe return of the burghers, 
Jan Coenraad Visser fnd Willem van Deventer, who had been on 
a hunting expedition inland^ and had returned with 3 laqge 
8ea cowi. 

The N. W. wind continuing. God grant that it may bring us 
a few small vessels to enable us to send supplies to Mauritius. 

July 11th. -*The gale increasing in violence, with heavy rains. 
Dirty weather the whole day. 

July 1 2th, — The Commander and two Councillors proceed to 

the country to inspect the Company's gardens, dykes and canals ; 
He also examines the walls of the Port, which the heavy ridos 
have severely tried. All the freemen were ordered to deepen 
the river, each before his own house and garden» and throw up 
an embankment on either side, in order to prevent the overflow 
of water, facilitate the running of the new fulling mill, and protect 
themselves against losses. This they all voluntarily agreed to 
do. Thiê {voi-müim) fuiiing müi wms put (ogdher by the Camnian' 
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der himself t t'*» order no longer to kt the ikim of the cattle and $heep 
slaughtered here^ bê troêted, m hm been the ease êince the Compang 
tmk poëseiêion of thk place j but to have them properly prepared 
here for the use of our people in India. Thus th© large requiBitions 
for the skoes and leather, &c Bent EBUually to the Fatherland 
may be dispensed with, for we would have enouffh to help oursèlFee, 
and be able to relieve the Directors of this burdeo. In the 
afternoon the men of the Lepeiaer were again exaniiiied^ but with 
mo better result 

The risfjal and two OouocillorB were deputed with th© Surgeon 
to esamine the body of an infant born of the wife of the burgher 
Jan Mar tense de Wacht, and which had died shortly afteir i1 
birth A few days before her confinement, the mother had bee: 
very ^ievoudy assaulted by a shameleas Capo woman (juffer'^ 
named Jannetje Ferdinandus, and to keep a clear oonsmenoe, we 
could not pass by sueh Godlces and unnatural conduct wlthoat 
a careful investigation, but aooording to th© report of the oom* 
mission, and the declaration of the Surgeon, this '* dangerous '' 
oase was found to be quite different (glory be to God) from what 
we expected. 

July 13th.^ The heavy raiuB ceased to day, enabling th© 
masons to build a stone sluice at the new mill. 

July 14. — Earnestly looking out for ships from home, to enable 
us to obtain a vessel with which to send supplies to Mauritius 
in the place of the Lepelaer. 

July 15th.— The open boat leaves tor the Island with a half 
anm arrack for the garrison and some olothing for the oonvicta. 
The Superintendent ordered by the Commnnder that, if he had any 
evil disposed fellows there, to eend them hither in irons, in order 
to b© puniph©d according to deserts. The boat also takes three 
strong soldiers for the asaistanoe of th© Superiutendent» as th© 
roguish convicts there can no longer be trusted, 

As no outward bound ships are putting in an appearance, and 
ÜXB Lfpela^r has been stolen, the Council decided, should no 
vessels arrive within 8 days from home, to despatch the little 
Voerman with supplies to Mauritius^ au the season is fast waning, 
and th© garrison must be supplied. 

It was also decided to appoint two Councillors and two 
burgher CounciUore for th© inspection of the lands of th© 
freemen, at the latter render but little of their oom to the 
Company in order to dimmish their Habilities, and many com- 
plaints have reached us that, in spite of the plaocaat issued on tne 
subject, they are squandering away their grain on on© another. 
Th© Fiscal will accordingly have to summon some of these dis* 
obedient transgrt^ssors before the next meeting, that they may be 
"^operly punished by th© Court of Justice 
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There being no Messeager of Ju&tieej it was decided , at his '^^** 
own urgent request^ to give the appointment to Qenit PieterBtn 
0an der Byh who ie a fine, suitable and well eooduoted man. A 
salary of f 10 per month was attached to the office, and he wum 

■ Bworn in^ in ucmrdance with the êtatuteê of India. 
July 1 6th, — The CommiBBionen referred to above, proceed to 
the countrT, and on tbeu' return report that that they had not 
found much com among the freemen» who prof eased that they had 
not sown much seed the preceding yesr^ and delivered what they 
had to the Company, having kept only a little for their own 
maintenance. In order not to be too seYere, they were allowed to 
keep it. The Commissioners likewise reported that they had been 
at the houee of the freeman Jaoob Cloete, where they had f(.mnd 8 
xnmds of yariouB kinds of grain still in the straw, and that as he 
declared himself unable to thresh it, hut willing to let the Com- 
pany have it, he was told that two men would be sent to him from 
the "Sohuur'* for his aasistanee. This grain, when threshed, wiU 
be aocepted in part payment of his overdue debts to the Company* 

July 17th. — ^ Session of the Court of Justice. Cases tried of 
yarious freemen who had been summoned. S^e proceedings of this 

dat/^s date. 

The freeman Qtjêbert Backeneft G.son, formerly freeman's servant 
on DaBS€»n Island, is appointed shepherd of the Company because 
of his experience in sheep farming, with a monthly salary of f 14. 
All his sheep, consisting of 42 ewes and 18 wethers, he sells to the 
Company at f8. 

The Company's farm servant j Pmtim Broers^ who h&d taken 
Sergeant Croese and his baggage to the Berg River (see July 9)^ 
returns with his empty wagon, and reports that the sergeant 
hoped, should the rivers allow him, soon to return with a con- 
siderable number of cattle. 

July 18th. — ^Letter received from D, Balck at Saldanha Bay, 
stating that everything was still in good order there. 

The large tank, from which the ships draw their water, is cleaned 
thoroughly, so that the crews will obtain sweet and clear water 
again. 

During the afternoon most of the Company's female slaves and 
their children came to complain to the Commander that they 
were not able to come out with their rice rationa. This his 
Honour heard with surprise, as that ravenous folk daily receive 
Jib- per head. He at first thought that the master gardener, 
entruflted with the distribution and the superintendence of the 
ilATee» had been plajing false, but the complainants having been 
rigidly examined and the portions measured out to them for their 
midday meal having been looked at, it was found that the com- 
plaint was groundless, and that these people received enough. 



I6fl9, Jul J 1 9th. ^ Two soldiers %nd two Hotten toos deipatohöd to 

♦'^ ' Saldauha Bay with a letter to Balok. 

July 20th*— Ret uro of the Bruyd^gom from Dasdea Island^ 
whither she had been sent with *^orporal Hans Kook and 4 soldiers 
(on the 65 h) to make sure of that Idlatid. They reported that the 
pasturage there was abundant, and that the eheep were thriving well 
and inoreasing ïapidly^ so that we will have glurious refresh ments 
for our seafaring friends. 

July 22nd. — Ht*ndnk Ci'uytdop (Cnidop), mentioned &a assiftt- 
ant, deputed to Dassen Island to remove the Hott€*Qtoo rams 
thence, and inspect the aSaira of the freemeu there. 1 1 e wae also 
supplied with ohains for the convicts on Bobben Island 

The boat also takes some necessaries for the garrison charged 
to their aooount, and also the new shepherd, Qysbert QysbertBe, 
who will transfer his sheep to the aforesaid assistant. 

July 23rd.~The Vi^ênnan busy taking in her cargo for Mauri* 
tins, as (may God better it !) no other vessel is making its 

appearance. 



July 24th. — Thr€e lean sheep bartered from Mankebeen's 

Hottentoos. Two oxen killed by lions at Hout Bay, The 

following day Lieutenant Coon proceeds thither in order to is^ue 

sueh orders as mav prevent further loss. He returns on the 26th 

and reports that the oxen had been dragged away and completely 

devoured, and that the rest of the oattle, which formed a fine 

troop, were remarkably fat, the result of good pastures and careful 

herding. He bad selected a drier and more suitable place for a 

kraal on the slope of the hill beneath the trees. News received 

from Saldanha Bay that the new gardens were found to be not 

Tery fruitful in some places. 27th. A very heavy storm in the 

bay. In the evening the eea eommenoed to roll so heavüy into 

the bay, that it was mieerable to see how it struck against the 

horn works and the new point ; the salt water not even eiiousing 

the sweet rivers, but bursting into them so violently that theie 

pleasant rivulets were looked upun in many places with sad eyes* 

As the wind was getting worse and worse, and darkness setting 

in, the Commander sent i^ soldiers in two parties and with large 

lantempj in Order to light fires on the beach at Salt Bivor and the 

watch houie, Houieframbis^ that ehould the little yaoht Woermü» 

break from its anchors, it might make for that part of the beaoh 

which was free from rocks and clean The following 

morning (Sunday) the weather had subsided, and changed to S.E,, 
and about nightfall the sergeant, JeronymuB Croese, returned with 
a fine lot of cattle from the country, consisting of 239 sheep and 
26 oxen^ obtained from Captain Qounomoa. Fears eutertaiBed 
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that the boat De Bruydedom had been lost, and every effort made 
to search for her, but "without euoeesi, until the 3Üth, whon she 
safely arrived to the joy of everybody, with the asBietant Hendnk 
Cruytdop ou board, who reported that having left o o the 22nd 
last he called at Echben Island, where he found an abundance 
of graea for the 70 sheep placed thi*re, and for 3 or 400 more. In 
the dry Beason, however, everything would be ditferent and the 
graas scarce. The garden? had been fairly cultivated, and sown 
with different kinds of seeds, so that it is expected that there will 
be enough for the residents and for ehips that may call there. 
The sheda, lately built, were very cK)nvenient tor the sheep and 
lambs, which are no longer exposed daring the night to rain and 
oold. Eight lambs had already been boni> and 30 more were 
expected. The rabbits were likewise multiplying fa^t. Birds, 
especially wild geese, were not so plentiful aa before, and the 
Superintendent waa ordered to preserve them, and should he 
catch any rare ones, to send them to the Cape, The following 
day he landed on Dassen Island^ where he also heard good news 
from the two herds regarding the sheep there. The island bettor 
suited for cattle than Bobben Island, but smaller, was well 

frovided with graas for 6 or 700 sheep during the rainy seasons. 
n summer that number wonld have to be greatly diminished. 
There were 196 beautiful sheep ^ viz. : 67 Dutch ewes, '6 Hottentoo 
do,, SO Dutch wethers, 3 do. lams, 39 Hottentoo do., 9 do. wethers, 
17 Dutch lambs, 8 young do. rams* The sixty sheep obtained 
from Gysbcrt Baokenes (see above July 17) were beautiful animals 
and worth the money. They consisted of 28 halibred ewes, 6 
Dutoh do., 1*3 half bred wethers, 4 Dutoh do., I do, ram, 4 do. half- 
bred lambs, 4 do. Dutch, 1 ram Dutch. All were branded like the 
rest, in order to prevent fraud. The freemen there owned 250 
theep, which were in very fine oondition also. The shepherds 
advised that no more aheep should be brought there, as the S.E. 
monsoon was approaohing The sheep are well taken care of, and 
the Company's interests properly looked after. The house of the 
two shepherfls is in good condition, but the kraal not, and order» 
have boen issued to repair it properly. A new one, like that of the 
freemen, ia urgently necessary, and a shed, if erected, would he of 
immeose servioe to the young and tender lambs and ako for the 
sheep, It has been observed that at night, and when it rains, the 
cattle lose fles^h rapidly, whilst lambs die, and all kinds of diseases 
break out, especially coughiiDg and scab. WTien ready to leave 
the island a N,W. storm suddenly arose and grew worse and 
worse, ondangering the safety of the vessel at her anchors \ but 
on Sunday the 28th it abated, and on the 3Uth a favourable breeze 
sprang up to carry us to the Cape. The skipper had a melanüholy 
tale to tell of his suffering, and reported that his little stoop had 
hean carried away, but in spite of a strict search, it oould nowhere 
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iwt. be found. We embarked 25 Hott^ntoo ramBj ufliiig for the pur» 
" pose an old boat of the freem^nj and in the evemng arriyed at 
the Eort. 

July 3 1 at, — The stormy weather stiJl oontiuuiBg, The Vbermm 
Atill prevented from leavini^ for Mauritius. Arrival of the flate 
de Spreeuw -had left the Meu86 on the 7th Maroh last with 107 
men, of whom 7 had died. The skipper Dirok van Leun and , 
bookkeeper Jacob Holier and tbe reat of the men, except log about 
15, were all more or leee sutferiug from sourly. Had called 
nowhere* Sightöd 7 or S yesseU below the GanarieB. Very 
auxLiouB about the aUps oii the roadstead. The Commander 
aooordifigly ordered Lieutenant Coon and Jaoob Qraiiaat to 
keep watch on the beaob and make fires on the moat stiitable spots 
in ease the vessels pai-ted. 

August let. — Storm abating somewhat during the night. The 
siok of the Sprei^nw landed and taken to the Hospital to be 
cured and refreshed. The storm has hitherto prevented us from 
repairing our large boat which had b^en oaat on shore, and proceed- 
ing with the mason work at the new point, and continuing our 
other work. We trust that the rainy season will take ita depar* 
ture with this dirty weather, 

August 2nd.— The soldier Job. Forf, who had beep sent overland 
with a letter to Saldanha Bay, reported that on his return back, be 
had met thret? freemen who had received permission to hunt 
inland, returning with a troop of 12 fine head of cattle which they 
said they had found on their journey. This has given n& much 
material for consideration, as we do not believe their story. The 
Fibcal was accordingly ordered to instruot the outside guards 
as Boon as the said freemen made their appearance, to seize the 
cattle, and to bring them hither, that they (the freemen) may be 
rigidly questioned. The stormy weather ooatiuues» 

August 3rd, — Early in the morning the outside guards brought 
in the cattle mentioned, taken from the freemen Thielman 
Heudrickx, Jacob Cloeten aad Claas Jacobs of Meldorp, The 
beasts were safely lodged iu the kraal, anil will not so easily 
wander away again into the country, as our ingenuous friends wish 
to make us believe. The true faots of tbe case will very likely 
soon be found out. Supplies icnt to Baldanha Bay. 

Tt is to be regretted that some of oar s^ldleraj in haiiiling their 
fire arms, set about it so olumsily. This day Pieter Block fired off 
his piece which had either been overloaded^ or not discharged for 
a long time, with the result that it burst and amaahed his left hand 
completely. 

August 5th*— This evening in our ordinary (oonnoil) meetingf 
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the freeman Thielman Headriokx, having teen aummoned, waa 

requeated in a very olvil manner to submit hia papera conneoted 
with hie arrear debts to the Company* As for several years he 
had not dreamt of paying anything, and poeiiessed snffioieot means 
to pay^ the Commander desired to retain the papers until the next 
day in order to examine them : thereupon he began to fulminate in 
a most unmannerly way, and to abuse Lhe oounoil in great wrath, 
aayinfï *' I defy yon to do your worst, you may all go to the 
devil/' A» all this was really most disrespectful, as regards our 
Chief Government in the Fatherland, and therefore oonld not bo 
tolerated in a well entablished Oovemment, this coarse and 
impudent boor, lest he should become a mischievous leader of the 
people, and obtain the upper hand in such irregularities, was pro- 
visional ly placed under arrest in order to be correoted aocordiug to 
his deserts. 

August 6tb, — Thielman Hendrickx condemned by the Counoil 
of this Fortress, strengthened by the Burgher CounoiUorSj to pay 
hiB arrear debts on th^ morrow, and should he faü to do so, that 
then the Fiscal shall sei^e his cattle and sheep in execution, 

August 7th. — ^The if'isoal and two Commissioners bring in 19 
fine oxen and 25 sheep taken from Thielman Hendrickx^ 
which will be appropriated as part payment of his debt to the 
Company. In the afternoon the Fisoal submitted hi^ charges 
ftgainst the said hLendrickx for contempt. The Council having 
attentively considered the case passes sentence. {N.B. For sen- 
tence see *' Sententie Book '' in Kegi&try Eoom of Supreme Court). 

Sergeant Jeronymus Croese being ready to leave in order to 
eeareh for Pieter Cruythoff, who had left sometime ago on an 
expedition inland in order to investigate the cattle trade there, is 
met, aa he goes out of the gate, by some Hottentoos with a letter 
from Cruythoff which was received with gladness by the asêembled 
Council. It mentioned that the writer, his men, and a considerable 
number of cattle were lying in Hottentoos Holland, and hope^i 
to be here in one or two days* time. So that our fears, that some 
misfortune had befallen him, were removed. 

August 8tk. — Heavy S. Easters tormenting ns, preventing the 
Spreeuw from taking in water. 

August 9th. — The lions kill a horse near the Cavalry Stables 
whilst grazing, and an ox is drowned in the river at the ** Schuur," 
In the «evening Sergeant Pieter Cmythoff and his party return. 
They brought 52 oxen and 1 -50 sheep, having undergone great 
danger in passing the flooded rivers. 

August 12th.— Arrival of the beautiful ship Dordrecht of Delft. 
Had left the 4th May last with ÏÏ24 men, of whom 12 had died. 
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If «9* Had oalled nowhere* Brouglit 50 »i<jk^ Skipper's nam© Willem 
^ van Teijlingen. 

August 13tli, — Same N, W- wind§. The wagons whioh bmd 
been sent to Saldanha Bay on the 3rd inataot with aappUef«, return. 
The sick of the Dot-drecht landed, Thoge of the Spreeuw having 
oom plet eiy recovered^ bxb sent on board. The Spreeuw receives her 
despatch for India. The men notified by beat of drum to proceed 
on board, 14th. Sixty-eight sheep Bent to the Island, The 
Spreeuw leavea. God grant her a aafe voyage. 19th. Three 
soldiers deapatohed to Saldanha Bay with orders to Daniel Balct 
superintendent there, to keep them there, and send back the three 
workmen whom we had been obliged to send thither for want of 
others. 20th. Thunder, lightning and rain. I>r6adfiil weather. 
2 let. — The sheep on DasBen Island very fat and thriving famoualy* 
The sick of the Dordrechi and others left here by other veisehs, 
sent on board that ship We have certainly been obliged to sufier 
no little insult and insolence from the officers of this veeselt not 
only that they have in a most shameleas manner endeavoured to 
play the masters hore^ and that they did not hesitat» to oppose ua 
in every way, but absolutely refused us suoh ueoessariea as we were 
much in need of^ and whieh they could easily spare from theii 
superabuttdant stores ; for having examined their oonsumption 
bookii, we found that they had enough over. These dissatisfied 
and dilatory guests acGordingly delayed us until to day, when they 
sent us a little, (in fact as much as they pleased) of the provisions 
required, which, when landed, were depoiited in the stores for the 
Compfïüy's usfl. This evening the Dordrecht receives her despatch 
for Batavia. 25th. The Dordi^echt leaves» God grant her a ^te 
and speedy voyage. Arrival of the beautrfal ship de Vryheid of 
Amt^terdam. Had left on the 30tb April last with 'i2^i men. 
Lost 47, and brought 1^ sick. Skipper's name Jacob van der 
Xlam* Had called at 8t. Jago for water and refreshments, 

August 27th,-— Heath in Hospital of the sailors Mattbifi 
Cam and Cornelia Huijbertse, left siok here bj the Dort and ^ 
Vryheyt^ 

August 28th. — In the evening, whilst the Commander 

sitting at the table, the one side wall of the hall suddenly fell in 
with ft great noise. It had been built up with clay, and was very 
thin and unetable, and had oorapletely collapsed in ooneequenoe of 
the heavy rains^ the water having penetrated between the embank' 
ment and the house The Lord be thanked that no further \sm 
was sustained» 

Anguft 29th. — ^The boat, and sloop De Bru^degom^ leave for 
Bobben Island with 70 sheep and some provisions for the reaidentA 
there. The boats also takö with them the two '* mineral &e&r<^eia''| 
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sent hither in the Vryheid, Orders ar© sent with them that every 
attention was to be paid to them, and that they were to be ah own 
the pi aces where miner als bad formerly been searched for. Two 
days later they return, after having inspected the silver and 
gold mines, which had been pointed ont to them. 

August 30th.— Death in Hospital of Pieter Jaeohsz ' Blook, 
soldier, left here by the £ewr« in 1666. 

August 3 1st. — The Brut/degüm retiuns from the Island with 
a note from the Superintendent, stating that his supplies were 
consumed, and that he required others ; also that the miners bad 
been shown the silver and gold mines and ^ere now returning ; 
and that the sheep were increasing well, so that there are at 
present 246. 

Beptember 2nd. — The miuers proceed to the oountry to look for 
minerals at the places where they had been searched for in former 
years. They returned in the evening, but could give no decided 
unswer on the subject. Terribly stormy weather the following 
days. Arrival of the flute Osdorp of Amsterdam. Left on the 
30th April with 12Ö men. Called at St Jago. Had 19 dead 
and brought 2ii siok. Skipper's name» Pieter Huijs. 3rd and 4th. 
Heavy M . W. gales, whioh shook the houeef , and mad© us tremble 
fo? the ships. Boat of the Osdorp cast on shore. 

September 5 tb.— Sergeant Croese and 7 men despatched to the 
kraals of Gounomoa and Uedasoa, for bartering cattle. These 
tribes are supposed to be located^t the Berg River, and Croese is 
to remain among them until the return of the freemen, who have 
Teceived permission to shoot sea cows in the said river ; as we fear 
that they may be tempted to transgress the orders of the Company 
regarding the cattle trade, they being generally inclined to do so. 
Croese returns on the 21st with 15 oxen and 157 sheep, and 
reports that the freemen had not been guilty of oattle barter, but 
had left the Hotteütoos at the sMne time with him, 

September 7th.— Seventy sheep sent to the Island, Letter 
received overland from Saldanha Bay, mentioning that everything 
there was in a good etate. Heavy N. W, winds. 

September 8th (Sunday).— As we havo heard that the Cape 
Hottentoos have pitohed their huts behind the Tigerberg, it was 
oonsidered neeeasary to prevent the freemen from having it all 
their own way with them, and therefore the aergeant, Pieter 
Cruythoff, was sent with 3 men inland to act as a guard near the 
said kraals until the return of the freemen who have gone to the 
Berg River to shoot sea cows. He returns on the loth without 
ing met any of the hunters at the kraals. 
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1669. Death in hospital of Juriaen Topmeijer, of the Dordrecht^ and 

Antonij van Ijeesty of Amaterdaniy of the ship Vryheyt^ boÜi 
soldiers. 

September 9th. — Departure of the ship Vrpheyt for Batavia. 
Gk)d graot her a safe voyage. 12th, Dreadful thunder, lightning 
and heavy rains during the night, with a 8. E. gale. Continued 
the whole day. 

September 14th. — The wind favourable for the departure of the 
Osdorp. The o£Bioer8 however dilatory in leaving. Platienoe of 
the Ck)mmander severely taxed. Finally he gets üiem on boaxd. 
They leave during evening prayers with three adieu shots. Qod 
grant her a safe voyage. Sergeant GruythoS returns from the 
mterior, not having met any freeman at or near the Hottentoe 
kraals. 

September 15th. — ^Arrival of the hooker De Voortiy of Botter- 
dam. Had left the 18th May with 17 men. All welL Had 
called at St. Yinoent. 

September 18th. — Letter received from Saldanha Bay from 
Johannes Fort that two vessels, nationality and name uxümown, 
were anchored off Dassen Island. That the gardens were yiell» 
ing produce very fairly, but that the cattle trade tvith the Nama^ 
quas and the surrounding Hottentoos was not thriving, although 
these natives were civilly invited to trade by our men stationed 
there. 

September 19th. — Arrival of the ships Polaenen and Uydam^ of 
Amsterdam, the one with 217 and the other 125 men. Left the 
30th April. The first had lost 40 and the second 7 men. They 
brought 3 or 4 sick. The Polaenen brought the following miners 
to the Cape in order to search for minerals fiere^ viz : Christiaaa 
Wamaer, Hans Jacob, Michiel Bloksmit, Miehiel Meijer, and 
Hans MuUer. All arrived in good health. 

Letter received from sergeant Jeronymus Oroes, stating that he 
was in the neighbourhood of Hottentoos Holland and would in a 
day or two be back with some cattle and sheep obtained from ths 
natives. Letter sent to Saldanha Bay to order the oil boilers to 
send us some oil. 

September 20th. — A soldier and cattle herd, named Battel 
Barentse coming from Hout Bay, was grievously bitten by a tiger,, 
and two horses belonging to the *' Buijter Stal " were killed by liona 
All the herds consequently warned to bo on their guard. 

September 21st. — Sergeant Croes returns from the Bergh Bivier 
with 15 cattle and 157 sheep obtained from Gounomoa and 
Oedasoa. Reported that the freemen who had be^i there to shoot 
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€ows« h^A mot oommitted the least f raad as regarded the oattle 
trade, and had left in his company on their way hitiier. Lieutenant 
Coos and Assistant Hendrick Orujtdop return from Hout Bay, 
and report that they had disoorered no beasts of prey there. 

September 22nd (Sunday). — Some of Gouoomoa's Hotten toos 
aniTd early in the mornmgj and inform the Commander that the 
cattle found by the fraemea in the oountry on the óvi of last 
month were their property ; they aad strayed away in consequence 
of the heavy rains and thunder, and been tost m the mountains. 
They therefore begged that they might be restored to them as the 
lightful owners. The matter having been investigated, and their 
ftetement fonod oorreot» the Commander persuaded them by civil 
words to sell the animals to the Company for the ordinary 
merchandize. After that, they left for their kraala well satisfied. 
The next morning 25 men were sent to the forest to out fuel for 
the vessels in the Bay, viz., the Polanen and Ut/d%m. On the 
27th they had as much as was required. The grass growing so 

k luxuriantly on Eobben Island, batches of 70 sheep at a time were 
lent thither to fatten^ with timber sufficient in order to serve as 
sheds for the animals. 
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September 29th, — Letter received from Saldanha Bay asking for 
' some dothing for the men there, and to he debited against them. 

September 30th. — Letter received from Dassen Island asking 
for «cm© timber for making a shed for the oattlB, Timber sent 
by the Hooker De Vaoni^ as well as a carpenter to put up the shed* 

October let, — The men of the Polanen and Utjdam ordered on 
board by beat of drum. Farewell dinner given to the officers, and 
OUT letters, &o.j sent on board. 2nd. Death in Hospital of 
Coraelis Jansen, boatswains mate on the Sprêêuw, 3rd. The 
two vessels leave, Ering some shots in honour of the roadstead. 
God grant the one a safe voyage to Ceylon, and the other to 
Batavia. 

October 5th (Saturday), — Themaster woodcutter, Carel Fetters, 
arrived in order to report on his work in the forest. He brought 
tiitt melancholy ne^s that last night a tiger had killed 23 sheep, 
17 being dead already, and the remaining six in a very sad 
plight. This misfortune has not a little inoreaaed our fears for 
our cattle, as the beasts of prey are terribly maltiptying in this 
valley* The woodcutter was ordered to be particularly vigilant 
with all his men, and to use every efEort to prevent further 
destruction of our cattle. 

October 6th (Sunday), — A strange vessel anchors in the bay. As 
the Commander did not know to what nation she belonged, he 
*>ttnd it expedient to postpone the morning service, and to call 
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1&S9. in fiome of the outairle guards izi order to streBgihen those at the 
~' ^ates. One of her boats landing about half -past 8, whilst she 
saluted the fort with H or 9 guns, it was found that she was th© 
English ship London^ of about 500 tons, mounting 24 guos and 
earrjing S3 men. She had left the Downs on the i8th June laat, 
old style. She was oommauded by Heudrik Decker, who on his 
arrived at Bantam, whithe^r she was bound, would take the plaee 
of tbe EDglish Commander at present there. The skippei'^s name 
was Jan Previt* They earnestly begged to be allowed to remam 
here 'i or 4 days, in order to provid© themBelvea with water and 
refreshments. I o order to prevent any evil results from the presence 
here of the vessel, orders were given that the Patrol shall protieed 
along the beaoh during the night, as long as she remaina here. 
7th Ootober, At the urgent request of our English frieods^ they 
were allowed to supply themselves with water» but for other kinds 
of refreshments thej wmrn rsAana^ ta the burghers, as was doEe 
in the oase of the other Englishmen who wi^r» hev» laat» (the Jane 
Margaret 2ist June). We ej^eused ourselves by saying thiÉ «a 
expected other vessels, and only had enough to supply thenL 
Our reply gave them great satisfaction and they sent on shore 
} cask mum, 1 do. English beer, a small baeket with 3 or 4 botÜ«£ 
red and white elaret, 2 English cheeses, 2 pots olive oü, 1 ke^ 
capers, 1 do. asparagus, and 2 small hams ; all which, though (rf 
small value, w© were obliged to accept. Shortly afterwards tie 
captain and skipper lauded to greet the Commander, who at oooa 
invited and treated them at the ordinary table* lo the evening 
they returned on board» expressing their acknowledgments for 
what they had received, whilst we on our side preeented them with 
6 Hottentoo sheep and some vegetables, but nothing more* 

This day the new fulling mill was tried, A few sheepakiiii, 
prepared beforehand, were plaoed in it, and thank God the triil 
proved a suocess. 

October 10th,~The English civilly badeue farewell, and were 
very grateful for the water allowed them. They take a letter 
from us to India to be forwarded via Bantam, 

October 10th. — Some cattle and sheep bartered from the Het: 
Chief Kuijper who paid us a vieit In order to eucjourage them, 
they received each a glass of brandy, of which they are very load. 
On the I3th some ef Oouuoinoa's men also arrived with 4 sheept 
and are treated in the same way. 

October 11th. — The wood cutter Ohristiaan Cbristiaaii&s vm 
Vleckeren, b«ing in the forest with 3 others, viz, J. Hendiiox, Jorij 
Jansen, and Glaas Pieterse, is imfortunately killed hy th? 

acoideBtal goiug off of his gun loaded with slugs. The Engliiii 
ship leaves. 
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fieatli in Hospital of Pieter Jongh of Straalsont, soldiefj left 
here by the Vr^heyt^ 

October 12th,^ — The Bmydeg&m returns from Dassen Island with 
news that the troop of 267 sheep were doing well and breeding 
fast. More planks required for the shed, &o. 

Bartered 4 sheep from Gounomoa^s Hottentoos. They, and 
those of Kuijper receive eaoh a dram of brandy (soopje). 

October 15th. — ^The Hottentoos of the ohief Kuijper again 
bring 5 sheep, and are treated as before. 

October 16th* — Letter sent to Dassen Island expressing surprise 
that the sheep were still dying there. The herds were advised not 
to let them graze along the beach or rooks, which are too rough 
for euoh tender animals, &e. They are to be counted daily. 
Provisione sent to the men, also some seeds^ wheelbarrows and 
spades. 

October 1 8th. — The hooker de Voorn reoeives her despatch for 
Batayia, 20th. She leaves. Gtod grant her a safe voyage. 

October 2L^The men very busy in order to trangfonfi the late 
pottery iuto a smelting houpe for the mineral minf^. As soon as 
this has been done, a trial will be made with the earth dug out, and 
which, according to the reportö of the said asaayers, gives good 
promises. May God grant suoocss to the Company in this effort* 

October 23. — Jeronijmus Croese (Hergeant) an J some men sent 
inland to barter oattla Three men likewise sent to Saldanha Bay 
to strengthen the garrison there. It was likewise decided for the 
present to postpone the expedition towards the East Coast, as the 
garrison is much too small to be able to spare any men. See 
below» the 26th. 

October 24th. — Sohagger's Hottentoos bring 16 sheep, and 
Onijper's one ox. 

October 25th. — A very fine day. Wind north. At noon the 
plaooaat ordinarily read before the distribution of the **good months** 
was renewed, wbUst the bells were properly rung. In the after- 
noon a beginning was made with the dastribution, and the needy 
soldiers were providetl^ on acoount, with what they urgently required 
for a change (of clothing). Everything went off in an orderly 
manner, in presence of Commiesionere 

October 26th,— Croeae and 8 of his ordinary oompanions proceed 
inland with all neoesfiaries and provisions to the craals of Gouno- 
moa and Oedasoa, in order to barter cattle theie. 

October 29th. — Fine weather oontinues, good for the oorn^ whioh 
ia atanding beautifully on the lands, 
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Ootob©? 30th. — Earl^ in the morning Lieutenant Coon and two 

burgher oounoillors proceeded to the eountrj in order to ooUeot 
together aU the free re^dent^^ and fill tip the wagon road between 
the Fort and the ' Sohuur,' as it had beoome very much out up 
and rugged in this wet ëeaaon. After having done thiB, all returned 
in the eveiung. 

October 3 let. — A soldier and 3 Hottentooa arrive with 7 cal Tea 
and l*i6 uheep, bartered by Sergeant Croes from the Cape Hotten- 
toos. A welcome supply for the return fihips. 

November Ut— Heavy raini. The carpenter returns from 
Dassen Island. 

November 5th ^Arrival of the beautiful ship Met ffuifê te 
Jfmrtwt/ck^ of Enokhuijsen. Had left the 25th June with 172 
men, of whom 7 had died. Brought 24 sick. Called nowhere. 
6th. Arrival of the fine ship Prins Wilkm tie Derde^ of Zealand* 
Had left on the 8th July with 3 18 men, among them the mar^ 
chant Wilhelm Yermare and skipper Mighiel Danialee* Had loet 
25 men, and brought 80 sick, who were in a miserable state, and 
brought on shore the next day ; they however overcrowded the 
hospital to such a degree that we were obliged to trajiBfer the 
strongest among them to the new point, which served us well for 
the purpose Death in hospital of Hendriok Sijmona^ of Iieip- 
Hioh, left here hy the Polanen. 

November 8th*-- Some of the men of the two yessels above 
mentioned did not hesitate to scale the walls of the Company^e 
garden and rob it of its fruit and other produce. Accordingly 
the Placc^at on this subject was renewed and affixed to the masts 
of the said vessels as a warning to alL 

November 10th (Sunday). — Shortly before Divine Service, 
Sergeant Croese returns from inland; briugiog with him 10 cattle 
and 146 aheep, obtained from the neighbouring Hottentooa for 
the ordinary merchandize Arrival of the hooker Be Hmgehtr^ 
of Enokhuijsen. Had left on the 25th June with 19 men, who 
were all well. One man had fallen overboard and been drowned. 

November 12th, — Messenger arrives from Saldanha Bay with i 
letter from the Superintendent, Daniel Balok, mentioning that 

everj thing was in got>d order there, aiïd that the Namaqum were 
at present at the Oliphanta Hi ver wiih 10 kraals, so that he hoped 
soon to have a good chance for cattle barter, 

November 13th. — Arrival of the Frenoh ship Si. Frmguk^ equip* 
ped by the French E. I, Company, which saluted us with 5 guns. 
Had left PerlouiB in Brittany on the 17th July last with 110 men 
and 36 guns Captain's name Charl Vincent. Befreehmente 
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allowed on the eam© oooditioDs ae those laid dowa for the Englith* 
(see October 8). She was destined to ^urat, in Pems- As these 
strangers ootild not be tra&ted too mnoh, judging from a oertain 
extract, written hj the Secretary Romph, from Paris» to the Pen- 
sionary Mr. De With, and forwarded to ns by the Direotoro, w© 
uallt^d in some of our outposts (not because we were afraid of 
their power, but to sav© the cauntrp from all unexpeoted e a coun- 
ter'!) in order to guard the gates, notwithstanding we wsre well 
provided with men in the fort ; at the same lime the Fiscal Sieur de 
Oretzer was instructed, as loog as the stran^^r remained here, 
to guard the new point with a party of soldiers ; the cavalry 
and the free burghers patrolling at night along the beaoh. Having 
made these arrangements on fehore, the Commander issued the 
following ordeia to the Oompany's vessels in the Harbour {vizt 
Set Huys te Kmrdfryk ; Prim WUkm Ill\ and De llengeiaer). 
** The officers of this French ship have informed us that their© 
are still peace and alliance between our state and the crown of 
France, and that they only wish to obtain refreshments ; but 
(or our better security and without trustiog that fiokle nation 
too much, we have decided to recommend jou lo be on your 
guard ^ and not allow any of your people to go on board the 
stranger, or to go on board yourselves. Good watch is being 
kept on shore, and should you suspect anything, you shaïl at 
once give us notice," &c*

November 14th. — The soldier, Lnuren^ Vuner^ is sent back to 
Saldanha Bay, Twith a letter to the Superintendent, Daniel Balok, 
mentioniug the arrival of the Frenchman, and ordering, him to 
cjommunieate with the Port, should he obeerve any foreign vessels 
near him. 

November 15th.— Tl>e Souswasie tribe bring in a few cattle and 
sheep for barter. They were treated to a * soopje * arrack. ïw 
days later Captain KuypBr likewise brings in a few lean sheep 
to barter some tobacco. The 8. E. wind so strong, that th© 
Frenchman's boat was blown to i©a, and very likely reached 
HDbb©n Island, 

November 17th. — Sunday, Obtain©d 4 l©an ahesp from Captain 
Kuyper. 

November 18th.— The sick of the Prim WUkm and Noordwyek 
return on board, 

November 19th. — Th© rr©nch boat returns to its veseel from 
Robben Island, 

In the ordinary evening meeting, the merchant, Abraham 
Zeeuw, requested to be relieved in consequence of his oontinnoua

November 27th. —The boat returns from the Iftland with & 
letter from the Superintendent, Jan Zaeh&rias, requp^tiug a wagon 
and oxen with wbich to collect the hay. Both will he aent. 
Some Souswawi Hotten toos arrive, requestiog us to send them a 
party with merchandise, as thej were prepared for a large cattle 
barter with us. Decided to send Sergeant Jeronjmus Croee and 15 
men with him next week. In the meanwhile the two Hottentoos 
are to be fed by ua daily on a little bread with a small piece of 
tobaooo. This evening the officers of the French ship took their 
leave with great civititj and gratitude for the water allowed them. 
They took with them a letter to Audriea Boogaert, Director, at 
Surat, 

November 28th. —The St Fran^oyn leaves with a salute of 4 or 
5 guns. 

They had to p»-y very exoessifely to the burgh&rs for the few 

refreflhments b'^ught from them, and we therefore trust that suoh 
foreigners not being well received here, will select another refresh- 
ment station, and come here no longer. 

December ^2nA — Sergeant Croese and 15 men proceed with a 
wagon and 6 pack oxen, laden with all kinds of merchandize* to the 
8oeswaas, the latter havingf invited the Comraander to send out a 
trading party to them. (See above). 

Deoember 4th. —The 8.E. gales still continue^ making it 
impossible for the Schermer to weigh her nochora. Cruythoff 
returns from Saldanha Bay. The Bruidegom has one to Hoetjea 
Bay, 5th. The SvJu'rmer leaves for Batavia. 1 he boat returns 
with a load of hay from Robben Island, f^th. The S. Easters 
fiually left us this day. 

December 7th. — The agriculturista very busy at the Schuur 
harvtteting ; the com and all other kinds ^"f prriduce (tbank God) 
have a gloriou» appearance, so that *'e may look forward to a 
blessed ingathering* 8th. CniythofF and another return to 
Haldanha Bay to look for the Bvaydvgom, which has not yet 
arrived here. 

Deceiijber 9th. — Arrival from Mauritius of the yacht tie Voerman^ 

having on board Ensign Dirk Jansen Stnitoit, Ute Commander 
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U69. there ; ihe had left the ialaod on the 10th Novemhar with 378 
bloeka of ebony and eome amber du noir, ghe % as too Bmall to 
bring all the ebony, so that the rest was left in charge of ihe new 
Uomratüder there, Hieur Wreede ; the officers report that tbej had 
left every thing in good order there and that there was a super- 
abundanoe of ebony which would last for a very long time, as the 
young trees were rapidly increafiiiig in numbers, and three fine 
roads had been made to remove the timber from the forests by 
wagon and oart. This is a most advantageous thing for ih^ Com* 
panv, aa now the servants, who had hitherto been obliged to per- 
form very heavy wort by carrying and dragging tho logs, are 
relieved of that drudgery, and can apply thtsmselveB mainly to the 
cutting down of the trees. 

The maBt?r gardener reports that a Oompanj*s filave^ who bid 
been quite healthy and strong in the forenoon, had aiiddenly died ; 
and as we have been informed, that a while previously he had 
been beastly drunk with brandy, we presume that ho must have 
been smothered in that liquid. We hatê obaereed that ê&me of ih 
resident g are not aèhamed^ and do not hmilat€j not only to seli aUktÊdt 
of strong drink to the Hiaieg of the Cmipang and of ptimte indiviémk^ M 
but even to give them a place in their houseë inhere they con dri^k* 1 
Hence in order to prevent such dissipation and the evü reauUing 
from it, it was decided to publieh a placcjwit on the subject» warn- 
ing everyone against such selling. No one waa allowed to eell 
evan the smallest quantity of strong drink to any slave. OSeiiden 
to be fined Hds, 100, and for ever debarred from the privilege of 
selling Hquor by retail It is hoped that this rigid order will have 
the desired effect. (See lOth Dec.) 

December lOth.— Arrival of the yacht C(?rea with 30 hfdthy 
souls ria Anna Boa and Cabo de Loop (thaök God !) She had been 
despatched hither by the Zealand Cbamber on the 20th Mny la«t. 
Had had one death. The plaocaat abovementionedp was published 
this afternoon with the proper ringing of bells. 

December Mth. — ^In the evening meeting the Fifoal repo"itdj 
that a female slave of the Company, named Smanna of litnt^oiX 
lying ntiff' and ëiinkittg tcith the hmall-por in the aiave liouee^ haa nü^i 
hesitated to fiirangte hor infant, a half-caste girl" he lik«?wtfe 
submitted the sworn declaration of the surgeon, which mi^ntioned 
that the poor innocent child had died in consequence. The Cuuneil 
having oonsidered this serious affair at once, ordered that the 
murderous pig should be placed in confiiiement in otdor to be 
punished according to her doserta. 

December 12th. — This evening the Council decreed that the 
female slave, above mentioned, should be tied up in a bag and 
thrown into the sea* The minister and sick comforter wera^ 
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Accof dingly sent to her, to admoni*h her to repentenoe ot what «he ^ ^ö^- 
had done^ fio that ehe might ld a Christian manner propare heraelf ~ 

for death to-morrow afternoon, 

December K3th, — About 1 1 o* clock thv sentence wm read here on the 
êqu^re m prêëcnce of the mnrdercm and the public^ and affenmrds 
carried out on the roadstead m the presence of all ttie slapes fhr 
the nminienance of Jmiice it was executed with death (? drotening), 

December 14th* — ^The yaoht J)e f^ottrman discbarged her 

Mauritius cargo, 

Deoember i6th. — Boginning made with the examination of the 
books and stock in the itores. Cnijthoff returns from Saldanba 
Bay, and reports that the Brutfdefjom had left, bhe arrived here 
on the 13th. 

December 17th- — Arrival of the beautiful ship De JPoeleron^ of 
Zealand; had lelt the 11th August with 27^ men. Lost 23. 
Brought above HO siok, Ï8th. The sick conveyed totheUospitel. 
One of them, Jacob CU nek baar» died. 

December 19th, --Schagger's Hottentoos brought u* 6 sheep 
for the usual wareSf and a dram of arrack. Death in Hospital 
of Jacob Orosman and Herry MartenSi eailorfl of the Poukron, 
20th. Death in Hospital of Jan Crynes Kock and Marten Martenie, 
iailors, on board the Poukron and Prim Willem. 2l6t Death 
of Bartholomeufl Snel» sailor of the Pouieron. Some Hottentoos 
of dounomoa brought for barter 4 sheep with their chief's request 
to ^ii^it him at \m kraal with some merchandise, as they were 
inclined for a good barter. Heavy S. Easters. 

December 23rd, — The com mul completely repaiired and 
fmmshed with new stones, wheels, &c« The elave house, which 
W6i very small and much decayed, was likewise renewed. 

December 24th. — In the afternoon Corporal Hans Michiel 

proceeds inland with the miners, not only to barter cattle at the 
kraals of üounomoa, but also carefully to examine the mountains 
there for mineral, as, may God better it, they have not been able 
to find anything here in the neighbourhood. What they may 
find where they are going to, time wiU tell, and must be awaited 
with patience. 

December 25th, — Christmas Day. The Holy Supper admioia^ 
tered (minister's name not mentionedj- 26th. Divine 6ervice 
held aa uBuaL 28th. The works at the com mill and alave 
house proceeding finely, 

December 3üth*— ^ ^^rtain freeman^ Fran» OerritM mn den Pyl- 
hoorn^ reported that hiè cattle herd had told him that some freemen*i

The Veerman proceeds with refreshments to Saldanha 
Bay, for the Wapen van der Veere. 

January 8th. — The Corea and Poêieron leave. 

January 10th. — Sergeant Gruythoff proceeds with 6 men, bU 
weU fitted out, to Saldanha Bay, in order to resume the caifk 
trade with the Nam aquas. Five days later (15th) Sergeant Croefte 
returns with 65 oxen and 409 sheep bought from the Souawss 
and Hessequas.

January 22 nd. — The slave lodge completely rebuilt and repaired ^ 
and made comfortable for the Blaves and their ohildreu. 

January 24th. — Sergeant Croese and Oorporal Hans Miggel 
again leave with a party for cattle barter. The Corporal will 
endeavour to ehoot some sea oows in the Barg River. 1 heir meat 
IB TBTj good food, and will go a long way in aaviog our European 
pork and meat, as food for the slaves. The miners who (tiod 
better it !) have hitherto found nothing, also proceed inland. 

January 25th. — ^The hooker tie Moienanr arrives She bad 
left the vl euse on the 6th September laat, and when in the 
Channel had been attacked, but without imfortunate results, by 
two Turkish pirates. 

Janriary 26th, — Letter from Saldanha Bay mentions that the 
hooker Voerman had been thoroughly cleaned, and bad already 
shipped 15 or 16 oaske of salt for this place. 27th. The hooker 
Bonte Kmfif/ leaves for Batavia. 28th. The sheep thriving well 
on Dassen IsUnd, 2!^^0 in number. 29 th. Landed a quautity of 
timber from the Mo/efiaen 

February 4th. — The grass becoming very scarce on Cas^eu 
Island, it was decided to reduce the number of sheep depastured 
there, and put some on Robben Island, should its pastures be still 
abundant. 

Enftign Smient to attend to this, and examine Hobben Island 
to see whether the latter can carry more sheep than it does at 
present, öth. The booker f/€ Moietta^r leaves for Batavia. 6th 
and Tth. Hot oppressive weather. 

February 8th.— Sergeant Croese {see January 24th) returns 
from Gounomoa^B kraals with 118 sheep and IL oxen. 

February 9th (Sunday). -Arrival of 10 return ships under the 
flag of the Hon. Mattheus van den Broeok, ordinary Coumnllor of 
India and Cotu mission er for Cape AfFairs. Fleet brought news 
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1670. l]^^^^ ijr^Q MacassarlaDS had been beaten and subdued by the Hon. 
Speelman, and that more return ships might be expected. The 
next day the Admiral landed, and whilst the oaunons roared out 
their salute, he and the other ships' Commanders were received in 
state, with the garrison and freemen under arms. 

February 11th. — Heavy B.E. gales continuing. Return of 
I'^nsign Dirck Jansen Smient from ms trip to the Islands. Having 
issued the necessary orders everywhere he went on to Saldanha Bay, 
and found the little yacht Voerman ready to leave. He ordered 
the officers to call at Dassen Island, and take on board as many 
sheep as the vessel could accommodate, which they were to land 
on Kobben Island ^ where there is still sufficient pasture). He 
returned overland after having carried out his instructions. 

February 12th (Wednesday). — Arrival of the hooker, Df 
Grundel, from Batavia, with rice and other necessaries for the 
Cape. It was decided in Council to set apart to-morrow as a day 
of thanksgiving to Almighty God for having brought the fleet in 
safety to the Cape. In the afternoon of that day (13th), our 
minister gave a striking sermon of thanks, and taking into con- 
sideration the circumstances (^constitutie) of this place, there was 
a considerable number of people in church. N.B. Service held by 
order of the Commissioner. 

February 14th.- The miners who returned from the country 
2 or 3 daj s ago for provisions, and who were still unable to hold out 
any hopes to us that minerals would be found, returned to where 
they came from, in order to make further and more exact search. 
Heavy rains. 

February 15th. — The boat sent to Bobben Island to bring thence 
the baniRhed junior Merchant Hendrik Laous, whose case will 
now be investigated by the Commissioner. In the afternoon Jan • 
CorneliFz : of Amsterdam was stabbed to death by one of the crew 
of the fleet. The murderer escaped, but was caught on board the 
Amfirs/oort, and brought on shore by the Fiscal 5 days later (the 
20th). 

February 16th — The boat returns from Robben Island with H. 
Lacus on board, who is to be kept imprisoned until his case comes 
on. 

February 18th.— Twenty sheep brought from the Island for the 
Fleet. 19th. The Voerman brings 16 lasts of salt gathered at 
Saldanha Bay. 20th. Corporal Hans Koek sent to the Island 
to take charge during the absence of Jan Zacharias, who is to 
report on the state of the same. 

February 2l8t. — Arrival of the four last return ships and the 
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hooker fie Zeelt with provisions for this place. Had left BataTia 
on the 17th December last. Only OBe return ship still wanting 
(the Vii^i^if*g(^n) \ the boat brings 20 «heep from Dassen Island. 
22od. Arrival, thank Öod • of the ViiMingen. 24th, Arrival 
of the ship Jaune Magnet from Bantam, with Indian return cargo 
for London. 

Februaory 25th — During the meeting held this evening a 

mt^ssenger arrived from the long expected Sergeant Pieter 
Crujthoff, with the news that he was at the Diep Rivier, with a 
large number of eattle and sheep bartered from the Namaquas. 
The following day he arrived at the Fort with 67 oxen and 150 
sheep ; he had only oalled at one of the Namaqua Kraals whose 
ocoupants were much inclined to barter, but as his supply of 
copper cf which they were very fond, had failed him, he had beea 
obliged to be content with the number of animals above mentioned . 
A large trade with that tribe is theref<.re probable, Lourens 
V[sser also brought to the Fort 24 aheep from Saldanha Bay, 
bartered in that neighbourhood. 

February 28th. — The ebony blocks obtained from Mauritius 
distributed among the return ships. In the afternoon (Friday) an 
impr*»e8ive Reparation eeimon was delivered by the Kev, 
De Voogt. The Holy supper to be celebrated tsext Bunday: 

March Wnd (Sunday) —When it was quite dark we heard to our 

surprise that the murderer, although plaoed in close drnfiuement, 
had broken out of his prison, fcaled the wall and so got outside, 
'i'he Fiscal at once went in pursuit with a company of armed 
soldiers, but without suooegs. On the 5th i olio wing the English 
v< ssel, the Janp Margaret left for London, and on the 7th the

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IITO Maroh lOtb. — Tha departure of the return fleet delayed by the- 

'^ heavy S*E. winds, and because it was necessary for the Com mis- 
fiioner to bring to an tjnd the cade of the suspended Merchant 
Hendrik Lacus^ and to finish all the other work which he had to 
do here. 

M&roh 11th, — Arrival of the flute Spani/rofrk of Amsterdam. 
Left on the '3rd Oot. with 104 men- Brought only 4 or 5 sick 
Jan Zaoh arias returns to the Island. 

March 13th. — The farewell dinner given as usual to the 
Admiral and officers of the return fleet. The next day thtjy all 
proceed on board again for the voyage. 

March loth,— Arrival of the flute mmfmnongpn of 
Amsterdam. Left on the 13th Oct. with 106 men. lifid been 
detained 20 days at Dassen laland by contrary wiitds. Brought 

14 or 15 sick. Had ti death a. 

March 16th. — The wind still unfavoumble for the return fleet, 
henoe our minister this day (Sunday) proceeds on board the 
Adm:bal'B ship to preach there. (Ministères name is Adiianui 
de Voogt), 17th The return fleet leaves, 

March 1 Bth,— Arrival of the beautiful ship Het Sikht ran 
Utrecht^ of Amsterdam. Had left on the 7th December with 
264 men, five of whom had died. 8bo brought the Hon, Pietar 
KackiuB, as successor to the Hon. Commander Jacob Borghorst, to- 
whom the Government will soon be transferred, l^th. The- 
newly-arrived Commander lands with his wife, children and f ur- 
lher family. According to usual custom he is received in state by 
the biirghers and soldiers under arms. 

Hrroh 20th.^ — Arrival of the hooker De Stcemmei\ of 
Delft. Had left the 7th December with 17 men. All arrived 
in good health. 

March21sl. — Arrival of the ships Het Hu^^ te Vtkm and 
the Soetendaei. The firsts of Amsterdam , had left on the 7th 
December with 2U0 men ; the second, of Zealand, had left ou the: 
8th December with 118 men. Had hardly any sick, and only a few 
deaths. 

Sergeant Croese leaves for Dassen Island to take over the eheep 
bought by the Company from the freemen Jait Vet kw gen and 
Willem J oosten. 

Mnroh 25th. — ^The ships Cogge and Whnmenum and the 
hook'^r de Swemmer leave for Batavia. 

I'll e hooker de Gmndel is despatched on a voyage towards 
the North for the purpose of discovering baj^» harbours^ &c,, in 
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acoordaBOü with a refiolutioB of the Council here, dated 25th 
February, 1 670, based oa ioBtriietioue reoeired from the Directors, 
Ood graot that her mission maj beoeBt the Oompan;. About '*^ 
o'clock in the afternoon the Council of this fort was oonvenod 
when the Lettera of the Direct ors, dated 24th August last, were 
read, which ordered that on the arrival of the Hon. Pieter Uaokius 
the tJoverameut was to be transferred to him. Accordingly the 
present Commander^ Jacob Borghorst, handed over to him all 
authority, and with proper congratulations. The keys of this 
Castle were placed in his handa and roceived by hini| whil&t soon a 
proper traDsier of all the Company^s elFeots will be likewise made 
to hiic. 
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March 26th — The flule Spanbroek leaves for Ceylon. 
The supplies from Holland for the Gape received by the Mu^ë 
lie Velsm landed this day. 

March 29th» — ^ Arrival of the flute De Be f meier. Left Ceylon 
on the 15th January. Mostly all her orew well. A few only 
suffering from dropsy. 

In COD sequence of the discharges given by the Commissioner 
Tan den Broeok (see February 9}, this place has been denuded of 
men, whilst there are still others who are to leave in the late ships. 
It has therefore been necessary to supply the vacancies with drafts 
from the outward bound ships an the roadatead, and to take the 
full number allowed. Accordingly 23 or 24 men were ordered on 
shore from the Sticht pan Utrecht with their arms and baggage. 

I March 30th (Sunday). — Arrival of the yacht Batmiu. Had 
left Holland on the 7tb December with 175 men. Five had died. 
Brouk'ht 8 or i* sick. Had called nowhere. 31 st. Arrival of 
the Zealand ship Middelburg, Had left on the 8th December 
with 316 men. 28 had died and 17 were sick. 

April let. — Departure of the ships Het I£uf/s te Vehen and 
Soetêndaai to Ceylon, and the Sitcht van Utrecht to Batavia. 
Arrival of the yacht Outahmm and the ship Gouda ^ of Amster* 
dam. Had left on the 7th December with 1^9 men. Lost 17 men, 
and brought 10 or 12 sick. Had filled at the Salt Islands to stop 
ft leak. 

I April 2nd.^ — Oroese returns from DasseD Island (see March 21), 
and reports that the sheep were breeding remarkably well. Some 
, men of Schagger's kraal bring in 7 iheep for barter. 

■ April 3rd. — Guns heard at sea. Supposed from a ship in dis- 
tress. Lieutenant Coon at once sent out in the sloop to recon- 
loitre. 4th. This morning he returns and reports that he had 
C^und late in the night the ship Vrye Zet- near Kobben Island.

Arrival of the Danish King's ship F^to from Bantam the 19th 
January. Put in for water and refreshments. No water having 
ever been refused to a friendly nation, this vessel was allowed to 
take in as much as she wanted, but for refreshmenta her office re 
were referred, as usual, to the freemen^ from whom they might buy 
for their money what they liked. 

April 6th (Sunday). — Easter. ResuirectioD of Christ pleasantly 
celebrated with the preaching of His Holy Word. 7th. Easter 
Monday. 

April loth, — ^ Arrival of the flute Oofsdorp. Left Batavia on the 
V^nd February, Loureue Vie eer arrives from Saldanha Bay with the 
report that the Danish phip Zeepaerd had arrived there» and intended 
to call here for refreshments. 1 1th. Found this morning that 
Oouda and Baiatm had left, L. Vifiser returns lo Saldanha Bay. 

April 14th. — 1 he master woodcutter, Carel Tetberode, brought 
news early this morning from Houtbay that last Friday (11th) a 
horse had been killed and devoured there by lions. The hook^ 
beland leaves for Batavia. 

April 17th. — The Danish ship Zeepoêrd arrives with 62 men, 
including the captain Christiaan Byelkens and skipper Carsten d© 
Itigter. Had left Copenhagen on the S(Jth October last for India, 

This day the farewell dinner wa^ given to the Hon : Jaoob 
Borghorst and all our friends on board the homeward botmd vessels. 
The departing Commander bad previously transferred his trust to 
his successor. (See 25th March), 

The Danish King's ship Ileé Zeepaerd allowed to take in water, 
aiid buy refreshments and sheep from the freemen. 

April 18th. — Commander Jacob Borghorst embarked on board 
the JBeefiiskr as passenger to Holland.

The two Danish 
Tesaela Zt^epaerd and Ftro also leave. Their Commanders, on taking 
leave, thanked us for the wHter allowed them. Two Hotteuti»8 
hronght a note from Saldanba Bay, stating that ! 5 aheep had beim 
obtained there from the Hotte ntoos. 
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May 4th. — The Hottentooa ient back to Saldanba Bay with 
orders to the oorporal to retain the sheep there, and avoid as muoh 
as possible bartering old and lean animals.

(See March 25th)* N.Bv — This 
journal refers the reader to the journal kept by that veeeel's 
oflBoere during her voyage. 

May 27th. — Two horses devoured by lions during the night. 

June 7th, — A man named Caspar Petroche found dead near 
the building of the brick kÜDS. No marks of violence were found 
on him J and after the body had been examined by the surgeon, it 
was tïoncluded that he muBt have died of heart disease- 
June 10th, — The French vessel Lê Frangoië {which had arrived 
here on the 20th May procediug from Surat) begged to be 
supplied with some provisione. The officers likewise stated that 
their ship was in a very dismaiitlfil aod leaky state, and that thev 
oould not leavo without food Ua' th** voyage, TKe Commandi^T 
aooordingly appointed FArnfennnf Jnannes Coon aud the dispenser, 
Anihoni de Rmft\ n& ooramissioners to proceed on board, and make 
a personal examination. On their retnru, they reported that they 
had found the v^^seel in a very bad condition^ aud that there were 
hardly enough provisions \m board to last for a fortnight. The 
Council, having deliberated on the matter, felt that it would not 
be Christian-like to allow these people to go to sea iu such a state 
of famine ; hence their request was in so far granted that they 
were allowed what they most urgently required, and assisted with 
such triflns as were judged necessary for thera.

^ May (iod be her guide, and grant her a safe retunv. 

V July 1st. — As we have found to our regret that, notwithstanding 
often repeated ordinauces to the oontrarj» a portion of the resi- 
dents do not hesitate to let their slaves and senrants work on 
Sahhath and sermon days, not ouly before, but during the, sermon, 
thus, and in other improper ways desecrating the day of the Lord, 
we have not only renewed the placcaten referring to these abuser, 
but done so with severe enactments, and added unto them others 
fieverer still, and which have been promulgated to-day. 

July 2nd. — As usual there was a Court held this day. Mence- 
forth this wilt be done once a fortnight. Some evildoers were eor- 
reoted according to their deserts. Among tftem a certain er noldier^ 
jrho had been atafi&nnt here^ and charged wdh^heep^tealiag. He was 
€»oiidemued by the Council to be bound to a pole with a sheepskin 
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^^J^' above his head, to be scourged with rods, and banished on Bobben 
Island at the public works for 5 'years. The sentence (first part), 
carried out the next day '' met aUe ordre." 

July 5th.— Drizzling rainy weather, with N.N.W. windf». 
During the night wild animals were again observed in the neigh- 
bourhood, but, tiiank God ! no damage was done by them. 

July 7th. — News from Saldanha Bay that everything was in 
good order there, that 1 90 sheep and one young ox had been 
bartered from time to time at the kraals of Qounomoa and others, 
which had all been put on the '* Schapen *' Island. 

Our miners returned this day from the country, and brought 
with them different kinds of stone to be assayed here. G-od grant 
that something worth while (yets van apparentie) may be foimd 
in them. 

July 8th. — Early in the morning the Hot: Captain Schacher 
and some of his grandees appeared at the Fort, ostensibly to 
welcome the Commander. They bad with them 18 lean sheep, 
which were bartered for the usual commodities. A glass of arraeky 
which Ü the real object of their visit ^ was given to each, 

July 9th. — Orders sent to Saldanha Bay to withdraw the men 
stationed at the Hoetjes Bay and the upper watering place, and 
send them to the Cape. 

July 11th. — Although we had hoped time after time^ that something 
good would result from the search after minerals^ goad hope having 
been given us on this subject some time ago^ to ovr regret the contrary 
has as yet been the foct^ as the assayers, who a few days ago 
returned from the country, have been able to extract nothing from 
the stones which they had brought with them. Much less were 
they able to discover in them any signs of a mineral. This truly 
might make us despair after our fruitless efforts, but in order not 
to abandon this work completely, it was decided to send the miners 
out once again for a period of 6 weeks, and properly victualled for 
that time. They leave on the 14th. 

July 12th. — The Voertnan takes provisions for 4 months to 
Saldanha Bay, with orders that she is to bring back as many 
sheep as she can accommodate. She returns on the 20th with 
70 sheep. 

July loth. — Letter received from Saldanha Bay asking for a 
supply of tobacco and pipes, as the cattle trade with the natives 
was promising remarkably well. From G-ounomoa and others 
103 sheep had been obtained in a very short time, and there was 
a prospect of obtaining a much larger number still. The tobaoco, 
&c., are packed on a mule and so sent off. 
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July 22cid.— The ireemen's boat left on its ardioary fisliiiig 
^eursioa to Saldaoha and St, Helena Bays, 

July 24th, — The Hot: Captmü Cnyper arrives with some oxen 
mid sheep to sell* 

July 25th. — The captains of Sdiacher, Houteheen» and Hei oka* 
Iraal, with a large following of their wives and children, paid us a 
^sit Kuijper sold 6 oxen and 19 sheep for the usual wares* 
They left the next day, having each been presentecl with a little 
tobacco and brandy* 

August lat. — ^The freemen's boat returns from Saldanha Bay 

with a large quantity of fish. 

August 3rd. — Lourenfl Visser brings 79 sheep from Saldanha 
Bay, and a letter stating that 160 more sheep and 4 oxen had 
been biirtered, and that there waa a likelihood of further euccesaful 
barter* He returns the next day with a letter to the overseer to 
do his best to eontinue the cattle barter, and that, for that purpose, 
more merchandize would be sent thither, 

f August 9thi — In the afternoon the Oommtinder (Hackius) 
proceeded to the country' to vi^it the gardens, and on his return 
ibe oxherd informed him that a lion had shown himself among the 
miloh cows near the Fortress, and overpowered one, which had, 
however, been so successfully suoooured by a courageous hull that 
'' .6 lion had been obliged to abandon his prey and folt. 

August 15th. — Arrival of the ships Omtenburg, Het Wapen mn 
Rotienkm, and the Rymide Son^ of the re?ipective Chambers 
Amsterdam, Zealand, and Rotterdam, destined to India, The 
Omienburg had left on the 26th April with 230 men, of whom 7 
had died, ^i^^ Wapen van Rofterr/am had left the '30th April with 
255 men, and only lost 3 by death. The Regnmde Son had left 
on the 30th May with 195 men, ten of whom had died (terug 
«seijlt). The Hottentoos of Cuijper's kraal brought us 3 lean 
sheep for sale. 

August 17th.— As usual the Fiscal proceeds on board for the 

usual visitationsi, and publishing some plaocaten. 

H August 17th.— Sunday. Pleasant weather for the shipa' frionda 
Hio eujoy themselves on shore. The Ijord's Sabbath oelehrated as 
BiLBuaL 

August 18th.— Some cattle landed from Ilcl Wapen mn 
Rotterdam, 

August 2l8t^Ur pleasant, bleak weather with a oold N.W. 
wind still continuing, preveoting the outward- hound ships from 
taking in water, &o. '-32nd Same N. W galo

August 23rd, — The French ship VEnrope arrives with a crew 
of 80 men. She had left La Kochelle on the lóth AprU prenoualy, 
attd was the cx)osort of 8 other ships def^tined for India, Although 
the officers had heeu instructed to make their reodezTouB in 
Saldanha Bay, and to refreah theniBelvea there, they had been 
prevented from doing eo by oontrary winds, and obliged to put 
into Table Bay* Being much in want of water, they requested 
tibe Commander to be allowed to get ai muob as they wanted, and 
to buy for cash whatever refreshmenta they required. This was 
allowed them on the usual conditions granted to Europeans* 
From what we could understand, the fleet waa commanded by 
Mens: de la Hay, who was proceeding to Madagascar as suocBSsor 
to the viceroy there, viz., Mons: de Mondavergne. He is a person 
of position and quality, although no soion of a particularly iUustrious 
family. The news conveyed to ue made us prudent, and we 
aacordingly sent an express overland to Saldanha Bay, advising 
the superintendent there of the facts^ and ordering him without 
delay to send hither all the mtlle grazing on the islands and the 
mainland around him. (See letter-book of this date.) 

August 24th. — Sunday. AJter servioe the French Captain pay& 

a visit to the Coramauder, and personall}' requests permiseioa to 
take in water and buy refreshments, wbioh wa^ allowed him on the 
usual conditions. 

August 25th. — During the past night the Oodmhurg was m 
danger of being atmek by the French ship, which was (kagging 
her anchor. Fortimately the catastrophe was prevented. Our 
Buppliea and some cables landed from the vessels. 

The stores being overcrowded with topper plate and wire sent 
out for bartering cattle, and it being evident that it will take a 
very long time, in consequence of the little flemand for either at 
present, before they can be used up or bartered away, it ww 
dedded to pack up a large portion, and send it on to Batavia* 

August 26th. — Arrival in Saldanlia Bay of the French ahip 
8f. Jmn Bajou^ mounting 50 guns and carrying 350 men* 
Anchored between the Mew Island and Salamander Bay, and 
tent the sloop to the said island for refreehraenta. The men saw 
the sheep placed on it^ and killed 4, thinking they were wild ones. 
The next Say (23rd) a lieutenant landed, and civilly asked permis- 
sion to take in water, which was as civilly granted. Thereupon 
the Superintendent invited him and those with him into the house, 
and according to his means treated them to a glass of bramly* 
Having asked them why, with such a favourable wind, they had 
not made for the Cape, they repUed that they were not inclined to 

gy thither, but hoped to obtain their refreshments here from the 
ompany for money and kind words. After having repeatedly 
pressed him to accompany them on board, he afterwards complied

with their request by prooeediiig thither io a freeman's boat rowed 
by 3 men One man he placed , together with a Hottentoo, on the 
Schapen — Eobben Island» to prevent the French from landing 
there, and one of the eheep he took with him on board as a present 
to the Captain, who wae not in very good health. (He trnsts that 
this will not be taken amias.) The Captain offered to pay for it, 
bi.it he refused to accept the money. The Captain thereupon 
requested to b© snpplied for his money with sheep^ cattle, vegetables, 
and other necessaries, which however he civilly declined, with the 
excuse that he did not dare to sell anything without the pemiiasion 
of the Commander, and that the cattle that he had with hini was 
by far not snfBcieBt for such a large number of men, Thereupoa 
the Captain replied that he had seen enough animals on the island^ 
that his boatmen had already killed 4 sheep there, but that be had 
not known this before the animals had been brought on board. 
The Superintendent, pretending to be offended, asked why- they 
had done this, and robbed the islands of the Company, and insulting 
its poles and marks ; but the Captain apologised and begged that 
he would not look at it in a bad light, that be had given no orders 
to that effect, and had already censured his men for what they had 
done in ignorance, as not having seen suoh eheep before in their 
lives, they had taken it for granted that they were wild animals. 
The Captain sent hia compliments to the Commander through the 
Superintendent tH. Calrabach), and begged that a boat might be 
sent to him with all kinds of vegetables, oranges, onions, fowls^ 
sheep, and other necessaries in the shape of refreehments, as he 
was prepared most gratefuUy to pay for everything with money, 
and at a reasonable rate. He was not inclined to go to the Cape^ 
and a great service would aeoordingly be done to him, 

August 28th. — The tliree outward-bound vessels leave with a 
fltrong South- East breeze* 

The Commander received the following letter from Corporal 
Calmhaoh, Superintendent at Saldanha Bay; — ^'On the 25th 
three more French vessels had anchored under command of 
Admiral Mods: Durell on board the Namrrf* The sloop of the 
St. Jean brought a lieutenant on shore, who requested, in the name 
of his captain, that the^ might be allowed to have their linen 
washed on shore, and wMch I could not refuse. In the meanwhile 
the man stationed to look out from the mountain towards the sea, 
oame down and reported that there were three more vessels in 
sight, and ncaring the bay. This the lieutenant heard, and he had 
at onc5e brought all the dirty linen on shore by the servant of the 
Oaptain^ requesting me at the same time that I would allow that 

Creon and two soldiers to stay on shore during the night, as he 
d to return to his ship at once^ having no other boat beside the 
«loop, the other having been lost in a storm. The servant is 

x2 
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1670. aooordingly still busy washing at this house. As I have hitherto 
" received no orders what to do, I have sent away with some 
Hottentoos, for the purpose of being taken oare of at their kraals, 
19 oxen and 52 sheep. 

" During the uient 40 Hottentoos, armed with assegays, bows 
and arrows, arrived here and offered their services for my assistance, 
in case the Frenoh^wished to seize us. They are still lying hidden 
in the bushes, together with their arms, waiting to see what the 
French may intend to do. The latter have landed all their sick 
opposite the spot where they are anchored, and where they wül 
remain until they are recovered* . . . (Signed) H. Calmback, 
at Saldanha Bay, at the House de Sust, the 26th August, 1670.'' 
For the Commander's reply, see letter-book. As, however, the 
number of men had been reduced there from 10 to 6, it was 
decided to bring it up again to 9, as long as the French remained 
there. 

August 31st. — ^The French Captain of the Europe wrote a polite 
letter to the Commander, which was brought on shore by 2 officers, 
principally mentioning that on their arrival, some of the sick had 
taken lodgings at one of our freemen, who was most exorbitant 
in his charges, and that he therefore requested Commander Hackius 
to have a more reasonable account made out. He was very jiprateful 
for the kind treatment received here from the Commander, and 
had now decided to take his ship to ^aldanha Bay to the other 
vessels now lying there. The Commander replied verbally to this 
note, and wished them all prosperity. They then took their leave, 
and the Commander urged the freeman to treat the Frenchmen 
with more consideration, and not to make such excessive charges. 

September 1st. — Though the wind was S. East, and the French 
had all embarked, we still saw them lyine at anchor at their berth. 

Letter from Saldanha Bay that Callenbach had sent out of the 
way the oxen and sheep at the homestead (see August 28th) 
because the French were in numbers about the place, and no 
Hottentoos could be induced to take the animals to the Oape, as 
they had been seeing too many armed men about everywhere. He 
was unable to comply with the Commander's wish to send the 
oattle to the Fort, even if his life depended on so doins, as he 
could not induce a Hottentoo to go to the Cape. Moreover he could 
never move the sheep now on the islands without the assistance 
of the natives. He had, however, at last succeeded in inducing 3 
Hottentoos to go on the island, and after that arrange with the 
freemen Claas Qosselinx and his comrade to remove all the sheep 
on the islands with their boat, and bring them to the eastern shore 
of the mainland. The following day (27th) they had done so, 
Til., 122 from the " Schapen " Island and 15 from the " Meeuwen " 
Island. 'J?he number at the latter place had been 26, but the 
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^rencli had killed eleven. When the sh«ep were all on thö 
^ ID aio laad thej were driveu to the *' kra^da " where the others wero, 
*ith orders that the oooupants were at onoe to break up their 

Ianoampment and retire tovvard^ the Cape, as they might otherwise 
lose all their own uattle also, the Admiral haidog landed with 200 
men, with the idea of oolleoting oxen and sheep himself, but he lost 
the game (de wijle hem den braat^o uijt den aaese gevloogeo). 
The bearer had received some tobaoco in order to persuade him to 
induce the Hottent^os to accompany the bartered oattle to the 
Cape^ and if thej refused to do this thea to Look after the oattle, 
and retire with their whole kraal towards the Capo, near the Mkt 
Valkf/, *^hBhind th% Bka f f wenberg" There were 185 sheep and 
19 oxen at the kraal, and if the bearer did not find the latter on 
his road, he waa to make straight for the Fort. Last Wednesday 
the Admiral and 200 men proöeeded to the upper watering place 
and the surroanding Tallejs, but what Ms intentions maj be, the 
Commander might gather from the bearer of this eommanioation, 
who will tell you what they want to do in this bay* , . . 
(Signed) H. Calm bach, 29th September, 1670. 

September 2nd. — The French vessel, Le Jmlie^ arrives from 
Saldanha Bay, whence it had been despatohed by the French 
Adniiral or Governor- Elect of Madagascar, Mon^: de la Hay, ia 
order to obtain some refreshments here for the squadron. The 
Captain, Mons: L'Anguillet, having paid his respects to the 
Commander» and presented him with a letter from the Admiral, 
requested very preasingly, and for various urgent reasons adduced 
by him, that he might be allowed to buy some refreshments here, 
fts their ships were full of sick who were much in need of fresh 
provisions* In spite of our polite excuses for being obliged to 
refuse the request, and_of our adducing as our reasons for doing so* 
that, in consequence of the arrival of eo mauy outward-bound 
Teasels, our supplies had been greatly reduced, that every hour we 
might expect many more outward-bound ships», and in December 
next there would arrive a considerable number of return ships 
^m India, which would require an incredible quantity of meat 
and gardptt produce, so that, if we complied with their request, we 
would rob oui-selves, and in due course be placed iu great straits, 
aU our words were of no eÉEect, as Languillet professed to know 
better, and that, if he were allowed to do so, he would obtain what 
he wanted from the freemen ; and therefore, as we could find no 
other way of getting rid of these hungry guests otherwiie than by 
granting their request to a certain extent, the said Captain received 
a permit allowing him to buy soote vegetables and sheep from the 
burghers. For this he showed great gratitude, and took hii leave, 
well satis&ed. 



September 3rd. — ^Nineteen sheep and 12 cattle brought in frora 
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^670 Saldanha Bay, whioh had been bartered there lately. As all 
the other cattle of the Company had been driven away for safety 
to the neighbouring Hottentoo kraals, the men did not like to 
leave these animals exposed to danger, and so sent them on. The 
bearer of this oommunication also informed ns, to our great 
annoyance, that one of the burghers, or free Saldanhars, at present 
in that bay, was on very fanuliar and intimate terms with the 
French officers there, and was accused of having communicated to 
them the advantages of the place and other matters, and of having 
likewise pointed out to them suitable spots near the shore of the 
bay, where good wells might be dug. The Commander accordingly 
ordered the Superintendent there to send the said freeman at once, 
and without ado to the Fort. (See lettor-book of this day's date.) 

September 4th. — Arrival of another French vessel, named Le 
Diligent^ in Table Bay. She had parted company with her consorts 
during the voyage. The Captain, on landing, informed us of the 
bad condition in which the crew were. Four had died at sea, a 
neat number were sick, and not more than 6 or 7 were well on 
ooard. 

September 5th. — The French ship U Europe leaves for Saldanha 
Bay with sheep and vegetables, &c., obtained from the burghers. 
(See September 2nd.) 

In the evening the miners return from the country, bringing 
some quartz with them to be assayed here. Time will show 
whether thev will give more promise of something valuable than 
the others already tried. 

September 7th. — Sunday. As usual the Lord's Holy Word was 
twice preached this day. 

September 9th.— The S.E. wind was so strong that the French 
ship Le Juille dragged her anchors right into the mouth of the 
bay, being every moment in danger of parting and drifting to 



September 10th. — When the gates were opened this morning, 
two French officers, the one a Keutenant named Du Droit, and the 
other Ourpengh, an ensign-bearer, of the French ship Le Juilkj 
entered the Fort, requesting an interview with the Commander. 
Having obtained an audience, they delivered their message in an 
arrogant and insolent manner of expression, appearing to be very 
excited. They said that, as they were now on the point <n 
returning to SaLianha Bay, they had been sent on shore by their 
Captain, Mons: Louchet, to acquaint the Commander with the 
insults which the said Captain had been obliged to subnut to, 
especially on the 2nd instant, when he arrived on the roadstead 
and saluted the Fort with 5 guns, which salute we did not deign 
to acknowledge. That accordingly the Captain had been so 
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itspleased, that if it had not been that he was greatly in want of 
^freahments he would have compelled the Fort to salute him in 
^ ret t LTD, All this was said by the oiBoers with anoh angrj vehemenoe 
at if ooe was going to declare war agaiost somebody. 

The Commander was much put out by this address, and asked 
them whether that was the return for the aocommodation e ti joyed 
by them, and that such kind of talk was not understood among us, 
much less that we would tolerate suoh ungentlemanly t'lreats, and 
that aceordingly he would not fail in aoquainting the Directors 
^^nd the Go pernor- General and Counoillors of India with what had 
^■occurred, to which the oflScers replied that they would do the same 
^Kthing. The Commander thereupon endeavoured to explain to 
^Pthem that their vessel had been taken for one of our own that 
were expeoted ; that we were not in the habit of replying to salutei 
from our own ships, although the latter might discharge a few 
guns [ that when on approaching nearer and she was found to be 
a French vessel, orders had at once been given to welcome her wiÜi 
one enn, as was usually done in the case of all foreign veiselSi 
whether English, Danish, or Portuguese. The offioers, however, 
replied that they had heard that this was the custom, hut that it 
had not satisfied them ; that, on the contrary, they claimed shot 
for shot, being a King's warship, and further maintained that we 
oould have at once observed this fact from the general appearance 
of such a fine sliip as theirs. The Commander thereupon pointed 
out to them that we could hardly have come to that conclusion, aa 
not the least sign of fluperiority eould he noticed in their ship, 
ei()epttng the pennant which they had flying aloftj and that not 
only similai\ but often finer and larger vessels of the Company 
than theirs appeared on the roadstead ; and he accordingly 
maintained that if they had desired any special acknowledgment 
regarding His Majesty beyond the ordinary form, they snould have 
iotimated such to him before their arrival here, tüat the Government 
here might have known how to act* However the deputation, in 
spite of aU our reasonable arguments and apologies, would persist 
in airing their diaaatiH fact ion* 

In the moanwhue the Commander had quickly summoned before 
him the merchant Sieur de Cretzer, as Seounde of this plaoe, 
together with Lieutenant J, Coon and the Secretary, that they 
also might be witnesses of what was occurring; As soon aa they 
api^eared, the Frenohmen were requested once more to repeat their 
instructions. This they very willingly coniplied with, but with 
the same bitterness as already mentioned. The Commander after 
thatj on his part, repeated his previous replies, and the Frenchmen 
left as dissatisfied as they had been before, and proceeded on 
board, where, as we saw, they oommeneed to make preparations for 
their departure ; and, although the wind was very variable in the 
bay, they weighed anchor and sailed away with the little vessel 
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1670. 2> Diligent. Forsooth a most villainous and foolish acknowledg- 
ment^ of our friendly reception of them, and which has struck ug 
as being very strange and suspicious. 

The free Saldanha trader Borms, referred to on the 3rd instant, 
arrives, and the charges against him will now be gone into. 
Corporal Callembach likewise sends a letter in which he mentiona 
the design of the Portuguese, assiisted hj the Crown of France, to 
take Cochin and other places on the Indian Coast at present under 
our jurisdiction and dominion. That was what he had gathered 
(from the small talk of the Frenchmen) ; but as we have lately been 
convinced of the contranr by letters from home, we consider the 
rumour as undeserving of credit. 

September 13th.— The hooker De Orundel arrives. She had 
left on the 30th June to explore the East Coast as far as Mozambique. 
She hoisted no flag when she arrived, but a signd of distress 
(qouw), which caused us no slight uneasiness, as we feared that 
she had suffered much misadventure and disaster. Soon the 
officers landed in the sloop of the Voerman^ and much too quiokly 
confirmed our fears with their sad message, that when they had 
reached the latitude of 2V IT South, and hoped soon to be in the 
bay Aqua de boa, situated in 26° 21' 8. latitude, and where they 
intended to provide themselves with fuel and water, they 
were driven back fully 24 Dutch miles by the very stonny 
currents in that locality. Being in urgent need of fuel, they 
decided to return to the bay Os Medos de Sura, where, accord- 
ing to the information obtained from the chartmaker and 
corporal who had been on land there before, fuel and sweet water 
could be obtained. On the 23rd August they anchored in that 
bay, and the ship's Council decided to send on shore the sloop 
with 14 soldiers and sailors provided with arms, and placed under 
the command of the Corporal Balcq and the Chartmaker Boom. 
They were ordered to return as soon as possible, but only on the 
25th, 6 men returned with the boat, and reported that they had 
suffered great danger in consequence of the heavy surf, their boat 
having been overturned, and their lives nearly lost. Everything 
in the boat that had not been fastened to it had been lort, and 
the corporal had sent them to ask for some powder and lead and 
food for 3 days. He also wished to have some copper in order to 
buy one thing and another from the natives, who had received 
them, and were in disposition like the Caffers. Everything asked 
for was accordingly placed in a small cask and sent away in the 
sloop, which reached the shore in safety. These 6 men had like- 
wise received orders to return as soon as possible ; however those 
on board perceived no signs of them imtil the 28th, when those 
on land made a signal by hoisting a shirt ; this made those on 
board somewhat anxious, and a sharp look-out havinfi^ been kept, 
it was observed that the sloop was lying on the beach about half 
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a mile from the rirer. This inoreasod the fears of those on hoard 
that some misfortune had befallen the others, aod it was accord- 
iuglj decided to run the hooker aa cbsti bb possible to the land, m 
a fine with the sloop, and then to fire a gun, Howevor no one 
made his appearance on shore, and a raft was accordingly made 
and hound together with five lead lines* Volunteers were called 
for, and the boatswain, the son of the carpenter^ and the son of 
the skipper came forward. That day however the currents were 
too strong to enable them to reach the land, hut on the following 
day when morning prayers had been said and breakfast was over, 
the attempt wae again made, and after having been turned over 
two or three tiniea in the surf, they finally reached the shore and 
their oomrades there. Eight of the latter were seeu nea? tlie 
sloop, which they carefully examiaed and turn mi over; they also 
lifted the oars and again put them down. After that they went 
away. Un the 30th only eleven or twelve of the seventeen men 
on shore, were seen by those on boards who fired again, but they 
went away along the beaoh, and although another gun was fired, 
and a sienal made, they continued on their way, and were soon 
out of sight ; and notwithstanding the hooker remained there 
until the 1st Septemlier not one of them was seen again. The 
ahip^s CounDil accordingly decided to return to the Gape» convinced 
that some accident had happened to the boat which had prevented 
them from returning on ooard. They had therefore weighed 
anchor on that day (lot September) and brought us this sad news. 
Indeed a most deplorable encounter, and a very thoughtless 
proeeeding, to come to such a doubtful and dangerous resolution 
on such slender data^ for much more should have been considered 
by the officers than they did. God grant that we may shortly 
be able to rejoice in the news of the safety of these 17 men, 

September 14th. ^Arrival of the ship Sastenhurgoi Amsterdam, 
Had left on the 17th May last, with 1 12 men. Called nowhere. 
Had, thank God ! no dead and only brought a few suffering from 
scurvy. 

September 18th*— The Voerman returns to Dassen Island with 
profisioüs and 24 young wethers to be depastured there, as the 
island is full of grass, that they may be in good condition for the 
return fleet, 

Wfiattver mhced us ere this regarding the Beareh for minerak 
undertaken bt/ m^ with the hope thai mmêihmg productive wouM be 
düeovered by «s, appears notv to have mnufwdenilrely^ oê our mëapers 
iatsly returned from the country^ not only foiind nothing in the fttoneê 
têhkh they had brought with thetn^ hut are iiketfise beginning to 
dmpair of getting anything^ and f o abandon aii further eff'orts^ a 
proceediny trhtch kave^ us veiy little to hope for. 



September 2Qth. — As the one point of the newly-begun fortre^^

~~ hare now for sofnc t/a^s been Imai/ with wheelbarrows for that purpan, 

September 20fh. — Loureim Vmer arrives in the afternoon from 
Said, Bap^ with a troop of 2d oxen and 204 i^heêp entrusted for a 
white to the care of some Hot t ent m Craah in order io preurre them 
from f he French. A let tet from the corporal at thai êtation men- 
Honed that everything tcru ^tiil in good order there^ that fulhj necen 
tents had been pitched (b^ the French) on shore ^ tchich were et^wded 
with sick f whilst those who were weli^ were p tying everywhere atmut the 
country^ and very busy in digging water wells^ but without much 
aueeesM hitherto. Two of the ship's hmi proceeded io the St, Selenn 
Bay in order to obtain drink water in the Berg Etver, J hither the 
Vietroy had himself carried over la nd^ and having care full ti otfAerve^ 
everything^ wa^ conveyed hack in the same wag. It was said that it 
was their intention aft soon as the wind waa favourable to vif^it us 
gnoe more, but for what reason, time alone will show. 

September 23rd. — An anchor with 80 fathoms cable fished up 
m the bay. 

September 24th* — The Bruydegom returns from DasBau Island 
with aome sheep for oon sumption here. That Island being süll 
rich in graes, more sheep will be sent thither. 

Four osen and tweiity*mne sheep bartered from the Hottentoos 
at Said: Bay. The hooker de Gnmdel ready for sea to ^e 
supplies to Mauritius. Her officers receive instructions regarding 
what they are to observe in calling at the bay Os Medos de Sursi, 
in Latitude ST*' 17' South, and on the East Coast* God grant 
that we may receive good news of the 17 souls left there on shore* 

September 25th. — The Saj-enburg leaves for Batavia, The 
Hooker Grundel ready to leave for Mauritius with supplies. What 
the offioers have to do during the voyage and their return hither, 
as regards their calling at the Bay Os Medos de Sura in 27** 17' 
8. Latitude, will be found in the Instructions given them. We 
trust that we shall be made happy by the news of the good deli^er- 
anoe of the 17 men left on shore there* 

September 27th* — The Hooker leaves* As usual our three boats 
also sail away to the Island for cargoes of shells. 

September 27th. — As we desire to have verbal eommunlcatioB 
with the Superintendent at Saldanha Bay, Sergeant Jeronjrmns 
Croeae proceeds thither to take temporary charge* 

September 30. — Some Prenohmen who had deserted from their 
vessels in Said: Bay, and arrived here overland in order to raquast 
us to take them into the Company's service, informed U8 that Üie 
fleet was etill anchored in that bay, but were making preparations. 
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to leaye soon. The number of aiok brought on shore was however 
daily increasing, and deaths ooomred as much from hunger and 
thirst, BB from the eicknees raging among them* But although 
these deserters begged hard for employment^ we refused them for 
good reasons, and they accordingly appeared to have gone iBto the 
country to work among tho farmera to earn a living. 

October 2nd, — Corporal Calmbach having been ordered to Cape 
Town from Said: Bay in order to have a personal interview 
with the Conimaoder, his place was filled for the time by Sergeant 
Croeae, who however Buddenly and unexpectedly arrived her© this 
afternoon, and, in a great state of mind, informed ua that on the 
30th ultimo, some well-armed French soldiers had landed at 
Said: Bay near the Company's residency, and formed themselves 
into fighting order ; that thereupon some French officers had com© 
to him and asked for (a copy of) his orders^ saying that they had 
been dir**eted to haul down the Company's flag, and hoist their 
own ; that they had accordingly ordered him and his men not to 
interfere with it on pain o F being punished with the cord i that 
after a while they had puUed down the Company's flag and 
hoisted the French one under a salute and with the cry "Vive le 
Eoi de France " ; that thereupon they returned on board ; that 
they compelled the Superintendent (Croose) to go with them ; that 
when on board they had with arbitrary threats asked him in what 
way^ and by whose orders the pole erected there by order of their 
King had been destroyed ; that the sergeant had replied that he 
knew nothing of the matter ; that when they saw that all their 
off orts to obtain infonnation from him w^ere fruitless, they had 
again liberated hina ; and entrusted him with a letter to Sieur de 
(Setser here, which letter was to be delivered at the Fort by out 
of the garrison ; that he bad been conveyed to the laud in charge 
of a Major and a company of soldiers, but with such prudence, 
that when he landed, they mad o him undo liis trousers and hold 
them in hand lest he might run away ; that in the meanwhile 
nig^ht was approaching when they again arrived at tho Company's 
residency; that this enabled the sergeant to make bis escape, for 

Eretending that he wished to look after some of bi^* soldiers, he 
id himself among the bushes, and as it was dark, he could not 
be found ; that the French endeavoured to re-captiire him, but 
without success ; that the 4 men, forming the garrison, bad been 
apprehended ; that some of our burghers, fishing in the bay, bad 
been taken from their vessels and sent on board the Admiral's 
flhip as prisoners, 

'Ihe following letter addressed to Fiscal de Cretser was then 
read in Council, whieh had been immediately convened ou receipt 
of the news brought by the sergeant. It is a Dutch translation of 
the original French one which will be f oimd in the Letter book : 
*' On hoard ih^ Admira/MavUie in Said: Bay, 39th Sept. 1670. 
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1670. Sir!— I write you by order of Mons. de la Haye, lieutenaat- 
~~ General of Bis Majesty's Annies^ and his lientenant-General 
and Admiral over all the lands and seas under his jurisdiotion. I 
feel myself constrained to acquaint you with the following : That 
we have treated liberally and hospitably all Hollanders who 
found themselves in France or in lands and harbours subject to 
the dominion of the King ; doing so in accordance with the orders 
expressly issued from His Majesty by the Admiral. 

That the Commander at the Cape did not behave himself in a 
similar manner, but on the contrary refused us liberty of oomr 
meroe, even depreciating the value of our money, and making it 
less in value than what it would be in Holland or elsewhere ; 
doing all this in the teeth of international law. 

That (in our possessions) we allowed all the stock farmers and 
merchants who owned any cattle, to sell or export as much as they 
liked, without being in the least interfered with ; that we expected 
that when at the Cape or anywhere else, we likewise would have 
been allowed to trade for cattle in an amicable manner among 
those who possessed any ; but we found that this was forbidden 
at the Cape. 

That the Admiral had sent a polite letter to the Commander at 
the Cape, in the personal charge of Captain Languille, in whidb 
he communicated the orders received by him, to maintain the good 
feeling and free intercourse existing between Franoe and the 
Dutch Company. 

That this does not appear to have been viewed in the proper 
light, for no return messenger was sent. That only a letter had 
been received addressed to Mons. de la Haye, Governor of Mada- 
ffasoar. That although the Cape Commander might have had a 
doubt about the rank of the Admiral, Mons. Languillete 
(P Languille) would have been able to have given you the neces- 
sary information as ordered by the Admiral. 

That a King's ship, that saluted with five guns was only g^reeted 
with one ; and that accordingly that man (the Commander) knows 
neither his duty nor the respect which he owes (to a friendly 
visitor). 

That money has been offered to debauch the French soldiers, 
and induce them to enlist at the Cape ; that already 10 have 
deserted, and that the writer hoped that the Commander would 
surrender them to the Admiral ; that, in short, he demanded them, 
as he knew from the Commander's own people that they were 
among them. 

That some of the most licentious of our people having connected 
themselves with the black women, had deserted into the interior, 
and that the Admiral does not doubt that you will have them 
punished severely. 

That if you had not permitted it, you would ha^e punished 
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em, hut that the Admiral doei not believe that yon have even 
made the attempt to do m. 

That the people have nothing on whioh they can depend ; that 
they or others have broken down the arms and tokens of Hia 
Majesty erected (in Said: Bay) by Mods, de Monda verge and pre- 
viously to the latter, by various other Frenchmen. 

That such proceedings cannot be tolerated from a private 
individuai who i§ allowed liberty of commerce everywhere^ that 
he should thua contemn a sovereign power. 

Sir ! 1 have been ordered to ask you what may have induced 
your people and your Comnaander to act so badly, and to tell you 
to warn the gentlemen of the Company, that the oharges which 
the Admiral intends to make in France may be prevented by the 
reprimands and ohastiseraentA whioh he expects will result from 
their wise, good and prudent management, of which he is lully 
confident. I expect your answer, and am, Sir, your, &c, (Signed) 
ffortie. Commissioner in the Suite of the Squatiron commanded 
by Mens, de la Haye." 

The Council was very much taken by surprise in cot^ficqueoce 
of this unexpeoted communicatioii» and caused an exact digest of 
the same to be made, and apology to be drawn up in reply to 
every aocusation so unjustly brought against us. Moreover it 
decided to protest in writing against this hostile prooeedine {of 
the Fi^Beh) and their insolent bdiaviour, and to send the whole, 
aa soon as completed, overland to the Viceroy- 

But as these malicious and fabricated charges did not allay our 
suFpioion that more serious results might still follow, we were 
naturally nrgdd to practice &ven greater prudcDoe than before^ 
hence we did our best to place ourselves once more as far aa we 
oould, in a state of defence ; evety daij the re fere will be utiiued i& 
ptit info proprr repair the Compam/H oM forlrem and the new point ; to 
provide them with all military necessaries, and whatever might 
further be requirefl for the works ; and to order the burghers to 
keep watch during the night, and the cavalry guards to patrol the 
b^ach, so that they may the better observe what may be going on. 
(Keep an eye to windward,) 

October ^rd, — As it is feared, after the vile hostile ocndaot of the 
French at Said: Bay, that they may have something else in view 
besides, the n6w point was provided with a large quantity of water 
and fuel, so thatj ahonld that nation attempt anything here^ we 
may be as well prepared as possible. The burghers were provided 
with powder and lead, and the guards strengthened by day and 
night with the lubourers, so that we might be the better prepared 
for any une^cpectod assault. 

October 5th* — A soldier sent overland with a reply to the 
Viceroy, (For said reply see letter book.) 
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leTP. October 6th, — The gate had hardly beea opened this moming 

" when the said soldier appeared and stated, that the letter havüif 
heeo fastened in a bag oehind the saddle had gone loose daring 
bis ride and had been lost before he had beoome aware of it. This 
appeared to he to be very suspicions^ and will be rigidly inquired 
into. Copies were at once made and two other soldiers were sent 
off with them at noon. 

October 7th* — Arrival of the French ship Vanturê Coronéf with 
102 men ; she had left Bochelle on the lOih May. On her arrival 
she sainted with five guns and was answered with three. There- 
upon she again fired three guns and was thanked with one. She 
brought IS or 20 siok, and was allowed to take in water and buy 
refreshments from the burghers. From their oonversations and 
replias we could gather nothing suspioious. On the contrary, they 
showed a most friendly and affectionate disposition. But whether 
this be hypocrisy — a fault much too common among this natioti — 
or whether under this cloak they may have something else in view, 
time must show; In every way we remain on our guard, and in a 
position of defence against any sudden attack which they might 
meditate against us. 

Ootober 8th.— Fine weather, with a N.W. breesse, which makai 
us hope that our expected vessels, the ZaytpooUbrorck and JTm»mi^ 
bêrgh^ may arrive at aoy moment. Towards evening our SQldien 
on the look out on the Lion Mountain reported that two ships wem 
in sight. This filled us with hope and fear, as they may be either 
our outward bound, or French vessels for the Bay, 

Shortly after this report^ the four missing men stationed at Said: 
Bay arrived. They had travelled overland, and not only oon- 
firtned the report of the sergeant regarding the taking poeseasion 
of our station there hy the French, but they also related tliftt on 
the same night when the sergeant escaped, they bad been fofmblj 
carried on board the Admirars ship, but a short while afterw&ids 
been conveyed to the freemen's vesselj and on the following day 
landed at the lodge in a French sloop with a guard of soldiers in 
charge of a corporal, who kept guard there, and were relieved each 
might by others. These men had on tho oth inst. affixed tht 
King's Arms to a pole there. Having waited so long, and hearing 
no news from us, tnese four men had at last decided to esoepe 
dining the night, and proceed to the Cape, For the rest the 
French had done them no harm, but had letnmed the freemen's 
vessels, with which a letter would arrive for us from tb© Vioeröy* 

October 9th. — ^ Arrival of the Saldanha Bay vesseU above referred 
to. Those on board reported that the French fleet had left that 
bay yesterday morning eariy, and that already eight days ago the 
Viceroy had entrusted them with a letter to Mens, de Cretzer, but 
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Sfi the wind wa« during all that time uafavoiirable, they could not 
arrive here sooner* During the etay of the French there the birds 
and eeal§ had been frightened away from the different islands^ in 
oonsefiiienOG of the continual shooting and destruction naosed 
among them* Their trade and oil biiBiness would accord in gly 
suJTer greatly. The letter of the Viceroy, translated, was as 
follows: — ** On hoard of the Admiral Mmiilk in Said: Bay, 1st 
Ootober, 1670.— Sir I I wrote you yesterday by flome of your 
people whom the Admiral had summoned on board to ask them 
what kind of ordeis they hadj as he had reason to complain ■ they 
replied that they were of your port, but without any orders 
here ; I then gave a letter to your address to one of them, who 
called himself a sergeant^ that he naight forward it to y ou, in order 
to obtain a reply. This person promised the Admiral to return 
and inform him to whom he had given the letter, and when an 
answer might be expeoted, but fancying that he would be 
punished, he ran away, although Monsieur (the Admiral) had 
told him that he might expect punishment rather from you, and 
that his oomrades, having been taken on board, had again been 
placed on board their vessels. Monsieur expects justice from the 
Lordj of the East India Company and from you, and likewise an 
answer whieh you may be pleased to send in reply to his letter 
sent to you in duplicate* He and all Buhjeota of the King have 
express orders to maintain all friendly communication and free 
intercourse, and personally he aleo is so inclined to do thi«,so that he 
vrill attempt nothing that will not tend to the preservation of the 
peace, as long as you on your side do not directly oppose your- 
selves to this. He therefore expects satisfaction or juetioe for the 
oomplaints which I now submit to you; and I am, etc., your 
ob^iient servant, (Signed) d'Hordie, Commissioner of the Suite 
in the Squadron commanded by Moub: d' la Haye," 

As it is feared that the two men despatched by us overland last 
Monday, in order to convey our letter to the Viceroy, did not arrive 
at the Bay in time, so that we would not be able to convey to the 
Fi-enoh our protest, it was decided in the form of a " deed of 
insinuation *' to submit our oomplaints to the officers of the French 
ships lying in the Bay here, to have read to them the correspon- 
dence on both sides by the Secretary, and in presence of two 
members of the Council, and present them with authentic copies 
of every doüumentj with the special request to forward them by 
first opportunity to the Viceroy, or to France to His Maje.str or 
his Ministers, and finally to make the offer to them that we were 
{prepared to surrender to them on their departure the 1 <! French 
deserters. 

October 10th, — This morning two Comniissioncrs from the 
Council went on board the French ship to oomiiiunicate our griev- 
ances to the commanding officers by '* insinuation," In the after* 
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W70. noon they returned and reported that they had been very well reoeived, 

"" and that the officers had agreed to comply with our wishes. They 

had likewise placed their names under the report of the Comnus- 

sioners, notifying that they had received the documents entrusted 

to them. 

The new stone gutter, which was decided to be made here 
during the presence at the Cape of Mr. Van den Broeck, and for 
the mason work of which the right material had not been used, so 
. that during the late N.W. ^orms it was for the most part 
destroyed by the heavy surf, has been broken up, and a new one 
is being put down, but in another way, and with more care than 
was shown during the building of the first one. 

October 12th. — Return of the two soldiers despatched to Said: 
Bay. They report that they had arrived there last Thursday, but 
had found no French ships or any of the garrison stationed there. 
They had oaly found the French Arms affixed to a pole, and the 
Trench flag above it, and having been unable to accomplish their 
mission, they had returned the next day (Friday). 

One cow, one calf and 19 sheep bartered from the Gochoquas. 
Some more were obtained on the 15th. 

October 15th. — Bartered some sheep from the Hottentos. 

October 18th. — Fine fruitful weather, with a N.W breese. 
Arrival of the flute Hasenburgh, of Zealand, with 175 men. Had 
left Middelburg on the 14th July. Called nowhere. Had lost 4 
men. Brought about 36 sick. 

October 20th. — About midnight the rumour spread that some 
noise had been heard in the prison in which the 13 French deserters 
^ere confined. The Fiscal going to see, found that a plank of the 
roof had been loosened and three of the prisoners had cleverly 
escaped. At once he proceeded outside the Fort with some soldiers, 
but did not succeed in re-capturing the fugitives. Accordingly 
very early this morning the burghers in the country were warned 
not to harbour them in any way, but to capture and bring them in 
to us, that we might hand them and the others over to the Frendi 
vessel here, which will leave in 2 or 3 days' time. 

October 21st — Sieur Coon returns from Hout Bay and reports 
that he had found everything there in proper order ; he likewise 
brought with him one of the French deserters. The other two had 
too quickly observed his approach and so escaped. In the evening 
the 11 prisoners were sent on board the Frenchman which is ready 
to sail. 

October 22nd. — Arrival of the flute Papenburg of Amsterdam. 
Left on the 6th July with 130 men. Had called nowhere. Had 
no deaths. Brought 6 or 7 sick. 
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October 25th. — The Frenohman leaves with a salute of five ^^^o. 
gons. 

October 29th. — ^The flute Hasenhurgh leaves for Batavia. Ob- 
tained 8 sheep from the Chainouquas. 

October 80th. — The ooast&rDe Bruydegom proceeds to Said Bay 
in order to take away thenoe the things which were still in the 
Company's lodge there, when the French left. The Papenhurgh 
leaves. 

November 1st. — Death, of Hans Hinnen, late butcher in the 
Company's service. He arrived here in 1665 in the ship Hft 
Casteel van MedetMicq. 

November 4th. — The Commander proceeds to the country to 
visit the Company's lands, and on his return home was told that 
two Hottentoo craals had made their encampment behind the Wyn^ 
bergy more than an hour's distance from this Fort. It will therefore 
be necessary to find out whether they may not injure us by 
depasturing their cattle there, as in that case they will have to retire 
somewhat further inland. The Chocoquas sell us 49 sheep for the 
ordinary merchandize. 

November c th. — ^Lions and tigers have been seen for some days 
now at Hout Bay, and have done some mischief by destroying the 
Company's cattle there ; and although spring guns have been set, 
and also other kinds of traps, we have hitherto not succeeded in 
catching any, although no trouble is spared in their pursuit. 
Twelve sheep bartered from Gounomoa's people. Lovely and sunny 
weather continuing, so that all garden produce is thriving consider-^ 
ably, whilst^the grass is growing beautifully for the cattle. 

November 8th. — Cold, cloudy weather, with showers. The 
Voerman leaves for Dassen Island to take on board some old ewes 
no longer fit for breeding, as well as some wethers and rams for 
the expected outward bound ships. 

Dunng the afternoon a French ^^ spiegel " ship arrives and 
saluted with 5 guns. We replied with one ; no one however 
landed. 

November 9th. — Sunday. Same weather. About 5 o'clock the 
merchant of the French vessel landed, who came to greet the Com- 
mander in the name of his Captain. Her name was the P/i(enir, 
with 150 men. Had left France on the 10th May last in com- 
pany of the Vauture Coroné and Dauphyn. Arrived in a very 
miserable condition with about 50 dead, whilst a large number of 
the survivors was ill ; so much so that they had not been able on 
their arrival to furl their sails properlv. Had they not speedily 
reached the Cape their outlook would have been very bad indeed. 
A663. T 
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löTO. The merchant who had landed informed us that they did not as 
~" yet know their destination themselves, as they were only to open 

theii* (^losed orders at the Capo. He urgently requested t*i be 
allowed to lie here for a i^w days to recover his siokj and to obtaia 
iome drinkwater and re fresh montg. This was allowed him in the 
usual way. The following day some of the giok were landed, and 
they looked very miserable. 

November 1 1 th.— About 3 p.m. two French officers landed and 
requested audience from the Commander, They stated that 
aUbough for particular reasons they had not been allowed imme- 
diately after their arrival to divulge the miserable state of the vtaael 
and the crew, that now they were of necessity compelled to do so, 
and no longer to diisimulate. They deelared that they had not 
only lost above 80 of their number, but that they had a very largo 
number of very sick on hoard ; so many indeed that besides their 
chief officers, among whom were the Captain, Lieutenant, 
Merchant, Skipper, some clergy of the Capucine order, and passen- 
gers, namely the Bishop of lupous and suite, they did not have 
a healthy sailor on board. They had therefore not been able on 
their arrival to reach the proper anchoragej and throw out more 
than one anchor, etc, that should the wind become strong they 
woxdd not only he e^cposed to the danger of drifting, but of being 
thrown on the rocks and stranded on Kobben Island or elsewhere. 
They were too weak to do anything in such a case, and therefore 
they begged very hard in the name of His Majesty of France, 
Mons. de Colbert, and the repreaentativee of the Frenoh East 
^ India Company, out of pity to assiet them in their dire distress 
With some of our men in order to get to a safe berth and escape an 
imminent danger. They did not doubt that we would csomply 
with their request in consequence of their great need, and for the 
sake of the mendly allianoe between the Crown of France and our 
State. At the same time they offered to pay with thanks all 
expenses, and for the time of the men employed. 

The Comma mkr r&plied that f re were not mcmiomvd ia do thk to 
ant/ ^h'q% not etrn to ottr own^ and that eveiy one had to save himself 
with his own men ; that we did not have at hand as many sailors 
as were required, and that all had their daily employment in the 
Company's service ; that therefore he saw no chance of assisting 
them, but that he would think over the matter and see what oonld 
be done. The Commander thereupon conferred with the Council, 
and after carefully considering the great distress in which the 
vessel was, their request was granted, and we promised them that we 
would tend them on the following day our large boat full of men 
in order to attempt to bring tlie vessel to a better anchorage» 
where she could ride safely, but if during the night — whieli we did 
not eswct — anything might happen to her, they were to fire & 
gUHj when as qmokly as possible some men would be sent off to 
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her assistanoö. Thereupon the two Frenchmen left in good BpiritB 
and with expresaions of gratitude, carrying their joyfiil lueseage 
to their friends on board. 

Whi^n night act in, however, the S.E, wind gradually grow in 

TehomeneOj rolling in heavy masses of clouds from the mountains 

and causing tlie French vessel to drag her anchor and finally snaji 

hm cable (P)* The waves of the sea and the wind tossed her about 

drcailfully, and threw her back into the mouth of the bay and 

^ardly a musket shot away from the Whftlcrock and Robben 

island, where as it eeomed her auchor again gripped, hut where 

' not wi that ao ding she lay in great danger. As soon therolore as it 

was practicable our open boat was sent to her with 20 men under 

oommand of the Fiscal, who was ordered to hurry on as 

much im possible, and to endeavour to assist the vessel in its 

misfortunes, as humanly speaking she C!Ould expect nothing lesa 

than certain dcstruetion. 

November 12th. — Duriog the night the wind had changed to 
S.W,, and to our surprise we found that the French ship was still 
lying in the mouth of the bay. In the evening its sloop landed 
with the Fiscal, who reported tho bod and miserable condition of 
that valuable vessel which he had found completely helpless, its 
sails and rigging out of order, and only 2 or ^i healthy sailors fit 
for work. More men were therefore required in order to repair 
her as much as possible, and bring her to the right anchorage to 
Bave her from ehipwrcck. Before dark accordingly» some more 
smart fellows were aj^pointed to start on board for the purj^ese at 
daybreak to-morrow morning. With the Fiscal there also came 
ou shore the Bishop of Leoiiolis and some of his clergy who had 
been greatly sliocked by the threatened destniction from which 
they had so happily escaped. They appeared very glad of their 
&afety, and requested to be allowed to pass the night on shore and 
refresh themselves* This wns allowed. 

I November 13th. — A boat full of men sent on board the French- 
man. During the altemooQ the Bishop of Leopoli^ visited the 
Commander, and thanked him for the assistance ren<lered to them 
alL He described their mieerable condition, and the ^ veat danger 
which they had experienced during their voyage hiiiierto, and 
greatly feared that if their consort, ih& Boiphf/n, did not arrive soon, 
she would also find herself in a miserable plight. At^ he said, lie 
had beloru this resided in India a long time, and his present destin- 
ation was Siimi, and ho hoped when he found an opportunity, to 

^make a voyage to Tonquin, ilo appeared to ho a person of good 
i|ierieuoe and study, and according to the statements of his 
ttendants, of an illustrious family. 

November 14th. — ^Thc French ship is brought to a safe 
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1670. anchorage. The men sent off had been hard at work the wfai^e of 
yesterday putting her straight. 

This day a beginning was made with the building outside the 
Fort, of a house for the minister, according to resolution adopted by 
the Council during the presence here of the Hon. Commissioner 
Van den Broeck. The first stone was laid, and the house will be 
somewhat smaller than originally intended. All the woodwork 
being ready, we hope the house will be finished before the arrival 
of the return fleet. Five or six Frenchmen died this day. Num- 
bers of them are still mortally ill, and they are again beginning to 
lose heart. 

November 18th. — About 263 fine sheep of the company are 
being depastured in the " Clooff.'^ Fine rains. The gardens all in a 
beautiful condition. A rich harvest expected. 

November 20th. — Fine rains. The gardens look most pleasant, 
so that, judging from experience, we may look forward to an 
opulent harvest, should the S.E. gales and other usual troubles 
(which Grod forbid) not frustrate our hopes. 

November 22nd. — The Voerman arrives with some sheep from 
Dassen Island. Some had died, as they could not bear the sea, 
whilst others were suffering, which will no doubt soon make 
" short leaps " also. 23rd. — The S. Easter too strong to enable us 
to land the sheep, so that it is to be feared that more will die. 

November 24th. — The skipper of the coaster Dê Voerman having 
reported that a French ship had anchored in Said: Bay, it was 
decided to send a man overland to-morrow in charge of the letters 
which had been sent thither a while ago, addressed to the Vioeroy, 
but which had arrived after the departure of that officer. He was 
instructed to hand them over to the commander of the said 
French vessel, with the request to be so good as to forward them 
to their proper address, as we are of opinion that the said vessel is 
one of the squadron which had rendezvoused there ; the letters will 
therefore arrive at Madagascar, and be placed in the hands of the 
Viceroy so much the sooner. 

The officers of the French vessel lying here, having also heard of 
the presence of the French ship in Said: Bay, requested permission 
to send one of their people with our messenger, in order to ask for 
some assistance from their countrymen. We suggested that a 
letter from them would do as well, but they urged that there was 
nothing like a verbal appeal, and we consequently complied. The 
persons accordingly left next morning early, and were ordered to 
hurry on as much as possible. A few sheep were bartered from 
Schaeger's kraals on the 28th. 

November 26th. — The pastures being too little on Bobben 
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liland for the very large niiniber of sheep there, and ttr* dry 
seaëoa setting in, the open boat is ëent ov^t to bring hitlier a 
number of sheep. 

November 2J*th, — A lion destroyed yesterday at Hout Bay I ox 
land some sheep in presence of the lierds- It is deplorable that one 
jmust be subjeot to such vexationfl from wild beasts in those regions, 
I for although lately tho premiums on killing ih**m have been con- 
jêidorahly increased by placeasit, very few seem to have sufficient

December Ist, — The 8. Easter eo violent that one was afraid to 
Tenture m the streets. The French ship not without danger, as 
her bIo^p had to run in on shore witli her healthy men, so thai 
there were hardly 4 or 5 men left on board* 

December 2nd. — Return of the messengers sent to Said: Bay, 
Thoy had found there the French ship TTie IndittH^ belonging to 
the squadron of the Viceroy de la Haye, and given the letters to 
the ofBcers, who had williiigly received them, and treated the 
bearers kindly. They had likewise shown their readines^s to assist 
the French ship here witli some men, and for that purpose would 
make for Table Bay as soon as the wind was favourable, 

December 3pd. — The strong S,E. wind continues blowing- Last 
night the **baesaer'* (market house} would have blown down if 
we had not just in time prevented it by securing it wii h supports. 
Our nefr rhttreh wm deprived of a eonsidembk numher of iikë : but, 
notwithstanding the gale^ the Hotteutooe of Houtenbeen's kraals 
sold us 7 sheep. A few days ago they had pitolied their camp 
from the Wynberg as far aa behind the Steenberg. 

December 4th* — It was miserable to see the damage done by the 
wind to the gardens and the lands- Not only had the trees been 
to a great extent deprived of their blossoms and young and tender 
fruit, but much other ground fruit had been blown completely 
away nnd scattered, so that our hopes of having a rich Devest 
have b m considerably damped.

December 6th.^ — After ringing the bell the ordinary placcaat 
was affixed which forbade the sale of goods supplied on account to 
garrison. An interdict was also published forbidding the indis- 
eriminate riding away of wood, reeds, and brush, the offenders 
seoretly pa^ng the outer guards and not previously obtaining a 
p«rmit from the authorities. The right measure, it is greatly 
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ltt70. feared, is very much exceeded by the residents of this place, who 
lend themselves to many unlawful doings. 

Deoember 7th. — Death of a company's slave who had been ill 
for a long while. 

December 10th. — Arrival of the French warship Indian. Had 
left France at the same time with the squadron imder the Viceroy 
de la Haye. (See above). She ecmried 160 men, of whom 16 had 
died on the voyage. She had been at Said: Bay, but left that 
harbour for the Cape in order to obtain fresh water and to assist 
the French vessel Phoenir, lying here in an almost helpless state. 
The Captain was suffering severely from colic, and requested per- 
mission to land in order to recover himself. This was allowed 
him. He was also permitted to get as much drink water as the 
vessel required, and to buy the necessary refreshments from the 
burghers. He had lost sight of his consort the Sultan, in the 
Latitude of Martinvaaz, in which ship were the most costly pre- 
sents which Monsieur de la Haye was to offer to the King of 
Persia and the G/and Mogul. Six sheep bartered from the 
Hottentoos on the 12th, and 21 more on the 15th. 

December 17th.— Two sheds and outhouses having been built on 
to the Harbour premises during the term of office of Conmiander 
Borghorst, in which all kinds of voluminous articles might be 
stored, and it having been i found that these buildings were not 
strong enough to withstand the heavy winds and rains, so that 
they were always leaking, the Council decided to raise the walls 
as high as those of the Harbour House to make the whole stronger, 
and find more room for voluminous articles, especially as the work 
could be done with little expense and trouble, and necessity 
required it. 

December 19th, — The French ship Phoenix^ being assisted with 
about 200 men of the warship Indian^ both vessels are doing their 
best to get ready for departure. The proper monsoon for proceed- 
ing direct to Surat being past, the Phoenu will proceed to Mada- 
gascar and thence to its destination. 

December 20th. — The Said: Bay burghers complain of the 
scarcity of seals this year, caused by tlie presence of the French at 
that place, who, during their stay there, had frightened all the 
animals away with their continual shooting and hunting. The 
boat takes two prisoners to RobbenJIsland^who have been sentenced 
to hard labour. 

December 21st. — Forty-three sheep bartered from the Hotten 
toos (Sunday). The Sabbath of the Lord. We have spent this 
day with reverence towards Christ and under a pleasant sunshine. 



December 22nd. — Some Hottentooe of tlie aurroiitidmg kraals 
of Gounema and others have now for some time been committing 
ill a spiteful manner various acts of mischief ; they have not only 
broken into different farm houses that were situated somewhat far 
away from the others, whilst the occnpiers were absent, and oarried 
away all kinds of provisions in th© shape of riee, &c.j hut last week 
th^y hod the audacity to attack a certain farm labourer buay herd- 
ing his sheep, and beciiuse he wa« unable to comply with thei? 
demand to give thera tobacco and rice, had uomercifuUy beaten 
him and pressed him so hard that he had been obliged ij save 
himself by iliglit, as he would otherwise have lost his life. Pour 
audacious fellows of this class appeared at the outside guard- 
house» named the '* Kykiiit," and wished to compel a soldier on 
guard there to give them tobacco, rice, &e. Beiug unable to 
oomply with their demands, these HottentooSj having obtained the 
mastery over him, beat him most cruelly and wounded him in the 
head in various places» not without endangering his life. By some 
quick movement» however, he fortunately managed to escape from 
their clutch es, whilst Ihey on their part oarried off whatever pro- 
visions they could lay their hands on. In order» therefore, to 
prevent such improper proceedinga public instructions were issued 
to capture these fellows, if caught in the act, in order to make their 
thefts and wanton conduct a little distasteful to them. 

December 23rd. — ^A soldier stationed at " Kijkuit " guard-house, 
having been summoned to appear before us for seme offence» has 
deserted, and is still at large. As this conduct must cause evil 
results, ho was this day summoned by edict and the ringing of the 
bell to appear within twice 24 hours to answer to the charge 
against himj on pain of being corporally punished* At the same 
time a reward of Bds, 10 was offered to the person who caught the 
vagabond and delivered him up to Justice. 

And as it has been discovered that many abuses have been com* 
raitted by those to whom (when the Hon. Commissioner van den 
Brouck was here, and the many canteens and taverns were reduced 
in number) the sole right of selling or retailing strong drinks had 
been granted, for it appears that they have not been satisfied wLth 
their privileges, but buy and again sell to their visitors other kinds 
of Uquor obtained from those who are only allowed to sell suoh 
liquor by wholesale to the residents here who drive no taps, so that 
the laudable arrangements made by the said Commissioner have 
be«n made illusory, and the Company is defrauded oE its exdsd 
revenue, it was deoided to draw up and promulgate an ordinance 
preventing this offence, 

Deeember 24th. — The Captain of the French warship Indian^ 
fltill suffering from colic and delaying the departure of his vessel \ 
§o that we ^all not be able to get rid of them this year; 
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WW* December 25th. — Fine and pleasant weather. The birth of our 

Lord and Sayiour Jesus Christ celebrated by the preaching of the 
Holy Name twice this day. 

December 26th. — After the sermon we heard to our sorrow that 
a homestead about an hour's distance from this Fortress, and 
situated behind the Windberg, the property of one of our chief 
burghers, had been burnt down and completely laid in ashes. The 
accident was caused by a young slave, who, wishing to discharge a 
musket, had in his ignorance fired into the thatch of the said 
farm house, which consisted of reeds. The whole had in conse- 
quence easily caught fire. A great loss indeed to those interested, 
and the more so as we are at present in the midst of the harvest, 
and the said burgher has no other suitable place in which to store 
his grain. 

December 28th (Sunday). — Holy Communion celebrated. Ar- 
rival towards evening of the Hottentoo Captains ** Cuyper " and 
" Houtebeen," with a large number of other Africans, their wives 
and children. They brought with them 22 oxen and 22 sheep in 
fair condition. 

December 29th. — ^The sick French Commander proceeds on 
board in order to prepare for an early departure. Some oxen and 
sheep were bartered from the Hottentoos, and their Captains were 
as usual regaled on a glass of arrack until it grew dark. 

December 30th. — With a southerly breeze the Btmydegom and 
the boat sailed away to the Island, in order to obtain there as many 
shells as possible for lime for the works in hand, viz.: the minister's 
house and the equipment stores. The carpenters very busy repair- 
ing the Voetinan^ in order to get her afioat again as soon as possible. 

December 31st. — The Bishop of Heliopolis and the other French 
officers bade farewell to the Commander this day with great civility 
and gratitude. They intend to proceed on their voyage to-morrow 
(New Year) for Madagascar, as the season is too late to go direct 
to Surat, and they are consequently afraid of a long and trying 
voyage. It was decided to entrust the officers of the Phoenix with 

copy of our letter to the Viceroy, Mens, de la Haye.
